dia, from the Mifiat n^es, h" ™cited the Er^hst 
interest, and enjoyed tb* highest celebrity. The «- 
ploitt of the conquerors who made it the object or 
thtar warlike cipeditiwu, as also the splendid jato- 
rot* i* 
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due lions of natureand art which were thence imports 
*d„ procured for it a great name CTdl in the remotest 
ems of classical antiquity. It has all along appeared 
to the imagination of the Western World as adorned 
with whatever is most splendid and gorgeous; glitter* 
ifig as it were with stfEd and gems, and redolent of 
fragrant and delicious odours Though there be, in 
these niagii i fieeii l concept terns, something romantic 
and illusory , still India forms unquestionably one of 
remarkable regions that exist on tfienurfue 
ofthe globe. The tided grandeur of its Mnary, witJi 
tile rich and copious productions of its soil* art- not 
equalled in any other country. It is also extreme* 
ly probable that It mu, if not the Erst* at Icftfl one 
of the earliest seats of civilixatbuj laws, arts, and of 
all the improvement of social life. These, ft h true, 
have at no period attained to the same pitch of ad- 
van cement m atttotig Europeans; but they turn, 
n*™tWwi, been developed in very original and 
peculiar forms, displaying human nature under the 
most striking and singular aspects. 

The strong interest which India in itoelf ix thus 
calculated to excite, must tons be great ly heighten¬ 
ed by the eomideral i can of its having become so 
plek-ly a province of the British empire, The go, 
Venn ment of this country now directs the fortun+‘s of 
a hundred mi I Lions of people placed at the opposite 
extremity of the globe ; and ht iice the w ell-being of 
the state is intimately suspended on that of this 
vast dependency. The MHwxjou, too, is peculiarly 
strengthened by the great number of BritLiEi subjects 
w ho are constantly going nut to admin isier the affair* 
of thatimportantcolony* Closer personal tjo, Inmmy 
mitanees* are thereby formed with otir eastern setlic 
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meats thwith the different provinces of Britain 
itself. Thousands, to whom Cornwall and Devon- 
sli itv are nil most strange lands, are auedel by the 
most i ii ti m ate social relations with Marini and Cal¬ 
cutta. For such persons the history and description 
of our Indian possessions, independently of the 
grandt-ur of the subject and its connexion with na¬ 
tional wealth and power, must have a peculiar in- 
tcresl* as being closely associated w ith the pursuits 
and prospects of their dearest friends. 

India* is enclosed by very grand natural bound¬ 
aries, Its whole northern frontier U separated from 
the high tahhvkml of Thibet by the chain of the 
Hiinjniileli Mountains, which, by recent observation, 
appear* to reach at h^ast as groat a height as any 
other ridge by which the globe is traversed. The 
western and eastern, limits an: formed by the lower 
romse of two great river?,—the Indus on one side, 
and the Brahmapoutra on the other. The sou th¬ 
em portion pc,ib.La l* of a very extensive peninsula 
surrounded by the Oocan. Other countries have 
often hern comprehended under the general appri- 
I at ion of India ,—particularly Calm I and ChihI su 
har > which ranked bug as provinces belonging to 
the Mogul emperors; but this was in consequence 
of these Warlike rulers having conquered India, and 
transferred thither the seat of their empire. These 
districts, it is okko, bear a much closer relation 
to Persia and Tanary j and when they nro includ¬ 
ed in India, that country being extended hyoiid its 
grtvt river-line on the north-west, has in that di¬ 
rection no longer any derided natural boundurie*. 
But with in the limits above drawn, we aha! I find a 
religion, language, maimers, and institutions, ehar-

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aetcrisrit! of ill is region, and distinguishing it from 
all the other countries uf Asia. 

India, thus definedj though some of its extre¬ 
mities have not been very precise!)' determined, 
may be described centrally as lying between thefhh 
and 34th decrees of north latitude, and the ISEtb and 
93d of east longitude. It thus extends somewhat 
nbove 1800 miles from north to south, and at its 
greatest breadth nearly 1500 from east to west* 

In treating of this etc tensive and important coun¬ 
try j it will be useful lo begin with a general surrey 
of its natural qualities and geographical featured 
These an* distinguished at once by their grandeur and 
their variety. India is, as it wen?, an epitome of the 
whole earth. It has regions that bask beneath the 
brightest rays of a tropical mn f and others, than 
which the most awful depths of the Polar world are 
not more dreary. The varying degrees ef elevation, 
produce here the same chnnges that arise else¬ 
where from the givaust differener of position on the 
earth's surface. Its vast plains present the double 
harvests, the luxuriant foliage* and even the burn¬ 
ing deserts of the torrid lose ; the lower heights am 
enriched by the fruits and grains of the temperate 
eti mates; the upper steeps arc clothed with the vast 
pine forests of the north i while the highest pinna¬ 
cles ara buried beneath the perpetual snows of the 
Arctic sone. We do not in India, as in Africa and 
the Polar Regions^ see nalure under one uniform 
aspwt ; we hove to tract* bra- gradual* vet rapid 
transitions, be tween the most opposite extremes that 
ran exist on thr surfrer of the same planet 

The main body, as it were* of Ihdia, the chief 
scene of her matchless fertility, and the seat of 
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I her empirea* in composed of a plain extending 
| along its entire breadth fro in east to weal* between 
ilir Bmlimapouim and the Indus; and nsdiwg 
aerasj from the great chain of mountains to the high 
table-1 mid of the Southern Peninsula. It may tluis 
pnsstw a length of L5DG miles, with an average 

( breadth of from to 400, Tile line of direction 
b generally from south-east to nurtb-wesi, full ow ing 
that of tlic tail mountain-range which bounds it 
on the north* and from whose copious -MJvams its 
fruitful mu is derived. With the ficccptrop, per¬ 
haps, of the country watered by the great river of 
China, it may be tinadored the finest and mast 
fertile op the W uf the earth. The whole of its 
immense surface, if we leave out an extensive de¬ 
sert-tract to be presently noticed^ forms one con- 
tiniiqiu level of unvaried richness, and over whicli 
majestic rivera, with alow and almost iostBsbl^ 
course, diffuse their wJiktt expanse. 

Of this general character of tile Indian plain, the 
province of Bengal presents the most complete and 
striking example. Its widi surface is not diversified 
with a rack, or even a hillock. The Ganges pour* 
through it a continually widening stream* which, du¬ 
ring the rainy season, covers a great ex ten l wit h I la fer- 
tilLiing inundation. From ibis deep h rich* well-m- 
ttned soilj the snn ± beating with direct and intense 
rayx, calls forth an almost unrivalled pdwo-nf veget*. 
rioUi and mains it one entire field of waving grain, 
Bahar. higher up the current, has the same general 
aspect, though in Ktrisee ia varied by tome alight 
elevations; but Allahabad, higher sliU, it nunily 
low, warm, and fruitful, exactly like Bengal. North 
of the river the provinces of Glide and ftohikund, 
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duping gradually upwards t a the mountains, enjoy 
a mare cool and salubrious climate, and display in 
profusion the most valuable products, both of Asm 
and Europe Hot the valley of the Ganges brink 
nates, and is mceeedcd by that of the Jumna, more 
elevated, and neither so well watered nor quite so 
fertile. The Doth, or territory between the two 
rivers, -cannot tie made very productive without nr- 
tilifial irrigation, whirlj during the lute troublous 
periods has been much neglected. To the south of 
the Jumna, and along the count of its tributary the 
Chimihtilj, the surface h broken by eminences ex- 
temUm; from the hills of Mai wait and Ajxuere ; while, 
even amid Its most level IrscU, mm lukd rocks, with 
perpendicular sides and level summits, form those 
fclm04l impregnable bilk farts so murh celebrated 
in Indian history, Westward of Delhi logins the 
Great Desert, which we shall at present pass over 
to notice the plain of the Punjaub, wore the five 
tribu larks of the Indus, rolling their ample breams, 
reproduce the fertility and luxuriance of that which 
Is watered by the Ganges. High cultivation, too 
frequently obstructed b_y public disorders mid the 
ruder fhftrBrter of i he people Is alone wanting to 
make It rival the finest portions of the more eastern 
territory. 

Throughout the whole of this vut plain, the pro¬ 
cess of cultivation bus effectually rooted out ibeongk 
ual productions of namre, to substitute plants and 
grains studiously fitted for human use. Cven under 
the most rueful management, few of those delicate 
and exquisite shrubs are reared which have given 
celebrity to the vegetable kingdom of the Ea^t. Jim- 
are quite unknown those aromatic gales which per. 
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fume the hilly shores of MnUUi and thflOrimtal 
ijiJjmJs- lu Htiplts consist of wlii t rich, useful 
articles, surh as are produced by strong heat acting 
on a deep, moist, anil fertile soil,—rke, th* eastern 
staff of life,—sugar, the most generally used of 
dietetic luxunH^piiun, whom narcotic qualitits 
have nude it every where » highly priced,—indigo, 
the most valuable substance used in dyeing,—and, 
m the drier tracts, cotton, which clothes the inhabit¬ 
ants of the East, and affords the material of the moat 
delicate and beautiful fabrics. This entire subjection 
to the plough ar the spade, joined to tbe want of 
variety in the surface, givwt to this great central re¬ 
gion n tame and monotonous aspect, Baber, its 
luiiouentr, complains, in his Memoirs, of the uniform 
and uninteresting scenery which every w here met 
bis eye, and looks back with regret to the lofty cliffs, 
the green slopes, and murmuring streams of bis na- 


live liiml. 

In spile, however, of every human effort, some 
trails are left uncultivated in otiosctjuenre of poll- 
tic*! disorder ami misrule; while, in other*, nature, 
undt r the combined influence of moisture and hem, 
maki* efforts so powerful as to baffle all attempts t« 
modifv or control them. She then not* in un¬ 
funded luxuriance, and cow™ Urge tracts with 
lha i dense, dark, impenetrable mass of foliage and 
vegetation, crowded and twined together, which IS 
called jiatgte, and which opp*** «l almost imp«- 
sablc barrier even to an army. Tre« spreading on 
crerr side their jpfpolie mrw 7 — thornv aiul pncklv 
shrubs uf every six* «id shap^-cane. shooting 
in a few months to the height of sixty fcct,-«»- 
pus,. the chief materials of those close natural |*b- 
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--tides. Even in the open plain, the banian and 
other single trees, when full scope is given to their 
srrowth, spread out into the dimensions of aconsidor- 
altli- fores t* 

Front the cultivated regions the various classes of 
wild beasts are excluded with the utmost solicitude 
Evt^n tile domestic species arc not reared in great 
numbers, nor to any remarkable size or strength- 
There is a small cow with a hump, fit only For 
draught, but width Ehc Hindoo regards as a sacred 
Object Light active steeds are bred fay th# unlives 
for predatory excursions ; while for regular military 
service the large and strong Turkish horse is prefer- 
red. Bu b on the other hand, the v^soded tracts where 
nature- revels uncom rolled, are filled with huge and 
destructive ajiLmiU*. The two moat remarkable qua* 
dmpeds are the elephant and die tiger. The former, 
of a specie* distinct from that of Africa, is here not 
merely pursued as game,, but, being caught alive, is 
trained For the various purposes of state, hunting, and 
war. The tiger, the formidable tenant of the Bengal 
jungly supplies the absence of tile lion, and, though 
J it finite equal in strength and majesty, is still more 
1 * and destructive These- two mighty animals 

ore brought into conflict m the Indian hunts. The 
elephant is then used us an instrument for attack¬ 
ing Ids fiercer but Im vigorous rival. The hunter, 
welt armed, ie watad on the back of this huge anL 
mal; and T Lu the first advance, the whole body of 
the amHantu are ranged in a line. When the rom- 
hnX com men eta, the elephant endeavours either to 
tread down the ti^rr with his hoof, crushing him 
with the whole weight of hii immense body, or 
he assails him with hu Long and powerful tusks. 
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mdtttcl y westward of the Jumna, the general level 
of tha country nthur^ a point mf dt>votion> whence it 
dufsrends on lx?ih sides; and all the river*, flowing 
from the high mountain-range, nil I either eastward 
nnd th-eome tributary to the Ganges, or westward lo 
pour th t ir waters into i he Indus. Between these two 
rivers and their respective branches there intervene? 
ao:inHtdr'rd.iJr Space, whirls is refreshed only by a few- 
small rivulets that spring up and disappear amid the 
waste. Thus Is formed a desert* of extent sufficient to 
compose a mighty kingdom, and occupying ili-y whole 
breadth in that direction, from the mountain* to the 
WXSJL This entire region, bIwqI 000 mftm long and 
1300 brood, presen Ls an aspect nt&dy similar tn the 
riKBit dreary tracts of Arabia and Africa. Accord ing 
to the oWrvatioiiH of Air KEphiuslon, who crossed 
it in bn way to CabuJ, the eastern division eunslsLs of 
sand head'd often into bills of surprising elevation, 
and so loose that, whenever the hordes quitted the 
path ho rdr n nj by beating they sunk ■hove the knee. 
Over thk wilderness, however, is scatn misoine ei^inu^ 
grass, with ducted and prickly shrubs; while in 
the midst of the sand there grew large watennuv 
3oits> affording ihe most deLieiou? refreshment lo the 
th imy Livelier. A t wide in tennis are found vil 1 ages, 
or rather elifter* of mud huts, round w hich are rear-, 
ed cm pa of cvatu- grain and pulse, whose stalks, like 
shrubs, stand distinctly separete fiora each other- 
Yet ■ considerable population must be sprinkled 
over this immense desert, since Bikancer, in ita 
centre, presents, though on a small scale, thg aspi^-t 
of a city adorned with palaces, temples, and. other 
ajjtebus edifice*. Westward of that to wn the soil m 
generally a bard day, variegated only by mmimU of 
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sand, Foogul, a village of Straw huts, defended by 
a riiinsu.i mud fort, .mrumpasaed with naked Hills, 
and amid a sea of wind without a trace of v eg*'tut ion, 
appeared a spot so desolate that it BLUiied astonishing 
how any human Indues could make it their abode- 
On the more smooth and level portions of tills dreary 
tract the traveller is tantalised hy the phenomenon 
of mirage t producing liefore him the appearance of 
immense lakes that even n'flfrt the surrounding 
objects; and the illusion <untmue*lill he hasalmobt 
touche^ the watery semblance, and finds it to con¬ 
sist of the same arid soil as t he n»l uf the dewL 

North of this great plain of India, and along its 
whole extent, lowers the mountain-region of the 
Him mulch, ascending Gradually till it nrmi nates 
in a lone range uf summits wrapped in perpetual 
snow. The inhabitant of the burning plains con¬ 
templates, not without wonder, this lung array of 
white pinnacles forming the continuous boundary 
of the distant horiiou. In this progressive ascent 
nature asammt-s a continually changing aspect; and 
hence it will lie necessary to view in num-ssion the 
different stages through which she pa***. 

The Himmaleh ranee, where it umchiw on the 
champaign country, is almort every where girt with 
a peculiar belt or border, called the Tanyani. This 
term is applied to a plain about twenty mile* bnjad, 
upon which the waters from the higher regions are 
poured down in such profusion that the ri ver-bedi 
are unable to contain them- They accordingly over¬ 
flow, and convert the ground into a species of swamp, 
w hich, acted on by the hurtling ray*of a tropical son, 
throws up an rank vegetation, where¬ 

by the earth is choked rather than covered. The 
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Bail ii concealed beneath a ma^ of dark and dismal 
fo!ia^t% while long grass and prickly shrubs shoot 
up so dense and so dose as (a form an almost im¬ 
penetrable luiitr. It is still more awfully guard- 
ttJ by the pestilential vapours exhaling from those 
(IatIe iwks(s ; which make it, at certain seasons, a 
region of death, Heaeo the destruction w hieh over¬ 
take an army that encamps for any length of lime 
near this fa tai va| Ivy,—an effect fatally experienced 
hv the British detachments which were stationed cm 
the frontier* of Boehm nndXepauh Benesh these 
gloomy shades, too^ the elephant, the tiger, amt other 
wild aiiimab, prowl urunolmed ; while the few hu- 
uifui 1 m.' i rigs who m py the vi dn i t y prese n t a m eagre, 
dwarfish, and most sickly an | vet. 

Tr » emerging from this dark and pestilential plain, 
ansi bt ginnmg to asrend the lower inimiuain-suic^, 
n much more pleasing scene op*-ri> to the view, 
Tlit observer pa^es through sm Hi rig and fruitful 
valleys, overhung by romantic steeps, and catered 
to a great extsmt with the noblest forests. Amid 
Ijv^ similar to those which spread their majestic 
foliage cn the lank 5 of the Ganges, various spe- 
of the more hardy oak and the pine begin 
to appear. Some poascM rich juice* and aromatic 
adoiLn not found among the lower woosh; as, that 
mimuna, the fluid extracted Ibm which yields the 
medical sul&Unre called catechu, and a species of 
cinnamon ur rather cassia, the virtue of which resides 
in its root The views obtained from commanding 
point* in these rvjrians, consblbp in a forwromid 
of smiling and cultured vales, JiifLa behind crowned 
with natural pitetaliona, Steeper and loftier mnees 
beyond, and in lb* ditunee lbo snow-dad pbmdts 
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of the highest mountain-chain, form a combination 
of the most sublime and enchanting scenery. 

The Jlimnialeli, as it ascends above llio pic- 
laicKiiti! ivgiiiiu which diversify its lower border, 
assumes a much bolder and severer aspect. Tlu' 
lofty ridge, the deep valley, the dashing torrent, pro¬ 
duce a resemblance to the nuwi elevated portions of 
our own central High lands and Scottish officers, 
accordingly, who happened to nerve Lu that remote 
province' have fancied themselves wandering amid 
the ropaiitic glen* of their native country, firne- 
rally speaking, the character of this mountain-chain 
is nigged and stem; Us ridges rise behind each 
Other in awful array; they enclose no rural scenes, 
no spreading valleys of gentle undulations- Their 
steep sides, sometimes wooded , sometimes ««i) posed 
only of vast feces of naked rock, dip down abrupt¬ 
ly, forming dark chasms and ravines, at the bottom 
of which there is only rootn for the torrent to force 
its way through rude fragments fallen from the 
,Uff, above- A lutmrious task is imposed mi the 

traveller, who h™ suoWvvty to mount tuid descend 

Ibis series of lofty terraces, alone rough and narrow 
natlis that often skirt the most tremendous preci¬ 
pices. The ♦■spedients, too, provided for the pwi- 
Ip. „f the rivers which dash through these gloomy 
bottom, are of the must slender and imperfect 
description. Two plallki fastened to the point 
of opposite cliffs, called a *«nga or sankhs, are, 
in many rases, considered amply sufficient; others, 
called jhtdtu, arc formed by nipea stretched aero*, 
making a specie* of l**e fwapel, “ d supporting ■ 
Ii{,|,t ladder for the feet to rest upon. Mr ws» 
met with an instance wberv then? *« nwrrl >' 
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stretched hum tank lo bunk two or three ropes, 
round which the passenger was expected to egil 
himself, ami work his way amiss, having a hoop 
for the hack to rest upon ; those who could not 
effect this movement were pulled serosa he a witl. 

So generally irregular is the surface of this tem- 
toy ‘hut great difficulty occurs in finding a level 
space on which to build llicir towns. It is supposed 
that, in the whole extent of country surrounding Se„ 
rinagur, (litre could not have been discovered m tot her 
place on which in have erected that small civ,-; and 
then* is no spot between it and the gn at plain where 
a titownnd men could encamp. At Nahn the pas¬ 
senger nmum, [bruLiuli the prim.’i|Hi| street bv a 
stair cut in the rock. Riutit>ore, the chief town in 
the valley of the Upper Sutkdge, Is reached only 
over ledges of rocks and flights of steps ; its streets 
H/id home* rise in litre above each other along the 
face of the steep, white the river foams and dashes 
beneath, and awful crags and pn*dpiccs overhang 
it from above. 

In consequence of this pti-uliar structure, these 
loftier regions of the HimrnaJch do nut present that 
tranquil gmndcur, mid lIhjsc picturesque views, 
whirb render the mountain-scenery uf Europe so 
enchanting. They are rugged, gloomy, and monoto¬ 
nous, The mighty summits overhang nu soft pas¬ 
toral valleys, nor wave with varied foliage, nor are 
reflected in the bosom of slid and transparent lake*. 
The traveller, hemmed in between their steep p«>_ 
Cipie« see, only ii, e dark of t|w fimm 

through which he winds. Sometimes, however, 
on reach mg a high pinnacle, he finds himself in 
posse$<joni of a prospect beariug a character of the 
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most awful sublimity. A spot* raised almost to an 
immeasurable height above the plain beneath, proves 
only the hose, whence seven (Height suox-ssive ranges 
lower towards heaven, and terminals at length in a 
line of snowy pinnules. 

From causes that seem somewhat mysterious, 
the southern slopes of these mountains are gener¬ 
ally smooth and rather naked, while the northern 
fares are shattered ami rocky* yet covered with vast 
manses of hanging wr»od. Amid these wilds, tall 
and nufpttlir fon^bf of pine, larch, spruce, and sil¬ 
ver fir, sometimes even of cypress ami cedar, grow., 
flourish, and decay + liiskfi and unappropriated. 
Then? arc no means of conveying the timber to any 
jtpol where it can be snlrtervicnt to human or or¬ 
nament- With trees are Int glrtmg kJ numer¬ 

ous bushes loaded with the fruit which forms the 
luxury of the northern regions of Europe; goose- 
berry, raspberry, strawberry, all unknown to ihe 
plain* Mi OW* !n dudtered and favourable spots, 
the wild iw, the lity of the valley, cowslip, dan¬ 
delion. and various Other tin wen*, an* seen bunting 
through the green carpet. The twi and rocks in 
ihe higher districts are richly cluthi'd with nioas 
mid lichen p the vegetation of the countries border^ 
ing on the Arctic Circle; * H*® 
observed resembling that w hich flourishes in Ice¬ 
land. and w hich U imported for medicinal purposes 
under the name of Ireland moss- 
The animal world in this higher region under¬ 
goes * change equally striking. The eiephnftl and 
tiger, the kutj^ of the forests beneath, disappear, or 
arc very seldom seen. Cattle and hurras do not find 
m sufficient extent of level pasture ; and henre sheep 

i 
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and goals are the animals rhieflv reared for the ims 
of dunlin lie life. Depredations areehieflv ram mi tied 
by the wild eat, iho bear, and the hog. The chamois 
boiinda from ruck to rook, and the forests are filled 
with deer of various species i of whicii the most 
nth and precious is that producing the musk- It 
is found only in the most lofty and inacc-wible 
heights, amid rocks and forests which the human 
foot scarcely dares tv tread. The moat intense cold 
is BO essential to its life, that the young, hi Iving 
brought down ton warm situation, uni form L perish 
in a few days. The forest* in aii the more ran. 
dc™ie heights are filled with flocks of such fowl* 
as are elsewhere domesticated, here run ring about 
wild, tempting the pursuit of the sportsman; but, 
as they very seldom Uke wing, they are with dif¬ 
ficulty reached by the gun. The peacock displays 
his glittering plumage only on the lower hills. The 
sovereign eagle is seldom descried amid the clifls 
which are inhabited hy kites, hawks, and otherj 
of the minor predatory birds. Partridges and phea- 
saots are numerous and of various species; the lat¬ 
ter are even seen flying amid the Knows at a great 
dcvaticm. Beta swarm in all (lie lower district, 
making their hives in the hollows of trees; these 
the natives plunder by merely raising a loud noise, 
which muses the swarm to issue forth and leave the 
homy unprotected.,

The glen of the Sutledge h Little more than a 
profound and gloomy chasm, naked and precipitous, 
without the romantic Wanly produced by sweJL 
ing hanks or fringinsr wood* Cultivation appears 
old v on a few scullered patches - no fillip* ^roile 
along ifr 1 (order, though numerous forts frown over 
its steeps-—The Pahur, a tributary of the Jum¬ 
na, present* a pi easing variety compared to this or 
to any other ravine of the Hmmaleh, It rolls 
through a vale of moderate breadth j its bull* and 
the slopes above an: Wnutiftillv studded with field*, 
woods, and villages; while brow n hi lie, ti pped w iib 
rocks and snow, tower in the bwigpund.—The 
Jumna, again, has its border* generaJly WId^savage, 
and impracticable; all its higher tracts* too, consist 
of mighty nkks and precipsnea buried under huge 
lUflKw* of snow. Vet the lower grounds are w traded; 
and along the river are seen some green narrow 
vales, riling into oom t d with cultivation and 
verdure, w hich diversify era its wilrf^rt *rene* with 
& mixture of soft lie® tmd elegance,— The lanboflhe 
Bapnmoe T a broaib r stream, which has worn a still 
deeper bed through the mountain-strata, are beyond 
al] others repulsive, and equally destitute of Lrfmty 
and life. These solitary steeps are only acantily 
clothed with the foliag* of the sombre fir; the chth, 
shattered and splintered, are m% even tinted with 
moss or Lichen, but, bearing the dusky colours of 
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their natural fracture, shoot up on every side into 
of nmnzing heigh L 

Bu.lj notw ilhstaiiding the gloomy and uninviting 
aspect of these lUGUJitaiii-sreiics, tln-nr arc a few 
places in which they open out into smiling and cul¬ 
tivated plains of considerable extant* The volleys 
of Xepouf, indeed, besides being very narrow, be¬ 
long mther to the region of the lower bilk Con¬ 
siderably higher is found the Kama &t*tw r or the 
Happy Valley, where little eminences, villages, and 
richly-cultivated fields, combine to form a d*Eiglitfui 
scene. But the most extensive opening takes place 
at its western extremity, whet* these great rklgra 
recede and enclose the little kingdom of Co&luncrt 1 , 
which, beyond any other spot on earth, seems, to 
merit the appellation, of a terrestrial jsamcBsr, Ku- 
fneruus mulcts Sowing down the mountain-sides 
diffuse verdure and beauty over the hills and vales, 
and in the plains expand into an extensive lake, 
profusely adorned with all the pomp of art and na¬ 
ture. The Mogul sovereigns had erected un the 
bati k$ of this sheet of wa ter gay palaces an d pavilions, 
to which they were wont to repair as their most plt-m. 
ing ntitftt from the toils of empire. The poets vie 
with each other in celebrating the delights of ibis 
enchantingvalley They extol partiroJarly the rose 
of Cashmere m possessing beauty without a rival, 
the opening of w hose buds U held by their cento try- 
men as a national festival* Lastly, the fair maicL 
ens of the district are represented as siirp&s&ng xhosv 
of all the other countries of the Hast, 

Beyond a stiftmum of lofty eminence* Ls seen 
lowering, amid perpetual snows, the central mass 
of this enormous chain of mountains. It has been 
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e*li mated to extend more than a thousand rail**# in 
length. and about eighty ra Lniulth. forming one 
ronimuom desert of precipices, rodt$ 7 and ice. In 
a few places only, & precarious irark is formed 
by the Alpine torrent, dashing in on unbroken 
sheet of foam, through dark ravines, borders! Iiy 
precipitous niuiiu tain -walls ascending above the 
duiltis* Down the perpendicular face* of Uute stu¬ 
pendous avenues there min almost continual show^m 
of sloiiy fragments* broken o(T and descending in 
ruins frttfti the cliffs above. Sometimes large por¬ 
tions of rock on? detached, and roll down in heaps., 
v Hoeing every path which has been formed beneath, 
filling the beds of the rivrn, and convening them 
into enlomtA. The whole aide of a mountain has 
Ifceen seen thus parted, and spread in fragujcjlU at 
its feet. Tiwi tom up and pnx i ipiiaii‘d into ihr 
abyss, lie stretched with their branches cm the earth, 
and their roots turned up to the sky. Yel through 
these tremendous pm&x, and across all these mighty 
obstructions, the daring industry of mortals ha* con- 
trived to form tracks, narrow indeed, as welt as 
fearful and perilous, hut by means of which Thibet 
and India find it pOHihlt to exchmnp? tbdr reaper- 
live commodities Noth mg, it is true, resembling 
a waggmin not even the ordinary beasts of burden* 
cm pass this way. The goods are placed on the 
liacks of goats aim! sheep, which alone can scramble 
along these precipitous routes* though, in other i*. 
sperts* these animals are ill fitted for such laborious 
employments, floats, La descending, are often pre?«- 
ed down by the load, while -dleep, if at all urged, 
are very apt to run.—a movement which is hen? at¬ 
tended with the utmost peri!. 
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In passing along these stupendous heights, the 
traveller oc easiona ]\y experience* a distressing senso- 
tien, The atmosphere, rarefied to HKM r becomes 
nwly unfit for supporting respiration,.—the action 
of the longs is impeded,—the slightest fatigue over¬ 
powers him,-—hr stops at every three nr four steps* 
gaiping for breath,—the skin is sore, and blood bursts 
from the Ktpfl*—-sometimes he is affected by giddiness 
in the head and a tendency lo vertigo. The natives, 
who are also seized with these symptoms without 
being able to divine tho physical cause, aso-Pbe them 
to £j>, or huh, meaning air poisoned, as they ima¬ 
gine, by the deleterious odour of certain flowers. 
A little observation would, have shown them that 
the fluwrns in these region* have scarcely any scent j 
while it Is In the most elevated tracts, where all 
vegetation has ceased, that th^ sensations in ques¬ 
tion become the most severe and oppressi ve. 

The arrangements for facilitating a passage over 
these frightful cliffs are still mom perilous than 
those employed on the lower dedivhtet Rude 
ttahtaset are constructed along the precipices, by 
which the traveller is invited to make his way. 
The road in some places is formed merely by posts 
driven into the perpendicular sides of the steep, 
over which branches of trees and earth are spread, 
affording a narrow footpath„ suspended at an awful 
height above the torrent, and shaking beneath the 
tmad of the passenger. 

Amid these awful scene* there arc two spots pe¬ 
culiarly sacml and sublime ; those* namely K where 
the Jumna and the Ganges, the two rivets destined 
to give grandeur and fertility to the plain of In- 
dwtari, burst fmm beneath the eternal snows. No 
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mftrt&l foot baa yrt ascended to their original springs, 
situated in the most elevated rw*aiM of the Jttoun- 
tains. ThiW they issue forth ns torrents, amid 
broken masses of granite, to fort* their way through 
the deep glens at the middle Himmnleh. Above 
them, huge piles of **k maA h»P» » f snow 
higher and higher, till they shoot up into the two 
peaks of Roodnw II inulaand Jiunnavatan. 
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.1 urn notree is situated at the foot of tlu* immense 
mounts in -stifle or Bundrrpouch, tile upper section 
of which is entirely buried In snow ; but the brow 
which uverhanjja the village is rendered green by 
the trickling D f numberless rills that Ml down and 
unite in a brood basin, the fountain of the Jum¬ 
na, The highest peak which towers ftbmv is esti¬ 
mated by Mr Colebrwke at 2*1,500 feetj which, 
however* M r Fraser suspects to W considerably over- 
rai4Hb The river is here swelled by numerous hot 
springs Issuing from amid the rocky banks*® r from 
pools In its own rummt- Captain Hodgson peoc- 
tinted to several of these fountains that InyoCmceaL 
ed beneath inst beds of snow, which, being fuelled 
by the exhalation#, were formed into spacious hall# 
resembling vaulted root of marble* 

The mountnln-Nrk^ni'ry which aummiub Gin- 
jzoutri h where the infant Ganges bursts into view, 
ib still more sublime and amazing. The traveller 
winds his way to this place, dam Luring over steep 
rocks, or creeping along the face of precipices, where 
flights of steps are formed by posts driven into the 
crevices, At length he reaches the village, consist¬ 
ing only of a few huts und the temple dedicated 
lo Mahadtft Hero the naked and pointed rlifls. 
■hooting up to the skies, with cuf i ftite i l mas#** of 
rock lying at their feet, and only a few trees tm t- 
ing ihemst-hna in the deep chasms, make the tpee, 
tutor feel an if he trode oil the mins of a former 
world. Vast shattered precipices, which frown 
over the temple, have strewn the vicinity with 
enormous fragments of granite, destined probablv 
one day to tMrenvhdni the edifice itself. A few old 
pines throw a dark shade over the troubled watera. 
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whose roar is heu<) ttcRcsth, mingled with 
stint’d but Infill sound of tlie stones tone down 
by the current. ttockv heights shut in UK P™s- 
pert oh every side except towards the east, 
behind a crow d of naked spi rt’s, the vie « u bounded 
),( the four snowy peaks of Rood mo IlimaJa. 

" Mr Fraser attempted to trace the Ganges above 
Gansoutri to a spot famous in India, under the ap¬ 
pellation of « The Cow’* Mouth," the river being 
represented « rushing there from b n.-ath d>c«nowa 
tbrougimo aperture bearing that particular form. 
The ruggedness «f the hanks and other obslariw

rugged pallia buried in anew, either pernh, or lose 
part [idly the use of their limbs. The perilous ob¬ 
stacles w hich bv the approach to Gangoutri, deter 
the greater number of the devotees, w ho ascend from 
tile great fair at Hunt war, from proceeding beyond 
the lower shrine of Bfiadrilialh ; which, in the year 
when Captain Webb was there, had been visited 
by between 45 and pilgrims. 

Thu Deccan or Southern Peninsula, whiih alone 
remains to be di-scribed, presents none of those siru 
gular fcaturotiihaL diAtin^ukb lhe great central plain 
and its grand northern boundary. Hills Occasion* 
ally rising to the rank of mountains^ and enclosing 
table-lands of various elevation, diversify its surl 
keo T and secure for it at once the climate and vege¬ 
tation of the tropical and of the temperate zorara. 
The most prominent feature is a rang^ of heights 
corresponding to the triangular form of the penin¬ 
sula. The northern bonder consists in a trart of high 
country stretching mmm India from the Gulf of 
Cambay to the Bay of Bengal, chiefly along both 
hank* of the Nerbndda, and com posing the pro tin* 
ces of Malwa, Candeish, and Gundwana, to w hich 
ko» bcrti given tile appe llation of Central India. 
From ita extremities extend two parallel chains, 
railed the Gate* or Ghauts, which, at a greater or 
less distance, girdle the whole of the opposite roasts 
of Malabar an d Corona andeh The Western Ghautn, 
w hirh range along tl** Indian Ocean* are placed 
u-erally at a small distance from the sew, and mmn- 
imes ipp nwh so d«e that the* dm are washed 
by its B'*vea. Mote commonly removed Iknu the 
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shore ten or twelve raises t they are seen to rear their 
peaks, which are crowned* not like those of the 
Him jxtaleh, with the trees of the temperate or arc¬ 
tic zones, but with the stately palms and aromatic 
shrub* which form the pride of tropical groves* The 
moat valuable of these productions are the plant or 
vine bearing the pepper.—the betel* whose leaves art 
the universal masti-caiurj" In India*—the areca-palm, 
whose nut is chewed along with the t^tel,—the gago- 
palm* whence flows a rich and nourishing juice*— 
the itwa-palnr, so famed for its numerous and im¬ 
portant uses. Higher than llu'fn all towers the 
teak-tree, whose timlicr, stronger and more durable 
than that of the British oak, forms the material of 
oriental navies. 

Tile Eastern Ghauts, rising behind the Coroman¬ 
del count. are generally of a less lofty and rugged 
description, and leave a brooder plain between them 
and the sea i yet* iiuJess in the Deltas of ihr great 
riveif^ this plain hears somewhat of a naked and 
arid character. There ocmr even extensive tracts 
of sandy soil impregnated with saline substances* 
with which the atmosphere »in some degree tainted* 
More to the north, in Oris m and the Curas, the 
high grounds often cloudy Approach the and 
consist to a great eiteut of mountain and jungle, 
continuing in a more uncultivated state, and peopled 
by more uncivilized races, than almost any other 
part of India- 

These three ranges end* * high Upland, 
elevated from two to four thousand feel above the 
level of the sea, and comprising ihr main body 
of Southern India- The wath-wwtem tmrf* the 
original seal of Mahiatta power, forms a hilly cuun- 
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try, not extremely nigged* but interspersed with 
deep valley*. I t tiears a derided ly high land diame¬ 
ter. fitted for the residence of a pastoral people of 
warlike and predatory habit*. The central region, 
composing the once powerful kingdoms of Golconda 
and Bejaporv, comprises extensive pining secured 
by their elevation from the scorching heats which 
afflict the territory along the coast. The surface is 
gecmBy kvd, and possesses much fertility though 
diversified by tha&c remarkable insulated sleeps 
which form the almost impregnable hi!Worts of 
India. The extreme southern district, called the 
Carnatic, is divided into two table-lands, th* Ba- 
laghBut and the Mysore, more elevated and rugged 
than those of tile Qcn-an, and on that account in¬ 
cluding a greater variety of climate, soil., and pro¬ 
duction. 

The mountain-scenery of Southern India in ge¬ 
neral, though wanting those features which invest 
the II ini mulch with so awful and sublime a dia¬ 
meter. is beautiful, striking, and picturesque. It 
» more on thesnde of that of Wales and Scotland, 
—with this peculiarity, that it never ri^* above the 
limit of the richest vegetation p ami has iu highest 
summits frowned with wood* and verdure. The 
greater part is under cultivation; though there 1& 
distributed aver it a epnsideroMe portion or jungle, 
rork, forest, and even of »ndy w**lr. 

The national and politicni condition of the differ¬ 
ent region* of India varies strikingly according to 
(He peculiarities m their physical drruniManeea 
The great central plain, for example, hoi generally, 
firora the earliest ages* been the ieat of an empire 
whose greatness and splendour have eclipsed those 
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of almost every other country- Some detached 
portions mi |j^ii|rnl in the cast, and the Puttjaub 
in the west, have been frequency separated frem 
the main body; but, under n vigorous and warlike 
dynasty, they have been a* often reunited- It might 
have been ei petted that India, separated from other 
iDtinlrit'S by a vail ocean and the loftiest mounUin- 
Uurter on earth ? would have been stamped from all 
except internal agitation ; but nothing could Arrest 
th« progress of the avarice and ambition which were 
altr^cU -V by the fame of her wealth and splend¬ 
our- That ocean has been passed*-—those mountain- 
barriers have been scaled. — and India has for ages 
groaned* and eon linues to groan without hope of de¬ 
liverance, under a foreign yoke- 

The power which bears rule over this central sni- 
pin- has usually aspired to the dominion of the whole; 
hut the surevaa of this ttndeltokiitg has bed'll only 
partial and temporary. It has Iwen chiefly directed 
towards the extensive plains of the Deccan* which 
have in fact for ages been under foreign sway,— 
com post'd of brandies Iwroken olT from the great 
trunk of Mogul dominion. In the most southern 
quarter, the mbk-bmL$ and coasts have been shared 
among a number of Utile kingdoms, wealthy, 
pulons, and cmliied- Th«e have often owned aJ* 
legions and even pai* «*** to ** " 

more frequently to the D«eaa rulm; bui in all 
t^ntial k*jmu have mnkfda* independent state* 

The mountain-regions of Northern India have 
shared a happier lot; and been inltahited generally 
bv rafflst different frem ihos* which occupy the lower 
n^u of the peninsula. The nigged tracts of the 
libber Himmaleh are pc«MK4 by bold, Ben*, 
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Tartar tribe*, who scarcely acknowledge the 5U- 
prcfnary of the several powers which govern the 
adjacent plains. They have mu harassed their 
neighbours by predatory Inroads; but their small 
number, and the strong natural harriers by which 
they are separated, have prevented them from form¬ 
ing any extensive schemes of conquest

fcgiou. Tli* extensive fr--m which inttrcrencd were 
in the infant state of navigation marly impassable. 
The inland mule, besides its «fy great length and 
the imperfect means of mTii'eysnce. lay partly arms 
the loftiest ridge or moirntains in the world, partly 
through deserts as dr-ary a* dial of Arabia. Yet 
ttidin had feature which, seen even at this myste¬ 
rious distance, strongly attracted attention and cu¬ 
riosity among the civilised nations of antiquity. 
Iis wealth and populottsness made it one of the prin- 
etptil objects of funbition to those gnat conqiierun 
who aimed at universal empire ; its fabric*, the 
most beautiful that human art any where pn«lti- 
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ted, were sought by merchants through the grotti¬ 
est toil* dangers; the manners of its people, and 

the maxims of its saps, had something original and 
peculiar, whirlt strongly excited phiJosophinii in¬ 
quiry* For these reams, India, from the first mo¬ 
ment that its existence became known down to the 
present day, has continued to hold a great and con¬ 
spicuous name in the western world. 

In the gam'd volume, which cun tains the ear]ii-#t 
of our historical records, no statement is made 
whence we might conclude that the Jews*had ar¬ 
rived at any knowledge of India. The River (Eu¬ 
phrates) and the lerritory immediately beyond it, 
appeared to them the most remote objects to the 
eastward, and aro described under the appellation 
of the “ ends of the earth." Yet these hooks make 
n direct allusion to the extensive caravan-routes, 
formed at an early period for conveying the fine 
manufactures of that opulent region in tn the king¬ 
doms of the west. We cannot hesitate to believe, 
with Ur Vincent, that the embroidered work, nnd 
chests of rich apparel l»tind with cords, mentioned 
by Ewkiel (xxvii. £i.) >IS brought from Ilamn, 
Canneh, and other towns on the Euphrates, were 
not manufactured by the nations on tltat river, but 
dnvwn from the mure distant countries of Eastern 
Asia. We have little doubt aJw, that the trade 
amiss Arabia, by way of Dedam and Idumea, and 
or which " precious eluths" ait mentioned os the 
staple, wu an Indian trade- 

Bacchus, in the classic mythology, is named, M 
the rtinqueror of India - but this tradition, though 
probalvy not dratimte of tome foundation, is «> en¬ 
veloped in fa tile that we ran attach to it little histo- 
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rical importance* Whether India was at ail in¬ 
cluded in the wide career of invasion p rather than 
cif conquest, pursued by Sesostris, sms extrvOTely 
doubtful; though soms light may perhaps be thrown 
upon the subject by the res*arches now in progress 
for tlif? interpretation of Egyptian hieroglyphics. 

The next expedition into India, which is describ¬ 
ed in more ample detail, was that undertaken by 
Scmiramis, the celebrated and victorious queen of 
Assyria. Although the knowledge by the 

Greeks noting the early Asiatic empires be ex¬ 
ceedingly' imperfect and obscure, yet the great fame 
of this expedition, and the various shapes in whkh 
it has been reported, leave little room te doubt that 
ii was actually undertaken. In the absence of a 
muraliie on which a fuller dependence might be 
placed, rsooitraB must be had tfl the account given 
by Diodorus, Btm\ romia. Lavi ng, it is said, ex tend¬ 
ed her dominion widely m Western Asia, till evm 
Baelria was comprehended within it p and having 
| w ,.ji informed that India was the mist populous, 
the must wealthy, and the most beautiful of king 
domSj deUnninfid to employ ail the resources of 
her empire in attempting its conquest* Only two 
gtaunutinos made thsa great undertaking appear 
impracticable- One was the fart*d and rapid stream 
of the Indus, without any vessels fitted for its pass¬ 
age : the other was the ttnngih and formidable 
eharaeter of the Indian wafjlepbante, the raj 
aspect of which struck terror into troops unai- 
custoined to their presence. To supply these d«- 
fatumlf the queen adopted the mm dffMve 
measure She engaged naval architects from Fhe- 
nkia, Cyprus, and other nifitfmr districts ; and.

At all eventSj the con- 
questof India appears not to have been again at tempt¬ 
ed by any of the inoimrctii of Assyria or Babylon* 
Dariui, the Persian monarch, iv iwardcd as the 
next who undertook lo explore and to conquer that 
country. Having readied the Indus, he deiermin^d 
to trace its course till it should tail into the ocean. 
In this important aerrl» he employed ScyUx thr 
( arvamltan, the most dtetingitiahi'd naval coot- 
maiuliT of that «rly age, who sailed down thr 
stream. and, after * invitation of lw(r lean and 
a half, arrived in Kcypt,—a mw* mtenirre, ami 
at that period most arduous voyag«, of wlllfh, un¬ 
fortunately, no detailed a«»unt has l**n framed. 
Tbr historian then amply informs us, that “ J Da¬ 
rius subdued the Indiana f Mid it appears list fce 
drew from their country n more ample trilniir than 
from any uther province of bU vast dominion*,— 
paid lou*in sitild. the most valuable of Mrounoditie*. 
Yet the description of Herodotus, brief and indis- 
trot, i- 
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line! 15 it is. shows that tip empirv of Darius ei~ 
tended over only a very small port bn of India* The 
simple statement that this country was bounded on 
the east by vast sandy deserts, fonning on that side 
the limit of the known world, renders it manifest 
Uiat Aii India included nothing beyond the wesu 
era provinces of M uul tan, Lahore, and possibly Gu- 
Kerat^ His details are truly defective* and would 
seem applicable to some rude mountain-tribe rather 
than to the inhabitants of a great and civilized 
empire ; vet the particulars, when narrow ly eia- 
mined, indimlc the early existence of the same fe&» 
lures by which India is still distinguished. The 
wool growing on trees like fruit* more beautiful 
and valuable than that produced from sheep, and 
like it usH-d for clothing, is evidently cotton, an im¬ 
portant vegetable then unknown in the west. The 
statement that sum? Halim kill no living thing, and 
suL^.sl wholly on herbst, points out a chnraetemtie 
fact in Indian manners; whik another report, that 
thev neither sow the land nor inhabit houses, will 
apply in the superstitious practices of the yogui* or 
faki n? r I In ■ Pwd ay i, probably a mo mi lain - horde, are 
described as living nn raw flesh, while the people 
bordering on the river subsist on raw fish. The sin- 
iiular statement that when anyone, male or female, 
falls sick, his relations kill hiiu + and feed upon the

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quarter of the world was obtained from the expedi¬ 
tion of Alexander, though that great conqueror did 
uot pass or perhaps even reach the limit which had 
arrested the progress of Jhiri us. Having overrun the 
whole Persian empire as far m TWtna (R&lkh), the 
capital of Rnetria, and finding it every where silMiu 
ed and submissive, lie determined in cross the moiuu 
tains. and complete the subjugation of the known 
world by conquering India. lie passed the ridge of 
Parupamisiis, probably by the great caravan-route 
between Balkh and C*mduh&r a without having suffer¬ 
ed any serious loss, though it is admi tted that the re¬ 
duction of the strongholds by which the passes of 
the mountains were guarded gave pccuku) to several 
arduous conflicts. Hr then marched eastward, and 
readied the Indus at or near Attok, where its 
breadth is enu.dd* rablv than in most other parts 
of its lower course; mid he erased it without en¬ 
countering any other obstacle iliaii such as were 
premi a ted hy tb e rapid i ty of the curren L A l t hough 
Alexander founded his claim lo India on the ground 
of its lieinji a province of the Pettish empire se- 
rured by right of conquest, the truth appears to be, 
lhal under the weak n igiui of the successors of Oil. 
rim every trace of their dominion Imd been entire¬ 
ly ohfitcrated, the country not being even united 
under one empire* but parcelled out among omner. 
011 s independent chiefs, The first whose territories 
the Mucedoniun entered wus named Taxiles^ or 
ToeshaiLu, who either ronddmug resistance hope-, 
less, or else expecting to derive advantage from the 
Greek albancc, immediately juirndhim with all his 
forces. Rut when the conqueror cached thv Hv- 
daijh -. hr found its opposite bank occupied bv Po- 
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rw, or Phoor, with a very numerous army s rom- 
po*ed of stronger men md braver troops than those 
whom k had w cosily vmquishtd in Persia- ^hry 
wore selected probably, in a great nnsisure, frunx the 
Rajputs ami nioun lain-tribes, ihe mufti warlike part 
of the Hindoo population. The dilSeultiirs of the 
Macedonian army were increased by the rainy 
fnwn. which had rwdled the river to a height that 
made it impossible for the soldiers lo fon! it- Alex- 
smder however displayed hbi gcRerahhip, by taking 
advance of a wooded bbmd at some distance be- 
low ; to which, while making a feigned attempt in 
another quarter, he transported the flower of his 
phalanx as well *s &e test ofhl* cavalry, These, 
having easily defeated the small force which hasten¬ 
ed to oppo^ their landing, were soon draw n up in 
order of bottle on the opposite ktnfc. Vorm with¬ 
out delay attacked the invaders; and his defeat, 
his noble faring in captivity, and the generous 
treatment bestowed upon him. are welUknown events 
in the history if the MnredanUn hero.

The Mace¬ 
donian prince was therefore obliged to set bounds to 
hi* vaal ambition, and to resign the fondly-cherished 
hope of reaching the Gauges, and the supposed east¬ 
ern extremity of the world. 

It behoved Alexander to commence the disagree¬ 
able task of reluming toward* Assyria; but he re¬ 
solved lit least iu vary his route, and thereby to ex¬ 
tend liLi acquaintance with the country which he 
had overrun. Among tils other great qualities he 
was animated with an ardent thirst Tor knowledge, 
and particularly for geographical discovery. In re¬ 
tracing his steps to Babylon, therefore T which he 
made his Asiatic *wpstal F it appeared to him that he 
might have an op j«>rtumty of determining the course 
of the In dun and the southern limits of Asia, He 
wns impelled by an idee, and even belief, which to 
us it appears astonishing he could ever for a moment 
have cherished* that the Indtts and the Nile were 
one anil the same river. But we most not, from 
the full light we now enjoy, denounce too severe!y 
the imperfect steps by which the ancient! groped 
the]r way in that twilight of science- The Voyage of 
Soy lax being probably forgotten or doubted, and 
the southern boundaries of Asia and of the Arabian 
and Persian Gulfs continuing still very imperfectly 
known, the imagined circuit uniting the two rivers 
might appear hy no raesinfl impossible, 

Alexander having formed this resolution, pro¬ 
ceeded to execute it with hfa usual activity. Hit. 
mg found on the kinks of the Hydjiirpea an am¬ 
ple none of excel lent timber, he employed the Phe- 
itieianj and other maritime people belonging to his 
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artuv to construct out of it a fleet of more tlian two 
thousand vessels* of which dgkiy were of thm L IjRoti 
of oars- He put a part of Ills army on board, while 
strong detachments encamped on either *ido of the 
current After soknm sarKflceSj celcbrnred both in 
tlie Greet and Indian manner, this great arma- 
mem began its movement The varied and impo¬ 
sing sjKiclacU',—tlic shouting of the troops,—thu 
brand ishiisg of so many thousand oans, as the flotilla 
dioppeddown drift ma|eslie stream,—struck with ud~ 
mini Li oft even the Indians, who watched it* pr. ,u^ 
to a ttsmiderable distance* Some time was spent in 
attacking certain strong plaws uf the Miili (people 
of MoulUit), who are areused by the Greek histo¬ 
rians of a ItOfftiJe di£pa*dtion» although then 1 whole 
conduei appears to have been strictly defensive; yet 
Alexander rashly sacrificed many of hi* troop, ond 
oven endangered his own life, in rmiking conquest* 
which he could never hope to retain. After a 


voyage down the Indus, which from various csum* 
was protracted to nine nioiillu ? he found* indexed 
by the liram lifs of that river, ih* brgr insular ter-

mins Lion- The king now pul a stop to Uw pro- 
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grefc* of ill* main body of his fleet, and sailed down 
wiih u few v(wls lo the mouth of Lbe river, where 
he beheld, spreading before him as far as the eye 
eon Id reach h the magnificent expanse of the Indian 
Ocean. Exulting to have liras, as he conceived, 
reached one of the grand boundaries of the earth, 
he formed the idea of turning his discovery to the 
advantage of science, and perhaps of commerce. He 
propos'd to employ a small squadron in surveying 
the southern coast of Asia, from this point to the 
month of the Euphrates, whore the expedition might 
join the army which he was now preporing lo lead 
|j«cfc lo Babylon. The enterprise, however* np- 
pcared 50 very hazardous that none of the naval 
chiefs were willing to undertake it except Near- 
■chiLs. the most distinguished of their number and 
admiral of the fleet. Alexander hcaitoted much to 
expose so precious a life in this perilous expedi¬ 
tion, but finding that no other would volunteer ho 
»t length const riled. 

Nearrhus accordingly performed his celebrated 
voyage along the southern const ; during which be 
suffered very severely, chiefly from the great scar¬ 
city of provbfcni*—a large extent of the laud being 
completely desert, and the rest Inhabited by rude 
tribes, faun w hom no supplies could be obtained ex¬ 
cept by violence. At length he entered the Persian 
Gulf, where he found a fori He and friendly shore, 
in which all the wants of the fleer were supplied, 
and where his crews soon recruited their ilrcngth. 
ilw T with great joy, he kmrned that the (inrign 
camp was pitched xt only a few Jays - Journey in the 
interior. He nocordhiidy set out with five of Ills oL 
beefs, and received tire most hearty congratulations 
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from their sovereign and countrymen, who by tliat 
time Kim! almofll resigned every hope of their return. 
Aleiander himself, In marching through Gedrosia, 
the modem Mokntn and Beloorhistnti, had seen his 
army exposed to miseries and dangers, greater, if 
possible, than the fleet had encountered. Their 
route lay through immense deserts of moving sand, 
exactly corresponding with the description recently 
given *bv Mr Pottiitger, rising into steep hillocks, 
into which the feet sunk ns in mire or in the sea. 
Water oAurml only at long intervals, when they 
reached the ttanks of rapid streams i and so eager 
were tlie men to quench their thirst, that some of 
them plunged into the current and lost their lives. 
Indeed, of all the rash enterprises which have been 
laid to the charge of this conqueror, the present 
rnaieh was pcrhajM the mast foolhardy. However, 
by that energy which he always ditpiiynl in danger 
and distress, aml tiy tharing tfie toils and privations 
of the meanest soldier, lie at length mntlucied his 
army to the capital of Gedros™, and thence to Ca- 
ramania (Kerman), where their difficulties torati- 
listed. He then gwre a loose to rejoicing, and con¬ 
verted the rest of his march into a kind of festive 
and bacchanalian procession. 

The biographer* of Alexander, and other writers 
■King their materials, have transmitted a pretty 
full am mi it of the Mate in which he found India; 
w bo« narratives, in the absence of native records, 
still possess a great degree of historical value. The 
result, brought out still more fully than in the 
IVreian annals collected bv Herodotus and C train*, 
appear* to be. that this region was as jopulou* and 
as higblv cultivated at a very remote age * id 
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the present, and that it «^x1iiliketl manner* and in- 
Stitutkms almost precisely similar. That diarae- 
teristie institution, the division into casUrji, where 
the rfiunities and (Tuployrntnu wen* transmitted 
from father to son by fixed hereditary succession, 
was already established in its utmost force- The 
same may he said of the preeminence enjoyed 
among these tastes by the priesthood* who were 
understood to inherit ail the learning and philoso¬ 
phy of the eastern world, Alexander and several 
nf to officers, imbued with Greek hteratm^and cu¬ 
riosity, felt an unusual interest respecting the life 
and docirine of these oriental aages, The self-denial 
and studied austerity, which had astomdied them In 
Diogenes and others of the Cvnie school, were car¬ 
ried here Co a much more unnatural and extrava¬ 
gant pitch. The men whom India held in venera¬ 
tion were seen denying to ihernsdm nil the enjoy- 
ttu nss and comforts of life, subjecting their persona 
to the m*M unheard-of kniun's and penances, lying 
exptx^! naked, in the woods and fields, to the burn¬ 
ing ray* of tfie sum The Mnrvdorunn prince does 
not seem to have 1 *vij himself inclined to enter into 
conversation with these im^uiih sai blit he sent 
Onericritus to endeavour to obtain some idea of 
th?-ir doetiirir* and principle This envoy was ae. 
eordingly guided To a military spot, aliotu two miles 
from tjie city, where a ^ r mup of fifteen, braving the 
noonday foeai, hail pi an d! tberrudves in the most 
painful and fantastic atiiiudes. The Greek ac¬ 
costed them, and made known the object of Kin 
visit, when mn of tfattr number, named Calanus, 
obsi rved, that it Little became them to reveal ihe 
mysieritf of philosophy to one arrayed in the cos- 
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t tim * of a courtier and warrior; and requirodp u 
an indispensable preliminary U> all corcimuiiicatknij 
that he should ill row naked on the same 

stones where tlsey lay extended- As Onesirrilils 
appeared lo pau*\ Mandanis, ftfioUwr of the Indian 
grmip* condemned thil hard] reply made lo the repnv 
tentative of a wvereign and conqueror who deserr- 
ed praise for such enlightened curiosity* Through 
the medium of an interpreter, he gave a summary 
of the leading tenets held by hte Mh>w-«gi* in¬ 
quiring If they bore any fcsemblancc lo the doc- 
trines professed in Gniw. OnwicriLus awurod 
him thin Pylhacuw, iwefstee. and shore all Dio¬ 
genes, entertained many uptowns wtromely simi* 
lar, Mandani* admitted this to be in so far satis- 
fwriury, jet conn'toed that no one who wore clothes, 
or mingled in human society, could attain lo lbs* 
mysterious height Df wisdom which distinguished 
the Indian philosophers. Tin* cflfitersatioa wd- 
lintuvl till eTcntng p when the learned men rme 
»mi panted their new mmjMUkin to the city*

wms far from being tmrewankd. If any onectrry,

distant possessions which aftee Alexander's retreat 
had probably shaken off entirely the flight yoke im¬ 
posed upon them. The very imperfect uxotmta of 
tin* enterprise repent it as having been hucmu 
fyj r though Sefeueui had to eflmuntrr the force of 
Snndnunttna (ChadragupUr), who had already esta¬ 
blished cm the tanks of the Ganges an empire em¬ 
bracing almoei the whole of Indio- Much doubt* 
however, must nest on this brilliant result, when 
we jfi n l! it to have issued in u treaty by w hich be 
resigned all the provinces w/icvin/ of lire Indus.— 
that is, ill that were properly Indian.

Upon this indica¬ 
tion D*Anvilla has fixed upon Allahabad, a great* 
ancient, and holy city, standing; at the junction with 
the Jumna, a river cmainly not ill entitled to the 
above distingiihdud rank, But this ranelusiafi u 
completely and positively contradicted by the state¬ 
ments of Pliny and Ptolemy* the two highest anting 
nth* In ancient geography and especially in that of 
India, both of whom place the town a grunt w'ay Judo w 
that junction,—the former about 4iMi miles, the latter 
still farther. Major Pennell next suggests Pam a* 
likewise a large place* anti considerably below the 
oonll usance just specified; while the Soane* a stream 
certainly of great magnitude, which at present falU 
into the Gangra almtU thirty mil** above, is supposed 
anciently to have followed a different channel* and 
to have flowed close by Patna. Still that city is not 
so far down the Ganges at Fallhothra is described 
both by Ptolemy and Pliny; the latter of whom, 
in enumerating the tributaries of the great river* 
men Lion# both th e Soane and t he E rranoboas as 
perfitftly distineL Golond Franklin* by a series of 
learned researches* has lately endeavoured to fix the 
position at Fajcmalil* which certainly agrees let¬ 
ter than any More named with the ancient author 
rilhx, though still liable hj some objections. The 
present writer* in a former work, has mentioned 
Hoglipoor* a towo not far distant from Rajcmaht, 
l?ui somewhat nearer to the .position descried by 
Ptolemy, and still mon‘» to that assigned by Pliny 
as (be site of Pah hath ra+ The name exactly ram- 
eidea ; for* in the European orthography of oriental 
sounds* b an ip t E i and a, are alwaya used indiscri¬ 
minately* while the other alterations are manifestly 
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adapted for the sake of euphony in the Greek lan¬ 
guage. A name us nothing where there is noagree¬ 
ment ns to position t but where the coincidence in 
that respect is so great, as in the present ilutanw, it 
is of mtli'li importance, Iwaus' ancient appellations 
often remain long attached to the same spot*. After 
being obliged to give up the Junuia, w« cannot hope 
for a river which shall actually be tlie " third in 
India." The Ganges, not far from Boglipoor, re¬ 
ceives the Coosy, or river of Nepaii I, — a large stream, 
which bn* flowed oaHj 300 mil**, and drained a 
large extent of moun tail l- territory. 

As the kingdom of Syria declined in strength it 
submitted to the separat ion of its eastern territories. 
Bai t rin was erected into an independent Grecian 
state, which during several ages seems to have been 
both powerful and enlightened- But there is no por¬ 
tion of ancient history, equally interesting, involved 
in darkness so deep and hopeless. The kings of 
Bactnn certainly invaded ami reduced to obedience 
a portion of India,—perhaps more ex tensive than was 
subjected by the arms of Darius or Alexander. Colo¬ 
nel Tod collected in the western province* iiumm.ui 
Mins and medals of the Bactrian monarch*. Me¬ 
nander. front the «wmnt given by Strebo> Appears to 
have reigned over a very powerful empire. In rod. 
junction with Demetrius, hr had potee^d himself 
of Pattalene at the mouth of the Indus, and at the 
same time push'd his conquests considerably !**- 
vond the Ilvphosii; whik in the north he had SuIl. 
dued all Tartnry utiru the JaxartM- There ap¬ 
pears even U> have h«n for some time a Greek king¬ 
dom in India independent of Hactria ; nay, it ha* 
been supposed by some eminent writes*, that many 
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feature! of the Hindoo philosophy* which certainly 
War a striking resemblance to that of Pythagoras 
olid Plato, were derived from a Grecian source ;— 
that tvon the Bangui; the I earned language of In¬ 
dia, whose const me! tun has a wonderful affinity to 
the Greek, may have been an artificial dialecide- 
ri ved from that noble tongue;— bm much doubt 
still eiicuinlH^rs this hypothesis Suffice it then to 
remark, that, after a duration of more than a hun¬ 
dred years, the irruption of barbarous conquerors 
from the north, and the rise of the Parti iLajj empire, 
put an end to the kingdom of BacLria. 

Strabo relates that Augustus, when at Antioch, 
receive an emlw^y with letter* from an Indian 
sovereign who called himself Poms, and boasted 
that he held sway over six hmidrod kings; but it 
is not said whether any additional information was 
ever obtained through this channel. 

Maritime commerce afforded ultimately I he means 
of enabling the ancients to oh tain a great amnion 
to their knowledge respecting India- The jirvj- 
pation from Egypt, though it appe&m, m aln-ady- 
observed, to have been performed at a very early 
date by Seylajc under the direction of Darius, did 
not for a very long period heroine a regular chan¬ 
nel of conveyance. Alexander, by the voyage of 
fv earth us, connected the mouth of the Indus with 
the Frnsian Guif; hut the com muni cation Itetween 
tliAt gulf and ihe Ited Sea, round the peninsula of 
Arabia, appeared to him a dbcovery that yet re¬ 
mained to bt made. It w'as considered still a no¬ 
vel enterprise w hen perforated by Eudoxus under 
the reign uf Piultrny Euergrtes, about (he year 1*30 
me. A powerful impulse was however given by the 
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wealth ansi ualwtiJidrd luxury of Romo affording 
m ample market for the rich and beautiful produc¬ 
tions of India. In the first century a regular com¬ 
mercial intercourse was established l>e tween the Red 
t^ea and Mils iris m the roast of Malabar. There 
exists even a valuable treatise, entitled the Peri- 
plus of the EmhrMn Sea* by a writer whose sup¬ 
posed name is Arriui, in which the details of this 
voyage ari^ given at considerable length. In confer- 
initv to the limited resourced of ancient naviation, 
where l\p vessels kepi always dose 1o the land, it 
comprised an immense circuit of very difficult and 
sometimes of Yerv tfaiiiunms roist. 

Any account of the voyage down the Red Sea, 
and along the coasts of Arabia and Perm* does not 
rome within the compass of the present undertak¬ 
ing, in due time the navigalurB reached the mouth 
of the Indus, which, in the “ Perijilus/’ is called 
StyntluiSj and justly said to be the greatest that 
eniert the Indian Sea. It has seven mouths, but all 
narrow and shallow, except one by which even large 
vessels could ascend. They soon came to Barl*ri few 
(BarborkUM Emporium), white they unloaded 
iheir ships and received fftsh cargoes? hut it wan 
nuraarv to proceed upwards to Minimum, the 
principal city of this region (which is called by the 
author Scythia), and where the king, who was sub- 
jecl to the Parthian empire, resided. The nun mem 
appear u> have been very roiiriderable, consisting 
in the exdump? of silk aud silk stuffs, bdellium, 
^kenard, sapphires, and indigo, for the European 
commodities of doth, corah mrotm % vessels of gU* 
and silver, money, and a little wine. 

Bevund the Indus the navigators passed another 
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more northerly gutf, which they called Eirin (lb** 
modem Cutdi). The waves, huwever, were so high 
and tempestuous, the current ho rapid, while tho 
luLloni. rough and rocky* destroyed so many of the 
finch on? that, in order to sail with safety* it was 
necessary to keep considerably out to sea* They 
came then to a coast (that of the madam Guzi - 
ral) > which is justly described as very fertile in 
jirain, rice, mid above all in carbuftt# (cotton) t 
from which w as manufactured an immense quan¬ 
tity of cloths* Turning a promontory (piulicad] 
ihev soon entered a third pitf, deriving it* name 
from Baruga/ji (Baroachd^whidh, instead of Surat, 
appears to have been then the emporium of We stern 
India- The navigation of this inlet required tfreat 
caution, on arrount of tin* extraordiuHry violence 
iif the tide, hy ohlcli, At its periodical ebb* a great 
extent of land, before covered with the sen* ™ 
suddenly left dryi and mariners navigating the 
tranquil deep were wont to hear the sound as of a 
emit army advancing* white the waves rushing on 
with tremendous fury drove them upon shallow and 
dangerous chlhU. The mouth also of the great river 
(ihe Nerbudda) upon which Bamgnza was situated, 
could not ta: found without difficulty*owingUi the flat 
share and the mmiervu* shoals* The object of t he 
iiim'lmnts was to arrive in the month of July, when 
a great fair was held in llsat city. The imports 
were nearly thy same as at JJarharikoe, except that 
wine is incutiomd as a tending article, to which was 
added a great quantity of p>M and silver money* 
The exports consisted in a variety of cotton doth* 
and finer muslin*, i™*i murrhina (supped to he 
porrehun), and onyx stones These were brought 
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4oivp chiefly from Opae (Ougdii)^ * city in 
the inti Tint, mill the rupital of mi extensive kirn;, 
dom. Beyond Bwusputn India extended from north 
to south, anil was railed Dili i mM a [tlio Deccan 
nr South Country}- It i* di-scribed m comprising 
region* of vast extent, mountains anti desert* filial 
with various will animals, particularly elephants, 
tigers, leopards, and ser(*'irLs of enormous magni¬ 
tude. In the interior were two great capita Is, Pli- 
thima and Tngiua- The fbrcner is supposed to be 
Piltaflftfe- on the Godavery,—the Utter D.-oghir, the 
modem Dowlatabad, in whose vicinity the sphn- 
did excavated templesof Ellora still indicate a for¬ 
mer seat of Indian greatnest- 
The mast extending southward from the Gulf Of 
Uarugnza, or Laiulwy, presented the |»rti of Alta¬ 
ic**, Oopara, and KoJIiena, the hut of which is 
easily recognised in Kidlam on the coast opposite 
to Bombay. It had once been open to Grecian eom- 
iwrce, and was a place of considerable resort i but 
the prims- to whom it was then subject rigorously 
excluded vessel* of that nation, which could not 
,-vcn safety pa» without a convoy. A coast is de¬ 
lineated with a considerable number of ports, which 
mil not now la- very easily identified j but when we 
find them described a* the seat of sodietrafc, but m- 
fefferf bv numerous pirate*, we recognise at oace tire 
Conor.;which still l*nm U* m chanteter. Bav¬ 
in* cached the island °f I*'** (Angedjvc), they 
rtiu-nxl on th.- fertile shore* of Liiaimke, rompris- 
inc Canara. with port of SJalabar Proper, and whirl, 
s^njj u, have formed the centre of the Greek rem- 
meree with India. Tbe three great emporia of tba 
i^ast were Tvndis, MuairU, and Neliunds, which 
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Ur Vincent thinks m»\ still be traced in BarcoJore, 
Mangnbnfj And Ndisutifii Although the second of 
ihesif v«. 4 i_a a place of extensive rewt, vet Nelkunda 
i* described a* the prineijisl emporium. Tli^re even 
appears touch reason to conclude that the Egyptian 
navigators proceeded no farrier* hut found iji NeL 
fcunda an assortment of aj) the goods produced on 
the eastern wt of Indi^ anil even in the regions 
beyond. These were, pepper in great abu!idunce T 
pearls^ %Uk 7 ivory, spikenard, diamonds, amethysts, 
other precious; stones, and fortoise-shelL fbeim, 
port* went nearly the some as ejfeewhere, except that 
money was in very particular request. 

The voyage to this jiarl of India, after Ijfebtg for 
some time purs mil by the tedious and circuitous 
line of the Arabian ami Persian coasts, was gnutlv 
impraved by an strident of which the* is perhaps 
no other example in and ml nan gat ion. One Hip- 
pdtls, having observed the steady course of the men, 
*™ at 6xcd periods iti a certain direction, taught 
the mariners to steer, under its influence, from the 
muut li of the Red Sea d irceily across the ocean; and 
thus a voyage, which according to the ordinary me* 
thud lasted usually two months, was often completed 
in a few ihtyn. 

Beyond Nclkundn, “when-, as aln-ady observed, 
theti^ is reason to think that the navigation of the 
Greeks terminated, the description of the shores of 
itidia b«om a much more meagre and imperfect. 
The nrxi city mentioned is Coleht, pruhahjy Co- 
_ repneseuied as part of the kingdom of Pan- 
dion, which at that time extended over all ibis part 
of the continent, and included even Ndkuzida within 
its limits. This is fed lowed by Co mar, a town wL 
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dently adjoining to Capo Comorin, fchfc most fumtlw 
ecu point of India, and said to possess a specks of 
convent wltere person* of both ‘.extu devoted them- 
selves lo celilnicy* ami to tEau performance of eer- 
tain religious rites in honour of a goddess whom 
they imagined to haunt the neighbouring waters 
Ceylon is nest dggeriWd under the appellation of 
Pale&miimda, or ibe more indent one of Taffobiu 
m 7 and particular mention is made of the extensive 
pearLOshery earned on Loth ihcre and m the op¬ 
posite situ re of India. The auihn r now- proceeds 
to the coast of Coromandel, respecting which be h m 
preserved only some imperfect notice*, Mesclia, 
mentioned as on extensive district dbtingnklicd for 
the matin fact ure of very fine cloths, nems dearly 
to be Munilipatimi and l he sum mm ling country* 
He came afterwards to a region of terror* and pro¬ 
digies,—one people with Dal times, and another with 
horses' beads, reported to feed on human flesh. 
These wonders unequivocally prove that the irnmu 
tor hod attained the boundary of accurate know¬ 
ledge; yet the wild tract of mountain and jungle, 
which composes so large a proportion of OrUsa, af¬ 
forded considerable room for them Imaginations. 
Then, however, be readies the mouth of the Gw~ 
get* where he finds a gnat commercial city colled 
by the name of the river, an appellation which It im 
longer bears. It* trade consisted ch Icily la cloths of 
the most delicate texture and extreme beauty,_a 
description under which it is impossible not to ne- 
cqgni.se the supefb muslins fabricated at Dacca and 
other districts of Bengal Beyond the Ganges was 
the golden country, duubtlraa the Aurea Cberaoncsus 
of Ptolemy, which wu conceive may be Idemified 
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with the peninsula formed by the southern part of 
the Birman lejyrttory\ 

The weakness and distraction* of the Roman em¬ 
pire* and finally the rise of the Motion] mod an power, 
cut ofT in n ft- w centuries the nations of Europe 
rrem all direct ceinniuninaion with India, The 
rich produetioiis of that country wen^ durinjza cor»- 
si do ruble period, conveyed by Arabian n a vi colors 
by inland carayans, and Hold to the Venetians 
mid Genoese on the shores of the Mediterranean or 
of the Black Sea; but the** traders themsflves, so 
distinguished in the middle by their maritime 
enterprise, made no attempt lo o|A'Fi o direct com¬ 
merce with tile distant regions whence those pre¬ 
cious commodities were imported.

to lie Bamw, was founded in the blood of martyrs, 
and by martyrs was spread over the globe; for that 
name he conceive* himself entitled to confer cm those 
who fought and fell in her glorious conflicts with 
infidel nations. After expelling the -Moors from 
Europe they pursued (him into Africa, seeking to 
avenge that long series of onimge and thraldom to 
which the Spanish peninsula had keen subjected, 
and claiming an undoubted right to every territory 
conquered from the enemies of ihe faith. ~ This eru 
terptire, as it necessarily involved tame degree of 
maritime akfll, attracted the attention of their mo¬ 
narch* towards I he ocean, as the scene in which 
they might find greatness, wealth, and renown. 
This circumstance, combined with tile favourable 
situation of the country, having a long range of 
roast uu fwing bordered by the yet unmeasured «at- 
paRie u t )e Atlantic, paved tile way for the dta- 
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ci is ri ion which Portugal obtained in the earner of 
maritime discovery.* 

Tilt first attempt was made by John f. on flliiuiU 
cd scale, find in connexion with an expedition to the 
shores of Rarbnry. He detached +m ibis occasion a 
small squadron Up fUTTey the roast of Morocco, and 
oral to trace the outline of the African continent 
Thi- mariners succeeded Ln [jawing Cape Nun (then 
the boundary of European knowledge), and in ex¬ 
ploring to a great extent the boundaries of Western 
Africa. At length* Bccustomod only Lu hold a timid 
course along tile &bore ± they irert repelled by the 
view of those formidabk cliffs which compose Cape 
Ikjador. and the LempeftuoOi wav« which dashed 
around them. But this voyage upon the whole 
animation and encouragement to farther dis¬ 
covery* which was likewise greatly jprotnot<?d by an 
individual of royal nice^ who devoted all his vxcr- 
lionsp and at inched the glory of his name to the cause 
of maritime enterprise. Prince Henry, a younger 
son of John, by Philippa of LamaBter, sister to Henry 
IV* king of England* after having acted n diirtiti- 
guished part in the expeditim against Bwbuiy, 
dirocietl all his alien Lion to this new object. He 
fixed his residence at Bagres, near Cape Si \ invent*

Re itfTbrded to summite 
adventurers the means uf prosecuting their discover- 
ies ; while the deep interest shown by him in their 
various attempts threw a peculiar lustre around 
this hazardous pursuit. 

The fatf expedition fitted out by Henry, in 1418, 
consisted of only a single vessel under two ofEcer* 
af hb household, Jiimt Gonzales and Trim am Vn 2 ; 
who, being driven urn to sew by a tempest, made the 
disrtjvery ftnt of Porto Santo, and aflerwards of 
Madeira. Tln^ two beautiful blaiids, being found 
^ery productive in several valuable cummoditiesp 
Wi re considered as n promising commencement of 
Afriran navigation. Yet it was not till l m, fifteen 
yws after* llmt Gilianez, steering a bolder course 
through (lit* open sea, passed Cape Bojador, and 
proved the fern which that celebrated promontory 
had Inspired to have then in a great measure chL 
merical. The success of the Portuguese m tracing 
the African shorn was now rapid ■ yet for a cun- 
aiderahie lime it tv&* only reworded by'the sight of 
a bar™ and desolate coast, " n dnod n pause of 
lifeless sand and iky* At length they readied the 
vrntant shores of the Senegal ami Gambia, where 
natuhi- amirnes a grand and roman tie form ; mud 
m which gold, ivory, and other precious cominodj- 
were brought down from the interior. 

The pTOgrttii of discovery whj somewhat checked 
h\ t ie death of King John, and still man* after- 
w arils by that of Prince Henry in MAE; yet it still 
advanced, AljdumsOp John's successor, granted to 
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Fernmid Gam efc m excise nuts l of navi^titirtn fur 
live- years, on condition of discovering during ^ 
time "five hundred leagues of coast. Gomez, accord¬ 
ingly, in H71, succeeded in exploring the Gold 
Coast, which, corrMponcKng in some degree to its 
name, afforded a lirillia.ni promise of weidth- The 
liititr no longer hesitated to wuunii‘ the title of Lord 
or Guinea; ami the eutle of Etmina, or the Mine, 
being creeled on this shore, was made the capital of 
all the Portuguese possessiona. 

John 14., who awereded Aiphonso, pressed dis, 
cove re with augmented real, in LiiH, Diego Cam 
nailed" from Elm inn, and proceeded along Africa 
till he found himself, though cottsideraldy out at 
ses, involved in a powerful current of frail water. 
Receiving, hauo, that some mighty stream in this 
latitude must empty itself into tht. 1 ocean, he made 
his wa v toward* land, and discovered the mouth of. 
the Congo, He opened a cum inimical ion with the 
natives, and the Portuguese offer wards formed very 
estensive settlemento in the oountry situated on the 

banks of that river. . 

Discovery had advanced tiros far it) 1180. when 
John II. determined to make a grand effort to com¬ 
plete the circuit of the African coast. e p «« 
Lhree vessels under the command of Bartholomew 
Din, whom he strictly enjoined if possible to n-mh 
and n«» the southern iwundary of lliat continent, 
This officer, having arrived at the month of the 
CoiifiP by b « now easy and bt caCT 

thence his c««r of discover}’. He adopted the odd 
contrivance of carrying with him four negro dam- 
sels well clothed, and funudud with gold and »:her 
ormuaeflts, toys, and spices, whom he landed at 
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dilft'rtru points of t In.- coast. that they might spread 
1 will i ant ivjwts of the wealth and power of the Por¬ 
tuguese, He gave names, as he w*nt atang, to re¬ 
markable l»vs andoq»-i; ami at Jagu, 120 leagues 
beyond the Congo, em ltd a pillar of stone to de¬ 
note tlie dominion of the king and of the Crass, He 
passed successively the Bays, of the Landing, or Isles, 
Will uf \\ in dill gs ; (ht ]y>t name In imp given nil g^~ 
of the many change of course which, during 
fir* days, the sinuosities of the coast, ad adverse; 

obliged him to make. The weather continuing 
slurmy drove In m out to *i?a in a southern direct 
tiiiiip where \ri* frail hark-* seemed scarcely fitted 
lu Jive amid the tempest uaui billows by which they 
wi rr surrounded. After a voyage top along the 
bum in e shorts of Guinea, the PmuffHx felt in. 
ttriwely tile cold blasts of the Antarctic Sew, They 
considered themselves as lost; when after UiiiWi 
day* the tempest abated, ami they sought by steer- 
ing eastward ;o regain the land; but they were 
already beyond the farthest point of Africa, mid 
they saw nothing before them except the unbound- 
■*d ocean. Surprised an d bewildered they tumid to¬ 
wards the north, and at length readied die coast at 
» poLiii which proved to be eastward of the Cape of 
fW Hope, They adied it “ the Bay of Cm*;* 
from the large herds teen feeding, but which the neu 
uuniediatelydmw into the interior. Dial steer¬ 
ed unwank till be came to a small island, where he 
planned anothrr pillar or ensign of dornituim, A ge~ 
f 1 manniir^ however, now arose among hia *x- 

. *T t eft- w. They urged j, that they 

had already discovered enough of land for one voy. 
*ge p ha* ing mUcd over more && than bad been lra_ 
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versed bfunjfonnercxpedhuKa; thot their vessel whs 
shattered, and tbrir provbioiiii drawing to n dose; 
and, finally.. lhal, the const haring been Jeft running 
north and south, and found running weal and east, 
there must intervene some remarkable rape, the dis¬ 
covery of which would gins lustre to their voyage 
homeward. Diaz then called a council of hjj prin¬ 
cipal officers, who ail agreed in the necessity of re¬ 
luming. The commander yielded, it i* yiid, with 
deep reluctance, run1 parted from the island where 
he had planted bin last ensign * J os a father parts 
from an exiled son; Th. Portuguese had mi sail¬ 
ed far westward, wbei they came in view of that 
mighty cape which had Wn vainly sought for so 
many ages, coiuftiMiltg, at it were, the boundary 
between two worlds- The commodore, from the 
storms ho had endured in doubling it, named it 
the Cape of Tempests; bill un his return the king, 
animated by a more sanguine spirit, bestowed the 
appellation, which it has ever since retained, of the 
Cape of Good Hope, 

At the time when IMac sailed, the king had also 
sent Pedro Covilhum and Alonzo de Payva, by 
way of the Red Sea, lo gain through that channel 
every possible information respecting India. The 
fetter died in Egypt; but hb ctdlewgite, in two sue* 
voyages, vbited Canauof, Calicut, and 
the three principal cities of ildabar; al^, Sofala. on 
the coast of Eastern Africa, and OrniUR, the splen¬ 
did emporium of the Persian Gulf On hii return 
through the Red Sea he visited the Emperor of 
Abrasinfe, voflilei hy Ibe Portuguese under the 
character of Prater John. Covillmm was well re¬ 
ceived, but, according to a custom prevalent at that 
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court, was never permitted! to quit the country. He 
transmitted to his sovereign account! which were 
never ihadc public, but wen; understood iu favour 
the most sanguine special ions as to the ndvantigea 
to In? derived from ojH-iimg a passage into the seas 
of India, 

John did not immediately follow up the discovery 
of Diaz. He WJLH&t this lieu? much engrossed by 
the arrival of a negro prince from the Senegal, and 
in fitting out an expedition to reinstate him in hta 
dominions- He suffered also w deep nuftififfilioii 
from having l^n induced, by xmrnLijfhtcned ad vis. 
or*, lu reject the application of Christopher Coluni. 
\ws f ivhich was made in the first instance to the Por¬ 
tuguese monarch ns the chief patron of naval disco- 
v+ TYr This navigator bavin a performed Iris grand 
expedition* wn* obliged, in returning home, to put 
into the river of Lisbon, He brought with him 
trophic! of the urwly-dwcnrered world, which the 
feing emild ml view without Iht- deepest agitation. 
He held even several councils, and sought to ad- 
vftuce untenable chums to these new regions. Then: 
were not even wanting at court certain base instru¬ 
ments who tendered their services to tawalnnte that 
qtvikt dbooverer; hut the ting was of a character 
that rai*i?d him far above sanctioning so dreadful a 
mm*?- 

John died in 1-105, before n new expedition could 
3 hi? fitted out; but his cousin Emanuel, w ho succe¬ 
ed Wm t display^ an ardour in this cause surpass¬ 
ing wen that of all his prcdivessonk. There were 
indeed not a few counsel Ion who represented, that 
fii? would thus waste the resources of his king¬ 
dom in undertakings every way unrertain, and 
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the happiest results of which might be snatched 
away by foreign aggression* The king, however, 
hunyod up by auagume hop*% and calculating that 
the lack of penetrating to India descended to him 
by inheritance, uppltal himself with the utmost dU 
tig™* to thi- fitting out of a grand expedition, 
Din was instructed to *UfH"rintrnd (he building of 
the ships, that they might I*/* made of &udi me and 
strength a% 1o be fit for traversing the storm v m 
which he had experienced* The command, how- 
rier, wn| bavtowed not upon hi in, bul upon Vow 
do Gama, a member of Emanuel's household, who 
had acquired u reputation for Jimitleal skill and 
talent which h£* uul&eq uen L eoud net fully con finned. 
The preparations l«ing completed, fraina wai called 
before the king in present of some of the most dis- 
linairshed lords of the court t and presented with a 
silk tanner, having afiarhcd to it the cross of the 
order uf the knighthood of Christ* of which the king 
w*> perpetual master. On this token he was made 
to swear that lit would, to the very utmost <*T hh 
power, accomplish the voyage, and fulfil jta ob¬ 
jects The tanner was then delivered to him * with 
a paper of instructions* and a letter to the mysteri¬ 
ous prince called Prester John nf India, with whom 
it was not doubted that he would open mme chan ml 
of intercourse, 'That he might depart und-T fpu 
vou ruble auspices, various eererooni*^ were employ,, 
id, inspired by the religious and wmcnhal super, 

<. litmus spirit uf the age* On the day of ejrabfirfca- 
lion, the captain* mid mariners repaired to the 
convent of Our Lady of Bethlehem* where the sa¬ 
crament was administered to them; the monk* 
walbid to the ships in devout procession, bearing 
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wax tapers, rod mitring a prayer, whoed by the 
whole population of Lisbon, who Rocked behind to 
wit ness tEit 1 Bctne. Xlit- sailors then wiMiJ *jjwugh 
thi' eei a mmfcg of confession nnd absolution, arcurd- 
to a form prepared by Prince Henry for those 
who should periib in these distant exjwdEtEonai- 
This was a somewhat gloomy preparation for the 
parting. They hastened on board, and began to 
unfurl Hi* sails; hut when they saw the shore lined 
with their reJalioFii and dearest friends dissolved 
In grief, and felt theniMJvea entering on^ voyage 
so fall of doubt and peril,—while they looked oj- 
li-rnately to the loud that they were quitting, and 
on the ocean in to which they were advancing,— 
I tit’ v rpuld not restrain a few natural tears as a E ri- 
bute to thr sympathies of the human lionrl, 

Ganna soiled on the Bill July, MUJi ’with three 
j^cjod vessels,—Ithe St Gabriel and St Raphael, com- 
nomded hy himself and his blather Paulo, and the 
Berio, a caravel, under Nkolas CueJha. CasUobeda 
J(ScfilH?# them us encountering in the early part of 
their voyage severe Itinptsti, and oven repeated 
alarms; and though this is not mentioned by Dr 
FSoitos, it u^na probable, sinft> after sailing four 
month* they hud not yet readied the Cape, Vuco 
landed in a lay, which he rafted St Helena, to obtain 
water and to make astronomical observations, Herr 
having espied two negroes, he turned Iht ni to be way- 
laid and brought before him; 1ml they could hold no 
mmiroi himiiun by words, and were* txsidus, hi such 
agitation and alarm ms to be unable to comprehend 
the sign* of friendship which wen? liberally tendered, 
Gama hereupon shared two of hu gramelias, or 
negro^ervanis, to lake them apart and give them 
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abundance of focal, of which when they Imd par- 
Ukeq^dr minds apparently underwent si happy 
changfr^rid they pointed to a village two or three 
milts distant U, 1 longing to their countrymen. Fer¬ 
nando \ eloso, a Poriugu^, oh ruined penuimjQ to 
repair til idler and mnfcf observation* on the natives. 
Not long after his d«. partnr^ however, hi was seen 
running back full speed, purged by a Urge party pf 
neerr^- He foulid retag* in the boat. but aewral of 
tbenikn wt-re wounded with spears &nd otaagiua 
thrown hf the ttTOge assailants. Velo*u (hen re- 
hUed that he had lawn at First well nmbd, but

he was now dcuely approaching and the passing of 
which wte to decide the foie of his voyage. Detip 
and sole nm enaction- filJul the mind a of the aailufs, 
as on the IRth Xovember they came near to tfoe 
southern promontory of the Afrkai* continent. 
They raised th*ir eourage to ilus highest pitch, in 
order to fan? the iempMrts which they haul Wd 
taught to eat peel in making the circuit of tbb formid¬ 
able rape. As they pmeerded, a moderate frnee&e 
Emm the south-west filled the tails; and, keeping 
well out to sea, they rounded without danger* and 
almost without efibrt, that mighty and -dreaded |«j- 
rwr. With *h< jtmutd of trumpets and loud apt In- 
(nations they celebrated this memorable passage, 
which was to give a new character to the opt- 
menial policy of Europe, The shore itself showed 
nothing of that forbidding aspect which rumour had 
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announced! it was tofty indeed, but green and 
wooded, with norocroms flocks feeding on thelulls; 
though tli* deep recess which it enclosed m the easU 
er n side rtmld not lie Afidf entered. Before them 
lay the unbounded expanse of tlie Indian Ocean: 
and Garni did not fmmv till lie reached ihe Bay of 
St Bins,called afterward* by the Dutch Ma**\ Bay, 
where he landed to obtain water olid refreahinents- 
Scareclv had the boats touched the shore, when on 
the top of the neighbouring hills ninety imtivw »p~

He fen*- The Portuguese commander desired his 
men to approach cautiously and well aimed, throw. 
inc tu the mrm&B ■ few Wife and toys; upon which 
t | H . laiicrcame forward in the roost familiar man hit, 
and offered to exchange their cattle for inch Euro- 
pe*n commodities m ntirwrtcd their m Thn* 
dnjv were employed in earning on ihi* tarter, 
and also in various scene* of mirth and fndir,— 
ihe native performing on a species of rude pastoral 
flute, to the sound of which both parties tinneed. 
Yet towards the do#e of the \ \th suspicious syinp- 
lom.1 bec*n to appear.

refded cheerfully onwards. Having passed the romi

Providentially, while tint of the roRitnandtr ww* 
u rar the Ikni'h it seemed In lUisut-r of striking a sand, 
batik, to avert which an iiwlHir wm lei down. This 
qn.nlj.m give occasion to violent running to and fro. 
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and to thorns loud clamours in which European inari- 
lien* art- wont to indulge in such ^mergeuciea, Hert- 
upm the Muora on bo&ni were seketl with such ft 
panic that they* along with the Mozambique pilot, 
leaped into the $em, anil swum foil speed lu the shore. 
This illarici. though groundl^, disclosed to Gama. the 
deep tmUfOTi lo which he had nearly fallen ts. victim. 
He immediately rammi-d his former station f where 
it required the peals! vigilance to defeat the re- 
pealed BttcmpUi which were made by the enemy to 
surprise hh *hips or rut the cable*. I lv punned and 
took one b«^ having on hoard thirteen men, whom 
he treated wM, but com pel It'd them to show him the 
way in Melinda, a town which was at no great dis¬ 
tance, and when? he hoped at lost to obtain a pilot 
for the Indian Sea, 

Melinda proved a largie, well-built, beautiful 
cjty r surrounded by tHn»eroi» gardens and forests 
of pnlmdrees erowned with perpetual verdure. The 
king, though a Mohammed eiii. and imhued with the 
usual bigotry uf Kbit faith,Hppmfti to have been other- 
wise & prince of liberal and enlightened views., win* 
saw all tbe advantages which hta subjects min fit de¬ 
rive from intercuur*e with an opulent and powerful 
people. The Moan, thereforev being «nt an share, 
returned with a^arances which bare a greater air 
of sincerity than uiy received in the eitka hitherto 
visited, Gitna, however, was still loo prudent to 
wrapt the Invitation to visit Melinda, pretending 
that hi* master had strictly prohibited him from 
landing; but he proposed a meeting in hmts be¬ 
tween his \i-m h and the shore The king, orennL. 
ingly r w* *wn approaching in a spariouf uih 

pavilion open in from, where he appeared denied 
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on a chair supported on the shoulders of four men. 
Vasco then manned hi§ boals, ha vine his officers and 
sailors dressed in [heir eami attire, and sounding 
irurapeiSt and, that wme fear might mingle with the 
joy of the Africans* he gave orders to fire a round of 
artillery- This salute produced an effect beyond lx* 
pectH-tion; the native*, with every mark of alarm, 
were hasten ing l*ack to tire shore* when he made 
a Bignnl to conclude this warlike cuinpIrnU'nL He 
then rowed up to [he nival and had a most 

saitsfucnnw interview. The kins was even in¬ 
spired with such confidence that In 1 rowed round 
the ships, examining their Jlni^un 1 , and put ling 
various questions respecting the nasure and uses uf 
thr artillery. He inquired about the King of Por¬ 
tugal, hi* power* the number of his aimed vessels, 
and various Other particulars. After this frkmdly 
HXjmmiLnication* the Portuguese remnd on hoard 
iitanv distinguished visitors, among whom were 
set end Banian merchants from Guierai, ** Py- 
Uiafforeau phitLrtopbe»/‘ who held it a crime in 
kill or efli any living thing. An linage of the 
Virgin being presumed to those sage** they worship 
pod her with much more profound adoration thou the 
Portuguese themselves* presrniinir her with f*p|*T> 
elavm, and other precknts spices. This raaipiftbancr 
probably originated in the commnn u»ge of worship¬ 
ping images* or from some iwmMince to the objects 
of their own uhimian ; but tire Portuguese were 
willing to regard their conduct as Indicating some 
tincture of Christianity* which might, they suppm- 
rd f Have been introduced by the niUsionaries of St 
Thomas. Amid this increasing familiarity, G&mm 
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no ioncer hesitated to sail along the coast, viewing 
the skilful manoHi^ uf the Arubcavairv, The king 
tame down lo the sliOH, and urged him to laud ; hut 
(VadmimJ sit]I thought it prudent, under pretest 
of strict injunction* from his master, to decline l\m 
prying invitation. 

The Portuguese nimmamhT being now supplied 
with 3 trusty pilot^ Malejjm Cana a native of Ou- 
mi, ijuittui m the 20th April the African nmi T to 
which his own prcgrv&i and that of lies countrymen 
had hitherto been confined, and launch^ into the 
vast expanse of the Indian Oce&n* They now saw at 
once the northern a mi southern polar ivnistellat toil >i t 
the funner of which had June ceased to he seen, As 
yet it was new for Etiropmn mariners lo steer ibref 
thousand miles through an immenw’ ocean, with no^ 
thing vjsi hie eioepl sen n n d shy. Bni at length # bring 
wafted by favouring breezes, they happily performed 
this voyage. and in twenty,three daya beheld a high 
and hold coast, which the pitots declared to he India. 
It win not, however, amiigumu to Calient; but a 
change of mum* brought them in four day* to a sta¬ 
tion wince Gam* descried that large city stretching 
far along the shore* having behind it a fertile ami 
VautifuE plain tenntaaAvd by a distant range of lofty 
mountains, TV object of Itis long and adventuroiis 
voyage, and that of Portuguese ambition and enter- 
piW daring ataxrasive ages, was mow attained; he

Gama had now to consider lit what manner a 
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corn mi mien tirm might W opened with the court of 
Calicut, and such privileges uljuiiutl as would cn, 
*iljlt j his countrymen to carry oil ail ailvaEiLi^vtl^ 
commence on UlIh opulent shore* The Mohamme¬ 
dans under SwimdtT Imd already i^tahitshed their 
i’mpinr over the northern plain of I ridi^tan ; 1ml 
the Southern Peninsula, and even the was 

still in procMOH of llEimermu native prims with 
various degree* of power, Among tlim?, on the 
roast of Main bar, ft great pn*anMmm*rw held by 
the flQffefefgE] of Calicut, hearing the title of Zm~ 
moriiL or "King of Kinga/" Mr was a Hindoo, 
sti perdition* but to liTajiEs and opening his fwrts to 
TOerrbir^ of every religion. The mrrvaMtle world, 
however, at that period rtjnsbtvd atifdj of Moon 
from Egypt and Arabia, who, by ibtir numUts 
and influence, possessed extensive mam of nadet- 
ing a rwiden^ at Calico L perilous to their enemies 
ur rivals, The rumtnnnder, that he might proceed 
with all due ran Lion, began hy sending oahoft* his 
pilot, along with a rc.inhmned criminal who had 
Ln*n brought out expressly ta meet Urn ho/ard of 
such perilous minions. Considerable anxiety wo* 
fe\t, after n w hole day and night had tdafued with¬ 
out any tiding and" when all the boat* and boric* 
were observed wvfcrily shunning lb* Portugu**. 
as if they hail h<™ an infected mce. At length 
Ihe boat 'appeared with the two messengers and ft 
Ihiid person cm hoard. The former reported, that, 
rm their ftrH landing, they bad drawn round them 
an immense crowd, utonibed at the appearance of 
the Portuguese sailor, and eager to ascertain whfti 
sort of being he was. In this somew hat awkward 
situation, they were actuated by a Moor calling 
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himself Mnuzaide,* who stated that he boil come 
originally from Tunis, where he had formed on ac¬ 
quaintance with the Portuguese, mid had even em¬ 
braced the Christian faith* He invited them to hi* 
house, entertained them with savoury mte* anti lio- 
deVj onU P on being in-^rni* of Iherr misciinn, pro- 
h In resolution to art ns their friend- In pur¬ 
suance of his kind intentions he accompanied them 
to the ship ; on entering which lie immediately 
baffled Gama with the frankest cordiality, bidding 
him welcome to ft country where !o l would find in 
abun dunce emeralds, rubier, and all the 

ridir.st vominoditirc In the world. The hint\ he 
Bi on tinned, was tlun ai Panina a smaller (own 
about five league* distant, whkher he advised the 
admiral to send mesiengem1»qnestirt|fpeTlntssioii to 
loud and engage in i nittci Vmm sent two of his 
men along with Man Etude, by whom they were in¬ 
troduced to the monarch, and met with the most 
gracious reception* That prince, having inquired 
whence they corejc and the particulars of their voy¬ 
age, declared they were heartily welcome to hil 
country, and ad vised them to come round to the port 
of Fandarwir as more secure than that of Calicut, 
which was merely an open roaditad* Tharwocu 
meurLttion* being entirely in unison with Hama's 
own views of the two nautical positrons, inspired 
him with additional «mhdence T He allowed him- 
self, without hesitation, to be guided to Pundanme, 
though he declined to go altogether so far into 
the harbour as the pilot appeared to wish. Here 
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he received u cucHkgg requesting that be would 
visit tliu kine, e h hi whose fmunc** the ctitwvJ or 
principal uiwr was appointed tc tiQlftducl liinir The 
l^ing men utnong hU crew now besought the ad- 
mi raJ to pause before placing Ilia person ill the 
power of this unknown potentate* surrounded with 
m‘h a host of bk mortal ein.nn^ ; but he magliarci- 
moustv replied, that he could not otherwiw fulfil 
his duty to his sove reign and lik country, which he

The 
Portuguese p Itfinsj ushered into the ^rand apafl- 
mcdtp found the wails flavored with images,, which 
k inc willing to identify with ihoa*- of the Madonna 
and mints, they throw tht-mseh^ prostrate on the 
ground. Juan de In Sula, however, rhiuiring to lo^k 
up and oliscrvo the &tranjje and uncouth uspect of 
these imaginary apostles, some of whom brandished 
four or five arms and had enormous teeth project¬ 
ing out of their mouths, judged it athisobk toguonl 
himself by the exclamation, — lt If these bo devils, 
it is Ciod whom I worships The others liiughrd ; 
and soon verifying with their own eyes the just 
gitiiuidij of his apprehension,, started up and re, 
gained the iMiats. 

On the arrival of the party at Calicut, to which 
the inrourin had now returned, they were joined 
|iv several friends of the eutwah and other nobles 
or wvjpvT, who escorted them to the palace in pomp, 
with sound of trumpet. This royal residence, though 
built only of earth, was of ereed extent, delightfully 
situated amid gardens nnd plt^uro-ground& They 
wore received at iht* gate by d venerable old man, 
the chief Brumin, drrc&ed in long white robes era, 
bk-matic of purity. He took Gama by the hand, 
amt bd him through long bolls into the presence- 
chamber, where the xamorin was found reclining 
Binisd all the luxurious pomp of the East. The rmieh 
was spread ou a sort of platform or singe raised above 
the general level of the apartment; his rube of the 
finest cotton „ and bis silk turban, were both richly 
embroidered with gold; from bis ears depended 
rings adorned with the finest brilliants; and hi* 
naked legs and anus were covered with bracelets of 
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and pfvdfluj stones. On une side an old hunt 
Jidd a golden pkte, mi winds %iis the betel-I+*af mtui 
arw» F the dewing of which is cafei'med a grvaE 
I usury among oriental nation* ; while on the oilier 
hide a golden ti» to rarivv ii wheu chewed.

pillow on which it rated, and made * sign lo an 
at l end ant lo m'at Gama nn one of ihr steps leading 
lu tlu- throne- He received gramiuly, however, 
the admral's rmhnlials, and promutd to examme 
them ot leisure,—meantime n.vonimiinillng that lie 
ho lj Ed r. lire lo pe*|, and appointing for ilia I pur. 
pose a place when' he would be tecim. 1 against anv 
jumoy&iire from his Moorish adversaries. 

The admiral proposed hi wait next day upon the 
zamriu, hut was informed that he must abido the 
prinre'& rommamhi; and also, tlml this second in- 
terview must be accompanied with a present, by ibr 
value of which the greatness of Ms ruval raster, and 
the importance of his own million, would be mea¬ 
sured^ Gama, according to Be Burros, had Wn 
fully aware that every thing in the East mast begin 
ami end with preaentt; yet hi* appoimnients did not 
indicate any ronsnonsneas of this important truth.. 
He had been provided with no royal or suitable ?ift, 
and his only resource whs to select from the rommon 
stora *o milling which might make an appearwiicv 
not wholly tirutritable. Hr produced. therefore, 
same swkt cloth, six hats, a few pieces of hnuft 
and coin!, with a tittle sugar and honey. On view* 
ing this intruded donation, the cutwaj and Ida at* 
tendon ta luirst in loo fit of ungovernable laughter. 
HefSaring that, m far from Iwectniog hi powerful u 
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sovereigni as hi* master was represented, it meli 
as the meanest merchant who entered the port would 
have been shamed to offer to the great zamorin- 
Thoy thought it would bo better to stnd no present 
nl all than olio such ns this, tiama, however, after 
serious mcdilatkm. determined, wisely it should 
seem, that the gift, «udi as it was, should be sent, 
accompanied by an explanation that, having left Lis¬ 
bon under much uneertainty* and with lonely a 
hope of reaching Calicut? he came unprovided with 
any present from his roynl master, ifld <vuJiI only 
select from his own stores what miybt least 

unworthy of his majesty's arefftuMe; but thai, 
in bis mil voyage, this failure would be amply 
compensated. The king, apparently satisfied with 
this apology, admitted the admiral to an inter¬ 
view, at which* if we may believe the historians, he 
Bhe-Jgur-rf, as the chitf motive of hU voyage, the be¬ 
lief of tin? samorin being n Christ inn prince,—and 
fi.vi ivi'd even on that bead a satisfactory answer. 
But? in regard to tliis point, there must have been 
on the one side or the other a complete mistippre- 
heaiiun- 

Hitherto, it appears thnl the king, actuated by 
motives of the soundest j*ol icy, had ahtiw~n a decided 
disposition to favour the Portuguese. The Muon, 
hdwrver T who saw in th^se amicable rulings their 
own worst fears eon firmed, determined to leave no 
means untried for the destrudioa of their rivals. 
Their leading men held a meeting, and represent¬ 
ed b> «di other, in exaggerated colours, the min 
with w hich they were threatened from this western 
people- Their astrologers announced visions which 
bad appeared to them of fleets destroyed or gunk in 
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consequence uf the .uimnee of these d«tnM stmn- 
jTfnf in in tin* Indian fteas. Tine conclusion was, 
iSml sm exertion >In>uIH In? omitted by whkb they 
mielit dwtrtiy ihe Portuguese yssjek Aj ihar 
direet utferfciuix^ however, would Lh< justly inu 
puh'd to motives of rivalry, they adopted n dr- 
eaiious course liming mb*eribed * faz^ anm.

in which lo fxmk their mminaj vnniticjn. lie 
added, thnt f in their passage along the numt of 
Afrits they had 'Witafucd lire tinny dreadful unt- 
miri^ firing upon the n>w»«, 4nd nuyyinp off the 
iiiliahi taints ; uf which they were so eoiisdmi*. ihat, 
though received at Melinda in the nsmt friend I v 
manner, they could by no Mi treaty be prevailed 
upon to land. It was manifest thni had they come* 
ai they pretend i*d f under the commission of a great 
monarch, they would have brought *omi present 
it^nrspunding to his dignity, Lmtt-ad of oaring ntie 
uf wiiidi the meanest trading r&ptaiu would be 
ashamed. 

The king considerably moved by tbra- represen, 
talions pent for Gama, who gussmed no means of 
directly refuting the rhnrgei; bat be entered into 
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very fuJI explanations, with which hi* majesty ap¬ 
peared satisfied, and allowed him to depart nnm n. 
«ted. The admiral, who did not quite admire the 
Mpect of a flairs, had no sooner left the palace than he 
got into his palanquin, and set off full speed for the 
ships. The enlwal, however, using great diligence, 
overtook him with a body of hi* jisiyra, and politely 
rail ted Visco mi hia extreme butt, which, lie said, 
had nearly deprived Kim of the pleasure of I wing hi# 
escort. It behoved the commander to frame some 
apology* and pretend a satisfaction which Jie was far 
from feeling. Late in the evening he reached Fanil a, 
rune, and eagerly inquired for a Koal; but none, he 
wa# assured, could he found at the moment; and he 
was, with tout* difficulty, prevailed upon to spend 
the night in a sparmi!* mansion fitted up for hi# 
reception. In iLa? rntiming he was early prepared 
for departure ; but, in confirmaiiuii of hi# secret 
found all the avenues strictly guarded by 
nayrs, and his egrets politely hut firmly resisted. 
He w as a prisoner. The eutwal was inflexible a# 
to hi* detention, yet treated him with the utmost 
politeness and respect p and even exhausted every 
form of courteous importunity t« prevail upon him 
to send out an order for bringing the ships rinse 
to the shot?. Hereprvienied the many danger* they 
Iiieurml m long a# they wefv kepi thus taking in 
an open roadstead* while the position which lie re¬ 
commended would at once place them in Hfo j and 
secure the confidence of the zamorm, w ho could not 
but interpret their present position into a proof of 
guUt and ftur. Gram, fuJiy a Wa * da ml this pro -

vessels* chw*' and merely 

replied that hU ships, from their large dimcimuns, 
could not with safety be drawn on shore, like the 
flat-bottomed (parks of India. Seeing clearly that 
the ramorm's (iam were acting without any autho¬ 
rity from him, he a&Atjtlu'd a high lone, and loudly 
proclaimed that, by some channel pr other, lie would 
bring hh grirv&nres under the view of that mo¬ 
narch. At length he wai allowed to go on bo&rd n 
after having landed part of bis cargo, which he left 
under rWgc of his factor Diego Diaz, and Alvaro 
de Braga his secretary. 

The rolwaj and the Moon, since they could: ml 
keep Gama in confinement, studiid to spoil his mar¬ 
ket ? and they had influence sufhcient to prevent 
almost every purchaser from repairing to Pandanine. 
He sent Dtw to cum plain of this conduct to the zn- 
morin, who Bjipcnrcd always disposed to favour 
trade, and allowed the cargo to lie brought to CaJi- 
cut, where it was advantageously di^pieed pt Thi-n. 1 
transactions led to nimddenible intimacy with the 
native, many of w’hofft went familiarly on h^ird 
the ships- Yet the flours abated nothing of their 
enmity; and Mouzaidc sent alvict T that they had 
at length completely gained over the king to their 
hostile views. Of this Diaz w*$ soon made sensible, 
when he waited on the samorin to take leave, and to 
request that his majesty would sanction the continu¬ 
ance of the trade, and fulfil the infeiiticin formerly 
cjrprHseil of sending an ambassador to Portugal. 
His hopes were at onrc chilled hy tin- cold and frown¬ 
ing looks of the prLnrc p —an effect which he had it 
not in his power to remove by the presentation of a 
suitable gift On bis return he found him v If e$- 
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corted by a large body of naves, in token m he at 
find hoptd of respect; but, when ho readied the 
factory they ini cried iately placed him under close 
confitU'menU Gouts Wing, through his steady friend 
Monzaidc, duly apprised of this outrage, fell his 
situation - am ewhat embarrassing. Judging il nc- 
oemry to dissemble, lie vmved successive parties 
of the natives with Im accustomed cordiality, and 
even wrote a letter to the king betraying no I'cm- 
seiousn^s of any injurious conduct, The Indians 
accordingly returned their IntenMtuiK witlkthesatne 
i - 31 1 !' - ■ as formerly, and he had at length the 
sntbfarlion to see the approach of a boat, having on 
board six nayrs and fifteen other disllnuublied 
pe rsonngeSf These h ad no sooner e n lered ihe vessel 
than they wen 1 urn-sled and placed in close custody. 
Tile admiral then wrote to the king* informing him 
of this step, and adding, lliat us soon ns his majestv 
should lie pleased to release the furlor and secretary 
he viadd receive his own subjects in jvturti. The 
king protended ignorance of the Haftort detention, 
vet appeared little disposed lo yield to this cumpuk 
sory mode of redress. Gama, determining then to 
take summary measures, weighed anchor, and set 
sudl.

They 
were outlaw*! v sent forward, in a heat by them¬ 
selves, in which Vara) relumed the principal cap- 
tives. lie nevertheless detains I several of bis pri- 
Hjners, who he hijpcd might be gal net l over by good 
treatment, and, after siting the splendour of the 
rmtrn of Portugal and the honour in which the 
members of the expedition were held, might return 
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next year with a report calculated to dkpri the in¬ 
jurious aurpscioiifl instilled into the znm^riii. 

TJib conduct, however, was unjust and uiiwi*? f 
con firm mg fur the pmcnL nil the auspicknw of the 
prince, and inspiring biui with im^tiirilealjle m* 

mitj. He immediately despatehtd a squadruit of 
boute. which ck»dy followed the Portuguese, watch¬ 
ing every opportunity of attach -—he «$aoe«dfll 
even in arming ngnhist them the whole of 
India. A spy wlio nunc out from Goa, Being dhu 
covered %nd tortured, ^tmU^aed that tlw sabaidb 
or Borereign of that territory, was LusUy equip 
pin g eui armament destined for their destruction, ; 
and that every hay, mek t m& river, were fill id 
with boats ready, at a D&oitMflfs warning, to co¬ 
operate in the sume undertaking. Under such cir- 
cuEieiianci^^ the Portuguese leudcr p though somewhat 
unprepared for the voyage* could no longer delay hi# 
departure* arid sivuidiEigly rtawtlved to steer across 
that formidable ocean which separated him from 

the African coast, II* l^d a tedious pa^ige uf 
four months, delayed alternately by siurm* and 
ealras, while the mar ry renewed its terrible rava¬ 
ge* among his crews. 

In a most e*haUited state lie readied Mspiduiu p a 
mure northerly port than any hi- bad formerly visit¬ 
ed; hut, learning that it w» entirely in pOBr^hm 
of a hinted tribe of flours, be cW raiber to pm. 
eet*d to the friendly harbour of MaHnda- There he 
was reerived with the wonted cordiality, and amply 
supplied with fresh prorifteus, which could not, 
however, arrest the mortality that had Ui?un to 
rage on hoard. The sailors were m reduced in 
strength and number that they could not undertake 
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lo navigate all lb® three vessels round the Cape; 
and hence he judged it necessary to hum Use 
Bitpjiiu:]' and convey her stores mi board of the 
two other ships. In his progress along the mast 
of Africa, be touched at the islands of Zanzibar, 
Pemha ? nnd Monfiaj and met a good reception; 
but avoided having any comtanoicatiofl with Mo- 
mmhigut'. Being regularly supplied with Fresh 
pro visions, the whole erew% at the tihic of pass¬ 
ing the Cape, wort fit for duty,, and they met with 
no farther o! titmice ion in malcing the dirruit of 
Africa, The admiral, however, had to sustain at 
Temdro the deep nfUiciioii occasioned by the death 
of his brother Paulo, w ho had rendered the ties of 
kindred closer by being uii able and faithful cuadju- 
lor in this grand expedition. On the SSth August 
1400, he entered the Tncus after a voyage of two 
yenr* and two months. Id. which he had fui]y cv, 
pfored a new path to the com mem and empire of 
Indi* Bui of the hundred and eight men w ho hod 
original!v manned the v«e% only fiflyJSvn a- 
turned to thrir native country. 

Gamn T aeconlint; ut the devotional and sotnewhnt 
flixpcreihiaiu spirit of the ace, repaired first lo the 
convent of Bethlehem, and spent eijzhl days inpay^ 
iug hocnagv at the shrine of Our Lady. He then 
nude hii entry into Lh\*m with a pump resembling 
that of a my*l rtmqutti*. The kmz celebrated his 
arrival w ith bulLfighta, puppcl-ihow^ dogmata 
and other entertainments, suited tolbe tmteof that 
nide ace.

miglii affect the reputation of tbdr sovereign, llie 
Portuguese writer* maintain a profound silence- 
Tile new admiral wu Alvarez Cabral, n person per¬ 
fectly qualified Tor this important undertaking, He 
wa& uctompiirik-d by eight Franciscan friars, and, 
according to De Burros, wTtf instructed to carry fire 
and award into every’ country which should refuse 
to listen to their preselling* 

On tk^hh Msreh, 1500, the king repaired to ihc 
convent of Bethlehem, heanl ma±s ± and delivered a 
ktia>teraicd banner to Cabral, who then kissed his 

majesty shivJol and i-mlwrked. The assembled mul¬ 
titude beheld the B«& depart next day with sensa¬ 
tions of j &y t m ueh mure general and uumixed than 
those with which they hud seen tiamaaet forth on his 
Udder and more doubtful adventure The passage 
through the Atlantic wm distingnkhed by a bril¬ 
liant discovery* Standing westward to avoid Afri- 
iai p Cabral found himself unexpctiedly in sight of 
another shore, extensive, fertile* finely wooded, and 
evidently forming part of the continent recently 
made know n by Columbus. Thiitowl was that of 
Braid, which proved afterwards the l>righu*l jewel 
in tin crown of Portugal, continuing to shinr after 
all the others were dimmed, From thence Cabral 
timed direct for the Cape of Good ] fiipe, where, 
during mure* than two month** lie wtw involved in 
tlie must frightful (Mopes**, in which he Inst four 
of his shipe In one of them w as the renowned 
Bartholomew Dike, who tluti perished amid those 
mighty sea* which he had been the first to brave. 
Cabral had only three vessel* with him when he 
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doubled the Cape, which lie passed withnul having 
«*» it Like KU predecessor, lie missed Sofala. 
though in its virility he detained a vessel which hnd 
been riehlv laden with grild ; but (lie mw, prepos¬ 
sessed witii tlie idea that they vn about (n lie at¬ 
tacked by pirates, had thrown the greater pan of it 
overboard. On being assured that no injury would 
be done to them, nor to any other friendly ship, 
they expressed the deepest regret, and vainly implo¬ 
red the Portuguese to use the mngieal powers which 
they were understood hi possess, to bring up the trea¬ 
sure again from the bottom, Cabral scarcely stop¬ 
ped at Mozambique, but remained fur some days 
olT Quiloo, wbie.li he found n Imp; and flou rishing 
port, situated in a very fertile country. The king 
behaved at first with the utincut cordiality, and 
consented to bold an interview with the admiral on 
the water; though lie was more alarmed thiui flat, 
lend by being ■Unfed with a general discharge of 
artillery. But there soon appeared symptom* of 
that jealous- which arises from the difference of re¬ 
ligious «wds; and hence it became manifest that 
ecunmerre eouid not l*> transacted upon an c liberal 
or advantageous fooling. H e therefore se t «ii! for 
Melinda, where he met with the same agreeable 
reception which his countrymen had twin* before 
experienced. The king nd* over die bowels of * 
sheep newly killed to the «dg» of the water and 
earnestly solicited a visit from the Portugu^ a ,j 
numl, wbu, however, firmly declined the pmflbtd 
honour. The latter then left the African coLt and 
after touching at the island of Anredivc ’ ' 

the I3tb Sept^bcr, in view ofthceily of C 
He u said to have entertained cniulditmble atuictv 
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in regard to the reception tlint lie wu likely t& cx- 
perknce, after the abrupt and somew Hat uncmi neons 
dose of the transactions with Ciauia in the former ex- 
pcditkm, First appearance indeed were very pro¬ 
mising. .Some of the principal people came out in 
aJ madias, or country-Lcwts, with assurances from the 
junior in of the mo*t friendly disposition. Cabral 
then restored the captives carriifd off by his prede¬ 
cessor, haiwlimmdy dressed* and ready to l^ear testi¬ 
mony to their good treatment. Having received 
ah invitation Ui land and visit the prince, lie ex- 
pressed an earnest ffUh to comply and to negotiate 
a treaty of amity and alliance, only iotmring that 
four pcrcoit* of distinction, whom he named „ should 
be sent m Hostages- To this proposal the king very 
stroii idy objected, as these were Bramins of high 
and holy character* who could not, without profn^ 
nation, enter a ship, or perform them any of their 
sacred Mrcmatucs and ablution.*. The Portuguese 
collimandiT hmve\ r er ±u**\ firm, and carried his poinL 
Preparations were forthwith made oft shorn for his 
reception, by erecting a gallery, which, though not 
very spacious was richly hung with carpets and 
curtains of crimen velvet fundfolly embroidered- 
Here Cahiwi having equipped His attendant* in the 
most handsome manner, found the monarch ready 
lo receive Him- The sule clothing of hU majesty 
ww a richly-eniljroidcreil doth found the middle; 
but his person preKDlrf a most during spectacle, 
bring adorned with girdle bmcvk-U, rings of gold, 
diamonds, rubies, sapphires, and very large pearl*. 
The interview was amicable * the present, consist¬ 
ing of several vessels of wrought gold and rilvery 
and do tbs ingeniously wrought, was graciously ac- 
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wpted, and* in return, full Uiberty wu conceded to 
establish a factory in Calicut- Meantime the ii^t- 
agra* who on their passage to Hie ship hud shown 
the deepest alarm and burnt, were struck, oil en¬ 
tering* with siidi dismay that they threw themselves 
into the 1 wa, mid endeavoured to swim to the honLn \ 
but two of them were brought Wk and thrust into 
eJttfc ronfloertient Tlib eauwd such u panic on 
shore, that, uvea after Cabral"u return* no mad 
would venture Ml to receive them ; and these un¬ 
fortunate chiefs remained three dayu # oii IkhuxI 
without tasting a morseL and in a state of the most 
deadly ennsteruntnm, Kill the admiral, coiup&AjitQn- 
ntlngWir stifle rings, mid even dreading fatal nm«e- 
npfflmt from their agitated feelings, oonttired to 
land th. iii on an unfroqueiitrdi part of the Hug* 
The intercourse with the eily was opined in a 
very amicable manner* and some even of the Moor* 
assumed outwardly the character of friendsL It 
wu* intrmaiwi to Cabral that a very large vessel was 
pricing from Cochin, a, hostile city* having on board 
» rich part of which consisted of ween e|e- 

phauUp one or them peculiarly desired by the za_ 
morin, to whom, therefon.*p he could not do a tutiro 
acceptable service than to capture fht» foreigner 
The European* with less regard to justire than ex¬ 
pediency. undertook the exploit, and directed Du¬ 
arte Fbchctv lo perform it with a fingEe caravel 
This lieutenant, hy ithmiit of hb cannon, drove the 
ship before hint till it was taken* or* arcoedtog to 
Osorio, Ibm'd Into the harbour of Cdieui, where h 
became the prize of the ramoriiu 

Bui the pleiuiw* derived from this acquisition 
did not compensate for the aj&nu inspired by njrf, 
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a display of Portuguese 1 prowess, Tile first good un- 
deniu tiding mwnliogtj, w*a soon clouded ; tlie 
Moors used all their influence with the native mer¬ 
chants to prevent any goods from bring sent to the 
Portuguese, who saw numerous vessell ruddy laden 
taking their dr^Hirture* white they, after a delay of 
two or three months, had made no progm&i. lo wards 
nhlnininiz a dirge, The latter laid their cemphinti 
hitfoTv the king, whom they seem to have held tv- 
»|xKiisible for tlie mud net of his mercantile subjects, 
lie dated that he could not prevent such disap¬ 
pointment ; that the Moow were too shrewd both 
for him and his |H^ple; and one day hastily oh* 
served, that they hud belter take forcible p^-ndem 
of one of the Modem cargoes, only paying for it an 
ec|iiitable price. This h snt wm very probably thrown 
out isi l fit of imfnUmcfp In orderU> get rid of their 
complaints, without any idea or its being pnditillj 
adopted. IIowrver n Aim Correa, the factor, a man 
nf a warm and eager temper, was disposed to receive 
it in ite literal Belize; while his protended friends 
among the Moor* eagerly urged him not to neglect 
the royal permission. Cabral. on tlihs Information 
being transmitted to hhis, fell it t« be a matter of 
nun-roc delicacy, and was by no means forward to 
engage in tile transaction. (forres, however, sent 
rcpeaij d and ur^ nt reprvtt-niattaiMi lo him, up, 
braiding his supineiiess, and almost thaatitung 
mutiny. 

The 3hums, mealtime, Iw’gwi ostentatiously to 
indr a w«el with the richest spices, and tiled tbe 
hour of her departure, of which they took special 
care to apprise iht Portuguese, The admiral, on see¬ 
ing the ship i[uit the harbour,allowed himself to be 
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overcom e by the urgency of his factor and apchlSj and 
sen l li in Imabi, which captured il T and prcn<<edcd to 
tranarer Ete pr^ions coni^nls tu their own ship*. The 
If Aon, who had long watched fo-r tli u cHms, mn in- 
itmiLly to the ling, representing that the tamd of 
pirates were now stfll in tin Mr true colours, having, 
in defiance of his royal power, commenced their 
system of robbery* His majesty, who had either 
forgotten hts alleged permission , or never nit ant 
it seriously, fUtcred into ihelr views, and allowed 
ibetn to seek redress as they chosei He Hftjft, 
and other inhabitants of Calicut, joined the Moors, 
and all together proceeded In u united body against 
the fnfiortt The Portuguese felt a> perfectly fu.rUre 
that they Qt first supposed the tumult to lie mised 
only in jest, and hence, on asct-rUrnidg its hostile 
purpose, found great liifftrtilly in shutting thr gates. 
Com-a, with his HJcndt-r tronp, forthwith, man¬ 
ned the roof of the edifice ■ hui it was a contest 
of seventy individual* a^Uust thousand^ who rent 
the air with their cries, and pt-und in & thick cloud 
of dnrti and javelins. Sijpaa.ls of distress wen? raisid 
to inform Cabral of their bilualLou, who at fir^t sent 
two boats to reconnoitre, and then all his strength, 
with nrdm to posh full speed to the shore. Meanl 
time tins Mwrs mile to effectan entrant brought 
b large battering engine, which overthrew part of 
the wall an.! afforded an inlet to the infuriated 
multitude. The little lurid of Portuguese were 
eamplete} j oiri powered, Aires Cornu and fifty 
were killed; the remainder lenped into the sea 
and swam Co tin* boats. 

(Viral, wilnm tu tliii dreadful mlasimph^ealk-d 
teg^ther his oftern, and i n the bal of the moment 
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determined by Lhe mwt decisive measures to avenge 
their wwnjfj. Yet, ae-'ordii]^ to t'aataiiheda, a short 
juiUL^ 1 was allowed lu give room lu the zamorili ti> 
offer an explanation; but when* instead of thb, tid¬ 
ing* were brought that lie was employed in sharing 
the plunder of the factory., il wim revoked no longer 
to delay a severe retaliation* Ten Moorish diips were 
at larked and taken t their cargoes emptied in la those 
■jf thu Portuguese* ami their oww« made prisoners - 
the captured * esssdii were then ranged in a row* set on 
fiw, cuid exhibited in full blaze to the citizen* of Un¬ 
bent. The assailants next drew their iqDsdrOn Hi 
close as possible Ui the shore* and bewail a furious dis¬ 
charge of artillery, when they had the satisfaction 
to see lhe dty on lire ill several places, and of be¬ 
ing assured that a Lku.II had nearly struck the king, 
who hastily Ihd into the country. 

Having thus gratified Ilia resentment* L-abral set 
«ail from Oalkat* and proceeded southward in Co- 
chin* the second dty on llii* coast for grealmTfcS and 
roiiimereid importance- In those dayi the prekniJ- 
iuiry step necewiy in nil eastern traffic was a nesro- 
tiatbn with the suvcrflgn. He happsed at that 
j nurture to be in the interior* hut the admiral 
had secured as a mediator one Michael* a vogue or 
fakir, one uf tho*e eastern aagv* who wander over 
Iht country lialSnaked* nmtmied with cow-diHSft 
and abjuring all the deuettnes and raommodatioDfl 
of social life. This holy hut unwrtUh monger 
was tompleUJy sum Mul The king, an flfpntftfd 
and reluctant fu<nl of Calicut, saw* in the com- 
metee ami ailiuiuv of these powerful strangers, the 
ngns of deliverance from this yoke* and of robing 
himsdf loan equality of splendour and importance. 
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Ho evkfB hastened to |he city. niid gave Uiero an 
audkurc, which pa^ed most satisfactorily, though 
the Portuguese saw nothing of that wealth 

which had dazzled them in the prran and fonrl 
of the zanHirln. The iily T Compand I o Calicut, did 
not exhibit Ihti sans* luiay and crowded scene of 
cutntuen^: then; was, however, abundance of pep¬ 
per* the commodity chiefly valued by the EuropeaiUt 
and a mrgo vim obtained with flit* utmost facility* 
When they jven? ready fur sea, tiding came that 
the King of Calicut had sent against item sixty 
sail, of which eighteen were very large v* !*u-l*. Co_ 
bra! went out with the resolution l» gm them bat- 
tie, wisimsit mtn-h dread of the Midi; but, as a 
favourable wind sprung; up, be considered that even 
a victory could be of ho benefit to bis country, ami 
that lie shijold men- completely realize the object 
of \m expedition by earning home the cargoes with 
which h> k Imd Inden his vessels, He touched at Ca- 
rniuor, ami met a reception, if possible, still more 
friendly than al Cochin ; afterwards, steering round 
Africa, he readied Lisbon on the 31st July, 1501 p 
But, before liis arrival, ilie king had sent out 
three additional ships and a caravel f under Jiiait de 
Nueva, to reinforce his squadron* Thij officer was 
surfing directly for Calient, but fortunately found 
ut Son Bin#, au the nuwt of Africa, a letter detail, 
itig the imgir and hostile pruc'erdings .which had 

tahtui plact-p and adi-hiing him to proem! at one* to 
Cochin- He follow id this course, and was well re¬ 
ceived, though the Moore here afao succmM in 
raising mine ufcrtnrlcs to European traffic The 
mxnoriji. i ll Wrimg the arrival of the new admiral, 
sent a ii*t to attack him; hut it was beaten off 
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with such rigour as mdnctd the Indian monarch 
to make overttms for accommodation, to which 
Ntteva did not, In the first instance, think III to 
list in- 

Meantime Cabral had arrived at Lisbon, where 
the narrative of his disasters, and of the deadly hos¬ 
tility which he had encountered, excited a deep in¬ 
terest, Not only the individual* who (mm the first 
had opposed Ihose distant and perilous enterprise?. 
k>ui even Home who had supported Gun* in his early 
i»Trer*crtaaiitered the undertaking as having now at, 
sained a v^crideal aspect Askmgaa the object was 
confintH! to establishing Victories, forming alliances, 
and purchasingi^uahlcwgoea^cb expeditions hid 
premised to augment without hazard the splendour 
of the monarchy and the national wealth ; but now 
when m mighty war was to be waged against a mo¬ 
narch situated at die opposite extremity of the globe, 
in a burning and pestilential climate, the resources of 
a small kingdom would too probably* they thought, 
he vainly exhausted in the attempt. The king, how. 
Ever p remained unmoved by these arguments. In* 
spired* as usual in that age, by a mixture of reli¬ 
gious and ambitions motives* he trusted in the papal 
grant which had conferred on Portugal the dominion 
of all tite eastern regions discovered by her Beets, 
and deemed It both a right and a duty to take pcs^ 
mien of tin inheritance of these proscribed natiou*- 
Ek*cr ruling to views of a more ordinary policy, he re¬ 
flected, that against the batik disposition of Calicut 
the friendship of the potent kings of Cochin and Ca¬ 
nine would be a powerful counterpoise. In short, 
he waifired with the ambition of founding an eastern 
empire; ami accordingly* instead of being iulimi- 
vol. t * a 
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■Jaietl bj these tidicga of temporary reverse, eho&£ at 
ihis vt ry moment to kssnme ihe high title of 
of tin? Navigation* Conquest* and Coin mem of 
Ethiopia, Arabia Persia, and India/* To mat* 
good such high piehmsiona an armament ™ fitU^ti 
oat, much larger titan had yet Itfen sent into the 
Eastern Stats* The main fleet, amounting to fifteen 
sail, was ordered to support the feetudett of Cochin 
and Cananor; while another squadron of five vessels 
was directed to Mtffim^ a station at the mouth of 
the Red Sea, with the view of esduding ibfthntil* 
Mows from any rommiiliiefttion with the wt of 
Malabar. m" vonnmnii of the fbei wv offered to 
t abr.il, and that of the squadron to Vicente Sod*% 
Iindr to VaH»de (hnutt; but the former not hrooh- 
\ ng a divided pow^r, Gama himself was again in- 
vested wills the direction of die expedition. 

This (dlker, in hia progress round Africa, touched 
for the first time at Sufaia, where he formed a treaty 
uf alKanre and commerce. At Quiloa he assumed 
a higher tone, and, in resentment of the illho&pU 
table treatment inflicted on Cabral, extorted from 
the ting a premise of submission and tribute. Ap^ 
prwrlung the com I of Arabia, he met and captured 
a large Moorish vessel; when, we regret to add, he 
stained all the glory of he* discoveries by the moat 
H vage c ruetty, and in the excess of his wiEtr out. 
did the crime* which he came to avenge. Having 
first plundered the vessel, shut up aJJ the crew 
in the hold, he &et it m fire. He then made for 
the owl of India, touched at Crniaftor, and thence 
proceeded to Calicut. Ifprc a negotiation wssa 
opened, to demand redn^s for the injuria sumitw 
mj by Cabral. Gama* nmcch big that the Lransaf- 
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lion was studiously protracted by the native autho¬ 
rities, collected fifty of the Indians from several 
™m3i whkh ho htid captured, and, with an liour- 
tf*** in his hand, inured the ineosenger, that unlrs* 
he received natcsfxicliorj before the gln^s wai run, all 
their lives would be forfeited, The time haiinu 
elapsed without obtaining a reply, he fulfilled his

Boon after wardi T however, a message was 
brought from the tamorin, by a Brarmn of vener¬ 
able age and aspect, ns wolf as of the most consunu 
nuth 1 address^ who began by making inquiries re¬ 
specting ihe Christian religion, for which he professed 
great admiration, and even feigned a disposition to 
embrace it- Ho then kiwun-cl Gama of his masters 
anxious wish to renew Ills friendship with the Por¬ 
tuguese, and to rtiiiho ample reparation for the wrongs 
they had suffered; in short, be wrought so artfully 
upon the admiral, m to prevail upon him to go to 
Calicut in a single ship to confer with the Comorin. 
But when he arrived at that port, instead of being 
admitted to the expected meeting, he found him- 
self, as might have been anticipated* surrounded 
by thirty-four proas of the enemy, who considered 
him thi'ir certain victim. Tn this extremity T how¬ 
ever, be acted with the utmost promptitude and vi¬ 
gour ; for, having cut bis cable, be made ftUI sail, and 
being supported W Vicente Sodrt, extricated him¬ 
self without l<m from thii imminent peril. The 
Porfugui^e then set out upon a cmjje, during w hich 
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they took acvoil valuable ahipa, particularly one in 
which was a most magnifii-rnt iduL with a r^tan- 
or beaten gold and ryes of emerald, After touch, 
tng Ait Cananor, and leading Swire with fib >i*iia- 
dn*n to blockade the Red Sea. the admiral look his 
departure for Portugal. 

In this last aiep Gi\ma dots not aeon to have 
duly ransidrrtxE the interests and safety of his In¬ 
dian aJfy. The lamorin, as soon as he saw the 
Portuguese force removed, thought the limv was 
itjme for avenging himself on his refractory vassal 
the King of Cochin, through whom this foreign 
enemy had obtained a fix^i t^OiMidunent on the 
eOftil of Mitlilmr- He at first represented ftis pre¬ 
paration* as intended only against the Portuguese; 
butp having mustered a large army, he directed his 
march upon Cochin, with a peremptory ch-turind, 
that the king ibtnild at once dissolve connexion 
with thb new people, and deliver up all the mem¬ 
ber* of their fiietory left in \m capital Ccnuddiuubfo 
agitation pervaded the royal ctmndJs; a general 
alarm wm spread among the people; and many of 
his majesty** steadiest adviser* vreiv of opinion, that 
he would in vain attempt to make head against m 
mighty an invader. But he himself remained firm, 
determining to brave every peril in support of the 
Portugese alliance. His troop*, however, unable 
id withstand the immense force of th^ enemy, were 
driven from post to p»t; his allies, and even his 
greut lords deserted him; and at length he had no 
hope left but that qf being able, with a small and 
^hoseft hand* to defend a strung poagogc leading to 
hU capital, Tht ranmrin, flushed with victory, 
rushed 00 to the assault; and the Codiiiuaii troop?, 
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lifter a fwj defence, in which thrw prinffls 

uf the blood fi’lip. wwe forced to giv* ny. The 
death of Narnmhia, next heir to th* crown and a 
prince of dLstin£m*hed gallantry, struck the deepest 
despondent into the minds of the people; inspiring 
them at the same time with unbounded rage against 
the strangers, who, through the king's obstinate at¬ 
tachment to them, had involved the nation in such 
dreadful eoliunitiei But the monarch still adhered 
to hit allies; and to prevent them from being t*>m 
to pieces; he conducted them every where in his own 
train. Being a* length obliged Lo abandon Cochin, 
he loot refuge in the Idsnd of Vaypin (Vipeen), 
which, from Its natural strength as well as from 
Ijeing invested with a sacred character, afforded a 
temporary security* It would not. however, have 
long availed* had he not been relieved by the- arri¬ 
val of ample succours from Europe. 

Emanuel was determined to maintain the foot¬ 
ing which he had acquired in the eastern world ; 
and having secured at Cochin a tied point where 
he might land and concentrate his troops, he de¬ 
spatched hb reinforcements, no longer in one united 
fleet, but by successive detachments. Three expe¬ 
ditions were equipped, one under Alphonse A!lu- 
qnenjuf, the future conqueror of the East; another 
under Pranrisen Albuquerque; and a third undr-r 
Antonio Saldanha. Francisco amved Unit on the 
^ut uf Arabia, and collected there the remains 
of the squadron formerly commanded by Vkeaie 
Sodre* who* neglecting the safety of the King of 
Cochin, had engaged in the punoiti of piracy, md 
at length perished in a violent * torus. The Portu¬ 
guese admiral then sailed to the succour of that re- 
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solat® monarch, whom, m we have already suggested, 
be found in Uie Jsl* of Vaypin, reduced Id the last 
extremity. He was hailed as a deliverer, and the 
troops of the zamorin almoU immediately evacuated 
the city. The Portuguese haviri£ reinstall the king, 
undertook, on the arrival of Alphonao, expediik'n* 
into the Interior, tuid even into the doHiinlrms of 
the enemy. On several occasions, however, they 
were surrounded by greatly superior number?, and 
with difficulty escaped. Tho zamorin then made 
overtures for which waa granted on (imdhion 
that full satisfaction; should be given for the outrage* 
at CaltttU, that a largo quail illy of pepper should 1* 
deb vend, and that the city diould I*? coin pletel j 
opt nul to Portuguese commerce, Soon after Fer¬ 
nando Com** hud an unfortunate encounter with 
one of his ships which he took and carried intoCo- 
chin. Osorio represents AlhuEjuerquc acting in the 
most unjust manner, by refusing all redrew or i-om- 
pensfllion; while, ncmrdilig f® De Barrus, the m- 
maria merely eaught at tilts incident oa a pretext 
for dissolving a treaty concluded with the mere 
view of time. The Albuquerque ®n per¬ 

ceiving this hcati Wisp®* itiun, sailed to Calicut, and 
endeavoured t® intimidate the monarrh sum a re¬ 
newal of the engagement, but without success 
They the®, very uniMmunt&bly it should wq, set 
sail for Europe leaving the capital of their ally 
(ftiarded only by a ft w hundred men under Duaru- 
Pacheco. 

The iJimorin, seeing Cochin left thus dcfbicdat, 
determined lo make a grand effort to mnh hi* re¬ 
bellious vassal and extirpate that hated race, who, 
though him* were every day obtaining a firmer 
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footing oa the Indian Snares. A it fab nnyrs were 
sununumd ; Jib allies smd dependent prioM were 
colled into the field ; the Moor* ageriyforwarded the 
equipment of the expedition ; while two Milanese 
darters taught him to oust brass turnon, and U> 
in trod lire other European improvement*. Accord¬ 
ing to report fifty thousand men assembled^ 
Ih-gsui their march upon t-Whin. Tip- rumour of 
Lb-*e mighty preparations ahook the fidelity of many 
of the chiefs, Several tftole ofT to join the invader: 
others, imperially the Moore, formed plots to wid him 
when he should arrive; ami a general panic aprtwd 
even among tile wdb*®fceted« Attached as the king 
was to tiie Portuguese lib orange faited; he express¬ 
ed to Pacheco his fear that every attempt at react¬ 
ance was now vain, and that no choice was left hut of 
oticnnditioiiftt submission; yet a^urintj him that 
would la* taken to secure his *afe retreat. The Eu¬ 
ropean replied in a tone of lolly indication, giving 
vent to his wrtotihhraeot that the kini? should doubt 
whether the Portuguese would fulfil their promise 
uf defending him ; and declaring, at the same lime, 
with the fullest ronGdenci?* that his little band* aided 
hy the forw of Cochin, would bring the war to a 
iriuttiphan l i#uv. The king*s spi ri Is n vi ved ; and, 
confiding in these assurances, he placed 41 bb re- 
soufw, and the whole conduct of the ram pip, 
in the hands of Pacheco. That chief, perhaj* the 
attest and wisest of the Portupter ofticore, W- 
L taii to provide with the utmost activity against 
tfab imminent danger. He proclaimed the severest 
penalties against dtserten, guarded 41 the passage 
by which they might incape, and having deb vied fiu 
Moors while making the attempt. he carried them 
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Oil board with the avowed Intention of putting them 
to death. The king mode earnest interressioit far 
their dtrLiYfiMce, whieh Pacheco n^tiltiLely refused, 
and even announced their doom zu finsi - yet tie 
only kept them in dose and secret custody, that, 
after the crisis should have passed* ho might agree- 
ably surprise the king mid their countrymen by 
their re-appearance. He begun abo to act on the 
offensive making meurswmi into the enemy’* terri¬ 
tory; and hii idum bum thence laden with booty 
wonderfully revived the spirits of his sidluvuntH, 
Thommorin, nu^ntimo, with his mighty boat in 
full array, was bearing down upon Cochin. That 
city possessed a very defensible position, as it could 
only be apjmiaehi-d across a number of islands sepa¬ 
rated from the continent by narrow channels. Hot 
those dianmdi were passable by fords,;—to defend 
which became the main object of the Portuguese* 
The invader, supported by a fleet of 1 m vtsela, 
marched towards one of these shallow* at a place 
wborv his squadron had room to act. They imme¬ 
diately began an attack upon four Mmptmm barks, 
and at the stunt* time the whole arm? attempted 
to pass over. Pachrcvi awaited the onset with 40U 
of his countrymen and 500 diou n troops of Cochin. 
The latter, however, as mm as 1they saw the 
mighty host in glktoriug armour advancing with 
loud shouts into the water, fled it f u j| spend, leav¬ 
ing only their two chiefs, whom Pacheco detained" 
that they might be witness of PorlugUtik vwtonr. 
The first fttucfc wu made bv die fleet, whose 
proa* coveted the «*; hi* iiuie wiiudren kept 
up a fire so weU directed, that all the ships which 
approached wen* either attnk o-r dispersed. The 
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hardest conflict was with twenty, which. wore bound 
together by an tran chains but Pacheco, by a well- 
aimed discharge from a large cannon, rut the chain 
in twD y and thoy were scattered Like the other*. 
The land army, meantime, were making furious 
efforts to pass the ford, darkening the air with 
their javelins, which they discharged from a huge 
turret with powerful dfeeL The attack was con¬ 
tinued so long, that the Portuguese were nearly 
overpowered with fatigue ; yet their little bond 
maintained their ground m firmly, and kept up 
so destructive a fire, that the enemy was finally 
beaten off. Of the Europeans a few were wound¬ 
ed, hut not a single man killed ; while mare than 
a thousand of the enemy were bettered to have 
ABhl 

The seamed n, most deeply mortified by this issue, 
determined to make aunt her grand effort He en¬ 
larged his fleet to upwards of two hundred vessels* 
and put 15,OlMJ troops on board, designing to make 
a combined naval and military attack, Pacheco* 
on seeding this armament approach 4 ordered lilt? men 
not to move till the enemy should come u p T when he 
opened a tremendous fire, which struck them with 
such amazement, that, in Apite of the utmost ex¬ 
ertions on U» part of their feting their whole 
fleet betook thcraKfcmto* shameful flight Repent- 
vd attempts, always with the same result, were 
made on successive days by the zamortn. On the 
last occasion the Portuguese were rather hard press¬ 
ed, and suffered some loss; hut the casualties cm the 
side of the enemy were 4so greater than ever, and 
sickness having broken out in his army, he renounced 
all hopes of sucres^ and returned to Colt cut. 
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These advantages mat be considered as having 
laid the foundation of European empire in India- It 
Jtence became manifest, that the innumerable multi- 
tude of the native people, and the vast arm ieji which 
they brought into the field* would not avail either 
for conquest or defence, and that a handful of dis¬ 
ciplined wnrrtora possessed an iimi&iible superiority 
over the countless hosts of Asia. Pacheco pointed 
out the road of victory to Albuquenpie. by the hriL 
hnuey and extent of whose conquests his own name 
was afterwards eclipsed; yet T with Inferior means, he 
commanded mure uniform surct-ss, and was perhaps 
superior to him ill wisdom and talent, m well as in 
human ily- Tkb distinguished officer was s iipcfteded 
by Lope Sean p who arrived with a fleet and army 
from Portugal hilt who treated Pacheco with merits 
ed distinction, and on Iheir return home leaded him 
with the highest cummi^ndAtiomu In his mJ for 
the public service be had neglected his private 
fortune, which the king gave him an opportunity of 
retrieving by appointing him Governor of EL M ma, 
the chief settlement on the coast of Africa. Here, 
hoVcvtTj a violent faction was raised a gainst him ; 
lie was sent home in chains, and kept long in con. 
finemenl; and though at last honourably acquitted, 
died without recei ving the revnuib due to his signal 
merits. 

Soar*!, on reaching the coast of India, was im- 
mediatcLy waited on by a Moor called G>je Be- 
qui, amjmjKuiutl by a Portuguese boy who had 
been a captUv at Calicut They brought overture* 
of peace from tin- iamorin, who offered to release all 
the European prison^ and to grant every com¬ 
mercial privilege he could desire. This chief appear* 
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to have heen now in earnest, and J^op-e agreed to steer 
for Calicut, whence a ship brought out to him copi- 
ouf with several of the principal captives^ 

who were delivered unconditional I y, The treaty 
seemed to be proceed Lug in the most favourable 
train h when the Portogueae added a condition, that 
the Milano-- who had ousted the fcstnonn In the 
late war should te delivered up. The Moorish ne¬ 
gotiator replied, that an article which so deeply af¬ 
fected his master's honour could not be concluded 
without special reference to himself; for which pur* 
pose a certain delay wws craved, as he was then ut 
some distance in the Interior. But Sourez* In that 
oierbearing temper to which his countrymen were 
too prone, demanded immediate assent; and this 
being withheld, he opened a fire upon the fit)', and 
reduced a great part of it to ashes. He then sailed 
for Cochin, the Icing of which earnestly pressed 
him to dtairoy Cnnjamar, a frontier town strongly 
attached to the lamorin. He found this a somewhat 
difficult task ; however, after an obstinate mutest, 
he took the place, burned it, and earned the flrel in 
triumph to hi* head estaUiihiuenU Having after* 
words destroyed a considerable squadron §iation«d 
at Panama he returned to Europe,. 

In 1505, the King of Portugal sent out a large 
fleet under Francisco Almeyda, who bore for the 
first time the pompous title of Viceroy of India. 
Having spent some time in establishing the dominion 
of his flag over Eastern Africa, he sail'd cm ra* to 
Malabar- In resentment for some acts of piracy, he 
attacked Oltor, and obtained temporary possession 
of that place ; but the enemy came down in such vast 
number! > that he ww so on obliged to re-*nxbark. 
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However, as they had suffered severely, and B5 hi* 
strength was still formidable, they were induced to 
grant his demands. Alzneydu was afterwards* flatter¬ 
ed by the arrival of nn embassy from the King of 
Nursings, a mighty JUohammtriiD potentate, whose 
capital, tiisnagrir, was justly described as far sur- 
passing in magnificence the greatest of the maritime 
cities. The unrivalled spier door of the gems which 
they offered os presents bore ample testimony to the 
wealth of Iheir master. They brought a most cour¬ 
teous message from this great sovof^pij *ho even 
offered to bestow in morn age un John, the young 
prince of Portugal. his daughter, a virgin of exquisite 
beamy. What reply was mode respecting the lady 
historian* have not recorded j but AJmeyda s answer 
showed a disposition to cultivate a friendly inter¬ 
course with this powerful monarch. 

Oft repairing lo Cochin he found a remarkable 
change. Triuxnpara,, tbe old and faithful friend of 
the PortngtiMhs ww now a fakir, living on herbs, 
clothed in tatters, renouncing the world, and en¬ 
tirely absorbed in the cvm temptation of the mys¬ 
terious tssenec of Brahma,—a transformation of 
which the West has presented only one signal at- 
fiinple, but which U much less foreign to oriental 
ideas. Amioui as Almeyda ww to show every 
mark of roped to this benevolent devotee, it would 
have bren superfluous to bestow his rich presents 
on one who had bidden adieu for ever to the earth 
and all iu He tendered them to his ne¬ 

phew. Nam tending who, by the law of nayr sue- 
cession, had succeeded to his unde's throne. Iftan- 
tiait 1 Cunlon, a port frequented on accuunt of the 
abundance of txodknt pepper which, it afforded.

bad become the scene of a dreadful tragedy. Homo, 
whom Almeyda land stationed there, finding it 
difficult lo mate up his cargo, determined upon 
using the most violent means for effecting his ob¬ 
ject, He rallied. aJJ the Moorish ships to be dis¬ 
mantled , and would not allow them to take on Unid 
a pound of pepper till the Portuguese had completed 
their lading. This outrageous prohibition was as 
annoying to the natives as to the Moon; and the 
former were easily induced to join in a scheme of 
revenge. * They assembled m va.it numbers, and at¬ 
tacked the aggressors, who, amounting to m more 
than thirteen, fled to a chapel dedicated to the Vir- 
gin. The mob soon surrounded them: but not being 
abk to fne an entrance, they brought a quan¬ 
tity of wood, ami succeeded in setting Gn? to the 
sanctuary, which was destroyed with ait who were 
within iu Abney da censured and even degraded 
Homo* who hud left the pkoe before this crisis ; yvt. 
deeming it not the less necessary tu iaflirt a me¬ 
morable chastisement on the Coutauin^ he sent an 
armament under hi* ion Lorenzo, who destroyed a 
great part of their fleet 

Almevda found himself now expired to a danger 
uf the first magnitude, and which threatened to 
diakc the very foundation of PortofHtt ascendency. 
Thr Sidtan of Cairo, inflamed at one* by that bi- 
goud ztal wit k which the SIoliamHitdan creed in¬ 
spires its votaries and by the injuries whkh his 
vessels had sustained from Eoroptan pirates, fitted 
out a liurge Heei, and it, under the comimuid 
of Mir Honan, to the coati flf India, to extiipate 
tliat foreign and infidel raev who were extend¬ 
ing conquest and devastation over all the Eastern 
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Stas. At the time he received intelligence that this 
armament was under sail, he had a atmijg sijua- 
dron out under Lun uzo I 113 sen., to whom he sent 
instruct inns to attack t he enemy before they <mM 
arrive on the m ast and be joint'd by any of the native 
princes. Tim young admiral* who bail anchored off 
tile port of Cliaui, waa busily preparing in execute his 
father's dim-tiens when the Egyptian squadron was 
seen approaching the harbour- The enemy, having 
a favourable wind and tide, entered the river, and 
drew up their ships m order of battle. The Portu¬ 
guese fought for two days with the most desperate va¬ 
lour, not only keeping up a constant cannonade, hut 
boarding and capturing aevenl of the huI tan's gaJL 
Jeys ; and Lorenzo wm only prevented by an adverse 
current from hoarding the commanders flagship. 
But on the second day Mir Hocem was reinforced by 
3Ielique Ax, the viceroy of Ditt. At the end of that 
dny the litfk* squadron under the mn of Almeyda 
was dreadfully shattered ; the principal officers/in. 
eluding the commander himself, wm? wounded; 
and the force of the enemy was bo inimenstdv su¬ 
perior, as to I enve no hope of a surasaful resistance. 
It wu* determined, in a council of war* to take ad¬ 
vantage of a favourable tide, and proceed out to sea. 
This movement having been commenced at mid¬ 
night* was going oq favourably* when, by & fearful 
mbchnnre, the ship in which Lorenzo himself sailed 
nui foul uf tome Hihing^taltn. PeJagso riouta, w ho 
osnimandtd the neatest gdJey T ^tlmnl a rope, and H 
plying all his oam, endeavoured to tow her off, but 
in vain. Meantime the wliole dirt of Ute enemy* 
having dm-oveivd the muriteuvre, were pricing dove 
behind. S&uss‘n men* apprehending that they would 
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Ire involved in thtr fate of the vessel to which they 
tt 'cre altaHud, barely cut the rope* when their ship 
was irresistibly borne out to sea by the current, 
leaving the admiral's to contend alone with the nu¬ 
merous pursuers. U»renzo vr&% now entrralni to 
enter * boat, id which he might still have easily 
regained the fleet j that gallant and higb^piriud 
youtli P however, declared his fixed determination not 
to n ban dan his crew in this extremity, but to shore 
their Cal* whatever it might be- He had not yet 
lost all ls*pe that, by prodigious exertions of vafour* 
hr might hold out till the advancing tide should 
ilocit his vessel. He drew up his hundred men, of 
whom seventy were wounded, with such skill K that 
the enemy durst not attempt to board. They merely 
collected their nth round him t and opened a ire- 
mendous fire, which wrapped the mraittUnU in a 
cloud of flwnt and smoke- Lorenzo having receiv¬ 
ed a \m\l in the thigh, which rendered him unable 
to move, caused himself Us be ladnd to the mast, 
whence he continued to direct and cheer Kb men. 
At length another ball struck him ire the breast: be 
fell down and expired, Still the crew resisted three 
EureeSfiive attempts to board, till Mt-lique Ax. a 
prince equdly distinguished for bravery and huma- 
oily, prevailed on the twenty survivors, mil of whom 
were wounded, to surrender, and treated them with 
the most tender core and lytnpmitiy. Ik- jiamn 
adds, that he wrote a letter lo AJmeyda, deeply 
condoling with him no the death of his son, wh-uae 
valour hid com manded his warmest admiral inn. 

It was a most painful ta*fc to communicate to the 
p i li Mf the Jobs of his only son, cut of in the midst 
of such a high and hopeful career. He received the 
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tidings with fortitude and piety, declaring that he 
had much Ira desired for the youth long life than 
a distinguished chamber* Gratified in this, and 
trusting that he was now enjoying the rewards nf 
his excellent conduct, he did not feci any cause to 
mourn. Amid this equanimity, bowe-ver, he eager I v 
prepared to avenge his death, and that too, we are 
•forty to add, in a temper ill accordant with the meek 
spirit of the faith which he thus professed- He 
hod prepared a fleet of nineteen ships, having on 
board an artny partly Portuguese, partly vafives of 
Cochin, and ™ to depart, when his path wa* 
crossed by a must uneipiltd and annoy inn event, 
A1 phonic Albuquerque had been lent out. in 
liktfh with a large reinforcement to the fleet now' 
in India- He tanra burning with hope, and big 
with vast schema of ambition, aspiring la the re¬ 
putation uf spreading the Portuguese sway over all 
the East. Having sailed first to Arabia, he reduced 
Cunfit» ^laujfit, and other important chits on that 
coast. He then attack^ the rich and celebrated 
kingdom of Ormuz, ond T after several dreadful rum- 
bar* by sen and land, hail suereeded in imposing a 
treaty which rendered its king tributary, and wra 
greeting a fort that would have commanded the 
ritjp when the treacherous desertion of three of 
hia nlfin'ra compelled him for the present to reJin* 
qukh the fruit of his victories. Almryda, who 
wm friendly to moderate measures, and averse to 
schema of conquest, bad Jietit a disavowal of these 
violent and daring exptoitsL But who* was his 
astonishment when Albuquerque arrived at Cochin, 
and presaited a amimiiskm constituting himself Go¬ 
vernor-general of India, To be thus cheeked in an 
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Mpfcrtatiag to which fa wafl impel ltd by such 
powiarfnJ motive! m* too much tbr Almeyik. Fiad^ 
mg that his principal officers, by whom be wm idol, 
ii£d t TAfjne wtij to lupj^rl him even in rrsislance 
to the royal will, h r told hit sucrasMir that. under 
the present p^ulinr rimmuuurinaj it was mi possible 
to carry the ordee inlo eflect till, by vanquishing the 
Egyptian fleet, he hart avaiged his eon s death. Al¬ 
buquerque frpHid indignantly, anil not without 
reaMjn, tlml the king*# mandate was imperative :Lnd 
tmciMHlttiMNiJ r —that any delay in obeying ie was 
^uirak-m to setting the royal open de- 

The former adhered to bb neantnllnn. suitl 
even, on polite prelects, destined al liming ativ 
*bnre in the expedition to Albuquerque, who n ttn-d 
in dbgurEi to CkIiIji. 

Alllieydo now sailed fo at (nek the enemy* hut on 
hb way haring leaned that Dubai, one of the greit- 
afirl Enrol splendid emporiaon ibis resist, had etn- 
hraced with K4wl the Egyptian ranse, he determined 
to torn and reduce it. This Nation was \my 
strongly defended* not only hy d tn-neb and palU 
sade> but by a fort with powerful baitrries, lo dis¬ 
embark in the ftnr of which appeared a wry perilous 
enterprise. The Portupiese commander, however, 
caused the ships to be drawn up in a line facing 
the shore, then ordered his troop* to ftrter the lrata p 
and push full speed towards tbr land. They fol* 
lowed his directions with enthusiasm, and eren 
with rapture leaped an shore, striving which should 
be foremost, and pressed on to the palisade- Bv 
ibis rapid anti skilful movement the artillery point¬ 
ed against the ships, having a somewhat high range* 
passed over the beads of the advancing tumps, who 
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without any annoyance reached the gstes, They 
could ibin advance only by three narrow pass¬ 
age* between the city and the shore, each stoutly 
defend**! by large bands of armed The 

contest was dreadful; the piles of dead formed a 
barrier mure formidable than even the palisade; 
and the araaifanis thronging behind impeded each 
other AI nicyda, percei vi ng these dJk Lnrl■ n ± ordered 
Vasco Pereynt to penetrate by another jjassage less 
open but also less diligently guarded, by which hr en¬ 
tered the city, lutd f wan placed it in paasamm of the 
Portuguese. The conqueror gave it up to plunder; 
and his fid lowers, ii ia admitted, stained Iheir gjoty 
bv inexpressible cruelties. The street streamnj 
with blood, and the parent besought in vain for the 
life of tils child. Tilt distracted multitudes fled in 
rmwdt hi the great mosque, hut soon finding that 
no pUee was mmd in the eye* of their enemies, 
h astern*! through the opposite gates, and sought for 
refuge in the mm of the neigh Injuring mountain. 
The commander took up his quarter* in the mosque; 
hut confusion nil I reigned fJirough the city, and in 
the morn in u an alarm was given that a lire had 
broken out in the intern quarter, The flamta spread 
rapidly thfuugh the light fabrics of limber; the sparks 
dying from roof to roof, street after street was on* 
i-elopcd in the runrtacnit ton ; Aline v-da and his 
officers before it; and in a few hours there re¬ 
mained of this magnificent city only a pile of smok¬ 
ing wood and ashes. The fire also reached the 
shipping, which was entirely consumed, and even 
the Fortiigueie v«fleJi were in danger. According 
W thwno mid other hLsiuriaru, this canflagration was 
ordered by Almeyd* hlnudf, ns the only means of 
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withdrawing hia tnnpi from piunJt i r > and t- 

ingan entire loss „r discipline; hut IX Bam* dm. 
ttwns this only tu « rumour, vvhicJi rvullv appears 
somewhat wild and improbable, 

Fmm this bloody nnd liiagr^ful triumph AI- 
mrpia hastened to hi* main object of attacking (hr 
wmbin,^ fleets in (he Gulf of Cambay. O w _ 
lUn * of [leocv were received, but being eonsidered. 
apparently with little reason,, ns insidiisu*, they ob¬ 
tained mi tmtire. The enemy's srjiuutnnis wen* 
strongly {fated in the harl«mr nf ]>iu, where Jibt^ 
[Hjue Az advised hLa ally to await the aiiaifc; but 
the impetuous spirit of AJIr Hocsn impelled him 
to leave I he harbour, keeping, however, so near the

the remainder, discomfited and diatieml, retreated 
far up the river, where the Portuguese could ftoi 
follow.

He hurst into a torrent of j n- 
veetive sjuinst Alliuquwiiir, as having anticipated 
him contrary 10 faith and agreement, dedarine that 
In- should net he so cheated in regard to the attack 
of the principal palace, which stood on the other side 
of the city. Albuquerque attempted to explain, and 
I.M^iuchi him nut to advance without haring secured 
n retreat; but the other would nut listen either to 
advuv or remonstrance. He fond his way with 
imp* I nuns valour through tile si reek uf Calicut and 
reached the palace, which, as is common in the Krai 
fomusl a little town enclosed by a wall, and wan the 
utily tegular fortification in the city.

mm. The chief havr uttered a cry which, repeat¬ 
ed from eh mill] to mouth hi ihe distance of several 
miles* drew quirk IV around him thirty thousand 
men well arnitjd, and determined to conquer at dir. 
They fell firat upon Albuquerque, who Willi his 
troops occupied the city, maintaining the rotumu- 
uk-atioEi with the fleet. He found himself wholly 
unprepared to sustain tftii sudden attack. The In- 
dians occupying the fUtifr and all the moat udvu.ru 
t^eifus coverts, poured npuft ihe Partu^ut^ a «n_ 
tinued eftmd of darts ; while they, entail gk-d in nar¬ 
row lanes and avrnitie*, could neither advance rmr 
rtwle, AI buquerq in?, aAer seeing some of libs Imv- 
e*t men fall, had no resource hut to act fire to this 
(art of the city. The enemy irere dispensed by the 
tianiis, when the Europeans, taking advantage of the 
lurtfusion* made a rapid retreat, and reached die 
Coutinhc mean lime received repeated warn¬ 
ings of the alarming stale of affair* ; but secure in 
fancied triumph, and viewing the native* w ith fixed 
coJltrtUpl, he shut lus ears to all intimation* of peril. 
Soon, however, when Ziki colleague had given way, 
ami ihe whole force of the cnemj was turned against 
himself* the danger became too pressing to be any 
longer ovLTSootedn He then sprung Mi the head of 
bis troop*. and fought like a lion. The palace was 
set on fire , and his nu n, completely sutreumled by 
» vast army in a diiadvariiagvous position, sought 
only to cut their way through to the ship*. In this 
disastrous day Contiuho himself fell ■ and, in endea¬ 
vouring to defend him, Vasco Sylvdra mid other 
chiefs of the noblest families in Portugal shared hi* 
fate. De Bairn? reckons that, out of 1000, eighty 
were killed mid 3W wounded. Albuquerque was 
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stunned by repented Mows, and remained for some 
time apparently dead; but be was tamed off by 
his men, and conveyed to Cochin, where lie slowly 
recovered. 

Tliis inauspicious commencement in no degree 
roofed the ardour of the vicettiv. Scarcely hud he re¬ 
covered from his wound*, when lie resumed bis bold. 
<sl schemes of conquest. He no longer ventured to 
attack tliemdnpoljs of the zamorin; yet he sought 
Tor some great city which Ilia country men might 
establish as their capital, and wliere be rod Id safely 
moor his fleets, and I hence nsliw bis plans of vic¬ 
tory and colonization. Tinioia, an Indian pirate, 
the trusty friend of the Portuguese, drew his atten¬ 
tion to Goa. This town is situated upon an island 
twenty-three milts in circuit, if island it mav he 
railed, which is separated frntu the land onjy by a 
salt-marsh fordable in many plares. The sur&oe 
" fert,Je < d'veniified by little hills ami valleys nnd 
almost efficient of itself to supply a great city with 
• very necessary of life. The surrounding teiVitonr, 
called Canara, fonns the searuast of the Deccan, li 
had I wen conquered by the Mogul, and annexed to 
•he dominions of Delhi ; but, in the distracted 
of that empire, several independent kingdoms had 
■risen in the south, among which Mailing*, with its

whkli defended the approaches having been taken, 
and l ht* Fortu-jurse fleet brought up close to the 
walk, Ik* ritizc-nup. who were chiefly persons eon* 
nected with trade, began seriously to ponder Usr con. 
aefiurnecs were the place to be uk*i by atom, epeu 
tty by an enemy whose d t^ds of merry had never 
been eonspicoons. They sent, therefore, & deputation, 
composed principally of mtfdbwti, who privately in^ 
ti mated that the Portuguese mnunander might ok 
tain nil effusion on certain conditions, indtiding ftdJ 
pfouriiun to C o tt UM F C C and pri vak property. A! btt- 
qtlerque granted them kniMj and vrm immediately 
put in possession of Goa. He fulfilled his itipula- 
lions in the strictest manner, adopting every mm* 
*ujv adeutated to p^^n-e order and prosperity; and 
wen rurnmnuig maiiv of the natives in their civil 
employ incuts- Having occupied the polar? of ibe 
zabatm. he assumed at oner ihe character of a great 
potentate; smdiiii? an entlatxy to the King 
uf Noninga, and rece ivin g, in the mat gracious 
manner, those of Persia and Oram*, wh& were then 
on a minion to the sovereign of Goa. But he 
hook found himself by no means in the secure and 
agreeable position he at first imagined. The za* 
l»im ± on hearing that hi*- capital was in the jawe*. 
ilon of time hated foreign invaders* roused all hb 
energies, and disvgarded miy object in comparison 
with their immediate expubtrm. He at once eon. 
eluded peace with hi# enemies, several of whom made 
e&romon cause with him against this powerful adver¬ 
sary 1 ; and an army of upwards of -kUJOU men began 
ill inarch under hi* direction. Albuquerque un- 
ilauatedly viewedita advance, though cumhined with 
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An internal danger perhaps Mil] more form kibble, In 
tbb distant «rtfct+ the spirit of d[BcipJinc was not 
racily maintained, and I with men ami nfftivrs had 
acquired a habi t of criticising the proceedings of their 
general. There arose a numerous party, who argued, 
that with so small a number of troops, and without 
any prospert trf reinfbrrenjent., tt was madness to aU 
tempt making head against the numerous force now 
approaching, surrounded by a population generally 
hostile, and in the heart of an immense city T whose 
inhabitants waickd lor an opportunity of hiding in 
their destruction These fear? and reasonings were 
by nn mean* without foundation ; but the lofty spirit 
of Albuquerque indignantly repelled the idea of 
tamely quitting so magnificent a prize. A faction 
of tune Kuiiilod Portucuiiw inAbhil that so brace 
an army ought out to he s&crifk-ed to the obstinacy 
of one man. and began to form plots for wresting 
the power from their commander, and carrying into 
effect their own rotmsebL But having irlctd this 
plot to its nrigin, he surpris'd the conspirators at a se¬ 
en t meeting and threw Ibe ringleaders into prison. 
The remainder sued for pardon, which he could not 
well refuse, being unable fo want the services of any 
orhia smalt number of troops ; they were, therefore, 
with a very few exceptions, restored tu their em¬ 
ployments 

r rhe mtkaim min mime advanced upon the city- 
The chief hope of Albuquerque depended Upon his 
sucres in defending the approaches to the bland ;

stationed chosen troops at id] the exposed points,

Al huqucrquu' 
stood hia ground with Ilia chumderilt]e firmoeti; hut 
ui the enemy was aided by repealed risings within

AL 
buqut-njuo, unable to obstruct tbe pcogrwa of these 
fatal injures, at last felt that he must evacuate the 
fortress- Even Hub was become difficult; but he exe¬ 
cuted hi* resolution with vigour and surress. Having 
cnfivryed privately on board all the gu ns, aramunU 
lion, and prevbkui*, and ie» the troop embark in 
preftmnd silence* he went himself Inst into the flag- 
•ship- Ha might have reached the fleet unnolievd anil 
umnolesled, had not the explosion of a magai im- roused 
the enemy* and given rise to m severe encounter. 
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Albuquerque thus compiled to move out to sm, 
was anxious Uf do something which might redeem 
the honour lout in this undertaking ami revive the 
spirits of liis men. At Pangin* near Goa, the enemy 
had formed a strongly-emreiidied canip t and fre¬ 
quently sent oui™idito»titiOTtbePorttigueit The 
viceroy fitted out :ui expedition, which, approaching 
Lit deep silence, reached the shore at the first dawn* 
suddenly landed., and leaving sounded the drums and 
trumpets, and raked loud shuum, the Indian! awoke 
in such a panic, that they ran ntT without onto faring 
the a^HilatiUu The European commander, at full 
leisure, carried off a great quantity of artllJerj mid 
store*, lei well us a large supply of provbioim Lt^fl¬ 
ing tiutaii after that a squadron was preparing In at¬ 
tack him, he an imputed the movement by sending 
a number of shipo under Ms rtuphew^ Antony No- 
ronlia. who was met by the Indian rhiefat the head 
of thirty pozaos ; but, after an obstinate confih l, the 
latter wo# compelkd hi retreat full speed |u the shore. 
The Portugui-se followed* when Peter and Ferdi¬ 
nand Andrade* with five tum, hard^l the 
vc-tsel; but Xoruuha, mounting behind (hem, wu 
severely wounded, and fell into the boat* Amid the 
genera! anxiety h and while nil efTorta were employ¬ 
es! to remove the explain out or danger, the Acu 
drades- and their party were forgotten; the ship, by 
the rreeding Q f ihe tide, mow left on dry kad - f they 
welt- attacked by immensely superior number, anil 
could defend iht maelves only by prodigies of valour. 
When their condition was observed, it wo* for some 
time doubtful how to ndt them ; at length eight 
bold mazioen pushed on shore in the long, boat at¬ 
tacked and made ihctmdiM maston of die ship; 
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but, being tillable to tow it off, were obliged to content 
themselves with the fim of rescuing their comrades. 
It ii pleasing, amid the ferocity of this war, to find 
an exchange of chimlrottf courtesy* The rabuim 
sent messengers, expressing hi* admiration of the 
valour of the FsrtngHB; and a polite answer was 
returned, A negotiation for peace was even opened, 
though without success. 

The pride of Uw enemy heinjf humbled, anil the 
spirits and flouiagft of the Portuguese revived by 
these exploits, Albuquerque sailed to Cananor, where 
he refitted his fleet, and rece i ved tofuydembJe rdu- 
ftmcneny: resolving, m soon as the —imp allowed* 
to make a second attempt upon Goa 
of a happie r issue on thU occasion, seems to have 
been founded chiefly on the fact that thr ulmnt 
wit involved in war with the kingdom of Nursing 
which waa likely for soma time to occupy the greater 
part of his fonts. Unable, however, tn muster mitre 
than IfjtSO Poviuguefe and 300 native tfy*jp?j it was 
a very serious undertaking fo attack m Utgt *nd 
strung capital* garrisoned by upvnnii nf 90IW men. 
Gm bad been farther rtratglhened by * new wall 
and ditch* and by a stockade drawn through Ibe 
water, behind w hich the sbipei mtr moored in secu¬ 
rity, and stood like m many towm. However^ AU 
buquerque arrived in front of the city , and 1 bough 
ibere was no appearance of Ilia ally Timoia, he de¬ 
termined not to delay the assault, In tbc morning 
he opened with his cannon a iremriufoui fire, and 
the w hole shore was wrapt in a cloud of smoke, illu~ 
mined on ly by the flashes, lie Undid and divided hU 
troops into two parts, one of which waa led by him- 
sdf, and attacked the northern quarter ; the other, 
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in three separate Imnds, proceeded in an opposite di, 
mtictL One division. led hy the Limas and other 
rJiowii hems, anti reputed liiuir commander, mid 
drove the enemy within the walls. As ihe latter 
were shutting the gale, Fernando Melos thrust in a 
larflc spear, whirh prevented it from dosing. Seven! 
.Mien, following the Odunple, it was. after a most 
dosperait- struggle, fareed open, and the Portuguese 
entered along wttli the fugitives. Three, homiw, 
still made a resolute stand in the froiu,^ nnsl corner* 
of llio streets, particafaurly in the palace of tliwxaliaun. 
Utw a strong body had taken post, and twenty 
Portuguese who rashly advanced, were almost t'li'. 
tin-ly cut tu piece*. John de Lima, on furring n 
pasMiiige, round his brother Jetndymo, with several of 
his comrades. lying in the agonies of death ; but the 
full in chief prei (restd perfect resignation to his fate 
ami entreated that there might noi, on hfc amionL 
In'an instant s delay. T(i* enemy, driven from die 
ftaiaei*, rallied on a neighbouring hid. The cum, 
nijiiider, wl» had Ltu extremely surprised to End 
_ 115,11111 raging in the city, now entered, but liad 

still t* wage a hud con lest of sia hours' duration 
before Goa ww etim|iletely in his power, 
Albuquerque, l*ing left far some time in ilie un. 
disturbed possess ion of this capita, applied himself 
to secure it as a permanent acquisition to bis muntrv 
Hb trim an this subject materially dift-nd 
three of AJmvyda, who eonreived it wisest lo Wo 
ibeir fleets tm,«i and * sea, only touching c-rasion- 
aily at friendly pom. So combing they appeal 
? !nm more fonnidabie than when disj over 
different states and settlements, while they cocld 
at tbs ame time overawe the native pawn, with- 
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out giving uny reasonable ground of jealousy- Al- 
huijtiH fijui's opinion* on Iho contrary. was, that a 
larjtfe city and n spacious port, which they could 
call their own. were essential to the maiuienajicc of 
Portuguese suprcmaey. They would then hare a 
mam station for Iheir flee la, a fixed point for re* 
reiving reinforcemente, and a rvtn-at in rase of dts- 
aster T without depending on the precarious friend - 
ship of native allies- Hr studied, therefore, fo 
fender Gt» a Huitaldc capital for an intern etn- 
pire, lb; sent and received imbMiadort, wham 
he widotlfliked l>y the deploy of a pomp surpassing 
even that of India; and he surprised them still 
more by the extensive fort Ificatio tis and useful works 
which be h.id already iromtnleted- He viewed it 
alto !lh an essential object to attach ihv natives to 
Ms government. for which purpose he adopted a 
ftjtovwhal simrulur expedient. J laving titinien>Ui 
fi-maje captive^ some Mon^inj* to the jiret fmuilie$ 
in the country, he treated iliem in the most honour- 
able manner; but. not utiified with this, he pro¬ 
ceeded to amine* 1 matrimonial connexion* between 
them and his European follower*, without I swing 
much choice nil either side. Some such procedure is 
aL least alluded to by l>e Banos, when he compares 
his mode of mi!irntins the Portuguese power lo 
that employed by Romulus for peopling Ills infant 
state of Rome. It was made an ahvduto condition 
with the brides that they should embrace Christiani¬ 
ty ; an obstacle which was not found insunnounUble. 
i hc prejudices of casto and religion being km deeply 
rooted there than itt otherquari™ of India, A few

opened negotiations with Siam, Java, and Sumatra, 
from which countries it is even asserted that be tv-

JJuriuc Albuquerque's absence on ihisi+xpftiitk»i] f 
thezalwim mustered his fortes, and stilt a powerful 
amiv undi r atinraam> roramiuidtrs, who forced their 
wb.v inly the Island of Cb, erected there a strung 
fort called Bernutcr* and pinned the city very closely! 
Jht viceroy* having at last arrived with a ninxider- 
aide reiafareemmt, obliged the enemy to raise ih*> 
siege* but was completely npulsed iu'ui attack ™ 
the garrison; and it was not till after repeated as- 
limits that lie was able to drive the enemy from their 
fortrasp and finally nrtahibh the Portuguese supre¬ 
macy ip Gim. 

The Yitvrvy again mumid his plans of distant 
conquest h but wm laftlid in two utenjave attempt* 
upoa Aden, then the chief emporium of the Red 
At length be quipped a great armament to 
achieve the most favourite object of hit ambition. 
With 1500 European and *500 Asiatic troops he sailed 
agnintt Ormuz, where his strength mconsidered so

The unfortunate monm-th, conscious ef the slate to 
which be wajs reduced* fell i l no longer possible to 
refuse even this request; and the celebrated Ormuz 
became completely a Pormgwt^e establishmrtii. 

It may be obsenred, thnl w? have pnsstd rapidly 
over there last exploits, ns being performed in coild- 
trie* beyond the limit* of India- * 

Thin brilliant carter was appiuachum to its close, 
Albuquerque vvos now somewhat advanced in years, 
and hk eoijidUuikm, exhausted by so many tolls, 
| Fecan to exhibit symptom* of decay. Finding hh 
heuilb in an infirm flute, he became anxious lo re¬ 
visit Goo, A» he parsed along the coast of Cambay, 
letter* arrived with tiding! which struck him lo the 
heart A m' fleet had come out, and Lope Soares 
the name of all others which lie most detested, not 
only cuounutded ii p but appointed to supe rsede 
h im Guve ith. 1 r of Iml ia, X i;w officer* were nomi¬ 

nated to the principal vends and fork,—all of them 
known to be most hostile to his interval. His power 
and influence, lit- fell, were at an end. The Furlu* 
spirrse writers, always illent on every thing which 
might afleel ihe rtvdhuT thdr sovefvign^give no hint 
of the motives Eli at indunsl him to east off so sud¬ 
denly the man w Km had enqui red for him a £ h itl

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The dntiwblow had now been given to Albu¬ 
querque, who no longer wished to live. Amid hii 
agonies^ it was suggrafcd to him that the fetlachnient 
of h y adherents was so devoted m might enable him 
to defy the mandate of m unpit^fu] master, &nd 
still remain ruler of the Indian Sens. He seems to 
have opened his mind for a moment to the ti-inp. 
tatlun, but fluid Jy repelled it, and sought only in 
the trmv+j a refuge for his wounded pride and |n>_ 
nour. Violently agitated, Defusing food and refresh¬ 
ment, ™d calling every hour for death, he could 
not be king of finding it As his end approached, 
he wns persuaded to write a short letter to the king 
in favour of his son + expressed in the following 
proud and pathetic terms :—" Senor,—This is the 
last letter w hich, in the agonies of deaib t I write to 
yotir Hi silling, of the many which 1 have written 
during the long period of my life* when 1 had the 
satisfaction of serving you. In your kingdom I havi* 
a wan* by bum Br*i de Albuquerque. whom I eiu 
treat your flightless to favour as my wmecs may 
merit. As for the JiiTairs of India, they will apeak 
for themselves and for Feeling that he must 

die la-fore reaching Goa* his mind bee&nre irinqu.il. 
liied ; hr ascribed the presentchaniy u*\h* onJina¬ 
tion of Providence, and turned all hi* thought* to 
that other world on which he was aKmt to enter. 
A light iwrge sent belbre him h roue hi out the 
vimwgenffaj, who administered to him the sacra¬ 
ments of Use church; ami on the morning of lb- 
Itkh December, 1515,. he expired. He wnc carried 
in pemp to the shore* where hb funeral wsje cele¬ 
brated by the Iwi both of the Portuguese and of the 
natives* whose hearts he had completely attached 
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to himh Thus died Alphonso d AllHitjueniuc, who 
stood foremost naiong lais country men, and rank* with 
ihv gn*t**t natal cvmm&jjdins of modern Europe. 

Ai his death the Portuguo*' empire in the Eaat f 
m reeemly founded, had reached jy utmost It* 
mite. Only a few points on the remoter coast of 
Africa* and two nr three settlements on the shore of 
Coromandel, were aftenwds added to iL This 
empan\ according to the boast of their historian 
Faria y Sousa, ftnftched from the Cepe of Good Hope 
to the frontier of (_'luna T and comprehended a eowl 
12.1 Nhi miles in extent. It is impossible hoWeTer not 
to atom, that thfe t» somewhat of an empty boost., 
since over this immense ■pan 1 then- were not perhaps 
man than thirty factories established,—ajidthenear- 
«t wmetitnc* teparated by upwards of n thousand 
miles. In many, perhaps in most mjes, they posses 
std not a apt of ground beyond the walk of the for- 
tK5w. Their real dominion was on the detail h where 
their ships, armed and manned in a manner superior 
to those of tbe native powers, wen- victonoua in nL 
nwat ewiy nwamtef. This specie* of empire, with 
the exdurive «amwrre between Europe and India 
they Tor upward* of a rvfttunr.

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In Nunoda CunJia^ ihengoTi?rnor-gepeTiiJ_, 
(Plained permission to riwi a fort at the important 
city of Dill, in a aituatinn highly favourable for 
trade, but which brought his people in contact with 
the powerful kingdoms gf Cambay and Girteral. 
Badur, king of the former of these nations, who at 
first welcomed their approach* soon began to flew 
them with ji-aloiisy* In a visit that bo paid to 
the settlement a truffle ensued, in which ho him- 
seif wtoA killed, while the governor and several of 
the Ellfbpoart chiefs shared the nanse fate. SyL 
mra, who fwndfd to I he command, made the 
greatest efforts to justify the conduct of Ixia country, 
men in the eye* of the native^ and appeared at hnl 
to have succeeded ; yet there alii I remained a leaven 
of discord This was strongly fomented by Kkojoh 
Zofoj% a Moorish chief, who had at final, embraced, 
with apparent seal, the cause of the Portuguese, hut 
afterwards became their bitterest enemy. Through 
him a great force was levied intimrm, with which 
Solvman Pasha, the governor of Cairn, was ordered 
hy the Grand Seignior to ftMJperate r This officer 
sailed from Suez with severity galleys, having on 
board JOOO of the best Turkish soldier*, and a slu 
pcrti train of artillery. He was joined on his arrival 
by upwards of aO,OUO troops gf Guierai, and early in 
September, 153ft, laid disa*= siege to the Portuguese 
fort, Bylvpim had only 600 men, many of whom 
wiw sickly; and in toiwt^ueiH* of an interreg¬ 
num in the general government, occasioned by the 
appointment of Gama de Xotuiiha to supersede 
Nuno da Canba, no succour* were received from 
Gob, He, however p prepared for resistance with 
the Litmust vigour,' and the siege which he a us- 
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tuned ts considered one of the moat memorable 
in the annals of Portuguese domination in Asi*. 
Exploits of the most daring valour wm achieved, 
the women vying with the other sex in courage And 
enthusiasm. Donna Isabella de Vega a^embled 
the female* within the fort, and, representing that 
all Use men wot required to liear arms against the 
enemy, induced them to undertake the laborious 
task of repairing the works shattered by the inces¬ 
sant fin? of the batteries. Ann Fernandes, Indy to 
a physician; ran from post in post* even ^hSIe the 
assault was hottest, cheering and encouraging the 
soldiers ; and her rtra falling in one of the attacks, 
she carried awmy hts body, then returned to the 
scene of combat, and remained til! the close, when 
she went in perform his obsequies. 

Under the impulsr of thb enthusiasm, the enemy 
Wriv defeat'd in atircessivc attempts, made during 
several weeks, lo curry the form** by storm. The 
garrison. however, who suft-ml id each attack were 
at length reduced lo less than half their original 
number, and these m exhausted liiai they could ill 
eonttmtf such severe exertions. The enemy, weaned 
out and exasperated with lb* length and obstinacy of 
the defence, di'fermined to make one grand and des¬ 
perate effort- They tint began by withdrawing their 
cal leys, as if intending to rfti*e the siege, thro at mid¬ 
night suddenly returned, and immediately applied 
faling-ladden to the sea-wall, The garrison were 
Instantly rout'd, and hastened to meet the attack : 
hut the i nemy p^rwtered with such fury, that they 
at length for™l an entrance into one of tb* principal 
bulwarks. They wot repubed by an almost pre¬ 
ternatural valour, and are reported lu have hftd 
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1500 nun killed and wounded in the assault. Bui 
af|*T so long and desperate a conflict, the Portuguese 
)md not above forty soldiers lit for duty; Sylveira 
was already oppressed by the tutot gloomy appre¬ 
hensions, when, to his joyful surprise, he found 
that tile enemy had made their hist effort, So- 
lynian. not aware, it may be presumed, of the <Us- 
pprate situation of fa is adversary, weighed anchor on 
the 5th November, and set sail Tor Egypt with all 
his fleet. 

Ktiojah Zofar, who continued to retain the su¬ 
preme sway In Q ucetat, still chefislirf the most 
inveterate rancour against the Portuguese. Seven 
veors after the period now mentioned, he assembled 
an army nearly as large as the Ibraier, and int eated 
the castle of Diu, defended by Uoti Juan Slasea- 
renlnu with a garrison of only »lt) men. \i ith this 
slender force tluf governor most stoutly and gallant¬ 
ly maintained his post, keeping up » very desrtruc- 
live fire on the besiegm. The King of Cambay, 
who had come in the firm expectation of witnessing 
the fall of the castle, was m alarmed by a ball which 
penetrated liis tent and killed an officer by bisiidc, 
ifaai lie departed, leaving his generals to prosecute 
tin- siege. Khojah Zofar had his head carried ofT by 
a cannon-shotj but his»n, Kumi Khan, inherited 
his daring spirit as well as his enmity to Christian*. 
Notwithstanding the valour with which the besieged 
reputed every assault, their number* were gradual¬ 
ly thinned, and they began to suffer the extremities 
of famine. At length Alvaro de Castro brought a 
reinforcement uf 4tM) men ; but th.se troops, having 
insisted on being ltd out against the enemy, were 
driven Lack after suffering a great loss* In October, 
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kVLjp however* die new viceroy Don Juan de Cas¬ 
tro* one of the ablest and most didtingiiishvd of the 
Fortngw officers, arrived j and having a powerful 
armament, he considered him&elf in a condition im- 
rood Lately to commence offensive operations. He 
broke through the enemy's inlrendiments r obliged 
them to give battle* and drove them* wi ih prodigious 
slaughter, into the rity* Thence they sallied with 
SQOO men* whom Be Castro totally routed r and, en¬ 
tering along with the fugitives* was booh master of 
Din - but he stained his glory by giving it up to in* 
dismminalr plunder and massacre. He returned to 
film on the 11th April, IMti* and made a most splen¬ 
did triumphal entry* with music playing, his brows 
adorned wit h laurel, and the royal standard of Cam- 
hay dragged U-hLnd him. The streets were hung 
with silk, and resounded with ardamatiuns. Queen 
Catherine, however* on receiving the account of this 
ostentatious procession. tisaid to have n marked, that 
the governor had indeed conquered like a Christian* 
but had triumphed like a pagan. 

Be Castro held the office of viceroy only from 
DV4o to I54B, during which tim* he ^tayished a 
high reputation, and made the Portuguese nuroe 
dreaded over all the Mats of India. He appears to 
have Wn zealous in the iemee of his euimtry p juj^ 
singularly dismtemted; iinrc* after holding the 
government during the period we have mentiuned 
uVrt this rieli province, he dkd in extreme poverty 
But the dreadful barbarities of wludi he wm gulliy 
ihough they 4a nut s^m to have revolted the 
tonuu of hu ijwn nitujtfy. tnuit iuin his g | 0 ry ia 
th« view of *11 nations pusswsiii^ amn.-hiunim ; fU l- 
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The mo§t critical situation in which the Fdrtiu 
pi vse settlements were ever placed wm in 1370., 
tinier the government of Don Luis de Ai&idc. Adel 
Kltau and XizaiiuuUM ulk F two distinguished offi- 
n*inj under the Mogul, formed ad alliance "with the 
zamorin ; and all three Agreed Co unite in expelling 
this foreign people from the coasts of India. The 
siege of Gob, considered the most important cnter^ 
prise, waa undertaken by Adel Khan, who col¬ 
lated for this purpose his whole force, estimated at 
lOOdMX^nen, and commanded it in per=on. His 
army spent eight days in dealing through the 

hauls ; after which* being encamped in tents ranged 
in straight lines, in Owl regular and magnificent or¬ 
der observed by the Mogul soldiers* it presented the 
appearance of a handsome and apadoiu city. The 
viceroy was apparently taken by surprise, not having 
in Goa above 7th) troops with 134)0 monks and 
armed dave*, By slopping m drat about to sail for 
Europe, be might have obtained ■ reinforcement of 
401) men j but hr intrepidly rejected this resource, 
on account of the ineon veitienre which would be oe, 
wionid at home from the vessels not arriving; he 
was abo, perhaps, ambitious to show that lie could 
defend Goa with only Its own garrism* and such sol. 
diert as might be obtained from the neighbouring 
settlements. The enemy liegan I at'riea of most for¬ 
midable attacks, atlemplin^ ** to CTOt into the 
liland^ Don Luis, however, not only defended it 
with s naxm, hut, on receiving rom* reinforcements* 
luide repeated sdlka info their quarters* on which 
umufoiu his troops acted with their usual courage 
aud barbarity* Having killed number* of the 
lives, Ibo soldiers sent into the city carUonds of

heads,. to afford to the people the savage encour¬ 
agement derived from this spectacle, At list- end 
of two months Adel Khali Lvgiii) to despoil fin d 
even Opened a coiMpoodeuce with the governor; 
hut BJi cifh party not only concealed his wish for 
a termination of the siege, but assumed stn air of 
haughty defianro, the negotiation made very alow 
progress. Amide received various reinforcements* 
partitiLilju-Iy one of 1500 men from the Moluccas, 
mid was thus rendered so strong, (hat the memj 
could scarcely cherish any Ivope of suce^v The 
Moorish general, however, observing a point which, 
from confidence in it* natural strength, had been 
less carefully guarded, resolved on a desperate at¬ 
tempt to elTcct a passage On the 13th April, So- 
lyituin Agm his captain of the guards,. made an 
attach so sudden and vigorous, that, in sphe of ihe 
most desperate rata*!**, part of his troops forced 
their way into the island; but the Portuguese rain 
mustered their forces, iml f after ft brisk conflict, 
drove hart or cut in piece# the whole of the *«ml 
anu. Adel Khan, who viewed from the opianite 
bank this obstinate engagement and the dlsrom- 
fituiy of his troops, was equally enraged and dia_ 
heartened. From this time *J1 hk operations were 
conducted in a languishing manner - yet his pride 
induced him to persevere for several months longer, 
tilt , about the md of August, he struck libs fentrt 
and withdrew from before the citv, after sustain Ln it 
during the a hat of 1 2,im hl 

Mewntim* Kiram-u^Mulfc, Lu fulfilment ^ j liH 
part «f the sdpubuioii, advanced with an army 
equaliy formidable again* Chwil, then a mtlumA 
of considerable importance near liomUy, The do- 
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fence of thii place appeared Hill more bopelen, it 
bein^ situated entirely an the continent? and de¬ 
fended only by a singly w*IJ T with a fort little su¬ 
perior lo a common house. Tile guvemor-geiicral 
was therefore udvived to withdraw Ills troops with¬ 
out any attempt at resistance ; but be formed a more 
fOliiageoils resolution* and Dub Freyre d'Andr&dn 
the commander of the town, having his garrison re« 
informed to 21NK1 moil, undertook to supply all defi¬ 
ciencies by his valour and genius. After some uii- 
attempts lo carry the place by a #_mp de 
main, the enemy opened a regular and formidable 
battery of seventy cannon. At the end of a month 
the town hod suffered cqoHdmlrfe injury., the wall 
was entirely beaten down, and the assailants were 
attacking home after house. Eacifr mammon, how. 
W, wa* JVHUdvnly converted into m species of 
fortress, and defend**! with die utmost obstinacy. 
The Moore, attempting a general assault penetrat¬ 
ed the city nt different points, but nl each were 
finally driven out. In one house that the Portu¬ 
guese were obliged to evacuate? they had lodged a 
mine, which unfortunately sprung before they left it* 
and IrdM forty-two of their number; awhile another 
dwelling was "defended six wreks, and a third dur¬ 
ing a whole month. In the beginning of June? when 
the siege had con tinned neatly hoi f-a-year, and many 
thousands of the besiegers bad perished, some over¬ 
tures were made for an accummodation, but without 
any result The nizEtm then renewed the altark 
with greater vigour than ever, and carried suervs- 
sively the monastery of St Dominic, the hornet of 
Nuno Alvars and of Gcmatio This pro¬ 

gress wm too slow to fulfil hii object? but it enmur- 
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weed Jiim to attempt one grand and desperate assault, 
On the 211th June, the whole army rushed forward 
with harbaituis shout* against the ruined work*, an 
which th ism nil hand of Portuguese had taken their 
•tanii. The artillery in full play alternately illn* 
mined the air and wrapt it in darkness. The shock 
was terrible; the enemy planted their colours on 
aet'eral of the remaining bulwark*, and seemed re¬ 
peatedly on the we of obtaining full possession of 
the city; but the valour of the Portuguese was al- 
ways in the end triumphant. Thu AlourislPgeneral, 
afler continuing the attack till night, drew off hi* 
army, and soon alter opened a negotiation, which 
terminated in a league offensive and defensive. 

The eamorin manifested little real to fulfil hi* 
part in the grand alliance. Indeed, on seeing the 
Portugal hard pressed by the two other amfe, 
derates, he offered, on curtain conditions, to with- 
draw fmm it altogether, and conclude a separate 
treaty. But the pride of At aide disdained, even in 
tills extreme peril, to purchase peace by snv fiiimi- 
I fating concession ; | u . defied the nnmandi'i power; 
trusting to his own talent, and the prowess of hi* 
countrymen, to extricate him from every difficulty. 
The samorin then sent some small aid to the nitnin, 
and afterward* laid sign to Chair, a fort about 
two miles From Calient Bui this place being do. 
fendtsl with the nmol vigour, and iu garrison rein- 
ror^d, he was obliged to withdraw; Inmcr, this for. 
midabte ref n lunation, which had comprehended the 
greatest powers of Southern India, wa», by the con¬ 
duct and valour of the Portuguese governor 
troops, entirely dusohed. 

By these and other achievements, the subject* of 
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PortdciHue the whole of tile sixell century., 
maintained livdi pussvis ions on the routs, and their 
supremacy in the 3 ™ of India. Even after iheir 
energies and courage had given way* the high pam* 
which they hud established deterred the natives from 
jyiir aLtem pi to ahokc off the yoke, Bui abou t the year 
ICjOO, a new luoj appeuod, much more formi¬ 
dable than any power which they had yet encounter¬ 
ed in that quarter of the globe. Thu Dutch, driven to 
desperation by the tyranny of Philip If., had revoll_ 
id against Spain* and after a long, hard, and glo¬ 
rious struggle, raised themselves to the rank of an 
independent republic. Even before the neighbour¬ 
ing state* had fully rueogniK-d them in tkb thitrac- 
ter, they had gained the reputation of being the first 
naval power in Europe. Owing to the narrow ex¬ 
tent of their territory* they themselves, as well m the 
multitude erf refugees who sought among them the 
enjoyment of civil and rdighnu Liberty, were in* 
duced to sotk on the ocean the Jtourw of mhfitteiw 
and wealth. The happy situation of their coasts, both 
for commerce and fishery, had already led to con¬ 
siderable progress in these brandies of industry 
which now attained a magnitude before unexampled 
in modem times. After rmlwking m deeply lit 
these pursuits, their attention could not fail to be 
attracted by tin* trade of India, to whkh has al ways 
been assigned on overrated importance They were 
mit + however, yrl prepared to encounter the naval 
armament of Spain and Portugal, which guarded 
with the most jealous rare all the approaches to the 
Indian Seas. They were hence induced to attempt 
a passage by the north of Am, which the imperfect 
knowledge then possessed respecting the extent of 
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***** continent, and tho character of its Airtie shore, 
mariners to regard as net impmelirwblt Three 
expeditions wens accordingly sent, chiefly 
uitd^r the command of IkronU; the last of which

Ai-miita; tmt they failed altogether in their hope of 
discovering a north-east paa*^ which, if it does 
at ail Mist, must, it was found, 1 h> too circuitous and 
in cum tiered to be ever productive of an v practical 
utility. 

TJie Dutch now felt the impossibility nf rival- 
mg the Portuguese hy any other route than that 
round the Capo of Good Hope; and their cour¬ 
age and reouma having been augmented in the 
course of a successful struggle for liberty, they lto 
longer hesitated to brow aJJ the dant^ra 0 f' t j lis 
undertaking. The necessary inforaiau'on was oh.

This favourable commencement encouraged the 
Dutch to prosecute the Indian trade with the utmost 
activity* Several new companies. began their oper¬ 
ations, without being invited with any exclusive 
privileges, or apparently actuated by any hostile 
rivalry. Mutually aiding and co-operating with 
each other, they boob raked the trade to the high¬ 
est pitch of prosperity- In 3000, not five pw after 
the first of tfidr squadrons bad mailed round the Cape, 
the Dutch lent out forty vessels bearing from -WO to 
6W tons, and, by thdrim^riordiJigeifer and punc* 
turtJity, hod almost completely supplanted the Por¬ 
tuguese in the tpier trade-. Hitherto they hzd 
stud ions! y shunned any in (reference with that peo¬ 
ple, selecting the ipoU not occupied by them ; while 
the latter «edt not to have ventured an any violent 
measures to enforce their monopoly. However, the 
Dutch, as they became stronger, brgan to form 
schemes for the repuMon of their rivals. They 
studied by every art to foment the dirHimtent of the 
natives, who had themvelv^ begun to observe that 
the Portuguese were more intent on conquest than 
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romuiem?, nod who wen? besides deputed with tile 
hiinh Jii ^*111 cm plfjyvd for indudiig thetD to rencumee 
the Mcilminni^diiii tm th. Inipltrrf Uv these m&- 
tivc#, the Malays at Acheen t aided, by mm *, 1 Dutch 
vul lift leers, surprised the fort which the subjects of 
Portugal liail errclftl in the bay, md maih* a general 
massacre of tht garrison. They were deprived in a 
uiraitor manner of several of their stations on the 
Molucca Islands, losing in this way some important 
Si^lji of tmtle, while tfus&e of the Hoi hinder w ere 
continually extended* • 

Philip Hi who on the death of Don Schtistl&n 
hart R-i/ed the crown of Portugal, fr it highly iiH%- 
uaiit at finding hi^ people expelled from these* valq_ 


able pn^RStiicms by the arms of a rebel liuus provinrr, 
which his own uppru^ians had driven into nshu 
and in fact mised to ll« present maritime 
CT^tneis. Having learned that the Dutch East Itu 
dt» Bm ™ expert*! Iv-ine. f, e fitted out an i.rmjJ 
HR-ni of thirty ships, mostly of a kr P v s®, *j,d 
lh™ in intererpt tiu> enemy. N«*r the L’ afw d« 
v,:nf Islands, this squadron met -ighi of their v«_ 
«?U going «ut under the nimnumd of Bpjlherge-n. 
But the latter, by their bravery and skilful nja. 
niruvm, suer^ded in heating off their *«nilani 
and nude their way to India without any seriotii 
Joaa. Philip from this time seems to have E jven 
up every attempt lo eontend at sea vrilli tliis 
people, and dift-rted all hi. efforts, though 
vnth.mt rff.'rt, m subjugs to them by military for» 
He eomenud himself with issuing 
prohibiting them, under the severest penalties, from 
trading m any of the Spanish pmsessions. The 
Ponugnae in India, aided by the Spmtiarfa from 
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iht- Philippines, still topi up & hamstihg piratic*! 
ivurfire, tu which the Dutch ch-tern lined to put it 
stop by wresting from their antagonists all the re- 
imiiniiii; settlement* i n the Spi« Island*. In 1600; 
lli.y reinforced their fleets with nineteen fresh v«- 
3t L i*, luv ioc on liourtl two thousand Mtnn soldier*. 
Tiny then invested, and successively rrdtuvd, all 
ihi- fom which their opponents I tad envied in the 
Isiwids of AmUiyrw and Tidore, capturing the ship, 
pi in: wf licit lay under their protection, and finally 
lading their own with valuable spire*. The supn’. 
m&ey of the Dutch, in the Indian Sea* was thus 
fully established* 

To complete this triumph, the Admiral Alfttelirf 
swled against Majorca, which the Portuguese had 
made the capital of their possessions in the more 
eusteni islands. The place, however, was so well 
pre|*aml for defence, that, after several weeks spent 
in the most rigurott* eflhrts, he gave up the au 
tempi- But what was hit surprise, when on reach. ‘

This revolution had horn eK-cird by a navi! force 
from the Philippines, which, taking ml vantage of hi* 
absence, had sailed to those important islands, and 
Hinling them almost defenceless, complete! v reduced 
them. Alatdief was at first a little dUnmeerted; 
hut, encouraged by the valour of his men, he landi 
ed. attacked the fortress, tutd carried it hy srion^ 
making, ns was too common, a general manner* of 
llw unfortunate gnrrison. Inspirited ly thU sue 
«*» he proceeded against the other settli'ments Bn d 
m two month* brought them ogwin completely under 
the (foiDinioD of his aH UlfjTO i* 
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TIk* Duls h were soon afterwards Induct'd Lo form 
a sett!entert in the bland of Ceylon. In 1605an 
pcdilinn was acm tUfther imder the roramniid of De 
W^rt t who was at first favourably received. Having, 
however, not only violated a solemn engagement in 
tlic first instance, but having afterward^ when be 
wen! 10 court, conducted himself with the hauteur 
which liia country men had now gmieiaJiy assumed, 
he w as seized, and struck dead with a leymihir. Hia 
brave companions, who attempted with ungual 
strength to avenge his death, shared hb fhe 

tragical bsue of this adventure did nut discourage 
&srth the Dutch governor-geiictaJ, who imputed the 
1 y Sfta rer or Dc Wtvrt solely to his rash and culpable 
violence from sending a fresh armament under M ar¬ 
enas B^hkouveur* an idErerofdSstlngmshed talent 
and addrt-s^ He arrived a! the critical moment 
when the PiirttigUtTie wrre advancing from their 
principd MUlcnKUt at Cdumho in such furct apiiut 
Candy, that the rajah scarcely hoped lei be able to 
it^bt them, The Dutch nwjm&ntk'f, however, both 
by directing the ojunuinns of the Candiant, and by 
F ffhidifig to them the aid of his own troops r gained 
for them a complete virtory, The power of their 
rivals w»* thus hnmMi-d, while they iliemsclves 
obtained from the grateful monarch ample liberty 
to Jbim an esiablLilLiu l Jat on the most advantageous 
footing. Hut it was only in 1056, alW m long and

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which the llntvh wort* involved with our coun¬ 
trymen, and the (mints that they used To thwart 
their sneered Having obtained the complete com* 
mind of the Oftrntd hknih, thfy diHrnrmnt'il to 
Grand m city which might beentne the capital of their 
Asiatic jtomess*m$ r and the emu* of all thrtr poli- 
Lieal and coranufrcbd transact ions. They fixed upon 
Juram, near the extern extremity nf the south const 
of Java*—a rat happy si mm ion, commanding the 
mute to the Spire Inlands, and enjoying an rosy 
rommunfcatioD with Sumatra, Borneo, raid Celebes. 
Hnvinc overcome the resists nee of the native powers, 
they founded a dty winch, being named Batavia, 
from the ancient appellation of their country, was 
subwqm ntlv mdei-ed by them a great and flourish- 
idg slation. EuropoRns* however, suffer severely from 
114 pestilential r]senate, the evil* of which an- iq- 
rnwd by ranfilj drawn round the plnce and even 
through It* very streets, exhaling in this tropica? cLL 
mate the nioal pernicious vapours. 

The Puleh made repeated efforts to drive the 
Portuguae from Malarra, the capital of their pos¬ 
session* in this quarter of India. At length, in ItHO, 
after encountering an obstinate resistance, they ef¬ 
fected their object- They then Twxairie complete 
rna^ti-rs of the Eastern Islands and Sea*, with the 
exception of some scitlements made by the English 
on th e coast of Sumatra. But as the 11 id land era 
never formed any important or extensive establish* 
mml on the continent cf Indio* to which this 
volume specially relates, we have given only the 
above short summary of their oriental career. 

In the western provinces the Portuguese hnd 
chiefly to encounter the English, and they soon, ns 
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will hereafter appear, found the contest very mi- 
i^liiul. Not withstanding I heir arU and intisn.il! 
wi til t he MoguL they were pnduaJly supplanted at 
Sural and the other ports of Guzemt by the supe¬ 
rior power and polity of our countrymen* An ex- 
peditim, jointly undertaken by the English and 
Shall AUna king of Peril a, deprived diem of Or- 
mint- The I man of Masait, seconded by the n&- 
lives, expelled them from most of their powssions 
on the roust of Africa. They were thus stripped of 
lheir nit dominions almost as npfedlj as they had 
aequlut'd them ; and now Goa and Mozambique, in 
a very decayed and reduced stale, funn nearly die 
«i|c rrtbnaiit of that proud n-iiipirc which formerly 
extended over tm greet a part of the eastern world.

Fkjph the fifni dawn of maritime rtilerprwe and 
adventure in Britain, the trade of India was con¬ 
templated aa its grandest object*—tin.- chief fountain 
of commercial wealth. Into the sanguine conception* 
formed on this subject then? enured, no doubt, * 
HHiadomblc degree of il I usiufl- A more enl igh len^ 
adtool of political economy «fcm» to have demon^ 
strated, that agriculture and manufactured open 
more copioiii sourere of jireopmty than traffic nf 
any description ; that the home trade, from its quick 
return*, br more productive than the foreign; and 
the intercourse between closely contiguous coun¬ 
tries more valuable than that with distant regions. 
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A therefore, of which the market ii at 

the opposite extremity of tho globe* can never do 
more than employ the surplus capita! of mi :il ready 
wvatEhy community. Yet there wem rirtmasian- 
m which! even At this early stage of mercantile 
eiitcrpfi^? T threw a peculiar lustre on the trade nf 
India. The staple nrlicles consisted of finer and 
richer fabrics than any that hod yet ken produced 
in the Weft - diminmik, pearls, jewels the most 
iN-fiiikifu] and brilliant; gpkis, also, the ni»t fra¬ 
grant and grateful to the senses* The grdsi scale, 
too, on wh ich ope rations were con ducted, and the 
large foiiuiH^ accumulated in certain in *(ji tires, gave 
lo this traffic a character of grandeur rad belong¬ 
ing in the smaller transactions which look place 
within the Limits nf Britaiti or of Europe. Even the 
mysterious reniotolu*=i of the region* that were to 
be the theatre of this infrnumar,—llw train of ad¬ 
venture mid uncertainty through which they were 
to be reached*—heightened their attraction, and were 
altogether congenial to the spirit of that Iwld and 
enterprising age* 

It may 1% proper here to observe that Sonic 
jvrafA exists of a voyage from England to India 
al a much earlier period. Hakluyt has quoted 
two passages from different cfcnmide* by William 
of MalnicsbuiYv in which it is w&erled that King 
Alfred, in the yew 883, sent Siehdntu* bishop of 
fifcrrlunt into the East, that he might present gifts 
at the shrine of ?Si Thocnas. He is said to have bap- 
piiy perform rd th: 5 pm undr-ruking, and to hove 
returned laden with grinu and rich spires, die pro- 
da^ of that celebrated region. Some of there rtwn- 
inodities were ttiU, when the rhronidr was written.

been conveyed in large quantities. 

The reign of Edward Vl. # and still more that of 
Elij^beih, foHcH'd the era at which the spirit uf 
industry and of nmol enterprise received that ini- 
pnUe which has slow carried them to so unprece¬ 
dented a mnanjtude. Prior In that period Britain 
was surpassed in manufacture* hy the Flemings, in 
navigation by the Italians. and still more by itir 
Spaniards and Portuguese, Thi^i last* then her 
tritten^l «i£rakd> she had awn, with grief ami hu¬ 
miliation, gain an rivalled glory hy discovering a new 
[Ki>4tige to the Eohi* and a new world in the Wcat. 
They had thus al merit completely pm ecu pied the 
CTvund of discovery and settlement, and were, more- 
wtr, p^parad U> defend it m the moil vigorous iimn- 
ner against all who should attempt anyenmnehment. 
The English, therefore, in the new carver no which 
they were ambitious to efi kr + had U* enroan let not 
only the vast length and difficulty of the voyage, but 
the active oppufilioo of the tw.i greatest powers who 
at that time held the dominion of the ocean. 

But thr nation was not to he deterred by such 
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considerations- Nor was the ardour of diBcovery 
cuiifim-d to iruTdiWlId, whose estimate might have 
been more timid and cautious; it was fully ^ar¬ 
id by courtiers, sUtCHineii, and warriors* Under 
the auspices of Eliza both there arose a galaxy of 
anal mt-n > brighter than had adorned any former 
period of English history. They began, however, by 
attempt mg to rwu'h India by some new path undis¬ 
covered. by the Portuguese, and when; tkrt «« no 
daxite of coming in contact with these formidable 
rivals* The first great efficu* w as made on tiff' north¬ 
ern coast of Aida ; but, like that of the Dutch in a 
former age, it was founded on a moat imperfect 
knowludse both of the great extent of that traiti- 
nent ? nnd of it* dreary and fimtu luiindaritrL The 
expedition, fitted out by a company of nn rdwit- 
adventurers, ami commanded by the gallant Sir 
Hugh WLIlotigliby, with three well^ppcmtcd ves- 
-iels n had a must diaasimra iMue. The cunmiander 
was driven upon the coral of Lapland, win; re, In the 
ensuing winter, he and his m*w perished by cold 
and famine Richard Chaiiedor, however, with 
mt of the vessels, reached the White Sea, and pro¬ 
ceeded Co Moscow, where he opened a communica¬ 
tion with the court of Rusaun then almost unknown 
in Western Europe, The adventnrera having made 
r^veral other unsuccessful attempts by watvrid those 
high latitudes, conceived the idea of opening an in, 
tervomxe with India across the Russian and Pmiim 
empires They expended in vain much capital and 
ciiicrpriie in this arduous undertaking. Heveml of 
ibeir ng-nt* penetrated across the Caspian into Persin, 
and even reached Bokhara, the capital of Indepen¬ 
dent Turtary, Rut at length they became sensible 
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that no goocb could pay the tort of such an immense 
circuit, both by jnnd and ^ea, besides tho hazards 
4hil cas uaJUitsi attendant on the passage through the 
territory of so many IsrLiiUinti nations, Ethi when 
ilsis journey wm the most prosperous, the goods 
ffluld not he so cheaply conveyed m by the direct 
route aeroas Fvrsiu and Syria, to Aleppo" 

The next attempt vim mode by the north, 
weal pwagr, round the Arctic shores of America. 
This continent was, at that early era, imagined to 
tmuinffte at a high latitude, id a point or cape, 
tte passing of which would enable the mariner to 
enter the South Sea p and reach by a direct course 
the wealthy shorts of India and Eastern Asia. ATo^t 
intrepid, energetic, and persevering efforts to effect 
this object were made by a succession of illustrious 
navigators,—J-'&hoL Fmbwhcr p Davis, Hudson,—and 
the pursuit hu been continued down to the present 
Uin#* But though brii limit display ¥ have Wen ex¬ 
hibited iff murage ai]d heroism, and striking views 
obtained of t be chores and their rude ink* hi louts, 
mry attempt to find a regular passage to India by 
this route has ended in disappointment- 

The abortive and even calamitous result of succes¬ 
sive efforts to penetrate by tlie northern extremity of 
the great continents, or by ‘journey* overland, at 
length yarned the attention of the English nation to 
the passage by the Cape of Good Hope, as that from 
which alone any practical benefit could be derived. 
The exclusive right* however, la this bite of navi¬ 
gation was claimed by Philip []., who had now suc¬ 
ceeded as King of Port ugal; and the claim was some¬ 
what in unison with the laws general! v admitted in 
that age respecting distant discovery. The govern- 
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mem wm afraid of bringing i tsel f into premature col¬ 
lision with the greati^i monarch of the time; while 
prime ansi umumd vessels, obliged to pass new 
the coasts of Pomtgul w wdl *s of her nummns set¬ 
tlements in Africa and India, and exposed to nRt 
her ships continually passing ami repaying, could 
scarcely hope to twape her hostile nt lacks. 

But m the view of .British navigators expanded* 
and their country begun tu ri$c to the first rank 
among maritime nathm*, a new path fnggcited if- 
self, from w hich their haughty rivals would*in vain 
seek to exclude ihnii. Rnd« p after having served 
wiih distinction in the ^ In dll's mid on the 
roast uf America, conceived the design of penetrat¬ 
ing into the E>ouih The wealth acquired in 

Km fonruT cipediiioiia was expended in fitting out 
five vwri*, the largist tint exceeding lftj* and the 
Emalh^t on! y 1 o tuns. 11e eij iii ppt^l them very com- 
pleicly T taking on board rich furniture, finn specimen* 
of British rtianiArtitre, and even a band of expert 
nULftieiam, He prepared every means. In hburt by 
which he might daeale and conciliate the natives of 
the vast and unknown regions which he was about 
to explore.

tion with the noli ves, who expressed a decided pre¬ 
ference of the English to the Spaniards, by whom 
these Islands had been oeeupieil Sailing next 
through the Moluccas, and along the roasts of Fiona 
and Snmfrawa, he Opened a fni-ndlYeormniini^aiLou 
with some of the princes of Java; and, following 
the roiinieof Drake, rtuched England in Septeaiber, 
1568, hy the Cape of Good Hope.

The country vu much 
inflated by rob here, wandering like the Arabians 
from place to place; whence we may conclude, that 
tin- system of t&mtf-gangs w« already in full force. 
Ihc p-eplr wen. greatly imposed upon by idle per, 
sons assuming the appi-amoc* of *m et ity r One of 
the*- sat asleep on horseback in the market-place, 
while the crowd came and nrsauiillt touched 
his feet. " They thought him a great man, but 
sure he was a lazy lubber,—I left him there slipp¬ 
ing." Filch came aeit to Tnnda in Bengal, also 
subject to Akbar, and thence made an diutsiozi 
northward to Couche, which appears to be the 
country situated along the foot of the mountains of 
Boolan; being desert lied as so moist, that every 
district could be easily inundated knee-deep afl d 
rendered impassable. The people, who ap ^ r at , 
tached to the religion of Boodli, showed the usual 
fantastic «vcrcn« for animal life, keeping ho*.

This report was correct, bat imagination only could 
have induced the people to assert that from the lop 
of thrsi 1 eminences the sen could be descried. This 
region was frequented by merchants from cold 
countries in the north, dressed in woollen cloths, 
hats, white hose, and boots (the Tartars)} and by 
others without beards from a warm region in the 
east (Chinese). The former reported lhat their

active hones, whose long tails, ctrecred with 
a luxuriant growth of hair, formed Ml article 
of import into India, where they wire greatly 
valued-

found almminwiidertuss, with few vi lli ^ fl t pass 
longer ttmlt a mm, and very many tygM." The 
hftvt'fl of Augeti* which we know not how to iden¬ 
tify. vm found tht- seat of a very greal tnd^ fre- 
qurnted by vi*!* from Sumatra Mnlare% and 
^irious (juartefi of India. Returning to the Giuu 
pm, he Ttiade an rvrunkm also inlo the t^lern dir- 
trirt of Tippwa, whwe inhabitants woe rctgaged 
in aimLsai o^timaJ warfare with the Afugra (Mtip), 
wipying hro^dmof Reeon (Arrwui). Again 
reaching lii. rim, he nothi* Serrvporo (Si-nun- 
porr), and *FT*t*l other towns situated on it* lower 
brine he*. Thr people of ihii part of India, he nU 
*'f«* wm ui * stale of regular t?belJii£iti against 
the Rmpew AkUf, bring favoured by the mini* r- 
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ous islands and river-channels, and the facility of 
retreat from one lo another. He justly eharac- 
tomes the ration fabrics- In this district as of au- 
porior quality to those made in nay other part of 
ihe empire. 

Frvtu Seram pore our traveller obtained a passage 
lit a vessel to Negrais in the kingdom of Pegtij and 
had an opportunity of visiting that capital as well 
as Malacca, then a great Portuguese emporium, 
when? he learned some particular* respecting China 
and Jajnn. Rcturtiing to Bengal, he “shipped him- 
self" for Cochin, and In hit way touched at Ceylon, 
which he found te a brave island, very Wailful and 
Mr* The Portuguese held a fort at Columbo, 
which the Hug often attacked w ith a hundred thou- 
sand men:, fS but naked people alt of them/' though 
partially aimed With muskets. Having doubled 
Cape Comorin, and observed the extensive pearl- 
fishery upon this coast., he pu^d bv Coulan, and 
reached Cochin, which he found by no means a de¬ 
sirable residence 5 the water was bad, and victuals 
very scarce, the surrounding country producing 
□either ram nor rice; yet the waul of a ran* 
vevince obhged him to remain there fur eight 
month*. The Zamorin of Calicut, he imdmloud k 
ran limpid stilt hoaiile to the Portuguese, and Ear¬ 
ned on a species of piralieal war, sending out 
flotillas of four or five proas with fifty or sixty 
men each, w hich swept the w hole coast from Cey¬ 
lon la Goa, boarding every vessel which they en* 
countered* 

Leaving Cochin. Mr Fitch sailed successiively in 
Goa and Chant, whence he obtained a parage to 
Ordim, after having achieved the most extensive 
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journey that hud yet been performed t hrou uh India 

by any European . 4 

Although this expedition wu executed in a man¬ 
ner creditable to the adven Hirers, and murh infor¬ 
mation collected respecting the trade and commodi¬ 
ties of India, still it was evident that eommercej car¬ 
ried on by a tract so riituitous, and exposed to so 
many perils, could never be either very safe or very 
profitable. It was in fact one of the channels by 
which tbe traffic had been conducted by the Vene¬ 
tians, who were much better situated for it than the 
English, and who bad yet been unable, ever since 
the discovery of the passage by the Cape, to sustain 
die rivalry of the Pariugm-se. The mercantile in¬ 
terest began row to nwitem plate the last-mentioned 
rant*, as alone affording the prospect of a secure and 
ad van falcons in Utteurw. 11 was guarded, however, 
with the most jealous can? by the Spaniards and 
Portuguese - and the British government, though 
then at war with these nat ions, hesitated in sanction- 
3ng arrangements which would shut the door against 
accommodation. Sir Bruce found in the .State-paper 
tlffice a petition, printed in ]£8y from sundry 
ntfTchanu, mpieirtiog to be allowed to send to India 
three ships sod time pinnae*??. The answer does 
not appear ; but in 1591 three ships w*fp actualJv 
wnx ^ot under Captains Raymond. Kendal, and 
Lancaster. who sailed, from Plymouth on the Uth 
April. In August, when they reached the Cape, 
the ctyw had suffered so much from sickness, that 
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it >vtD found ns'Ctasary to send Captain fundoTs 
ship home with the invalids, The two other* pno- 
reeded on their voyage ; hut oetr Cape Gomentes 
they were overtaken by a most tremendous 5conn, Ln 
which the Raymond the admired 1 .* ship* was separat¬ 
ed from its companion* and appears to have perished* 
La&*-aslerYve£&t"l alone remained ■ but four days after 
It wu visited with such a dreadful thunder-storm 
that four men were killed on the &put T and all the 
others either struck blind* severely bruised, or 
stretched 1 out as on the rack. Having in some de¬ 
gree recovered, they sailed onwards, and nm-hed the 
island of tktfuom, where they took in n supply of 
water- The natives «1 first gave them no ann oy- 
jjact* - but* after confidence had been fully establish¬ 
ed. two parties of sixteen «ds> when busily em¬ 
ployed on shore, were suddenly surrounded by a vast 
troop of these treacherous people; and Lancaster 
had the distress of seeing hit mem almost entirely 
cut in ptttfc), w ithout the .possibility of affording 
them any aid. Sailing thence with a heavy heart, 
he touched at Zanzibar, where he found good an¬ 
chorage, and put his vessel into tolerable repair; 
but though not openly annoyed by the Portuguese, 
he learned that they had formed a scheme to at¬ 
tack his boat. Adverse pits now carried him 
out of hi* course, till he approached the Island of 
SwotoTft, when the wind becoming favourable he 
titood direct I v fiir Cape Comori n. Ho doubled it In 
May, 15!Ml, and having rais&ed the Nicobar group, 
preceded to Sumatra, and thence to the tin in habits 
t4 islands of Pulo Penang, where hr spent what 
he rails the w in ter, being the season distinguished 
by the heavy gales to which those Seas are exposed 
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in July and August. Bailing alcmg the const o f Ma¬ 
lacca lie fell in with three vessel* of til or 7^ ion*, 
one of which struck to his boat alone; and, m it was 
found to belong to certain Portugese Jesuits. he 
Ml no smipta in making it a pDetermined 
to pc iie re m in this practice, he BlaliQTied himself off 
the Straits of Malacca? through whkh the Por¬ 
tuguese vesaela were obliged to pass in their way to 
China and the Moluccas. He soon took one of 2u0 
tons, from Xegpp&tnam f laden with rice* A fine 
ship of 4*00 tons from St Thomas <-«*ped; hut si short 
time afterwards he fell in with a splendid galleon 
of 700 to os from Ooa, which o I rural immediately 
surrendered, She wna found rkbly laden with all 
the comtnoditko fitted for the Indian marktt. The 
explain and cmr contrived by a stratagem to effect 
their escape, whin Lancaster, displeased with ihc dis- 
orderly cotiiinci of his own men, took out ilie moet 
valuable articles, and allowed her to drive to tea. 
He then sailed for the Bay of J imsaiaom (Junk* 
seylonjp where he obtained some pitch to refit his 
v<«*ei! T whence he mode for the Point de Guile in 
Ceylon. There he took his station to wait for thv 
Bengal and Pfcgu fleet*, which were under the 
necessity of pasting this way. But the seamen, 
satisfied with their success* and fatigued with » 
hard m voyage, insisted upon forthwith returning 
home They reached the Cape in the beginning of 
and P after a tedious voyage round Africa, 
were obliged, by the scarcity of provisions and braid p 
to make lor Trinidad, They entered by mistake the 
Gulf of Pan*; whence they found their way through 
ihe whole croup of the Weal ludid, till they reached 
the Bermudas, In this quarter they were assailed 
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by a violent tempest* and driven Inock. The &hip 
was finally carried nut to sea* leaving the captain 
and crew on a desolate island r where they must 
have perched hut for some French v*:n$rls, which 
took them up and conveyed them to Dieppe- They 
arrived there on the 19th May, 1004, after a voy¬ 
age of three yeare and two months, being double the 
lime usually spent by the Portuguese in this navi¬ 
gation* 

The ardour of the English wmm to have been 
for fon±e lime dulled by the unfortunate bsue of 
thb expedition. On learning, however, that the 
Dutch, in 151*5, bad sent out four vessels, they wort 
inspired with a sentiment of eniukilhm- An asso¬ 
ciation, formed lh 1590, subscribed £30,000, to be 
employed in filling out three ships for the Indian 
trade. The quasi not only guru her fullest sanction 
to die undertfiking* but even sent out John Mil- 
detlball ■* amLwsaadur to the Great Mogul, to solicit 
the necessary privilege Of this muaian some Ac- 
count will be given in treating of the reign of the 
celebrated Akbor, who at that Lime ocenpied the 
throne of Indadtim ; but the envoy having died in 
Persia on his way home, Ms journey led to no prae* 
tical result. Before, however, he could hare returned 
the English Adventurer* had begun to act. The Brel 
association merged* in ItiQti, into one oil a greater 
scale, haring si it* head George, earl of Cumberland, 
with 215 knights,aldermen, and inerehanre, whocon- 
sti luted lh* “ Governor unJ Company of Merchants 
trading to the East Indiet* They were invested 
with the too aiupk privileges whkh it was then cu»* 
tommy lo billow on nkerantHt associations* being 
not only allowed to t-sport bullion to the amount of 
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£30,000, and English goo<k for the four ftmt vcmp 
without duty, but obtaining the right of exclusive 
trade in ail the reuntrk* beyond the Cape. Tlitr 
4« to was puled for fifteen years, but liable to 
be annul!rd at any time on iwa yeutf notice, They 
began on the footing of a joinuatock company; 
though, as the subscribers ffUfe slow ill paying up 
their shares, a re rtam number of thermit leaknu loot 
the reneem altogether into their own hands, sup¬ 
plying the funds on rendition of respiiiE the profits^ 
They expended £68*37^ of whb b t3lh7Tl wab 
invested tnshippini-, £B8J4S in bullko, ud £®60 
in sr^jda. It wa* The wish of the court that Bir 
BAvudUMbunteshould be nominated to a tom- 
mand; but the merchuls intimated their resolu¬ 
tion not to employ gentleman* 11 hut to sort their 
business with men of their mm quality." They 
therefore appointed Lancaster, whose conduct in his 
former bold though unfortunate expedition was mil - 
nidrred highly creditable to hi* spirit and talents 
On the 2d of April, 1001 , this navigator sailed, 
having the command of five ships, varying from IS00 
to 13(1 tan*. Me pused the Cape of Good Hope 
without encountering any unusual difficulty. The 
aJinctii delude* objects of the I ndkn t rode, at this 
em, ^eiv apices,, pepper, doves, and nutmegs ■ com- 
modi lie* found in Smnalra T Java, the Molucca and 
Banda I darn!.*, without landing on any part of the 
cocitincnb These fint voyages, therefore, do not reuse 
within the proper limits of our present subject, and

Notwithstanding the intrigues of the Por- 
tugiirw, he concluded a commercial treaty with the 
ting on favourable terms, and piiwt-ded to lade bin 
ship* with pepper; which, however, provt^ so scarce 
nod dear, that he became apprehensive of incurring 
the loss, mid. what he etcms to have dreaded still 
more, the disrate of returning home without a 
cargo. From thb anxiety he was relieved by meet¬ 
ing a Portuguese vend of tons, of which he 
made a prize. and (bund it so richly laden with 
calicoes and other valuable goodie that he not only 
occupied oil his tonnage, hut could have filled fifen 
ship* if he hod had them. lie did not, however, 
return immediately, but sailed to Bantam, where 
also he found the utmost facility in eunc lulling a 
commercial treaty on satisfactory terms. Having 
sent forward a pinnace or -HI tons to the MtihicctUp 
with instructions Co prepare a Lading of spices for 
a future expedition, he lulled for England' 

The next fleet, equipped iq ItSfH, was com- 
manded by Captain Middleton, who afterwards, 
under the title of Sir Henry, acquired the reputation 
of being one of the most enterprising and distin¬ 
guished of eastern navigators* He sailed on the 2a tb 
Mirth from Gravesend, with the Red Dragon and 
three other ships, and ail in vested capital of £d0,45l>* 
Aftor a favourable voyage, having stopped nowhere 
bu t at Saldanlia, near the Cape, he arrived In the end 
of December in the road of Bantam* Here the ves¬ 
sels separated; two remaining to take in a rargo of 
pepfwfp one going to Banda, while Middleton himself 
proceeded to the .Moluccas, Me found these islands 
the seal of a nn*i furious war, which the Dutch, in 
conjunction with the King of Teruate, wen? wiping 
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apninst the Portuguese and the Kinsof Tidore. The 
former miuon. from whom the English commuider 
considered himself entitled to tat peel a friendly re¬ 
ception, ntTurded subject, on the contrary, for liis 
most hitter complaints. They represented the British 
a* a mere band of pirates, and busied that the 
King of Holland was nun powerful at sea than all 
Europe beside Thus, partly by fear, partly by 
persuasion, they deterred the King of Tesmate from 
allowing any commenriaJ intercourse ; and the Por¬ 
tuguese being mastejrs at Tidore* Middleton Hoes not 
appear to have attempted any trade there, though 
he receiFed a letter frem the king imploring his aid 
and that of the English monan hagauisl the Dutch. 
Captain Culthuret. who tunimfended the other ip, 
reached Banda, where he spat twenty-two weeks, 

without suffering any ineonveuicncoexcept from the 

difficult navtemtion of those seas. 

The Company were now threatened with a formi¬ 
dable rivalry. Sir Edward AJicheibome, whom they 
had rejected as the conitoandt ref their first expedition, 
obtained a lionise from government to undertake a 
votim In furious parts of the Kart, He carried with 
him only a du'pand a pinnace, called the Tiger and 
the Tiger* % help. This navigator, however, did 
not confer any distinction upon hit voyage, either by 
discovery ot mmtnerviij transaction of the slightest 
importance. He did not even reach the Molu.ras : 
but while in the Indian Seas employed himself 
dtiefly in piratical practices, not against the Por¬ 
tuguese. foe which the hostility between the two 
nations might have afforded some pretext, but against 
alt native v*eu. He raptured a Japan,*. j qtl t, t |* 
crew of whicti first lulled the suspicions of the English 
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l>y cWJrtesy and apparent cordiality, then suddenly 
rose arnl mad*? a utuii desperate attempt to possess 
theni self« of t he Vh. I. Captnin Davit was killed h 
and Hiche! borne escaped tifi I v by Itapin^ into* the 
hold, where* with his, boatswain, eaipt-rilerv and a 
few Kflinon, he kept the Japanese at bay, Ull he 
could open upon them such a fire m killed a part, 
and compelled the rest to retreat Tlieir leader was 
taken ; and being asked his rtnu for making this 
uuJl, replied, he wished to ukt< the ship and cut 
all their throats; then coolly drift'd them lo hew 
himself in pieces- Mkbclborne afterwards capt ured 
two Chinese newk laden with silk* and returned 
to England with his ill-gotten spoil. 

Meantime die Company lent out another expe¬ 
dition of three ship* and 310 nun. common did by 
Captains Keeling, Hawkins, and David Middleton, 
The two fin! naUed in April, KSCIT, entered Bantam 
road on the Ittih October, and immediately pushed 
forward to the Molucca and Banda hliqih A great 
change had taken place during the few years that 
had elapsed since the voyage of Henry MiddJeton- 
Tht Portuguese were no faftfer heard of in those 
sens, whence they appear to have been expelled by 
the Dutch p who were now completing the subjection 
of the native princes. Keeling, on his arrival p found 
them eugaged in hot warfare, which they justified 
by stating that the natives bad ensnared and mur¬ 
dered forty of their countrymen. Notice wu there¬ 
fore given to the English com minder „ that he should 
withdraw his ship from the island which they had 
conquered by fined arms- Keeling replied, M that 
till he was commanded otherwise thin by words, 
he would ride there till he was laden ;* but finding 
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soon after iliniit treaty had bet! a eontrl tided between 
the Dutch end Ban danamounting to the entire 
^ubnii&don of the latter, he to retire. Mid- 

ilh'tctn, who had sailed on the 12th March, did not 
with the two others, hut fhUowcd dearly the 
UNiwnc course without any remarkable adventure. 

A fourth expedition, consisting of two large ships, 
the Ascension and the Union, was fitted out in ItSOJ, 
with an invested capital of £33,000, and the corn- 
mand intrusted to Captain Alexander Sharpey. 
Hia object uppers to have l^n to reach the curat 
i*f Comlwy, and particularly Surat, understood at 
that time to be the mast extensive emporium of 
Western Indio, li e sailed in March, but experienced 
throughout a si'fira of misfortunes, The two vessels 


W i f e separated in doubling the Cape of Good Hope, 
and hctct met again. The Ascension proceeded 
along the easiern roast of Africa to Pemba, but was 
twice attacked hy the treacherous Moors, and several 
of the crew «1 oE In the prosecution of their toy- 
age the English h when greatly ex hn listed, Lighted for* 
innately on a (duster of uninhabited inlands, which 
apparently wore the SeeheUea, where they obtained 
an abundant supply of turtles and coron-nuts. Pro- 
wdlng to the Bed Sea they touched at Aden and 
Mocha, where they met with a favourable reception. 
They descended that inlet, and having touched 
at Httsotum* and obtained tome supplies, steered

The 
Company, on being apprised of her situation, sent a 
skilful shipwright, with other persons, who reported 
the veiK'i to he wholly unserviceable, hut saved two 
hundred tons of p pper, with the anchors, ordnance, 
and other equipments Of seventy-five women, who 
went out from England, only nine survived. 

In 1009 Captain David Middleton a«mn «uM 
with only a angle, ship, the Expedition, *rfw*. 
with its Ming, was valued at «• 

ended direetlv for the Spice Wands, and found the 
Dutch, as before, in great force, and elaumng the 
entire vovereigrty; yet, by his addnass and «Uv,- 
if; he contrived to obtain a good cargo. Hereupon 
till ir indication was &uch, that they formed wve- 
r«| plan* for destroying him and his vessel, and lie 
t in sa great nvieasure indebted to chance for his 


Map** Howrm, he was fortunate enough to reach 
Bantam without enraunu-ring any serious disaster. 

In ItiftMO. the Company sent out a larger a* 
p^ditiem than ever, consisting of three Tewls, one 
called the Trade 1 * Xnctraic, of a thousand tons ; 
while a capital of £g9 r OO0 was invested in the 
shipping and cargoes. The commander was Sir 
Henry Sliddlrtun, who, in a former voyage, had ob¬ 
tained a rhafwrter for murage and enterprise, which 
in the pfwnl he fully maintained. "Die Bed Sea 
and Surat, in preference to the Spice Islands, hi* 
thrrto the faviiriu ohjttti, were the points of hix 
destination. flaring effected hix passage round the 
Cape, hr procte^td direct to the Arabian Gulf and 
the port of iloefca, where he at first flattered him-

Xhe 
sommander, Don Francisco de Soto flavor sent a 
messenger to !» that, ,*r the English bought a 
letter from tile King of Spain or the viceroy, antho- 
riiing them to trade in the* parts, they might de 
pend on every attention; otherwise, his'inst ruction* 
w» to interdict the port to the people of all «un- 
tnes except Jus own. Sir Henry very prompt}y 
replied, that he had no fetter either fruxn ting „ 
viceroy; that he came with credential* and rich 
present* from hi* own sovereign, to open a lrule with 
the fitvat Mogul, who was under no vassal*™- to the 
Portuguese, but whose territory was free t » nil na¬ 
tion* j that he wished no bairn to Don Francisco ci¬ 
vet,. i. M 
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his countrymen, thou^k he considered himself to 
quite as good a title » they had to the com¬ 
mercial idriDiqiei of Cuibsti The Portuguese 
ehief, however, refused the slightest conression, and 
immediately began to intercept the supply of provi- 
riom from the town—causing thereby a most serious 
privation to the English, among whom, from having 
host w long at «*, symptoms of scurvy began to 
be severely frit. At die same time, ammnte were 
received that Hhnrpey, after losing his vessel in the 
manner already described, i™ then at i?Lrtat- Ho 
had received communications from Hawkins, now 
iit the court of the Mogul, and from Pitch at La¬ 
bor^ by which it appeared that the Indian mien 
were so Beth and .suily swayed by opposite in- 
flueticrf, while the Portuguese and native merchanta 
were so dosely combined against the English, that 
there could be" little hope of establishing my secure 
or henrltcial intercourse. Middleton now paused, 
and was adi ised to try his fortune on another di¬ 
vision of the coast; but having received from some 
of the higher authorities in the city an assurance 
that, were* it not for their fear of the Portuguese, 
they would be very willing to trade with him, he 
resolved that nothing on his part should be wan ting 
to fulfil the views of hi* employm. The Trade s 
[ hrmuc was too large to approach the shore ; but 
the Peppercorn, with two smaller vessels, begun to 
jootc toward* the harbour. During their progress, 
the Portuguese armada kept abreast of the English, 
between them and the land, in order of battle, with 
colour* flying, and raising knid shouts, yet without 
showing any disposition to an actual engagement. 
At kogdt, our of Middleton’* boats having b«n 
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«nt forward to take aoundlnp, two of 1K0 enemy'll 
liarks rowed out, nod openly attempted to flip, 
lure it A brisk fire, however, brine directed 
against them, they lost notine in flitomenvihg their 
retreat; and one was mo hotly punned, thm the 
crew leaped overboard, and sim^led through the 
deep niod to the shore. The vessel be«nnc a prue 
to the English. which proved of aome vulqe, u it 
<vmtaiintl a tolerable assortment of Indian gooda. 
f he nut of the fleet made a movement in aid of 
their digressed comrades, but received such enter- 
tamcrum ba induct than quickly to retire. The 
English flotillu was then emdsomj in teren fathucu 
wnto-, mi the mouth of the river. Every m h&- 
quenl attempt ’which the Bftftngtteu triadt i to annoy 
lbrtn > * Jld prevent their landing, w as defeated with 
(f»a| loss.

IiflMlated to enter into treaty with them. Mocrib 
Khan, the governor, with sateen leading mercantile 
characters, * "‘^t on IwaitJ, accepting with 

reading the viands and delicacies presented to them 
as well as various little Ornamental article* wtiidi 
they were allowed to select u presents. At last the 
stnmgi fl landed, and the parties began to negotiate 
about the exchange of their respective commodities 
Khufah Xassan and the other merchants produced 
an amph-assortment of caliroei; but Oownton cun, 
plains that they both bought and sold at rates most 
imsattsfartwy, expectmg very exorbitant profits, not 
less than fifty per cent on merchandise pu^-j^ at 

doow 'J** ikepod. which had Zm 
brought from such a distance, they would saiwly 
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allow enough to P&y the freight We cannot, how. 
rVOTi forbear taking some exceptions to the mode in 
which otic countrymen, avoiding to their own report, 
conducted their transactions The native merchants 
ver;- reasonably wished to take commodities suited to 
their trade, and for which they could P nd a demand i 
hut the English, having burdened themselves with 
other articles, particularly a large stock of lead, 
which proved exceedingly unsaleable in this market, 
insisted on forcing these upon the reluctant pur- 
chasers. At length the Indians, seeing U»J 
do no belter, agreed to take the lead alo.gw.th the 
other goods; hut, after these had been landed, Sir 
Ilnur learned ttiat Khojoh Xassan was expressing 
the Utmost discontent at the ftsMirtmem thus ohtrud- 
on him, raving like a madman, and even counter, 
mandi og the waggon* wliich were to cany away the 
obnoxious article. It was added that, according to 
the t ns&flvu of the country* any bargain mild be an¬ 
nul led F on notice to that effect piveti within twenty- 
four hfltn** To avert this peril* Middleton had n*- 
ftiuw to a stop, the expediency of which appears ex- 
rndmeLy questionable. The governor and sCTttil 
oihinr leading persons happening to be on board ku 
i Lmr \ he placed ihetii tinder wrest. lo be liberated 
only whm the trmnmdfom should he closed by the 
del h en of die Indian poods. The option* however* 


wb* given W ihr merchant to relieve the porrnior hy 
dooming Rttd supplying hisplaee + -^a proposal to which, 
yriih many wry fat**!. he at lost rnisen ted, By this 
step the English pained* indeed, their immediate ob¬ 
ject ; yet it probably contributed, Ln no mudl degw F 
to the molirtiat which was wxm afterwards made 
known to them that they must forthwith depart 
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hxm -Surat without establishing a factory, or even 
col leering th dr debt* This inhospitable proceeding 
was Imputed to the intrigue of the Portuguese and 
Jesuit#; but, whether it were m or not* Sir Henry 
was obliged to depart with a Terr unsatisfactory 
cargDj and do favourable prospect as to lhe future 
reception of Ida ajuiilryaieji. 

From Surat he soiled along the (Mat, and touched 
At D&btil, where be was at first very heartilv weL 
coined, but soon found or suspected that the 
verlltir ierretly counteracted a|J hk measures, so 
that lie could obtain no udvanl&geous arrangement. 
He returns! to the Red Sea* and extorted from the 
Athens of 3Ioeha farther compensation for the 
wrongs be had formerly suffered there. He moreover 
slopped even- Indian vessel be met,, and obliged her 
to agree to jui exchange of goods, the conditions of 
which He himself dielaled F —course which he jiiv- 
tlfiei on grounds that seem rather untenable He 
next sailed across the Indian Ocean for Bantam; 
but in the coarse of the voyage the Trade * Increase 
struck upon a nick, and sustained considerabJe dam¬ 
age. While it was under repair he sent forward 
Downlon to England in the Peppercorn, intending 
himself to follow ; hut he was seked with a violent 
LI I nett, and died at Bantam, 

Id 1811, the Company sent out the Globe*, under 
Captain Hippon* to endeavour to open a trade an 
the Coromandel coast. Ffari*, a Dutchman, amum- 
panied him as factor. They departed in January. 
and in the end of July doubled the Point de Gftlle in 
Ceylon p whence they ran along the coast to Negapa- 
ton- Without stopping theft, they proceeded to Pu- 
Liacatc, where they hoped to traffic with mm*. L »d* 
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V«1 lage. The day after their nrfival, however, Van 
Wcrsicfce, president uflhc Dutch Kllteroents on this 
i««i, waited upon them, and cave notice that his 
(■oiiii try men had obiiifttid a iaw/ from the King of 
Naming*, in whose territory that city stood, pro¬ 
hibiting all Europeans from trading, unless un¬ 
der patent from Prince Maurice. The captain^ re¬ 
plied that he held the patent of the King of Eng¬ 
land, which he deemed rpiito sufficient; and high 
words arose, lint the Shall Bundur, or governor, per¬ 
suaded them to suspend the dispute tilt the *pccted 
arrival of the Princres Kimila Man, who held thego- 
vvmnietil of the city. Her royal highne*«nw; hut 
when Hipped applied for an nudUme, she returned 
foe answer that she was not then at leisure, promis¬ 
ing, however, 1o send for him itmi day. Consider¬ 
ing this reply evasive, he went to the minister, and 
was assured that the Dutch had ill fact obtained the 
rsdujivr right which they asserted ; and lit was ad- 
child in apply to them for permission to trade. But 
Hippo n ml<ii!med that the a I tempi would employ 
two months, and breidc* was almost certain that 
he would he refused. He proceeded, therefore, to 
Fetapoli, where he left a small factory, and then to 
Masulipatan, the great market fbr the beautiful fa¬ 
brics produced upon this «wt- Tlw governor there 
readily entered into treaty, but pursued, at the 
sunt time, a complete system of fraud and chicanery. 
He told the most pal|wide lire, insisting [hat he, as 
a Mir, or descendant of Mohammed, was to be be¬ 
lieved before Christians. The English had deter¬ 
mined upon “ foul means'* to obtain redrew; but, 
through some of the mrechanU, an amunmodattati 
was effected- They sailed neat to Bantam, and 
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thence to Fatanc, where, in June lBl% they land- 
rd in great stale, with minstrels playing and Bap 
Hying, beating the king’* letter in a gulden basin 
nit the back of an elephant. This they profiled 
to the quern, who received them grfcrioudy, and 
fiiially gave the desired p<-rmisuon to erect 4 ware¬ 
house. At Patane Captain Hippy n died, when the 
□then proceeded to Slam- Fieri*, who had visited 
this part of India four years before, probably in a 
Patch vessel, found such a demand for goods as the 
whole world had appeared to him insulEdent tn u, 
tiafy i but now there had ensued such a glut, as to 
leave room only for very limited sales. The Eng* 
lish afterwards returned to Muolip&Un, and met 
with a bitter reception, but without bong able to 
carry their Lraftsartiotu to any great extent 

In I til I, the Company sent out a much larger 
expedition, of three ships,—the Clove, Hector, and 
Thomas,—under Captain John Sam This was 
an active and idventunmi vuvage, but does not 
come within our immediate sphere ; the vessels not 
having touched at any part of the continent of In¬ 
dia. Saris sailed Brat to the Red Sea, where he 
met Sir Henry Middleton on his second visit there; 
and the parties fur some time acted in concert both 
for trade and piracy. In August 141% be steered 
for Bantam, still considered as the diiftf English fac¬ 
tory in the East, where he arrived m the end of 
October, but learned that the number of vessel* be¬ 
longing to different expeditions, assembled and ex¬ 
pected, hid caused a very inconvenient rise in the 
price of doves, pepper, and the other staple commo¬ 
dities. Ho sailed, therefore, to the Mol ureas, which 
were found to have been cruelly desolated by civil 
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wars between the native prince^ as well aa by the 
i-oniesta for pre-eminence between the Duteh and 
Portuguese, supported by the Spaniard* frum the 
Philippines. The Ilollandtirn had now nearly erpel- 
led the uthrr nations, and were using llteSr utmost 
efforts, by threats and misrepresentations, to deter 
the native princes from holding any intercourse 
with the English. Harii, however, by his activity 
and address, contrived to collect a good cargo of 
•doves. He then sailed for Firundo, in Japan, in tlie 
hope of opening a oommiiniatinfl with that cele¬ 
brated empire,, where the violent jealousy and rigid 
exclusion of Europeans., which has bed since so 
ilxictlyenfomd + did not yei pnffwL Bdng waited on 
by the governor, who w here called king, they mode 
arrangement* for visiting the emperor at duranga, 
where they met with a good rrapikn, and pftter- 
toined hopes of establishing a pm Stable factory at 
Ftrafido; which, however, proved ultimately falla_ 
flDUL 

The Company had now stnt eight expeditions, 
the insult of whirh was judged on the whole to be 
extremely prosperous. Leaving out of the account 
the unfortunate voyage of Bharpty, they had dr, 
rived an average profit of not less than per rent, 
Mr Mill hence draw? the natural inference, that 
these had been conducted in a manner decidedly 
m ore judicious than subsequent adventures that 
yielded a very diimt return, Yet we rannot 
Sdwf observing, that many of the rargoeft were 
made up on Hindi very emsj terms, a* their successors 
rtjuld not expect to command. Independently of 
the hurt that whole fleets were locumm® bdeii hv 
iimpJe capture, trade w« often anied on bv com- 
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pulscry calculated to cnmrv a profitable tv* 

turn only U> the stronger party. These first vay- 
ages, in abort, exhibit the profits of trade combined 
with the product 1 of pirary. 

The commem of India , according to the oricuiaJ 
pJan, ivai to he conducted on the principle of a 
joinMLock company, in which the transactions were 
to be managed hy a governor and dirtetora, and a 
dividend made |n the subscribers in proportion to 
the number of Hut as the paying up of the 

ingt&IniiEiLs upon this principle procee<led very slow¬ 
ly, another arrangement was made, hy which each 
individual furnished a certain proportion of the out- 
ky T wid received the entire profit Arising: from its 
ili-pOHiJ. Though the rtlfatm of the Company pros¬ 
pered under this system, it was necessitrOy attended 
iviih a deal of confusion and difficulty, w hich 

suggested to the governor and Company the expe¬ 
diency of returning to the old method of conducting 
aJTkirri on the Aguiar join Ustock system, Thb pkn 
was accordingly adopted in JtfTJ, and on those kmu 
a capital of ,£429/100 was subscribed, with which 
lb* directors undertook, during the next four yew*, 
to build twenty-nine vettch, at an expense of 
t ST^f^O, and "to employ the rat of die sum in 
the investment. 

The comment of India 1?dng euusidwd more and 
more a national object. King James, in 1U14, sent 
nut Sir Thomas 3toe as amtiasandor to the Great 
jTetful, with the view of obtaining permission to 
trade on reasonable terms in the principal ports of 
his dominions. The details cf this embassy + which 
remarkably iUustrate the manners and arrange¬ 
ments of the ilogu! court, wUJ be introduced in 
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our wunt of that dynasty. Tire result could 
not be considered as a total failure; yet the in- 
Buenw exercised ngauyt the English by the Portu¬ 
guese and native merchants woe so powerful,—the 
views or this splendid blit barbarous court were SO 
and capricious,- — -that, though Sir Thou 
mas. did at last ex tract a species of firm an id favour 
of his countrymen, be eottld pffe them little encou¬ 
ragement to place any reliance upon it; assuring 
them that tlreir actual cucra* must ever depend 
mainly upon tunmgementB with the local m nr eh&nLa 
and miiristraU^ 

A regular annual intercourse being now formed 
with India, and all the naval routes to that region 
fully explored, the pulirular voyage* cease to poasesa 
oiudi and have been, therefore, re- 

eroded* The situation of the Enel iah ^ as wuiu't imes 
rendered critical by the rivalry of the other Euro¬ 
pean powers who had formed a prior eslabluduneitf, 
and continued as long as pootihle to view and treat 
them as interlopers. The Portuguese from the first 
manifested the most lofty pretensions and embit¬ 
tered feelings; but their naval power hail now be¬ 
came to feeble in comparison with the fleet* of Eng¬ 
land f that they scarcely ever encountered her \eswb 
without signal defeat. 

It was mueh otherwise with the Dutch, whose ex- 
tetuivc marine rendered their hostility truly Ihr- 
midable. They had now mm phtcly driven the Par- 
itiguiSNe from the Molucca and Band* Islands, which 
they dabbed in complete sovereignty. The English 
did not attempt to interfere with the Hollanders in 
tJiOHi rtltkmnitt, where the right of prior 
mild be urged ; but the .mail island* of Pulanjon 
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and forming pan indeed of a group gee li¬ 

fted by that people, though containing no actual set, 
tlementj were considered as open territory, and forts 
wen; erected 00 them. This seems sufficiently con¬ 
formable to Indian where the fortunes of 

different nations are often found in the donsi eon- 
tiguity- The Dutch, however, chose to tmderalaitd 
it otherwise : arid, after having in min endeavoured 
to expel their rival* from iliesv forts, seized two of 
their Tends, announcing th^ir determination not to 
release 4 hem till England should ham withdrawn 
her obnoxious pretensions to the trade of Ihe Spite 
ft lands- The demand was strenuously resisted, and 
hostilities ciuued, which wire attended with dbat- 
Lrou* cmuequeiircs to both Motions, anti partktilarly 
to the English- Pring* when he was on die coast of 
Coromandel in Wl\K board the doh'flil laic that four 
ships, the Dragon, Dear, Expedition, and Rose, were 
captured off the 1Mr* of Tecoo; ihat the Star was 
taken in the Straiu of San da, *nd that two other vet- 
seb were in great peril. The Companies bow pre¬ 
sented heavy complaints against each other to their 
respective govcniHienU; UTgntiathms were opcm-d, 
and iii order to prevent these partial host ifi ties from 
extending into a general war, a treaty was patched 
up or a very singular complexion* The English 
and Dutch agreed to bttfome,ms it were, copartner* 
in the Indian traffic; the former ip have half the 
trade in pepper, and a third of that in the finer spice*; 
the nations e*rh to keep ten ships in rattunun for the 
purpose of protection, and for conveying goods from 
one port of India to another. There was also to be 
formed a 11 Council of PtfeQw," eombtiog of four 
members of each Company, who were to be intrusted 
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with the enforcement and execution of the provisions 
of this «Xtaanlra*ry treaty. 

It wn 5 obTioUi that these tttijmlitioitf wens of 
»ueh ft nature., and involved so ooitaUint an in* 
terferenre In private transact ions. b£ coaid not fail 
to Lead to the nn»t serioun differences. Tha J>iitch* 
who maintained larger fl«tt among the inlands, 
interpreted every question in their own favour, 
and refused to admit the English to iheir stipu¬ 
lated sliare of the trade, till the payment of their 
proportion of all the ^unu which they flionstlits^ 
with or with ou t necessity, had expended on forti- 
ficatKins- The enmity between the two nations 
became always more rancorous, li! I the Hutch, avai l - 
ing themselves of superior strength* proceeded to 
that dreadful .-mirage mlled the 44 Massacre of Am* 

boyuo.* The island of that name is well known 
ns the Lariat of the group of the Moluccas, nnd the 
one which affords the most copious supply of cloves. 
The principal settlement of both nation# wui at Ah* 
capital, where the Dutch liad a strong ca&Ue with ft 
garriiU'L of shout two hundred men; while the 
English* tighten to number* occupied merely ft 
honae in the town, where, however, they thought 
thrimelves in safety under the Mill nf Treaties. Th e 
Ehlteh, conceiving suspicions of a Japanese soldier 
who vu in their service, arrested and put him to the 
torture. Bv that barbarous mode of extracting evu 
denre* they brought him to crofts# that he and se., 
vi-rai of hi* rimniTjuitm had entered into a conapL 
rocj to itqte the fortress; and upon the information 
thin obtain^ several other Japanese were appre^ 
be nded and tortured' The English* while thii trana. 
■ctwn wii gsmg no, went back and forward to the 
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castle as busing led them, incurring afoul it as an 
ordinary affair, id no shape affecting themselves. Abel 
Price, the surged, however, having been con fined in 
the nut hr <m account of some excesses cotnmiUed 
through intoxication, was one morning assured that 
his country men also were engaged ill this nefarious 
plot Price professed utter ignorance on the subject; 
but the torture was applied to him with such se¬ 
verity aa made him soon confer w hatever bis lor- 
mentons wrre pleased to direct At the same lime m 
messA^ was sent to Captain Tuwiwn, and the other 
mcmfontof the English factory,m|dieting that they 
would visit the governor, (hi their arrival* they were 
much Mil pi bud at being arrested, all their property 
veiled, tuui themselves call.-d upon to acknowledge 
th e if share in the a! Ieged confpj racy, 11 aving made 
She most solemn denial, they underwent separate and 
success ive examinations, enforced by the most cruel 
tort hr, tluir cries being heard by l heir companions 
without, tfffl mt a great distance. Tlie agonha 
of the rack at length extorted their Maeni lit (■very 
thing which thrir womm those to mugesL The 
confections appear evidently to have been given m 
a manner which rendered it quite manifest that 
they were wrung from the unhappy victims by the 
extremity of suffering- On being released, they re- 
sumed the most solemn denials ; two, in particular 
being adjured by Captain Towersm, retraced. alUu 
girth£T the U-Uimofiy they had home against him. 
They were impelled only by the repeated application 
of torture to return to their accusation of themselves 
and of him. One desired to be told at once whit 
it wis he was required to own ; but this was 
treated as contujnary; torturer was again applied. 
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till bo invented siurh ft story iis wtu likely to 

satisfy his ImiiKiitan* in general* boweveiv lead¬ 
ing questions wro pulp hill mating the charges mftde 
against the sufferer; and the Du tch contented them- 
selves with hbr passive admission- The issue was, 
that Captain Towerson and nine others wen? eon- 
dinned to die, the regmirririg eight bring pardoned. 
They were allowed to see each other, and had the 
sacrament administered by the Duldi clergyman* 
when they dednied in the most solemn manner 
their perfect innocences Samurt Coburn said aloud?

tUp A black pall was pmvided for Captain Tuwer- 
»n, the expense of which the Dutch had the t ffmn- 
tery to charge on the E n du*h Cera J*ny. One Forlu, 
guege* and nine natives of Japan, wbu Buffered at the 
same time, made equally Kfcfcnui prulcstntioos of ia- 
nocenoe. 

The mdifuation of the English people, always 
rasily roused, EHrver mounted te a higher pitch than 

when tiding? arrived nf th is cruel and bloody 

trajisarticrL The nation was in a ferment, ami "a 
universal cry rvm for redress and vengeance. The 
Court nf Dirretora ptepurd and distributed a pir- 
turr, in which the tortures of the unhappy nifeen 
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we-re represented with every feature of aggravation. 
The press wm actively employed in inflaming iliU 
farthiT the indignation of llu people, and the exrile- 
menl was such that the Dutch residents made an 
application to the Privy CotlnriJ for die protection 
of their person*. Ai r AJjJJ, alwav^Atudrous m guard 
agniiurt national partiality, i» willing to Gupjra that 
thk subject has been viewed by Englishmen through 
a admcwhal exaggerating medium. Reluct am to 
Wfew the Dutch puifdf actuated by the spirit 
of demand he thinks it more probable that, biassed 
tuid embittered by the violent opposition of interests, 
they may have believed their rival* really ^mJty F 
have rashly brought than to trial, derided with 
mind* loo muda Minded to discern the truth, and 
Uieii put them to diuili without remorse. Tlie tar- 
ture h however unjustifiable* was still employed in 
Holland and other European kingdouiJt 11 an in- 
$1 rumen t in cxtorUjig evidence. Both nations, he 
observes, in those dktant where they wm 

beyond the reach of regular government and irgaJ 
rest mint p were guilty uf many eme I and violent 
actions. Admitting to a certain extent the forrv of 
these observation#, it .wma yet impossible to find 
m parallel m this transaction in point of deliberate 
and cold-blooded ferocity. 

The Dutch, on being called upon for satiffee* 
tkn, returned at Gtti very evasive answer*j bm 
when the EngJtd) began to detain their ve*gek, 
they found the matter assuming n more serious as¬ 
pect, and authorized on investigation. The nego¬ 
tiations were very long protracted, and no final acL 
juBlmvtll took place till 1654, during the govern mm l 
of Cromwell, when eight zoummkmtz* s four an each 
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side, Rwarded u compensation of £3615 to the heifs 
and executors of those who had suffered. At the 
same time, cadi party brought forward a stale mint 
of the amount of injury alleged to have been sus¬ 
tained from the other during the forty year* which 
elapsed from the time they began their ihwiw at¬ 
tempt m a joint Made*down to 1652.

The catastrophe of Amboy na broke upenlmty 
that squill of joint trade, which indeed frwjti the 
first might easily have been foreseen to be imprae- 
lirtible. Yi t the En u I i$h rtiaintoin ed for sum c t i me 
longer their *>ul« nu-m at H.-intnm, which they hnd 
even made the capital of their eastern possessions. 
But ihe greater (brer maintained by the Dutch in 
ihtise islands, and which they always infr^tacd, 
rvndvmi Ihe tenure by which their rivals hdd a foot¬ 
ing there difhmiSt and precarious; and the grater 
attractions presented on the continent of India in- 
dufrd them gradually to relinquish their insular 
'itations-, with the exception of si few on the amst 
«if Sumatra.

they feltait very desirable to obtain some place en¬ 
tity tlieir own, and which they could fortify 
against external aggresaon. An opportunity was 
offered In 160, on ocpukti of the marriage of tin 
Infant* Catherine to Charley JL, when the Island 
of Bomltty was ceded as part of her dowry. Some 
mb understanding aruae hi to the extent of this grant, 
the English conceiving it to include SaUotte and 
other depaukom; while the Portuguese those to 
view it ag not extending i*cyond the ban* prmnrti 
of the island,—in which last interpretation Britain 
was finally obliged to acquiesce^ Thus the mwrt 
acquired for the first tinn- a territorial possession \tx 
India; which p however, did not yield revenue suf¬ 
ficient to defray its expenses. In 1668, therefore, 
the government made over the entire sovereignly 
to the Company, who, in 1687 r transferred thither 
from Surat the presidency over their other settle 
megts; and Bombay has ever since continued the 
capital of their dominion* in Wtsiera India. 

Meantime, the establishments on the eastern 
oswt went* gradually rising into their present im¬ 
portance.

The establishment tn Bengal, which has since 
^ to such unrivalled prosperity, was formed 
tennewhat later than any of the others. An Eng_ 
|uh medical gentleman of the name of BotightiiD, 
wiilvnt at Surat, having visited Agra in lfi5J p 
fortimate enough to remove a dangerous illness 
chit'll had aftettd the daughter of the Emperor 
Shah Jchao. The gratitude felt by the monarch 
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was employed by Bough ton, with a laudable pa¬ 
triotism, in obtaining For his counfaryineti very am pW 
oumnaerrini privileges. From Agra he proceeded 
io the court of the Nabob of Bengal;, where la is skill, 
exerted with equal success, was rewarded by a grant 
to the English of very extensive local advantages 
and idimurHiir}, The merchants uf Surat, on pay¬ 
ment of 3000 rupees, obtained full freedom of trade, 
exempt from customs; and in 1656 They erected a 
factory' at Hoogley, situated on tliul branch of the 
river winch has always fan considered the principal 
duuind for the trade of the (ranges. From this time 
ships and investments were sent lo Bengal every 
year. Several other factories were formed there; 
hut Ilf commerce was still considered secondary lo 
that of Coromandel, and made subject to the presi¬ 
dency of Fun *Ht George, 

it was in Bengal, however, that the English 
first attempted lo establish political and military 
power. The factors of the Company transmitted a 
detail of various wrongs sustained from the native 
rulers, and suggested the expediency of seeking re¬ 
dress fay force of arms. The Directors sent out , in 
HJfHi, Captain Nicholson, with un armed msdi, 
and six compollii^ of soldi«3, dest ined lo a service of 
no lixs magnitude than that of levying war against 
the Great Mogul and the Nabob of Bengal; The 
plan of the campaign was in the first instance to setae 
and fortify Chittagong, a point rather remote from 
ibe scene of commercial activity, but which they 
meant to make the centre of their military movt^ 
merits- Hence they were not fortunate in the exeru* 
tian of this grand scheme. The different parts of the 
armament arrived separately, and ackd with Little 
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concert- T!ie flee! sailed up to Hoogley, and 

nwnced a cannonade, bm was completely repulsed, 

and obliged to teek shelter in a port which occu¬ 
pied the present site of Calcutta. Factories, that 
had been formed at Patna and Cossimliunar, were 
taken and plundered. The nabob, after a deceit- 
ful trace, assembled hi* whole army to altarh tire 
discomfited English, who at that crisis, however, 
under the command of the Company's agent, niai i 
a brilliant display of valour- They not on];-beat 
off romp! etc!y the Mogul forces, but entered the 
harbour of Bat lucre, and burnt forty sail of Indian 
shiw An accommodation was then agnid to, by 
which they were allowed to re-establish their factory 
at Iloogley : and affaire were on the point of being 
replaced on their former looting, when two British 
jhica of war, under an officer of the name of Heath, 
entered the riyer. That commander immediately 
broke up the treaty, and commenced wurlike opera¬ 
tions, vhirh be conducted wry unfortunately ; and 
the invader* were finally obliged to evacuate Bengal. 
Autch glebe, at that time sealed on the Mogul 
throne, wo* *t> ciMpcmled at these proceeding*, and 
other violent stop* taken by Sir John Child, gover¬ 
nor of Bombay, that he ordered n general attack 
on ibe Company's factories. Thosent Surat, fileso- 
lipat:»n, end Vuigapetan, were reduced, the last 
not without some bloodshed; and Bombay was very 
closely pressed. Our countrymen were compel ted to 
hove recourse to the most humble submission; when 
that politic sovereign, weighing the benefit which hi* 
people derived from foreign enmmeree, gradually re¬ 
laxed. and allowed the traffic to resume its usual 
rhnnneU, 
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From this time, however, the Company begin 
<ijK.nlv to aspire to permanent civil authority in the 
In 1689, as Sir Mill oWnres, " ii was laid 
down os a determinate object of polity, that inde¬ 
pendence was to be established in India, and do¬ 
minion acquired." At that date they wrote to their 
agents,—‘ The increase of our re venue is the sub¬ 
ject of our care, as much as our trade." Hence¬ 
forth, then, tlie English may be considered os having 
commenced their system of politicaal ascendency in 
that part of Asia; but before following them through 
the various steps of this arduous undertaking, it will 
be advantageous to turn bock and late a survey of 
ti,e rise and fortunes of that great empire, whose 
place they were destined to occupy.

They penetrated 
to more reunite parts of Asia than were ever reached 
by the Roman After the death of their pro. 

pbetp * short interval only lu*d elapsed, when their 
victorious cavalry drank at &n«e the waters of the 
Tagus, the Higp 1 * and the Jaxartea. Bagdad became 
the capital of the greatest empire then on the foe* 
of the earth : its court «u the mott splendid and 
Ihr nflt pHduri, and the seat of all the teaming 
by which l hal dark age vu i Hum bed. 

Xo region derived such advantages from this 
triumph of the Moslem arms and faith as the muru 
try rtIW Mnvar.uI.Nnhir, being thu vtirmwl 
twft *f Indi-pendrnt Twrlaiy 'which h watm-ri by 
Ihe err*i rivcfiOiu* >nd Juxirtw, Though hkued 
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with a fertile soil, and one of the finest elimates of 
Alia, it is represented in all the undent records as 
entity Scythian, covered with roaming hordes of 
*h eplierd* and warriors* who lived, in tents, and sub¬ 
sisted on the milk of thcif flocks. Under the Arab 
sway, it acquired and has ever since retained regular 
government, till Li valid plains, large and populous 
dlie& Yd this province wm une of the first which 
were severed from the Caliphate- Its governors* dis¬ 
tant from the seal of empire, bt'gnn gradually to as¬ 
sume thv diarneter of independent prints * they *■ 
tended their power first over Kboci&su), then over 
tile interior provinces of Persia ; and finally In mmed 
in Bagdad itself more and more dflidj. till the name 
of Caliph, which had caused the extremities of the 
t'urih to tremble, tecanie little more than an empty 
sound. 

It w:ki in the year ftT^* the 2i£3kl of the Hegira, 
that Ismael Sauiani of Bochora assn mid the title of 
king ; and hts posterity in Use family of Summa 
reigned for nearly a hundred ywirt over those 
vaii regions, with » high reputation for jusit.v and 
beneficence. At leu gth his house felt that dec! ine to 
which defpotic power in all ca&t-s is ultimately Lsnbh-.

In the year U77 he was succeeded, not hy his son* 
who died young, but by Subujrtagi his general, 
who bad been tainted sovereign by the voice of the 
troops.

He bears a high reputation for probity* simp! icily, 
and mildness. The Orientals fondly relive a lit¬ 
tle incident that at tort expn^i their ideas re¬ 
specting his temper* nnd forms a plming wntnwi 
with the linrdilurid of his ch»ract*T and Hi# rough 
seems in which he met A 11 mating one day in the 
forest, he espied a fawn with its mother* bounding 
over the plain. He caught the animal, tied its 
feet, and threw ft over hia saddle; but on looking 
iiaek, he beheld the mother following with so piteous 
an aspect that his soul w M melted. lie released 
the fawti F and allowed il to rejoin its parent, who* 
as she turned into the wildpfn^ Looked bork 
with #y«a streaming tears of gratitude SnhuktagTs 
phasing reflections upon this scene* and his own 
share in it* suggested at night a dream or vision, 
where, in reward for hU humanity, a kingdom waa 
promised to him.

ruled in Alia, Being rtf tacked by the Emperor of 
Bochum, he felt or professed peculiar rtluptance to 
engag* in war with the mp«MD t>ttw of the ve¬ 
nerated dynasty of Hunania ; bqt his scruples were 
oVHiconie when that prince mu murdered, and hia 
liuone usurped by two of hii gfwmb, Mahmoud 
then joined the Xing of the Uibtfcka in extin eu Lull¬ 
ing the etupin- of Rudnunt; and the fine territory 
of Mavar-uLNahar ms added to hia dominion,, 
which thm eonipfvliendfti all Asia from the Cas¬ 
pian to the Indus. 

There jj not a more chequered fame in oriental 
history than that of Mahmoud. His justice has 
been m much cHrbratcd that, Recording to east¬ 
ern writers* the wolf and lilt? limb in his reign 
drank at the same fbuntuiri ; yet instances are not 
wanting in which hU conduct appears marked by 
the grossest iniquity and extortion. His piety is 
as much celebrated, yet equally problematical Ac¬ 
cording in Frrishla, he was in earfy life prone Id 
acxftjdtui' His mind was agitated with doubt on 
two very different points,—whether there was a 
future world, and whether he wm the town of Su- 
hukmgi; for the general deportment of his mother, 
it B&enas, left this last question open to controversy, 
A vision appeared to him, when the Prophet in 
person removed both ibe*e vnbjfcti of inquietude ; 
and the emperor then n>nun« - iicvd a high reljgiotB 
profewom His seal, bowtfrer> brought *udi an ar_ 
cetoion of power and wealth, u nude it be doubted 
whether hii devotions to heaven were not chiefly 
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valued sis they tended to make him lord of the 
■ firth, HU fervour was especially inflamed by wk 
porta of the boundless wealth accumulated in tin; 
holy shrimp of Indoston, and his conscience inces¬ 
santly reproached him, till these profane treasures 
were transported to adorn the palaces of Ghixili* 

The rise of the Mohammedan power was an events 
ful occurrence to India, over which its princes were 
destined to ntk for ago; yet their dominion had en¬ 
dured four nn Luries without finding its way into 
that extensive region. The case was D O t ffts a r ily 
altered, w hen so formidable a kingdom was erected 
nu its mountain-frontier, Subuklap had a trendy 
made two expedition* into Moulton and Lahore* in 
which he wan *urees*tful. having in both completely 
defeated Jeipal. prince of the latter country. He 
annexed to Ghinni the fine province of Prshawer. 
and extended his authority to the Indus. Mahmoud, 
w ho, in these exjwditkms, had given early proofs of 
personal bravery, made India the grand theatre of 
hi* militoiy talent and ambition, from whir h he 
was diverted only by some insurrections in hb mure 
distant provinre-s, and by occasional alarms of Tartar 
invasion, Historians record twelve expedition! into 
India by thb great potentate, from all of which he 
returned irimnpbaut* and laden with booty. 

In the first he merely crossed the Indus : but the 
second was agai nsl Jeipal of Lahore p who had again 
reared the standard of independent*. This mm- 
try, tn which mountain* and debits are inter- 
mil^led with tract* of luxuriant fertility* has* from 
the davi of Alexander to the present/nurtured a 
warlike people, who have formed a bulwark against 
wvsUTft invasion. Jeipal had mustered another 
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formidable army, but wu# vanquished and made 
primer; bh neck, « wctl os ihnpc of fiCIwn cfaktit, 
being ercrireh'd with jewels of immense value, This 
unfortunate prince, after being twice a captive, con¬ 
sidered fail honour os irretrievably tarnished: for 
which reason, and actuated by die barbarous pride 
of his count rymerip he prepared a funeral-pile, and 
threw himself into the flames, AonindpaJ, his 800, 
adcnowhedged his kingdom tributary to Ghkni. 

The throe next expeditions of Mahmoud wore 
made with the vk*w of collecting tribute and sup- 
prying partial n?I k? 1Iioru^ The fifth* iu 11NJ9, nmu 
tin- need by an attack un the JBUl of Aimindpah 
1 laving formed alliances with all the great kings of 
the interior, —Delhi, Knnouge, Ougein, Gwalior, 
Cal linger, and Aj mere,—be assembled the greatest 
army that had boon seen in (his region for hundred* 
of years. They crossed the Indus, and entered the 
Plains of Ftshawer, where the Moslems, afraid to 
encounter in (hr open field an enemy so immensely 
superior, began to intrench their forces* The two 
armies remained for forty days in presence of wb 
other, when at length the attack was begun on the 
aide of the natives by the Giekeni or G wick wars, 
an almost savage rare inhabiting the high moun¬ 
tainous tracts north of Lahore, Thdr arrows did 
considerable execution; yet the main body were 
unable fo moke any impression on the brave and 
strongly-intrenched army of Mahmoud. Many fell 
on the part of the aagaiUnis, when at length tile ekv 
phao t on which the Prince of Lahore rode, frighten¬ 
ed by a fire-bali, ran off, and carried his master out 
of the battle. At that moment the troops, think¬ 
ing tbemadves decried by their commander, were 
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struck with panic; and the whole of that mighty host 
fled in complete and Irretrievable confusion. An 
alarm bo sudden slid so slightly raised, may Lead 
us to conclude that, instead of hardy and veteran 
warriors, Mahmoud had encountered only sin ef¬ 
feminate and tumultuary militia, like that whteh 
Xerxes led intoGreece, Twenty thousand were slain 
in the pursuit; and numerous elephants laden with 
treasure were captured. The conqueror* finding no 
longer an armv to oppose him s marched directly upon 
the fort of Bimo t or Bheemghurt ratuldietoi itaost 
impregnable, and which had therefore kfn made 
the general d*ptfdtory for all the sacred wealth of 
Ulv unrounding temples. The Indian princes hav¬ 
ing uurcited fur ward with a full assurance of vic¬ 
tory, and without evtf dreading attack* had with¬ 
drawn the garrison to reinforce their army, leaving 
only priests to guard the shrine and treasures. 
These defenders non opened the gates and fell flat 
on their faces before the victorious prince. The 
gold, ailver, and previous stone* found in Billie 
are declared by Frrishla to have exceeded all si¬ 
milar pfflSPffiiiini of any other prince on earth, j yet 
Major Price's authorities, and even hb own as care* 
fully antilyud by Colonel Briggs Ox the amount 
at Little mm than £300,000 in jpede, with per¬ 
haps- a Hemvwhat larger value in diamonds and other 
jewels These acquisitions, on Mahmouds return, 
^ere displayed for several days to the admiring 
gaie of thcGhbmi mountain™; and the exhihi- 
liuo was dwed by lib^wJ donatkmi to the poor and 
the minium of religion- 

Tlw lov^frijrm of India, by Lhu abortive at*di- 
lion, had revealed to Malmwud the fcul ^ 
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their weakness and the valuable treasure* whtrh 
tht'if kingdums contained,—Itwns by which he was 
not slow to jirofiL He had obtained intelligence re¬ 
specting Taflaarafp a shrine of peculiar opulence and 
sanctity. situated near the theatre of the great war 
recorded in the IMaJmlMinit, Ai* he posted on his way 
the territories of Lahore, Annmdpal addressed an 
earnest supplication that he would remain content 
with having swept away at Him-'- the riches id so 
manv tempi ts r and would spare thii peculiar object 
of Hindoo veneration ; hut Mahmoud announced hi* 
firm purpose to root out from India every form and 
seat of idolatry, He reached the place be!we it eo uld 
receive even the feeble aid of the Kin^ of Delhi, and 
became possessed, w ithout res Stance, of the acnmui~ 
bled treasure of All the idok were broken in 

pieces and thrown on the highway, except one of stu¬ 
pendous dimension*. called Jug Soorn, which was 
carried toCrhuni and reduc'd to fragment*. The con¬ 
queror look pofflesaion of Delhi,, and even farmed the 
design of annexing this fine region lo his dominions; 
but on farther reflection be considcred it impossible, 
so long as ih. brave and wdLdefcnded province of 
Lahore intervened r that ■ regular coronnmicatbn 
coiild be maintained between that capital and Ghiinh 
To subdtte Annitidpal would therefor* have been a 
requisite preliminary; hut that pdnre acted with 
sueh prudence, and so carefully avoided all occasion 
of offervr, that Mahmoud found neither pretext nor 
temptation to renew the war. He never, therefore, 
attempted to conquer India; he merely pounced 
bom time to time, tike an eagle, from hii tremeu- 
doia rvry amid the snowi of Caucasus, matched his 
prey, and Sew bark to hii mountain-domain. 
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This prince spent a smuttier in conquering the 
hM -aut i fs] I Valley of Clushinere, thi- possession of which 
opened to him a wav into interior India, without 
the reluctant consent of the Prince of Lahore. In 
the year 1017 , he assembled afl llifi troops from tlie 
Tartar provinces, and at the head of a hundred 
thousand borer and thirty thousand foot, marched 
along the sources of the grvnt rivere acaiuai Ka- 
nooge. the proudest of all the Indian capitals. The 
oriental writer* represent, in the most magnificent 
terms, its pomp and greatness. The towerd mv de¬ 
scribed as having reached the at Era; white the city h 
said at one lime in have contained 90,000 shops 
for the aale of betel, and 60,000 performers on 
musical instruments. A state 111 us dissolved in 
ease and I usury was ill-pro pumt to encounter the 
haidy bands who poured down from Afghanistan. 
The king did not even attempt it; he advanced and 
tendered his submission lo the invader. Kanongti 
was crasequemly tabled with lenity, and the con. 
queror remained only three days. After reducing 
several other places, he reived hi diligence of a rily 
which afforded the means of gratifying to the utmost 
his rapacious piety, Muttra or Mathura, sacred to 
Krishna, contained shrines eclipsing all others even 
in this most wealthy region. The Mohammedan 
prince mured it with little apparition, and found 
its lempira the most splendid lie had yet 
filled with gigantic idols of pore gold, having evra 
ruhica; in one rtuek a sapphire of cxtmnlL 
nary magnitude. The conqueror lost no time in 
d«mfK»bi£ ihrar rich objects of pagan horn™ 
and, hanror reduced them to their eorwtituem 
HcmviUi of gold and jewels, loaded with them 
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n Inns; train of camels. lie Is said to have once 
forme*! the design of demolishing ihe temple; but 
being diuuied with their lkatiiv r be desisted, and 
left t-ltal lank to the bigoted ieaj of Aurcngzebfv 
The reduction of gome other cities was attended with 
hard fighting and e&mfpanUmly Utile spoil. He 
marched by wiay of Lahore to Ghimi, and made a 
dLspjuy of iwoty eclipsing even that brought from the 
plunder of Tanassar. It has btwn aitifftaied at half 
a million in specie* with jewels and pearl* beyond 
all calculation ; to which were added fifty-three 
thousand captives* whose price, however, was m 
much reduced by this immcnac supply, that they 
scarcely brought five shillings a-lirad- The wealth 
obtained by the private chiefs and soldiers was sup¬ 
posed to equal that of the sovereign, 

(Hun* hitherto, notwithstanding the richer con¬ 
veyed to it, had been little more in itself than an 
encampment of migratory shepherd* ; but Mah¬ 
moud, smitten with the magnificence of Kanouge 
and Mathura,determined now to rivet ediBcea w hich 
might render hb capital an object of admiration to 
the world. A mosque was built of granite and 
marble, m which the richest materials wore pm- 
fuscly lavished, and new T omamrntfi con tin ually add¬ 
ed* till it became celebrated over Asia under the 
title of the ff Celestial Bride." The mh\& f imitai- 
ing the taste of their sovereign, vied with each other 
in the erartktn of costly structure*, till Ghizni ac- 
qu i rod a magn iBcence suipraing that of the greatest 
capitals of India- 

Mtan lime Mahmoud received the mortifying in- 
UlLigoact- that the submission and alliance of the 
King nf Kanouge had proved lata! to that prince. 
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Indignant nt hit de&crtion of ihe cause of India, 
.Nun da, king of C&Uinger, seconded by ill neigh¬ 
bouring monarch*, commttnxd a furious war, which 
ended in his defeat and death, and the surrender of 
his capital. The Gbhnian ruler made all the de¬ 
spatch which his distance admitted. After forcing: 
ihe passage of tile Jumna, he advanced and found 
the victor strongly in trenched, and apparently wait¬ 
ing his attack; hut, after due mnaidemtion^ the 
Indian prince retreated, leaving the country to be 
Laid waste bj the invader. The kingdom and city 
of Kancuge, however, weft never destined to regain 
their ancient splendour. 

Lahore, though m closely con tiguoui to the Ghix- 
nion t4?nitijfy* bud continued Independent during 
thirty years of ihe conqueror's reign j but on the 
death of Annindpalp the king determined upon a 
vigorous effort to obtain possession of this important 
key of India. Assembling an immense force, he 
mafehed U|n«h the Capital; when tike young prince, 
unable to face to groat an arm amen t, abandoned 
the city and neighbouring territory, and sought re¬ 
fuge in Aj mere. Lahore w&i thus attached to thr 
Ghianiou monarchy. 

After tome minor iurpodsp Mahmoud, m the y«tr 
1024> undertook his last and greatest expedition 
into India, Hb anm were then, turned somewhat 
in a new direction. In the province of Gitemt. 
un the shone of the Indian Qe im, stood Sumnaut! 
a shrine higher and holier than any yet devoted 
to spoliation Two thousand ti l|*g«i WlTe 
for its support, beside. prawit* pourod in fam *|| ^ 
surrounding region*, Sum n au t hi msr 1f wm 
.he general judge of the ttad, and hi. .tatuTS^ 
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void was washed every morning with water brought 
from the Ganges,; a thousand miles distant. The 
atiMiriam** nmabtrtl of two thousand Brahmins, 
Etc hundred dandng-girlst three hundred musi¬ 
cians, and three hundred Writers. The king was 
farther incited fry learning that the pru*u of 
Sitmimut considered tfroin&dvcs sec ure from hi* 
utmost power. According to them, the sins of 
Delhi and Kanouge had been the side caw of 
ihe dowu&il of those dties; while they them* 
sdm, high in parity and sanctity, might hid de¬ 
fiance to the impious fury of the Moslem invader. 
Eager to undeceive lhem. this monarch, having mils* 
tested hi* troops, led them into Moijlun; employ¬ 
ing twenty thousand camels to convey provisions 
amaa the great wealertt deleft, The city of A'jmim 
vim found aWndontd, and its fort two strong to W 
unacted, XuhnvaNn, capital of Guierat, had been 
left in the uxnr slate. After pacing another defe-rt, 
the Ghiinevide nvirn ign came in view of Sam* 
uallt. a lofty castle on a peninsula completely en- 
ekMcd |jy the sea,—except at one point, which 
defended by strong walls, on whose Wf iJrmrnbi 
§U»d an Ltmunieraliie multitude of mmhat&nti, 
They aniioum-ed by a herald that their great god 
hod draw n the relents hither, in order that the 
destruction of ki many divinities, who had Mien 
under their ase, might now he avenged. The 
invaders, however, advanced with a despatch which 
amazed the Hindno^ and caused them to fall down 
in lears bdbrv their idol; though, on seeing ihe 
fcalingdadders applied, they drew strength Iram 
d impair, and rushed forward to the defence wi th the 
utmost fury. Tito dreadful con left was prolonged 
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fur El day, at the end of which the assailants, over^ 
powered with faligmv were oWigi^d to retire On 
the following morning the attack vms renewed, but 
with m better Baeres^ 

On the third day, an immense army wos Ken 
advancing to She relief of Sonina ut. Mahmoud 
install (ly led hii troops to lattlle ; but, \hh ««wr. 
ter of India has always supplied a race of brave and 
hardy warriors, the coo tot was severe, Fort a tie »l ill 
wavered, when the Indian host was strengthened by 

a powerful reinforcement under Bymm Deo and 

Dabissdima, iwo of ihe principal chick of fimtnt 
Tbe bailie then became more doubtful mid truly ter- 
ribk f and Mahmoud, for the fint lime on the soil of 
India, saw himself in danger of being vanquished- 
He appealed to the rebgkmi teal of his troops; hr 
pruatraUd himself nm the ground, imploring the aid 
of Heaven in this holy conflict, and earnestly eall- 
on his duels to advance either to conquest or 
iftr- crown of martyrdom* He ml length gaim-d a 
complete victory ; and the garrison, on seeing the 
flight of the great army lo which they had trusted 
for deliverancr, were »ri*cd with panic, and abcui- 
doDcd the place. The conqueror mind, and was 
led to the tvtii pie. a spacious and antique structure, 
the interior of which cunsL'itcd of a majestic hall 
supported by fiftyudi columns, and entirely emir- 
tied w ith golden imap 1 * of Hindoo drilled Snm^ 
n nut himself, whose acltul dimeiuions *jv variously 
reported, lowered gigantic over all On firn be- 
holding Ihb Idol, Mahmoud, fired with wrathful 
JddL* struck off its nose, and gave orders that the 
whole figure should forthwith lie reduft.d into frag¬ 
ments A* die attendant Brahmin* siaw the down- 
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fat of this object of their profoundest veneration, 
they fill on their knees,, and proffered nil immense 
ium to sure what remained; and the omraliH ad¬ 
vised, even as a waiter of prudence, the accept¬ 
ance of these terms ? but the king indignantly rv- 
jei'ted the idea of beeoniing a i( seller of idols/ - The 
work of demolition procredrd ; and, on its reaching 
the interior of the image* there was disclosed a ireo- 
sure in pearls, rabies* and diamonds* almost heyixul 
concept ion, and far surpassing the immense sum 
tendered for its redemption. The amount is some- 
ivhat differ lilt to ascertain ; but it is generally ad¬ 
mitted to have greatly exceeded that of any of the

Mahmoud was so miich pleased with G moral, 
that he deliberated whether hi? should not make 
it the principal sent of his government, or at least 
annex it permanently to his dominion*; hut he 
became satisfied* that the distance from Gfat7.ni was 
loo great* and the rommun orations loo difficult. 
He attempted, however, to retain a control over 
this fine country* by railing to the sovereignly 
a Brahmin of humble birth, imMited to himself 
for this elevation- Bui he had not long departed 
when tin? people again transferred their allegiance Co 
tbtir ancient rare of kmc* Some romantic and ra¬ 
ther absurd detail* were reported on this Occasion, 
which we p as* by* as they were prolnbiy only in¬ 
vented a* an raecse to Mahmoud for superseding 
the sovereign whom he bad chosen to impose upon 
Guufik 

Mahmoud, while on hi* return to Ghimi ± suffered 
considerably in passing through the vast deserts; 
and w as greatly annoyed also by the Jits or Jauts, a 
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tribe inhabiting Alniillu.ru wha, by their strong faroc 
of war-boats* commanded the liasigalion of the In- 
■Jus, The indignant monarch undertook next year 
an expedition against this people and having pre¬ 
pend a va*l number of small vessels fortified with 
iron spikica, vtKOiinteml. and after an obstinate con¬ 
flict defeated them so completely, that almost the 
whole nation were slain or taken prisoners 

The following i^ason he employed in an ex¬ 
pedition into Kbonuisan. on his return from which, 
in 1030; he was laki ■n ill, and died at the age of 63, 
There are Few dmrwtm in oriental history more 
mixed and dmihtful than that of this great coii- 
queror, By some be Is extolled as the model of n 
perfect prince, while others*brand him as a monster 
of Avarice, injiutiw, and ra|»rity. There seems to 
have been in hb nature a strange combination of 
opposite qualities r his In- at actions being alloyed by 
a mixture of wild caprice. He carefully disH'ians- 
*d many of his duties ns a sovereign, and made 
great exrrtioiB to secure the husbandman and mer¬ 
chant against the in rood of the predatory bands 
who occupied the inountain-ftistntssea. He was 
fterndble la compUiiiOi from mtj quarter, A 
woman from a remote Persian province came to 
his audieurCp and complained that hr? son had 
been killed and her property carried o(F by a *et 
of plunderers. The king replied that Uiis was 
a distant conquest, in which it was ijtspflAgjblu for 
him to pment some di^Hcrx, The woman warm- 
|y rvjoinrd, « Why then tin you wtiqner kingdoms 
whiWi you wituii protwl, midi to r whieh T og 
will n«< tv aLlr to answer in Ihr day 0 f jiitij;. 
tncDi ?" Thai ihi* rebuke touM be to 
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ili(> king was do small honour to his character, and 
still more when we find that it roused him to es¬ 
tablish order in those distan t parte of his dominions- 
A Still more signal act of justice is recorded* A 
citizen of Gbiini represented that s powerful lord 
of the court, having become enamoured uf his 
wife, arrived nightly, thrust him out of bis own 
dwelling, and forcibly supplied his place- Mah¬ 
moud. with the deepest indignation, de*ircd that 
information should bo given to him the first time 
that Hits outrage was repealed- The injured person 
came three nights alter with the expected wife*, 
ami Mahmoud, attended by a guard of soldiers, 
hastened to the bouse. Having ordered all the 
limits to he extinguished, he advanced in the dark 
with a weapon, and, seizing the offender, with one 
Ijfow severed his head from his body. Ho then 
roused * tight to be brought, and having seen llw 
victim, fell on his knew and uttered a prayer 
filing asked the meaning of all this, he replied 
that he had extinguished the light lest the guilty 
person should prove to have been a favourite, the 
view of whom might have shaken his just resolu¬ 
tion ; but, on being relieved from this apprehension , 
he had returned thank* to Heaven.’

Yet tlit-* splendour of Mahmoud 9 court* and thr 
great events of his reign, called forth poHidl 
hat* fiiort- brilliant limn had adorned even the eiv 
IhbntMl courts of Haroun and Almamon* Fer- 
dnfip who, in the Shall Kameh, eelehraled the ex¬ 
ploit* of hi* patron, ranks as the second poetic 
name In Asia. The materials for the literary his¬ 
tory of Gtrixni an* indeed exceedingly seamy ; yet 
enough transpires to warrant the suspicion, that thia 
irreitt poet, though attracted hj the pomp and fm- 
ironage of a court, shawl the evil* from which lh*%r 
appear inseparable, and only posted a life of splendid 
til tiiery* It k related, that having completed hi* great 
poem! he sought the due reward, which he estimat¬ 
ed at 60,000 dinar*; but the king, taking athm- 
lap? of a verbal resemblance, paid only the same 
number oJ dt'rArm** nc* exceeding a tenth of the 
ium demanded.

It cons bled of (he Turks 
or Toorks, under the dynasty called, from Seljuk 
its found it, Seljuk tan, which ovtmn Khorassan. 
Under the successors of the chief just named tlieir 
empire rose to such a height of power, as to eel ipse 
that of all the ether Asiatic kingdoms. Tognil T 
who subvert!*! the imperial throne of Bagdad, and 
ihook that of Constantinople,—Alp Aroian, who 
wrote on hi* tomb at Mcra, S€ Ye who have seen the 
glory of Alp Aroian exalted to the heavens, rome 
and see it buried under the dust—these were war- 
ritfro with whom cm the most culknt of thi- lineage 
of Mahmoud sought Ln vain to contend* They saw 
wn»tcd from them the fine Plains of Khorossari and 
Iran, even that of Balkh^ and their dominions con¬ 
n'd wiihiu the Tniuiiuain-lisirrier of Caucasus On 
the eastern side they still held Lahore, and made 
some vigorous attempt*, bat onlv with partial and 
temporary suensi, to extend their sway over the 
Indian territory* 

The house of till bull, during two centuries, eotu 
timHd aiill, though thus reduced by Turkish in^ 
vasion, to maintain its original boundaries. Family 
allianetss wrro even formed between Ibrahim I. and 
Malek Shah, son of Alp Arslan, The downfal of 
this dynasty arose from m internal cause. Ghori 
or Ghmr forma a rude mountainous district, situated 
on the JofUrsi branch of Lnusuufl, or Hindoo Cousin, 
where it borders on Tibet and Turkeston. Its 
prin^ T commanding: a race of hardy mountaineer*, 
gradually made tbemjelvw muriy" independent of 
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ihir Cfhfcman Government, ami «vq) obtained poa- 
st^xLms in Tartary and Khurasan. Thb excited 
s*j strongly I lie jeabasy pf Byram, who ahum 1115 
had AUx'nded the throne, that having drawn imp lib 
power Mohammed, prince of Ghort, he put him lo 
death. This step he hod ample cause to repcnL 
hief-ul-Dicn, brother to the latter* noun mustcml 
* fargo array of lib follower^ eager to avenge the 
Iueh of their chief, Jiyrum, unable to oppose him, 
evacuated his capital ; yet, having ^-assembled lib 
forraSp lie recovered Ghmiit, and look his enemy 
prisoner. Sief-ul-Dicn vma then iUibjerted to the 
moot dreadful insult ami cruelly; mounted on a 
huliock he ttu led through Gluzni, amid the den- 
jiiou of the mobthen tortured and behead'd, 
and his vizier impaled alive. This bstrliaHlv on 
the part of a prince otherwise mild and respect¬ 
able, set the seal to the fate of his bouse. Allah, 
brother Ijj the sttffien r, fwon summoned round him 
all the wamors i*f the tribe of Ghuri to avenge 
tin if wrongs Byram miuthcd to meet him ; and 
the superior numbers of his troop* enabled them to 
maintain a vigorous straggle ajui n_u the rude strength 
and courage of the raouiiUln-rfiicft. But at length 
he yielded, md fled with his scattered army towards 
[ nd oh Ian, where he soon after died of grief- The 
victor, in 1152, marched iijxm Gtiizm, and accord¬ 
ing to the loo common course of eastern conquer- 
r'ftj sought to surpass the cruelty which he came to 
punish. That niagtiUimiL city was given up to a 
general pi I fa - . p and to the sword of the enraged 
GJu-riam In seven days it w *s no more- lu pa- 
IactBj so profusely embellished with the -spoil* of 
conquered India, were razed Ui the ground. A few 
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tombs spired by ™u-ro piety p *1^*1 alone amid this 
wild and mountain-solitude, Jt revived indeed^ 
and became for a Abort tim-e tlie capital of theGhori 
dynasty ; In it il n£aln sunk,, and now only h few 
seath-red mins, with the spacious tomb of ^luhnioud, 
over which si few priests perpetually read the Karan, 
are all that remain of this once pro Ltd beat of the 
eorsr| uemr of Asia- 

The Cihizirevklc dynasty continued for some Lime 
to rendu their diminish"*! authority. It was bu 
titl^uhhcd by ^lohAtmued Ghorn the succrawr of 
AlJnhiU- Dieft. H* pursued into Lahore ihi- last of 
this caijrhty rek.ee h whose name was Chusero; hut 
the tin fan lies ate prince made a resistam^ ^ i di^pe- 
rau- in dial stroiii* retreat, that the invader vvbu 
two - uhlip'd tn retire- At last, by m fcijpiod alli¬ 
ance, he induced his unwary virlini to come out to 
ftwwt him,—then, by a circuitous march, rut him 
off fretu Lfihurtfp sufiutiiided hii Little rjfup, and 
obli^ni him to iurrendere IU at first showed a 
disposition to mercy r and only eon fined him in a

^vMjwd^m .1 Aj***, which * first Emitted; 
r>ut ihe King of IXthi, having furnirti an *!!]«„* 
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with sett ml neighbouring princes, has teud to its 
relief with two hundml thousand inlamry and three 
(IioumuilI defiant*. Mohammed, trusting tcj tilt 
murage of hb moiinLgin-triU^ rushi^l feariesaly to 
the at Lack ; but lira view of this immense host 
whtifling round to endoti-t them, and the tnaghiy 
array of ila elephants, iwtns to have struck with 
panic these undisciplined warriors. Many of the 
Hinds with their followers fled, leaving the icing sur¬ 
rounded by I he enemy, who were greatly superior in 
numbers. The Moslem uti horseback ennnmtered 
hand to hand the King of Delhi, seated on ids 
^p-t Ifi.phatiL- Tlse Ghorian prince, after a despe* 
rale struggle, was pierced in the arm, felt la ihe 
ground, and was with difficulty carried ^IT by a 
trusty band of hi* devoted mlhcreiita. The rout 
was complete, and the pursuit wits rumisund forty 
miles* 

The emperor spent a j^r so repairing the effects 
of this dreadful disaster. and organizing the means of 
a new invasion. He at first degraded the omrnhs 
who had lied. lubjming [him to the hum illation 
of marching round the Hty with bags of barley sus* 
pciid'H from their necks, and of feeding out of them; 
hut after prcceMmg on hi- next expedition, it wst* 
represented to him that he thu§ deprived himsu I f of 
the services of many of hii cbflH»l warriom ; upon 
whkh he allowtd them to resume their stations, and 
obtain nn opportunity of redeeming their fame. 

Mohammed, haring in uttered all lib forces, mnrHu 
ed into India* where hit mrt tmaps still more same- 
roll* than those who had vanquished him in the pre- 
erdingyear; all of w hom had now bound thrm*elvra 
by the water of I he Ganges to conquer or die. The

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Indian priiutrS advanced with bound! confidence; 
sending at the same time a friendly Tcmonstrantv. 
that if Mohammed was weary of his own life, he 
should at least pity the irropg whom ho wa* Imd- 
inp lo ao cruel a destiny* Iletrcal wua still open to 
him : hut if urged on by bis evil genius, " wv have 
i™/' s»id they* u by our gods to advance upon 
you with our rank-breaking elephants, war-lnsjid, 
ing horses, and blood-thirsty soldiers, early in ihe 


morning, to crush your unfortunate army.” The 
wary commander relumed un anawiTMflnkngiy in, 
spinal by alarm : stating, that he cifried on the war 
only in obedience to fab brother, without whose or- 
den he could not retreat, but would gladly arrange 
the terms of a Imcv till be eqttld neeei t e further in, 
stmetia^ The Indians, lotted by this humble and 
suhmusive tin, gave ihttdftlm up to Security, and 
spent the nighl in muthnaiL Mohammed. watch¬ 
ing the moment when they were completely off their 
suarvi made an attswk during the duhne^, defeat¬ 
ing and putting to %hi large bodies «f tbrir army;

Kul ih'm splendid light of conquest waft in one mo,* 
iTii^nl (Aiiugutf,]]! ii. On his way from Lahore to 
GhunL In pitched his rent for the night on lilt- 
lianks of the Indus or one of its tributaries. A 
hand of the mountain-tribe of Gwkkwar*, many of 
whose relations had perished in war with Moham¬ 
med, had vowed, a£ w hatever coat, to pLirdia.^ rv- 
venge. The season being extremely hot, the r&Haf* 
or screens enrh^ini the imperial tent* had been 
thre w n opett for the adsnissbn, of air* Twenty coin 
spirwUin, aval Una thenudves of this rireumgtanc* 
stole in unpcreeived» stabbed the sentry on guard, 
njid + having drawn olT the attention of tbc others 
p m traud to the chamber of Lite king, who was Jvine 
AHior p with two slaves fanning hi m + A! I their dog. 
gcr* were instantly plunged in hi® hreas^ ind i it? 
sunk tinder their hands, pierced hy twenty-two 
wounds. 
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Thus perished this gn-fti dongtieror, whose domi¬ 
nion we* almost as extensive as that of Mahmoud 
uf GhixiiL Like him, according to Ferishta, he uits 
not devoid of virtues, yet has left behind a darter 
and fiercer reputation, redeemed by fewer trait* of 
refinement and humanity. With him the dynasty 
of Ghori rose and ML He left no descendants pos¬ 
sessed of energy sufficient to support the weight of hie 
liu^e LlJ-Uhlnnred empire. Ilia Ileutfflttwits, lldecuz 
ill thr mcarLtaifl-temtOfy, and Cuttubin India* eooo 
erected for themselves independent sovereignties

CiTTTLB-rL-DiEN, the (bunder t>( the GrAl Muhjuo- 
m.'djm, nr what was ailed the Ftun n^. of t ‘in- 
(*™i 'fbw nilrt! in India, w« of ihe humblest 
birth | it vii rven made the reproach of his tl vnmty 
that it originated with a dm. Brought 43 a captive 
from Turkestan, be hail been purchased by a citizen 
of Nishopour* who, landing his talents good, m_ 
stmeted him in various arts and sciences. Upon 
the death of his master, ho was a.ifd with the nst 
of the property,, and tame into the pouMlon of 
Mohammed, Hid abilities and address ^ 3cn 
him to the rank of principal page; whence he win 
promoted to a military command, and m on rose to 
the first station En the array. The high confident 
reposed in him by the emperor, printed him out m 
Ihe Gttrat person to rrmain ai viceroy of the mu 
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quered territories in India, when the fanner retired 
to fois native mountains. Cuttub remained fnithful 
i a hjs superior; yet, from his distant position, he 
reigned almost uneuntmli^ during tli*t monarch's 
life, whom he survived four yean, and whose sue- 
cesfffr publicly owned him as king. lie is cele¬ 
brated as brave, just, and humane; and hii liberality 
was m unbounded as to mate it become proverbial 
in India to say of any one.—" He is as generous as 
CutUib-id-fth !i " He waged war with the neigh¬ 
bouring potentates generally with * uosss^ though 
in a campaign against the Rajpoots he sustained a 
signal defeat- Sinking, however* towards ihe dose 
nf hi* reign, into indolence and Liiimy, he ah 
lowed his rival. Ildeeui, to upon Ghizni and 
jwrcral of the frontier territories He died in the 
yw 1210. 

AI turn du though a Tartar of noble birth, had, 
like Cuttub, ba n sold as a slave, and purchased by 
lhat prince. Haring raised himself by his valour 
la be cwptaiti-geniral and nouonJaw to the enjpe* 
rar r be mounted the throne, having overcome 
Aram. the rightful heir. He redressed all the evil* 
caused by the wn-aknfascs of hii aged predecessor. 
He defatted HdeciBs.mid took him prisoner; heex- 
tended the empire on every side; making Bengal 
and Bahar first tributary and then subject proving 
over which his wets were placed as viceroy*. He 
reduced, after a long rirge + Gwalior, considered the 
principal bulwark of Hindoo power, Seated an a 
lofty hi Ik with psjMdicular side*, defended by 
rgtenriv? works, and supplied with abundance of 
TvsiU-r it ww viewed ai nearly impregnable. He 
dtiiLngtmhcd biai#ei|»I» by the conquest of Alalwm 
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the capture of Gusein, and the demolition or the 
revered statue of Vicramaditp. He is celeh&(ed r 
on the whole, *3 a good anti wise prince. 

About this time a mighty tempest swept along 
tile Inrders of India, happily without touching her 
rich provinces* Zrngis, after ravaging Asia from 
the Pacific to the Caspian, and reducing number- 
less kingdoms under his dominion, attacked the 
Prints of the Afghans, whom he drove tafore him, 
and compeHed to take refuse beyond the Indus. 
Altnmsh refused to shelter him, and hence the arms 
of ZLngis were turned aside from the wealthy re¬ 
gions which stretch. towards the sisuth. Perhaps 
his horsemen, accustomed only to scour the plains 
of Tartary and Pmia, fell themselves unable to act 
With vigour amid the rugged sleeps of the Caucus, 
After the death of Ahumdu which took place in 
1230* there followed a succr&dun of princes, must of 
whom occupied, during a very short period, a dis¬ 
puted throne,, hut without arty material alteration 
of bwmdvn or relations in regard lo the neigh¬ 
bouring slate*, A fcw T however, weft m remark¬ 
able as to deserve notice- 

HLdn Begum stood perhaps alone among Moham- 
midans as a reigning queen. In her earliest youth 
she displayed such ulvnU for administration that 
Altum&h, her frith irr. when departing on hb expe¬ 
dition against Gwalior, left her sole regent, regard¬ 
ing her as better filled than any of hii tom to tux- 
tain the weight of govern men 1 . Ferooe, one of the 
princes, having been afterwards deposed for inrapa- # 
city, the chi *U unanimously voted the empire in 
this accomplished Lady. She assumed the imperial 
robes, look her seal m the muantid* administered 
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the lam shortly and impartially, and suppressed 
with vigour all attempts to mkv advantage of the 
supposed wraJcnefts of a female reign. Yet Hi Kin 
stooped at linglh to the frailty of her sex ; she 
became dealing ly attached to an Abyssinian stave 
named Juxunal, whose deration to the highest ho¬ 
nours and dip Uses ww ill-brooked by the great 
lords And outrahs of the empire. Their discontent 
vu soon matured into insurrection. which, though 
it was at first success fully resisted, became truly 
formidable when it was headed by Byram, her bro¬ 
ther* who had a morv natural right to tbe throne. 
The fair ruler of India was finally defeated, im¬ 
prisoned t and, by a consequence loo natural i It if ml 
part of the world, afterwards put to death, 

Mahmoud II., a younger son of Ahum*!?, had 
Im oppnrased by the jealousy of his sister and 
brother, and kept in long confinement. In his nd- 
vemty he acquired virtue which afterwards etui- 
firtiUy fitted him to adorn a throne. Disdaining 
the «uh*t7tence Allowed by his ungenerous relitjr^, 
he turned his own livelihood by writing or rather 
copying books. Released from prison by a mon- 
humane prince, and intrusted with a small govern¬ 
ment* he obtained suds a reputation for justice and 
wisdom that hit accession to the throne wa# hailed 
with Universal satirictiom Sqt was lift high ex¬ 
pectation in any degree disappointed. According 
to Firris h la. he was the patjun of Iwning, the pro¬ 
tector nf the people* and the friend of the poor \Y \i h- 
toul embroiling himself in imnecessuy war, he de¬ 
fended hi* territories with vigour against numerous 
and focmidahie enemies. Yet these elevated virtue* 
were wmrwhut alloyed by a pedantic and fantastic 
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rate n Lotion of simplicity. Seated on the moat splendid 
throne of the Ea*t, he prmtbed tile niuterity of a 
hermit- Applying all hia revenues to the cxigtru 
eie* of thv a Late, he cftntmuid to <am by the pen 
his own support, which was limited Lo a supply of 
die h 14 oi l.i test necessaries- He mi only rejected the 
vun and culpable privilege of a numerous seraglio 
and confined himself to one wife, but he compelled 
that lady to discharge the most menial functions 
Even when her m»jHity complained ihoi *he humid 
her lingers in the process of cooking, and ask®d for 
a maiden to aid her in that humbb task, he reject- 
ed the request Thin was v«y extra vacant j yet 
there appr&rs n fine mid amiable feeling in the foh 
bowing anecdote. lie had shown part of his daily 
took of copying the Koran to m tun rah whom he 
juueh ft^ih^ted, and who pointed out ru erroneous 
word. The emperor immediately erased it; bu t as 
sotm ai 1he chief departed, he m Eared the eharae- 
iera; and being asked th* reason., uiswuml. that the 
ward wo* right - but ih a he did not wbh togj^c 
|xiin to a worthy man by telling him he was mis- 
taken. 

The good government of Mahmoud had been io 
a great measure due to the happy choice.of his 
prime minister Balin, or Baleen, who made himself 
lutivmally popular; so that when the emperor died 
w ithout posterity, the viiier, mi being much attach, 
cd to a family who had treated his master so ilk 
stepped into his place almost without a straggle- It 
ij scarcely possible* however, for a us urper to ascend 
a throne without being drawn lute crime. Bolin 
was one of forty Turkish chiefs who had associated 
to divide the empire among them on the monarch'* 
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decent MutualjesJouiy hud already dissolved this 
bcad ; but the min inter, nn-iwith^tn rtd lug, d eterm i n - 
«d to consult hi-i own purity by nankin it the whole 
of lht j m perish either by poison or by the sword* 
This crime having quieted his fearg* he did not a^ain 
dip his hands in hlood, bill begiq 4 carter which, 
for justice, mildness, and popularity, has scarcely 
m equal oven among the tunny Illustrious savefiips 
who have ruled Indostin. Balm was another of 
the ula m+emp*r&rs. flavins; been captund by Lilt* 
Moguls, hr was carried to Bagdad, and ^•Itl to a 
merchant of Biisson^ who, 1 rum mg that he was a 
relation of Altumsh, brought him to Delhi* and dis- 
posed of him with great advantage to that emperor. 
His talents- *»oa raised him to a military command ; 
and having attached himself So the c&uh: of Hvr«un P 
he wax one of the most active inslruftu-nU in the 
fall of the Empress Riiia. On succi'eding to Mah¬ 
moud he made an entire change in the outward 
aspwlof the ftjurt* restoring all IW guy append- 
Op* of which it had Iwen so closely xhorn by his 
predecvwr. He appeared in public with a blaze 
of pomp unwonted even in the East, which, how* 
ever, he professed to exhibit solely in order to con¬ 
ciliate-the respect of his people. He found ample 
scope for tlic exercise and perhaps the oslenUtion 
of kindness and genefosity in the vast number of 
princes, some of them the grenfest in Asi% who had 
been dethroned and forced to fly before the warlike 
hordes of Zingis and hte mamar*. Upwards of fit- 
If^n of these fallen, sovereign*, in ridding two sons of 
the imliph. wcre afCivtnmodated with spurious apart- 
Dient^r and with every ill Sag whidi could make them 
forget the miicrka of their lot; and on onions of 
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atatc they were ranged round his throm? in the order 
of their rwpeel] ve 4 ipi i ties. They hrough t with them 
n multitude of fiards nnti ingenious men, who had 
constituted the ornament or their courts; to mil of 
whom the emperor extended a patronage the most 
liberal and humane perhaps tlmt has ever been be¬ 
stowed by any monarch* Learned men, poets, and 
artists* were invited from ihe remotest extremities 
of Asia; and every effort was made, though with¬ 
out success* to induce Sadi, the pride of Fmia, lo 
quit the delight* of Shims. The king's two boob, 
S| i eh id arid Km, vied with him in rendering the 
court of India the most refined and polite in the 
world. The former held at his palace a nightly as¬ 
sembly of divines, philosophers, and ports, at the 
head of whom was the hard Chkiiero; while Ketm, 
the younger prince, in another apvtmeut, conttfud. 
musicians* pla + vvrs r eiory-l*Um T and such as were 
po&Ks&d of the lighter tilenk Amid thm efcgpnt 
pursuits, Hid in did not aim at the glory' of a con¬ 
queror; he even rejected opparliPLiti^ that were 
presented for extendi rig his dominions ; though he 
vigorously defended hi* people against every aggrrs- 
siojn Heddfented with great daughter the Rajpoots 
of Me war, who by their predatory Inroads had run- 
deM a great extent of country almost un in habit¬ 
able ; and though lie could not altogether subdue 
th«tf hardy sons of the desert* he cut down an ex- 
tensive forest in which they wert accustomed to find 
shelter, and bym Hue of forts so secured the district, 
that it was soon brought under foil cultivation* 

On the death of Bairn, in 1280, his oldest and 
moat accomplished sun, Shell id, being dead, and 
Kent absent in Bengal, Kci Jvobod, son to the lnu

ler, was raised to the throne, which could not safe¬ 
ly* lie left vacant even for a short interval, This 
jirince was considered a youth of great promise, being 
imbued with the dopant tote* of his family; 
on mounting the throne he soon allowed these qua- 
lilies t a degenerate into license and voluptuousness. 
Ife abandoned the reins of government in Nbsa m r 
an unworthy favourite, who oppressed the people, 
and put id death all who endeavoured to oppose bk 
tyranny, Mtuntime KVm, who had remained at 
first content with the government of Bengal, dk- 
trtssed by the accounts of his son's conduct, and 
not unwilling perhaps to take into hk own hand 
the reins of empire* assembled a large army and 
j] Lurch'd into Bahur* The emperor met him with 
hk whole forte op the hanks of the Gogra; but 
Kern, moved by parental tenderness, sent a mea- 
aagCp earnestly entreating that before affairs came 
to extremities, be might obtain a conference with 
hk child. An interview was accordingly arranged ^ 
but the latter* swollen with pride, seated himself 
on the imperial throne in the hi^liest pomp) while 
the Gather, in approaching, wan obliged at three 
different stages to do obeisance to him by kissing the 
ground* the m&ee-bt^rersexclaiining,—- tf The noble 
Km to the king of the world sends health." The 
aged sovereign. seeing himself imposed to this in- 
dignity, burst into tear*. Suddenly at this spec- 
lode the sen! of the young monarch waft moved y 
he sprung from his throne* threw himself at hk 
parent^ feet, and sought forgiveness Km raised 
him up, and the father and son mingled team and 
embrace rfin intimate communication was opened*, 
and continued for twenty days, during which they 
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agreed each to rest satisfied Willi his actual posses¬ 
sions ; hut the farmer most ea mesll v enlrated his 
sod to changr hil conduct, La distrust Xizain, Lo 
renounce his dissolute habits, and apply himself la 
the good governimeut of bis empire, Kei Kuhfid made 
the fairest promises* and art out Tor Delhi with the 
resolution of performing them. Fur seme short period 
he persevered; lut the vizier, having assembled from 
every quarter the moat seductive syrens, particularly 
oiiedt^ibed nsofaimoslsupernatural beauty 
the emperor soon lo relapse tnlo hi* former plea* 
sure*. His health was ruined, and lie became m 
object of contempt t« his people, till at length he was 
m ordered* together with his infant so u, by Ferae, 
an Afghan chief, who mounted the throne in his Rlcad- 
Thk usurper* though he had in the usual manner 
stepped through blood lo power, was afterward* 
mther blamed fur too great lenity in its exercise. 

All ah p who murdered and succeeded hi* nneie 
Fttftwe in the year 1 21)5, was perhaps of all the 
sovemgus of Indosian the im»t energetic and 
terrible. The people sympathis'd deeply in the 
fate of tile late munarrlu whose head he mused 
to be fixed on a pole, and carried through camp ami 
city. To pave the way to the throne by the death 
of" its possessor liad become Indeed an establish, 
ed practice, of which Ferose himself had set the 
example. But there was something peculiarly bar- 
Itarouj in the manner in which the new emperor 
perpetrated this murder, and subsequently that of 
all the imperial family- He not only, a* Ferishta 
observes, begun in cruelly, but waded through blood 
to the end. He abandoned himself at ihe same time 
la the mutt unbridled voluptuousness, and court* 
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ed the favour of the umrahs by leaving them also 
at full liberty to indulge their licentious propensi¬ 
ties. Yet the fame of Allah as a warrior itoad in 
the foremost link Before mourning the throne, 
he hud begun his military career by inarching with 
a tfirpe of iWXtf) men ugafnst Dcoghire or Dow Iota- 
bad, capital of the grot kingdom of Aurangabad, 
Causing it to he believed that this force was only 
the vanguard of the main army, he intimidated 
the city into a nimidflr; put to flight a vast body 
of troops assembled for its defence; and returned 
laden with b treasure which Isad Iwn accumulat¬ 
ing for ages. He afterwards sent his vbEcr, KRToor, 
to conquer the famatic and other southern king- 
dom^-—an undertaking wMdi proved o>mji late¬ 
ly hLiivi^fLiL and produced a plunder that has 
been *-jtimiUed, doubtle^ tstmuamlv high at 

Allah found a more legitimate Decision of triumph 
in repelling the invasion of the Mongols (whom 
the historians of India call MogulsJj fticcesson to 
ZingM, who had formed a kingdom in Miw-uL 
Naltar. Their first army was met in Lahore and 
completely defeated by Etich, the emperor'd brother. 
Two years after, they poured, m a force of two 
hundred thousand men, which tliey loudly boosted 
would effect the conquest of oil India. Every thing 
gave way before them as far as Delhi, which w4 
crowdid 10 excess with multitudes seeking refuge 
from lid* lArbonous invader. AIM, having m uL 
toml his forces, marched out to Lmiifo. Z tiler the 
gn'atrtt of his generals, it the head of the right 
wing and of the elephant attacked with audi ipi- 
|*tuosity, that the many were completely broken 
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and punned for many miles. Xot being duly sup¬ 
ported, however, he at length Tell into an ambus- 
cade, when be was surrounded and killed. Yet the 
Moguls had suffered so severely that they did not 
resume the attack, but retreated westward. It was 
suspected. as Wing not at all inconsistent with the 
general character of Allah, that be was instrumental 
in the desertion of his own brave ccmniaiidcr, and 
eoiuuiiTed his fail almost as great a triumph as the 
defeat of the enemy. 

The emperor, intoxicated with ro maa , begun to 
conceive the must extravagant projects. Two in 
particular were deeply and fondly cherished. He 
hoped to emulate the glory at cnee of Mohammed 
and Alexander, names which in the East stand 
above those of all other mortals. Although so ig¬ 
norant that he could neither rmd nor write, lie 
undertook to prepare for the human race a new re¬ 
ligion, which was to unite the \fndwti and the 
BrahminicaJ in one couimun worship. Xext, fie 
was to leave a viceroy tu rule over India, and to set 
out himself, as a second Alexander^ to conquer the 
world. His flatterer* applauded, and men of sense, 
overawed hy his furious Lemper, withdrew and 
were silent. At length AlhuuI-MulEuek, the aged 
and venerable magistrate of Delhi, determined at 
all hazards that the truth should for once be heard 
by this formidable despot, Being samrnoned to the 
palace, he entered on a Fsj.ll discussion of these two 
iiimne projects. He began with the theological 
scheme, whereby, as a Mohammedan, he had Usen 
struck with the deepest horror* He did not dwell 
on Allah's utter incapacity for the task; but urged the 
Impossibility of commanding the minds of men on 
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Midi a subject,—the alienation which this scheme 
muiitd produce among l he Moslems, on whom alone 
he could rely,—and the hopeli«wneas of converting 
the Hindoos, who had resisted #> many successive 
invader^ As to the scheme of conquest, he remind¬ 
ed him that his possesion of India itself was by no 
iii+ an* secure,—that many districts vim re still unsub¬ 
dued,—and that even in his immediate dominions 
there were various elements of dissension;—nay T 
that the empire, left to itself, would probably pasi 
from him either by revolt or invwion, while hr 
would have a Twy doubtful chance of gaining an¬ 
other in its place, * Allah, who did not want strong 
natural iense, meditated on this remonstrance ; and 
instead, as was expected, of cutting oft the In-ad of 
his sage adviser, acknowledged the justice of his ob- 
^nations, and dismissed from hb mind for ever 
these two chimerical designs. 

Although the emperor had thus shown a certain 
portion of wisdom, his mode of guveuiiug was still 
very ioose and irregular; giving rise to reputed in¬ 
surrections ... to one of which be had very nearly fallen 
a sacrifice- This event w strongly affected his mind, 
that he determined upon completely reforming hi* 
system of rule* He suppressed the Itrenre of the 
grandees, and introduced so rigid ad administration 
of justice, that tile merchant, formerly exposed to 
every specif of spoliation, now travelled in safety 
from Bengal to Calm I, and from Cape Comorin to 
Cosh mere. He renounced the use of wine, emptied 
his cellars into the street, and compelled hi* ornrnhs 
to imitate hb example; so that Delhi for several days 
streamed with that precious liquor The collector* 
of the revenue, who had been amazing large fortunes, 
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were reduced to a bare sultiititence. Yet thte re¬ 
formed Extern was accompanied with many featured 
of blind and violent despotism. He employed spies 
to give in formation of the most secret incidents in 
the interior of families, and in the remotest pnaviru 
rCL The otnmlkA were not permit teal to marry, 
or even to entertain a company, without a written 
authority from the emperor ; and by fine* and con¬ 
fiscations levied on various pretence* he ruined a 
number of the overgrown nobles. He reduced the 
pay of the annv; but that the soldiers flight not 
sufTiT, he Undertook to lower the prin.^of grain and 
other necessaries in the lame proportion ; and to 
this end issued edicts, and adopted the most violent 
measures, which, though of course abortive, must 
have occasioned great inconvenk i nc£? and oppr^ion. 
To diminish the value of horses he prohibited every 
one from keeping them beyond a certain time; and 
many poor dealers, accused of cant raven in g tills arbi¬ 
trary statute, were whipped or put to death. In spite 
of all this, the strict administration of justice, and 
the check put on the licentious domination of the 
nmrahs, made his reign at this period be regarded os 
a blessing by the great body of the people. Allah 
even showed a desire for that higher aperies of glory 
which is derived from letters, lie invited to hla 
court the most eminent men; and the presence of 
Can Molana, Comini, and Cuai Biana, with other 
sages, was considered as rendering ihLi one of the 
most brilliant eras of Mohammedan literature. The 
emperor himself, ashamed of hu profound igno¬ 
rance, applied with such zeal to acquire the first tie* 
mentf of knowledge, that he w’as soon able to read 
the Persian language. Still it was ■ very delicate 
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aflair for these sages te hold Gdofmatim with the 
monarch Without making him senuibk? of his owm 
extreme deficiency, - Kicer still was the duty of ex~ 
pounding to h im the Alohammedaii Jaw, to w hic h 
his practice formed in many respects a complete 
contrast ^ yet this is said to have been done faith¬ 
fully i though mi without fear and trembling. 

The history of Allah etinlaiiw some record of 
loviMidvciittm^, which may afford an idea how this 
brunch of the imperial economy was conducted:^ 
On taking NahrwalbB, the capital of Guzerat, he he* 
ftmiH possessed of the wives as well as of the bag¬ 
gage and treasure of its un fort linalr prince. Among 
the JWmer wm Cum lade, r*i*emod the flower of In¬ 
dia, who, by her beauty, wit, and arcomplishments, 
so ehiirtmd the conqueror, that, regardless of all 
former ties, he mode her his queen. She does not 
psem to have felt her situation very irksome* since 
she ufterwaid* expressed an anunt wish to be join¬ 
ed hy her daughter, Dewiidt, then thirteen years 
of ago, aftd who had succeeded her mother in the 
nqiuiaiioii of being the greatest beauty in the um¬ 
pire Allah readily undertook to tality her, and 
sent his general, Alip, w ith a strong army to bring 
the young princess m Delhi, without any reference 
to her own or her father’s inclinations.. These, 
it ieeiu*. happened to point in a different direc¬ 
tion ; for Di-wilde was found already on her journey 
i* he united to Singddeo, prince" of the Ikeu, 
Alip, aware that he had to deal with one w ho ao- 
cepted no dnue, pushed on with am h speed, that 
he overtook and completely defeated the escort. 
They led into the mountains, but were met bv a 
party of the imperial troops. A combat ensiled. 
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the fair object of which, herself in the field, had her 
horse pierced l>v an arrow, and she might have 
faJletT, had not her women by their screams made 
known who she was, when the conqueror! paused, 
Mid received her with the utmost respect The 
beautiful captive wu immediately conveyed i» her 
mother at Delhi, where Chizer, the emperor's son, 
became enamoured of her; their loves are said to 
have been happy, and to have inspired one of the 
most elegant effusion* of the poet Chuscro. 

Another attempt which Allah made to gratify a 
similar passion had a lets fortunate issue. Hating 
defeated and taken captive the Rajah of ChitlOTe, 
me of the greatest Rajpoot princes, he offered him 
liberty on the condition of adding to the imperial 
seraglio his daughter, reputed one of the most 
lwfautifuS and accomplished princesses of the age. 
The rajah, overcome by his distress gave a rol oc¬ 
tant consent; hut the young lady, regarding this 
proposal as full of the deepest dishonour, obtained 
hitvc to make trial of a plan which she had con. 
irived for saving her father. She announced her 
radium la accede to the marriage, and having pro- 
cun-d a passport front the imperial court, fined out 
a k?ng train of dose travelling-chairs, in the meet 
splendid of which she fiersdf was understood to 
Uki> her ml Hit procession advanced t D Delhi, 
and on its arrival an earnest request was made on 
the part of the princess that she should without de¬ 
lay Itf allowed an interview with her parent A pe¬ 
tition so natural was readily gran I id ; and the whole 
train was admitted into his prison. The chain being 
then opened, gave out, not a fair retinue of female 
attendants, but, like the Trojan boree* a Land of 
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hardy warriors dad in full vniouTj who Instantly 
t'Ut in pieces. ihe guards, snatched up the monarch, 
mid having placed him uti a swift horse, awn eluded 
pursuit 

Allah, towards the end of his life, abandoned 
himself again to diwolate habits, and k uuspeeted 
lo have been poisoned by K aider, his profligate fa¬ 
vourite, who ini modi rudv pul oul the eyes of his 
anna Chker and Shadi, and undertook to reign 
himself in ihe name of Omar, an infant. He wm 
won however assassinated; and in the year 1818 
the ffliwii was placed on the head of Mubanck I., 
one of the emperor s sons. 

There seom to have existed hitherto in the Patau 
dynasty certain hereditary rule* of good pivem- 
nlitot, to which even had men, after the first crimes 
ihftt raised them tft the throne* seldom failed to 
confirm, Allah Mu the series* and his wicked 
example was hut loo faith fully followed* Mulstrick. 
during a reign of three ymre p disgraced himself by 
plunging dito all those excesses of debauchery 
which have consigned to infamy the names of 
Nero and Hrliogabaius. At length Chusero, an 
abandoned courtier, hired a band of rufliiilll, and 
I laving entered his ileepuig-apflrtinenl t seized him 
by Ihe hair, mild engaged in m desperate struggle, the 
issue of which Mutarick^ extraordinary strength 
would have tendered douidful, had not one of the 
nmspirmtors cut off hi* head with a sabre. The 
murderer now mttetnpud lo reign* hut India was 
not sunk so km m to endure \l An Limirrvotion 
was mlsed, and ihe Wretch, deserted by all his ad¬ 
herent*, fied into a tomb, where he was discovered 
and put to death. Amid tikis confusion, Tuglick, m 
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slave tw!«>nuinrj m tfui warlike border-tribe of the 
Jits, Ascended the throw. Like all the iora*iglu 
derived from this low cmpjirt,,. he ruled well and 
wisely; and it wm a misfortune to the empire 
when, at the end of four ymn^ he was killed by the 
accidental fall of a pavilion. 

Tiigliek succeeded by his son Jonah, who 
fu&umrd the title of Mohammed Ilf.; but instead 
of following his father’3 example, his crimes surpasc 
|*d those of his most guilty predecessors, and made 
him, during a reign of twenty-ama years* the exe¬ 
cration of the East, Jlubariek was a monster uf 
debauchery*—Mohammed of cruelly. His act ions 
excluded in atrocity the greatest enormities of the 
worst of the Ccesartk On conceiving umbrage at any 
class of the inhabitants, he assembled his warriors 
** for a hunt, then told them that men, not animals, 
were to be the objects of chase. The devoted deu 
triet was subjected to military execution; the people 
were massacred, their eyes wet* put out* or their 
heads were carried (o Delhi and suspended in row a 
along the walls. Among his minor uppre^riond were 
those of grinding the cultivator with enormous txxn, 
and debasing the coin ; and when by these prorred- 
iiigs he had driven the farmers in large bodies 10 
abandon the fields, he bcaim* *'firaged, and set out 
m one of his Moody hunts- Notwithstanding* he 
professed himself a friend of religion and a patron 
of kerned men; he wm brides energetic, temper- 
ale, attentive in business suppressed vigorously the 
rebellions which his cruelty excited, ami continued 
during his life to tyrannize over India- 

This prince seems in many respects to have fol¬ 
lowed the evil example of Allah. Th e conquest of 
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the world, which the one only meditated and wisely 
renounced, the other actually attempted. Ho began 
by Bending a hundred thousand men against China; 
but in advancing through the steep and defiles of 
the Hiuunaieh for which they seem to hare been 
entirely unprepared* they Buffered so severely* that 
the greater part of them perished, and only a hand¬ 
ful returned to Delhi. He had prepared al*o an 
immense force for the conquest of Khoraaaan and 
MAvar-uLNahar. comprehending the territories of 
Samarkand and Bcdiais > hut the alarm of insur¬ 
rection at home deterred him from this wild expedi¬ 
tion, Rebellion stalked round him on every tide* and 
shook almost all bus province?; yet his energy, mi¬ 
litary skill* and barbarity* enabled him to suppress 
it, und to maintain His reign of terror. Only the 
noble and distant kingdom of the Derean, the «nw 
qiitsl of Allah, finally defied all his efforts Such 
w» hi* cagemm for its p reservation, that be at one 
time relinquished the grandeur of imperial Delhi 
and removed his itmrt and residence to Dtoghire, 
the capital of the former, which ho named Dowlata^ 
bad* or the Fortunate City. The pressure of dr. 
rumsianm, however, compelled him to resume hi* 
wonted seat of government* and he ultimately law 
the Deccan formed into an independent monarch v 
Hasson Cam, a Mogul chieftain, assumed the title 
of Allah I- t and became tho founder of a mightv 
dynasty. Mohammed, it appears, had at length re¬ 
solved to adopt a milder system; hut death inter¬ 
rupted him before he could realize his intentions. 
*nd delivered India from the dreadful scourge of 
hi* government in the year 1331. 

This monarch was succeeded by hia cousin* Ferae 
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IIL* B prince happily of a very different temper, 
tinder him the arts of pence QourLshed and the rights 
of humanity mn respected- He is said fo have built 
thirty merlin for irrigation, a hundred, bridges, 
forty mosques, thirty colleges, with many other works 
of splendour ajid utility* He hits boon accused of 
being unwarlike, yet he showed no want of vigour 
in suppressing the few insurrection* which arose un¬ 
der his government. In a particular case he was 
even charged with an excess of severity. That he did 
not attempt to reconquer the Deccan, a great and 
distant kingdom, now firmly established under a 
powerful dynasty, was probably a resolution as wise 
and beneficial for his people as for himself. India, 
during his reign of thirty-eight years, breathed from 
her long calamities; industry reared its head ; but 
after liis removal the empire was involved in fresh 
dnrters- 

The short reigns of Tug lick II., Abu Bicker, and 
Mohammed IV., exemplified the precarious nature 
of oriental power. Mahmoud III. was a minor- 
the crown was disputed hy Nuserit, grandson to 
Ferae III., and almost all the provinces were seU 
ting up for independence when, in the year 
India was assailed by an enemy, whom her utmost 
strength, guided by her ablest monarch*, would 
scarcely have been able to resist. 

Timur (whom we aludl not, with Colonel Briggs 
name Trimoor) was certainly one of the most 
markable among the cunqueitsri of Aria. If his 
career did not, like that of Zingk, include China 
and Muscovy, his conquests to India, Persia, and 
the Turkish empire, which be almost totally sub¬ 
verted, brought bim more conspicuously into the 
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view of Hie western world. High panegyrics have 
beet pronounced in the East on his justira and hu¬ 
manity; and these have been studiously repeated 
by the long line of princes who derived their linear 
from his house. Timur, it h true, Ln the Book of 
Institutes written at least with his sanction, shows 
wine correct ideas as to the duties of a sovereign, 
which. In a formal dissertation, he endeavour! to prove 
that he himself had signally fulfilled* Yet he num¬ 
bers among them extensive conquest, the spreading 
of bdamism by dint of amw, and the most rigid en¬ 
forcement of hia own despotic principles, fie even 
applauds the maxim, that when a prince has com¬ 
manded uny thing, though he become sensible that 
it Ls wrong, he ought not the less to enforce the man¬ 
date, lest hts authority should be in any degree com¬ 
promised, He and his adherents boast of his hu¬ 
manity to a submissive enemy ; but this submission 
he required to he instant and ebtfre^mch as could 
scarcely ever be expected from a nation wantonly 
invaded* Hu merry seldom availed to protect k 
people from the horrors of conquest, which appear¬ 
ed in indiflciirainaic ntimmcfe and huge pyramids 
of heads reared as trophies of victory. Thus to go 
fTmnd the world exterminating nations with the 
words «f humanity in hk mouth, seems more 
edit™ than even the Mind and larbaromr ravages 
of Generic and Attifti* That Timur, in the couu 
<*■ to Nta away, might secure a wgular 

administration of justice, and study to promote the 
public prosperity. may he believed, srfnee tf.Es, in 
oriental history, is often combined with the mmi 
IsHindle® and savage ambition* Yet the narrative 
of CLavijo the Spanish ambassador, who visited hi* 
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court at Swm&rcand, and describes its rude pomp, 
shows that his system of rule was thoroughly despo¬ 
tic For example, he sent one day for the governor 
of t li« L ei!y, and, charging hi eh with having abused 
his trust, caused his head to be struck off without 
a moment's delay; and two ehtefs who ventured 
to intercede for the sufferer shared the same fate. 
Having once ordered a broad street to be formed 
in twenty dnys, the workmen began with such 
furious baste, demolishing every house that stood 
in their way* that the owner* had scarcely time to 
remove with their most precious effects. They 
humbly requested some small oompfif turn j hut 
be itemiy replied that all Samareatid kdonged 
to him* When his couriers halted at any stage, 
they immediately began applying the whip in every 
direction till relays were furnished; and if they 
mot a IHjree on the road which would serve their 
purpose, instantly sdxed it, striking off the ow ner's 
head if he offered any resistance. 

Timur seems to have had no pretext for the in¬ 
vasion of India, except the desire of passing it 
and the hope of success afforded by its distracted 
condition. He set out from Samareand in 13&7, 
and advanced without difficulty along the immense 
Plain# of Bactrim Then he had to scale the tre¬ 
mendous barrier of the Indian Cuumus, whure 
sleep and nigged passes were peculiarly unfit for 
the march of the heavy Pythian horsemen. He 
scorn full v disdained tu use any means for cunei hat¬ 
ing the fierce and warlike natives- they accord¬ 
ingly opposed him at every step, and, though they 
could mi arrest his progress, they indicted upon 
him cxtnrin taw- Vet it sterns an exaggeration 
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to assert, (hat (here were certain points where be 
could not advance without being lowered down 
from tile dills by means of ropes. His cavalrv, it 
is obvious, could not proceed in such a country, or 
he sided by similar expedients r and if there wna a 
ruad for them, he might follow on foot. Al length 
liaviitg crossed the Indus, be marched towards 
-Moulittn, slnioiy occupied by his nephew, Peer llu- 
hiunmtil, who hod., however, been hard pressed by 
the Patau omrahs, especially the Ouvenwr of Bat- 
neir. Timur, by joining his forms to those of his 
relative, became superior in the field- It was de¬ 
termined to begin with the rapture of Batueir, a 
fortn-v) mu side red almost impregnable, and he 
moved against it with only 10,(K*> of hk chosen 
veterans. The troops within the walls, encouraged 
by the smallness of this number, marched out and 
gave battle; hut they could not withstand th* shock 
*if (he Mogul cavalry, who pursued them to the 
eity, attend it along with than, and wen- soon 
masU-m of oil except (he citadel. Timur then or 
Avtvd tin- execution of five hundred of those who 
liad shown the ErraUat enmity to hi, nephew. Thv 
vjew of this Iwrlwrous execution drove the Hitt, 
dww, who still held the fort, into a ftvnzy of dm- 
pemboo They Kt fin. to (he p|«*. Jdik lht .ir 
w»*s and children, then rushed wildly forth to *>II 
their I.V« as dearly as possible. Every individual 
perished, yet not before wveml thousand, of thv 
Mognls had Wlen-n I*, by which Timur was so 
. thlt '"P” orders for an mdisermti. 

The mn^urror, collecting all hi, forms, ^ 
vwsccd upon Delhi, ravaging the country os he 
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passed. Wbltom good might have been shown by 
Timur diewhere, India knew him only in crime 
and terror. Finding himself inrunibcml wilt an 
enormous multitude of captives, and alarmed lest 
they should mu against hinn he issued the horrid 
mandate for a general butchery; and a hundred 
thousand an- said Id bare been put to death* 

Mahmoud having shut himself up in Delhi with 
lOjOOO foot and 10,000 horse, the invader became 
apprehensive that if his opponent should resolve to 
remain with this Urge force in a slrongly-fortiGed 
position, the siege might U> arduous, or at least 
ruinously protracted. To allure him into the Geld, 
he directed that only small parlies should present 
themselves in front, with a studied display of weak- 
ness and timidity, its if only waiting attack 

to ivmniL-nce their retreat Mahmoud fcU into the 
snare, marched out t and presented his whole army, 
with a numerous body of elephant*, drawn up in 
battle-array. The fortune of the field was lin n in 
the hands of Timur; his troops, rendered hardy and 
skilful by a life of warfare, were opftiticd only to an 
effeminate and tumultuary cro^.3, who were in- 
rdtantly broken and pursued to the gates of Delhi. 
The emperor fled into Guxerat; while the dtv sub* 
mitted and received a foreign garrison* Historians 
vary ai to the extent of the guilt of Timur in tha 
fatal scene which ensued. The adherents of the Mo¬ 
gul dynasty Jttsett that while that prince was cefcu 
bratiTig a great festival in his camp, he was surprised 
by the view of the flames amending from the capital, 
Ferisbta, however, gives more credit, and seemingly 
with reason* to the report, that some of his troops 
having acted with violence towards the dlLfciiis the 
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laiur iKiM' nml killed Kvcml of their number ; upon 
which Tin Mir cave up this immense metropolis to 
an unrestrained pillage. Tlie unhappy Hindoos, in 
a state of distraction, slow their wives, thou rushed 
out upon their enemies - but the efforts or this 
undisciplined crowd availed nothing against the 
warlike array of the Moguls; the streets of Delhi 
streamed with blood; and, after a sliort contest, the 
unresisting natives were led captive by hundreds 
out of the city. 

Timur, under what impulse does not appear, 
instead of advancing into the rich coun tries of Oudc 
nnd Renu'ii]. directed his march tuwards the Upper 
Ganges, and reached that river near Hurd war. Jle 
then suddenly formed the resolution of retracing 
his step*, and marched along the lower borders of 
the Hi mm iib'h range, maintaining severe coitilmts 
with U« breve inhabitants, and every where mark, 
ing his path with blood. Jlaving suppressed an 
insurrection at Lahore he recreated the Indus, and 
proceeded without delay upon the grand expedition 
m which he■vanquished Bajarei and laid 
for a time the rising empire of the Ottomans. 

But,after hiii departure, he esereiied scarcely am- 
sway over India, Money was indeed coined in his 
name, and lU princes owned themselves nominally 
h» vassals In other mpect., bis inroad served onH 
fo aggreratc the anarchy under which that hnpl^ 
empire was doomed to greun. The governor of each 
prevmre aaserted a temporary indepeiulenre : Delhi 
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himwir **p^is! 

and then made aUcmpu m resume the rank of 
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emperor* It was not t01 1413, when he died, and 
Chixer, viceroy of MaulLan, seized the throng and 
htU it as the representative of Timur, that any 
amel Jurat k»n was felL This governor exemaed au¬ 
thority with vigour and wisdom, and the empire U-- 
go ti to recover its won led form and strength. There 
™ no longer indent any attempt to comprehend 
in it Bengal, Guzcrat* or the Deccan; but it still 
com pric'd Delhi, Agra, with other provineeo eom- 
posing I ndeslim Proper, and even held by a precari¬ 
ous tenure those of A2oultau and Lahore. 

There are few remarkable features in the met 1 of 
princes who now succeeded. AI ulmriek, after a mild 
and rather enlightened administration of thirteen 
years, win$ aasassinated by his vkier. The weak 
reigns of Mohammed V. and AJkh IL had nearly 
dissolved the empire, when it was seised and held 
for thirty-eight yean hy the firm and cautious hand 
of Bheloli His son. Set-under L, supported his re¬ 
putation; but Ibrahim XL, who succeeded, though 
vigorous and brave, was sever? and unpopular. He 
wu therefore very Ul prepared for the great crisis 
which impended over the country. 

After the death of Timur and his accomplished 
son, Shall Kokh, his vast dominion fell to piece*. 
Not only were its distant provinces severed, but its 
original domain of Tmnwxmrta was split into por¬ 
tions, for which the different branches of his family 
fiercely contended. The territory uf Kokaun, or 
Ferghana* a fine valley nearly enclosed by mouiu 
tains p extending alone the Upper Jawtas, was in¬ 
herited by a son of a greaUgrandsLin uf Ti mur, aged 
only twelve, named Haber, 

This youth proved perhaps the moat singular per- 
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s»nogt> in oriental history. Ho was the knicht- 
errant uf Asia, and a pout hi* whole life losing and 
winning kingdom*. The adventure* which the ro¬ 
mancers of the middle ages ascribe to their fabulous 
haws wore realkod in him. At mu? moment Jic was 
ruler of n great kingdom.iu the next had scarcely a 
hut to shelter him; now he was at the head of a 
numerous army, and now he was scarcely able to 
muster a hundred adherents. Once ejected from 
hk native kingdom, and reduced to two hundred 
and forty followers, he determined to attack 8a- 
nuurcand. the military capital of Asia, and defended 
by a strong nnny. He approached at midnight, 
scaled the walls, wnus joined by a number of adher¬ 
ents, made the city resound with shouts of victory, 
and produred such an alarm, that Shubiani the lung 
M, abandoning his metropolis and kingdom to lial 
beT, who held them for a considerable lime. Driven 
aftarwrmU from this and other possessions, and hav¬ 
ing no longer any dktffti which owner 1 bis power 
he resolved to attack Cahill, The state of ajiarrhv 
in which that country was involved made the people 
eagerly Welcome a chief of vigorous dttiartcr and 
high reputat ion, Who might suppress the rival rT.iny, 
by which it was distracted. On the same ground* 
he was umbd to Candahar. A formidable bsuf- 
rection was raised against him; but Baber chaL 
lengwl successively five ornrahs. and slew them m 
single combat, when the hostile armv , u moved 
wtUi such odmimtion that they at onre submitted. 

Baber having established himself in Cabal un 
de/taolt wveni] expeditions to the bottle* of Indw. 
tan, and the countries on the Indus. A ronsiderabJo 
time, huwevtr, elapsed ere, in his own figurative Ion. 
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he finally ff placed his footstep in the stirrup 
of resolution*" and stood forth os a candidate Tor the 
imperial throne. He marched upon Delhi with 
only 13 rCHtfl horse* while I Lrahim came to meet him 
with A hundred thousand cavalry and a thousand 
elephant*; hut the Imvery and experience of the 
hardy sons of the mountain w more limn compen¬ 
sated the inequality of numbers The Moslem, ig¬ 
norant of the military art* drew up his army in one 
extended line, whicli the Active charge of the Mogul* 
soon tlm-w into confusion- The emperor* however, 
L r alimitly advancing in person with his chosen troops, 
attacked the enemy's centre* where the combat was 
almost confined to the two competitors for the sove¬ 
reignty- Ibrahim fell; all hi*army fled; and Baber* 
in the vear 1596 , seated himself on the throne of 
Delhi* * 

This ckttd the dynasty* or rather tile DtocenvE 
dynasties, of the Patau emp 1 rors- During the fhne 
hundred years that they occupied tile throne of 
India, then- wtl^ scarcely one family which swayed 
the sceptre for three generations- Not u few wen 
slaves purchased from the ftgbns of Afghanistan 
and Tartary, raised to high office hy imperial fa¬ 
vour. and to the empire by crime and treason. No 
country could be in a more humbled stale than 
India during this period ; the slave of slaves* tram¬ 
pled upon by a foreign soldiery bigokdly hostile to 
all her creeds and institutions ; and yet to myste¬ 
riously are human tilings ordered, that w ith the ex¬ 
ception of A few partial shocks* mtd some short in¬ 
tervals of misrule* she was* throughout this era, well 
governed* prosperous, and happy*

The Pftlan omrahs, bolding sway wii in hi* * pa- 
n.W province, d, Usted the Alu^i njfo as a foreign 
usurpation, while they had gained lo their interest 
the leading Rajpoot princes, the bravest (an of the 
Hindoo population. An amy of ](M),«3U men was 
imulepri in lb* west, headed by Mahmoud, brother 
to the late emperor. Baber, surrounded on all aide* 
by open enemies or feigned allies, and haring none 
un w hom he <«uld repwe confidence except the small 
l*ml whom he had brought down from the mown, 
tains, was in a truly critical potUhtn. Hi* troop* 
w«* «™ck with panic; sortie even 0 r his bravest 
captains adriwd him to retreat into tabu I. or at 
leant to the province* on tile Indus. But his lofty 
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spirit indignantly repelM the idea of renouncing 
wilhrji.it a struggle so great an empire- Hi pro¬ 
claimed that tlie voice of Iicuour was loud in his 
rtr, and with an enthusiasm which wmmmucated 
itself to his adherents, exclaimed, ■* Since death is 
inevitable, it is glorious to meet him with courage, 
f*ee to face, rather than to shrink l>ack, to gain a 
few ream of a miserable and ignominious existence; 
since what con we inherit but fame beyond the limits 


of the grave; — quoting to the same effect woe 
verse* front the Shah Xanuh. A vailing himself of 
the circumstance that a great proportion of the enemy 
professed the Hindoo faith, he appealed to the re¬ 
ligious zeal of his troops, and mode them swear on 
the Koran to conquer or die. Then - were particulars 
in his own life which ill fitted hint for acting the 
put nf a Modem champion ; but he made a vow 
henceforth to reiwrmce the iw of w ine, in which 
he had publicly and profusely indulged ; and the 
-olden goblets which had graced the imperial !*n- 
nuets were broken in piece* mnl given to th- poor. 

llabi>r, having thus duly seasoned the minds of 
his UOOP8, proceeded to the military arrangements, 
thkh E Lducted with singular ability The 
enemy had an immense superiority m brave though 
not Mghlv-discipUfled cavatrj-i while he hadtmly 
lands of light horse, fithd rather for pursuit and 
plunder than for the duties of a rogular field His 
chief strength consist in * body of mukeUffii 
a ndn train of artillery; forwihitherto little cm- 
u loved ill tin: vmr* of India, The guns, ran ^ in 
front, and chained together, presented a kind of wall 
L the enemy- Behind were the infantry, while 
^^rousof honcmen filled the intervals. h»t\f in 
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the morning the Ffttan army advanced* spread their 
wingi, and enveloped the little phalanx of Babcr- 
Bnij by means of lib fire-arms and artillery, he re^ 
polled the attack! which they continued to make 
during a great part of the day. At length* when he 
saw them exhausted and dispirited by repeated re¬ 
pulses, be collected two brigades of chosen troops, 
mi led them on to a grand charge, before which the 
whole adverse army gave way, and many of its 
most distinguished chiefe remained on the field of 
battle. 

Although this powerful confederacy against Baber 
was thus entirely broken, ho did not yet hold peaces 
ful poaaessioli of the great throne which ho had as¬ 
cended, He wbj disturbed by insurrections both in 
India and in Cabul; and at length, after reigning 
as emperor only five years, be died in 1530 . 

Baber maybe ranked as the most accomplished 
prince that ever ruled over ImWtan, although 
not perhaps cither the greatest or best. Hil valour 
was brilliant; and several of hid exploits arc roti- 
.ddcred as surpassing even the moat heroic of those 
achieved by Timur His ancestor. Yet Ids talents 
■shv observed to have been rather those of a daring 
partisan than of a great captain* He wm almost m 
often defeated u victorious, and tor a long period 
loat k indiums as fast u he won them. But in the 
latter part of his ragn Ug military policy see oh to 
have assumed a more Used character, and in the 
great hating on the Plains of Lndostan be showed no 
wtuu or the moat consummate generalship. Ek 
bodily strength* juid deateritv both in sports and 
warlike otfeba, uv desmM as almost prated 
natural. He was a master in the arts of poetry and 
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music, and the Commentaries in which he has re^ 
the events of his own life, and of wbirii Doctor 
Le yden and Mr Ei^kuif have furnished an excellent 
translation, display, not indeed any profound habits 
of pMlooophicaf reflection, but a shrewd Mid strong 
sense* combined with an active spirit of observa¬ 
tion on the various seem* winds passed hefon him. 
They exhibit oi*> an in terming view of the maiu 
n*rrs of oriental eourLa and camps. The high moral 
qualities which have been ascriM to Baber appear 
somewhat more problematical His temper was 
amiable, generous, and open; and though his con¬ 
duct in the field was stained by some examples of 
the barbarity incident to his nation, clemency and 
htiroajuty were often signally displayed even to- 
wnrds his most inveterate enemies. His protection 
of mercantile caravans* on occasion! when the laws 
ofwnr would have authoris'd him to plunder them, 
and thus to supply his most urgent wants, marb 
an equitable and libem! disposition. Yet we no, 
where sec in him the edifying picture of a monarch 
dev wring himself in peace to the improvement of his 
country and the happiness of ha people,—a tpec- 
l*cLe so reputedly exhibited even by the slave- 
sovereigns of the Patau dynasty, ft is true the 
unsettled slate of his fortunes left hint little leisure 
for these tranquil and benignant cores ; yet this also 
was owing in no small degree to ha restless temper, 
which impelled him continually to new schemes of 
conquest and personal aenrandixeineni + In his youth 
he rigidly abstained faun wine, but afterwards in¬ 
dulged to great excess. He even gives a disgusting 
account of the orgies celebrated with his jovial com¬ 
rade ; irregularities which appear to have shortened 
VOL, L i 
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bis life, though they never diverted his attention 
from affairs of state. 

Baber bequeathed hh troubled empire to bis 
Dtimaioon* alt amiable and accomplished prill re, 
|K3sfle^« d of re ned „ though somewhat fan tastic taste*. 
He was particularly devoted to the study of the 
heavenly bdies, which in that n^c and country 
was much tinctured with judicial astrology# He 
fitted up seven hulls of receptxm p and dedicated 
one lih each of the planets* Military commanders 
vim fweaiwd in the hall of Mara, judges and se¬ 
cretaries in that of Mercury, ombttbradonR, poets, and 
travellers in tbe ball of the Moon. From these re- 
creations he was ironed by the urgent caret of em¬ 
pire, Ui which he showed himself fully equal. He 
was stputi Involved sis war with Bahadur, who had 
obtained tbe WVenipiy of Guzerat A mistaken 
religious seal induced him to leave that prince un¬ 
molested while engaged In hostilities against the 
Pagon prince of Chilton.*; hut he now advanced 
with so great a force, and conducted operations so 
abty T that Bahadur th obliged to retreat into Gu- 
zeniij unable u* meet hb antagonist in the fidd, 
lie ffed to AhruedaLud, hating deposited his trea¬ 
sures in ChuponnL which ns then considered an 
al jurat impregnable fortress. Tbe emperor, however, 
mt the head of a chosen band, mounted the perpen¬ 
dicular fact of the mck by fixing In it Iron spikes, 
and earned the place by surprise,—^ uxptoU con¬ 
sidered mual lo any achieved either by Timur 
or Baber. After ihb glorious termination uf hb 
first war, he might have expected a pmceM and 
pros|M*rcms reign ; but it wm speedily disturbed by 
his brothers, L'iuuinui and Ilindal, "who were e&- 
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Ixildtnwi in their criminal designs by his fiMsivt 
miklnti&i and lenity. Having divisions of the army 
pku-ed under their command, they successively laid 
Haim to the supreme power. These dissensions 
«mrac«| Slim Khan, a Palan chief still in posses¬ 
sion of Bengal, to advance with u powerful army 
against Jlumaioon; who, unable, from the distracted 
stale of his affairs, in muster a sufficient force, was 
worsted, and returned in m discomfited condition to 
Agra. The brothers, swine that their disunion 
was about to produce the ruin of their house, rallied 
round the emperor, though not with I he requisite 
cordiality- Humaiuon raised another aim, and 
marched against SJwre, but was again completely 
defeated, obliged to abandon his capital, and u, 
*** refuge among the little princes on the border. 
Few, however, remain faithful Id a fallen monarch. 
After being obliged to flv from several courts, be¬ 
sought protection in that of Jluldeo, who had W 
the most urgent in bis proffers of amity and alliance : 
bat finding that this base chief had resolved to sei*e 
and deliver him to the enemy, he felt himself com¬ 
pelled to remove instantly with his few remaining 
adherents across the Western Desert to the bonks 
of the Indus, In lids march he experienced a train 
of calamity such aa scarcely ever Ik.' fell even the 
most unfortunate princes of the East. His horse 
haring dropped down dead with fatigue and thirst, 
the lord of the world could not procure another, 
till a common trooper desired his own mother to quit 
that on which silo rode, and jpTC it to him. After 
suffering dreadful agonies from want of water, the 
parly came to a deep and copious well; but they had 
only one bucket, and when it was drawn up,' such 
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rm wds rushed forward, that the rope broke, the 
bucket fell in, anti several were precipitated after it 
Meantime the rearguard was repeatedly obliged!*) 
mm and ropiitie the eincmy F who pursui-d close he¬ 
ll tud, Many of them perished ere they reached 
Ajnertot, on the opposite boundary of the desert. In 
the depth of this f.alan&Uyp it ttu announced to 
Hurnnioon that hk sultana Iwd gpvtn birth to a 
sortt the celebrated Akl ar, afterwards the greatest 
priiice (if the East; hut the emperor was obliged to 
puisne his flight, leaving his infant child to Oil] into 
tlii fc banfln of a treacherous chiefs hy whom ho w<w 
deUvatad over to Camimn H his brother and mortal 
mty, 

Humaioon soudil refuge in Persia* and was re¬ 
ceived with the most magnificent hospitality by 
Sliah Tamasp, who enabled him even to maintain 
the outward forms of imperial rant. Having agreed 
to embrace the Bhiile creed or heresy, which in Per¬ 
sia ii held the only true faith, he was fiATttkbed 
with ten thousand men, to be employed in the rt^ 
iovery of hk lost empire- He marched first ixno 
Cabul. where he was again encountered by frater¬ 
nal rivalry, that territory having been usurped by 
hi* brother Camirni. He next advanced and laid 
siege to CnJidahar, which surrendered* when he pro¬ 
ceed with a superior force against CabuL There 
Cam inn aw ailed his approach; and, m hk arrival, 
exhibi ted on the walk his boy Aklnr bound to a fu- 
neral-pile, intimating that he would forthwith put 
the child to death if the father should prweed to an 
attack upon the dly* The latter, unmoved by this 
painful spectacle, intimated his dctcmunaiion to 
penevere, poly adding the most dreadful threats if 
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tins horrid deed were perpetrated The barbarian 
* r ern Min i rd his meditated rrime, and with his ridhiT- 
eiiU) t retreated Iran CabuL Humajoon entered the 
gitoSj embraced In* buh, and found himself again a 
kiug. He reigned nine ywi in that city, though 
constantly harmed by his brother, who, after re¬ 
ducing Inin repeatedly to great distress, wa* at tot 
completely vanquished. 

Meantime Shere had become cm disputed master of 
the empire, and extended its limits cm every aid*--. 
He swayed the sceptre wisely md well; at which 
the Mogul historians are astonished, considering the 
treason by which he gained iL; but Shore, as a Pa* 
tan, owed only a very alight allegiance to lire huiibe 
of Baber- His arrangements for the flwmmodatiun 
uf travel h-n r which, in the East, devolve generally 
upon the sovereign, were on a scale of w hich no for¬ 
mer reign afforded! an example- Across the entire 
breadth of Indo&tan, from the Ganges to the Indus, 
a space of thiftc thousand miles, there was formed a 
high-road bordered; with fruit-trees, with a well at 
every two miles, and raravanseraa at every stage, 
where the traveller was accommodated at the public 
experts?. Justice was maintained inviolate; general 
security feigned; and his death, at the end of five 
years, was considered a national calamity. His asn, 
Selim, supplied his place nine years, though neither 
with equal wisdom nor ahility; hut when he died, 
leaving b is heir a minor, the empire, during the short 
rrigua of Mohammed and Ibrahim, was distracted 
by dissensions among the royal family, and by the 
revolt of numerous omraJia and viceroy ak. The friends 
of Humaioon then sutured him, that hk appearance 
with an army Id any degree formidable would at 
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lay in the dust this ill^mentcd dominion. 
Not being yet very firmly sealed on the throne of 
t iihul, he felt considerable hesitation in sniwnrin^ 
ihis cnll; but oi length he ronstered 15,000 horse, 
tutd marched to the Indus, where Bmm, his best 
general, joined him with a Iwiy of* veteran# fiom 
CuidiJiar. 

Tin army having crossed the river, first cncoun- 
tervil TartarKhan, governor of Lahore, whom Bvram 
*u rprisvd and defeated. Mean time the Paten om- 
mhs had plar.il nn the throne Sceunder, nephew 
i» Shi n-, a prinre-qualified lo lead them with vigour 
and ability. Having toembled 80,000 men. he 
marched lo meet the invader; and the tmitle ivu 
fin-lit with an obstinacy suitable to the great prira 
ftr which the parlies contended. On the side of the 
.U.iguk it was conducted with energy an d rnu 
dtn(v h y numnioon and Bynun ; but it was chiefly 
dutmynmh.d for the splendid heroism exhibited bv

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monarch. These are imputed in a great nuyure to 
ills excessive knitjr P especially towards brothers who 
ill deserved I|; Ferkhtft Mien derides, that had he 
ikcen ft hoik dead, he would have been a greater 
prince. No example, indeed, can afford a stronger 
apology for that enudty which deforms the history 
of oriental kings. The principle of primogeniture,, 
so firtnly established in Europe, has there Hired; 
any huld on the feelings of the people - and any 
prince of the blood-royth who can form a party, or 
become popular^ may cherish the hope of <?sf iling 
the reigning atmreign, and investing with 

the imperial purple. 

In Io50j Ah bar began his reign of fifty-one vrais, 
during which Improved Jiinuclf farImps the greatest 
and wisest of aJJ the monardis who hftYr swayed the 
sceptre of I ndin - Seated* wJ ii k vet a, bo v * i" tl l i r- 
teeil. oil the throne of so great an empire, lie mould 
not find hlfi position wry secure. Thr country Uvra- 
ed with rebellion, raided o Hen by noblemen who 
had ft better right than himself to the provinces for 
which they contended, — the Patau omrahs, the 
Kajpoot priores, and sometimes his own discontented 
officers. These enemies he encountered with ■ dia- 
play of talent and henisut somewhat better suited 
indeed to a hnighUermnt than to the commander of a 
great army. Marching to encounter the robe! chiefs 
of EengaJ* hr was impatient at finding himself s*v 
painted from them by the Ganges, without my 
means of transporting his army across that rivet, 
lie suddenly conveyed to the other side a hundred 
chosen horse, and having collected a few adherents 
in the adjoining district, advanced directly lo the 
attack- The enemy, considering themselves com- 
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plfftely secured in their camp by the broad stream, 
had been indulging in mirth'and festivity; so 
that the sound of the drums beating the imperial 
march struck them with amazement and panic, 
which, as usual in the undisciplined armies of the 
East, were soon followed by confusion. Akhar im¬ 
mediately rushed against the tent* of the rebel com¬ 
mander Sleman, who fell after a gallant resistance; 
and then the whole of his immense host, deprived 
of its head, fled in irretrievable rout before a hand¬ 
ful of assailants. 


At another time, Akinr received Intelligence that 
*«B Mogul chiefs had raised a rolwlliun in Gme. 
mt, and besieged Ahmcdnbud, the n pi tab Ho in¬ 
stantly despatched from Agra two thousand cavalry 
w hom he himself followed with a chosen troop and 
marrhing « tho rat,, of eighty miles daily, reach 
ed in nine days the scene of action. When the 
enemy's scouts, who, inquiring whose army it wa? 
were informed that it was ltd by the king if kin** 
Immuht the intellect to their camp, the rebel 
marps, struck with this mat M almost mh*™_ 
!oui, w. iv w rl h difficulty withheld from immediate 
flight, fhey were, however, marrbrei to the field * 
where, after a brisk action, they were wrupleiey 
defeated, and their commander taken. Akhar, white 

»«!** the pursuit, tmwri 
with 2t« men «n the top of a hill, where h e aw ad 
vanemg agmjut him a body of 5000 hone, whom 
die enemy had not been able to bring forward to 
the main action, H if officers urged the necesity of 
instant retreat; but, rejecting thU ignoble cwiLl 
he mitred the imperial drum, to b£, and M « 
hu imall detachment a* if jt had been the van of a 
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lineal army. The enemy, thus deceived, fled, and 
were pursued (or several milts. On 1 he same day the 
emperor entered Ahuieduljad, and the Insurnc tbc 
was finally suppressed. On a different occasion* 
with not more than 150 hones he attacked the rear 
of a large detachment, and gained some advantage, 
wliidt struck the whole host with sack astnnkbiufcau 
that they broke up and fled in every direction. Hav* 
mg afterward* to contend with liaood, the auba of 
Bengal, lie dial Jen grd him to single combat in so 
daring a maimer, that the latter slunk u-iT without 
venturing tu face the emperor in the field. 

These proccedingi weft? m uch out of military rule, 
and unsuitable Lo the monarch of fifty millions of 
mvi], and the eomniunder of a mighty army. Vet 
the Hindoos, and the Orientals in general, are won¬ 
derfully acted on by impassions of the marvellous 
and are prone to exaggerate whatever hm any tine- 
l ure of that quality* The daring exploits of Akhar. 
therefore, invited him ill their eyes with a mjrtT 
rioizs and preternatural diameter, which withered 
the hearts or his enemies^nd secured victory better 
than the most ably-conducted operations of a regular 
campaign. Thus he not only preserved the central 
proving in complete tranquillity, hut redm^ Giw 
zerat, Bengal, part of the Bemtn, and itwiy all 
that had ever been included under the Mohammedan 


dominion. 

One of the most valuable performances of Akbar 
was the work called the Ayet-n Akhurry, conuitu 
nag a complex sorrey of Ute empire, executed under 
his direction and that of Abu] Faze!, hit able and 
enlightened minister. It comprises a full account 
of every tiling amnected with his dominions, govern- 
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menl, find occupations^from tht! highest affairs cfalftte 
litiwft U> ihe catching of partridges and the train¬ 
ing and filing hawks ; for even the games which 
served for the emperors rarestion T afTordnd him, 
as he boasts, ihe opportunity of studying ihp tam¬ 
per of the officers who served uodur him The ala- 
tblii-al detail*, describing the extent and productions 
of the different provLnces, art of the greatest value. 
They seem to have been collected chiePy with a view 
to the regulation of the revenue, in which respect 
Ah bar represent* himself sa hating relieved the 
people from i great pa*rt of the impost levied from 
them by hia predecessors. Vet the port km which be 
himself exacted was by no menns light* amount¬ 
ing in no It s* than a third of the whole produce of 
the land- lie admits ihsi under the ancient Hindoo 
adminiitraiion the proportion was only a sixth, in 
Inin or Persia only a. ujith ; hut Uicse g.svemmr’rit-i. 
he ilnbf, niiwii a n um l*r of other uxts, which 
pn««I on the p.'ople with much gnuier severity. 
Aklnr, on the contrary, took offidi tlj*. imposts e*_ 
.■» f n tin. en, on the produce of land. Among Hum 
atuftij! Iii-tl, he mummies a rnpitntiuiutax. poIL taxes 
on lalwurvm and on fishennen, imposts on every 
kind of tree, on oxen, ,m the sale of cotlfe, with 
others either pressing hard on the poor, or iifcstmrt- 
mg the regular course of commerce. His mt em 
rf tMXMtwa, therefore, notwithstanding it.

During AW* reign, ihe Gist Europe*, miokn 
of a rviipoiu nature arrived at the Mogul «,urt. 

Jlcappews not u, died tolmve attached himielfioaiiv 

parttcuJar faith, but 10 have felt *, union uuricMlv 
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respecting the different classes into which mankind 
were divided, and (heir respective farms of worship 
And belief Having heard* therefore* of a new 
people from a distant region of tfcc earth* profess¬ 
ing a religion altogether different from any held in 
India* he expressed a desire to see and eon verse with 
them, A letter was sent to the Portuguese at Gen, 
requesting that certain missionaries would Mine 
with all the books of iheir law and gospel, assuring 
them of the most honourable reception* The name 
nf the -Mogul conveyed to European ears some im¬ 
pressions of terror; but the pious individuals select 
i^d for the duty, determined to allow no such motives 
to induce them to d-vline an opening which micht 
|«nl to important fvstitU On the! 3d December, 
1accordingly, three,—-Aquaviva, Mmiwmilt’, 
anil Enriques,—took their departure for Surat. 

Having readied Unit capital„ the miss ion arta, un¬ 
der the escort of a body of horw, crossed first th+ 
Toptiv And Iht-n the Kcfbudda; after which they 
[tossed Mandoo, which they concluded niu*t have 
bi-en one of the great^t cities in the world, its ruins 
covering a spare sixteen leagues in eircumfenmce. 
They ntixl came to the large town of Ougein. 
On "their way they had the opportunity of observ¬ 
ing the superstitions practices of the ISansans, who 
would neither kill nor see killed any living thing, 
and w1*o, while they neglected Lhe dick and infinu 
ainoitg their brethren, maintained large and highly- 
endowed hospitals for various species of birds and 
beasts- A Portuguese captain contrived to ex¬ 
tort money by merely collecting a number of dogs, 
and threatening to kill them till a high ransom tyji# 
paid. There were seen abo In every town pyramids 
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of various form and Edze, reared in memory of ladies 
who had burned on the lamia of their 

husbands. The missionaries, from the peculiarity of 
tbtur»ppe*r*mv and dress, were 4omciiint^ exposed Ui 
insult, and aomrtiincn excited immoderate bursts of 
laughter; bui the Mogul guard protected them from 
any icrjoca annoyance- Banda of pilgrims were met 
coining from the ceremony of holy ablution in the 
Ganges, to obtain the full benefit of which they had 
Ijeeli shaven utl over. At lengthy an the 10th Febru¬ 
ary, the Christian* were received by a luge body of 
trvo j u ruuilDtcd on hen* 9 *, cumds and 4 re m udnrics f by 
whom they were honourably ^carted to Fully pure, 
where the empemr thee resided. 

The mUsionarits were immediately admitted into 
the presence of Afcbar, whom they dtscribc as a man 
about Oily, of European complexion, and bearing 
on bit nJijDjmiRrt strong mark* of intelligence. 
He gave ihHii the most gracious rcvt-plion; offering 
them every thing, even uney, though he was greatly 
edified by their refusing iu When m image of the 
tnidfixion wu exhibited, ho testified a respectful 
impartiality, by sum^vely bowing, kneeling, and 
felling pro* E rate ; nmJbnnuig thus to the respective 
modes of Moitera, Cbrittiful, and Gcntoo worship* 
He is described m having been dazzled, more than 
his character would lead m to expect, b? a richly- 
rimsmented image of the Virgin, which he declared 
to I*- indeed a worthy representation of He Queen 
of Heaven. Being presented with a Bible in four 
language*, he Iriucd it and placed it on his head- 
Thr Pitakwiutts then solicited a public controversy 
with the mutiaha. a? Mohammedan doctors, li was 
mem grant’d, and they represent their argmmmia as 
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haring been eunipk'Vly triumphant t iliou ch they 
are compelled to admit that they,could miikc no 
impression on their blinded antagonists. The em¬ 
peror, however, declared his satisfaction, and ex- 
piessvd himself » as to afford hope that he ’would 
ultimately prove a convert. But time passed on, 
and though Akhor retained ili his eapUimxe, he 
evaded, on various pretexts, taking any derisive 
step. At length one of the courtiers privately assured 
the missionaries that they were fed with vain hopes; 
>n»i liia majesty was merely emit i lied by ha vine at 
bis court persons uf various characters and opinions, 
especially such aswereoddnnd uncommon, without 
having the slightest idea of adopting their froth. 
Indeed, from some circumstances mentioned by 
themselves, it may be suspected that Akhor was not 
unwilling to find amtUetnent at their expense. He 
informed them (hat a great Mohammedan doctor 
had undertaken to leap into a furnace with tin- 
Konin in his hand, aud by sustaining this awful 
trial with impunity, to prove the superior excellence 
of his (kith ; he invited them to do the same with 
Ihe Bible. The friars, who were not without some 
pretensions to supernatural power, were considerably 
embarrassed bv this propemii. They urged, how¬ 
ever, that after having so triumphantly supported 
the truth in successive conferences* which they 
were ready to repeat, it wold not be justly exported 
that they ’should expose themselves to such an irra¬ 
tional and perilous test Another disputation was 
held, which had the same issue as the Ibregwog; 
[mt the emperor returned to the charge, undertak¬ 
ing that the mullah should leap in first, provided 
one of the friar* would engage to follow; and hint- 
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iii^ ihat he merely wished to see how the other 
would ex Lrirate himself from hi> daring pretension; 
but* after deliberation, Ihey wisely determined cot 
lo appeal to such a qin-*l i cumh U- criterion of religious 
faith* Tlit emperor having bet a disappointed of this 
exhibition, and the attract luiu of novelty having 
worn off, he saw them more and more rarely ; mid 
his attention being finally distracted by imurm-- 
liom which hud broken out hi Cabul and Ikn^ 
he seemed wholly to forget his pious visiters; who, 
Sliding no longer any motive to protract iln-tr stay* 
returned to CSoa in May, i5tPh 

In 15U1, Akbar sent to request another mission ; 
which went through the same round ^ their pre* 
deecswra, bting welcomed, courteously treated, and 
finally neglected. Their stay wu not of very long 
duralion. Four ycara after he iru again seized 
with a similar desire, and despatched a letter^ it li m 
many proimiesiiad kind expressions, that ihe go¬ 
vernment mold not refuse to gratify him a third 
time. The court being then at Lahore, the Porto* 
gush' were obliged to proceed by Damaun to Cam- 
bay, and thvftce to cross die great Wfcptem Bearn. 
Near the city just mentioned* they mw 20,000 per¬ 
sons setting out on a pilgrimage to the Ganges, and 
were cun»d vrably edified by their solemn and serious 
department- The Desert was massed in company 
with a numerous mm van, comprising 400 camels, "a 
great body of horsemen, and multitudes on foot- 
After a dreary mareh of 220 leagues, the mission 
came to lh* banks of a fine river* and on journey¬ 
ing ten hwguu farther, reached Lahore, a large and 
delightful city. They were conducted to the im- 
pciial residency lit mated on an idand in the river, 
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and urn most graciously rcnrived- An image of 
the Virgin, studiously aiui splendidly adorned, 
and still nmn* Iximliful than tl M formerly prC- 
suited, drow forth rspn^imn - f the deeper uimU 
ration. The hop?* of the missionaries were raised 
stilt higher when they observed that AkUr showed 
ho litik- partiality for the Mafaumndui religion., 
that, when in want of money, hi* made no scrapie to 
plunder the mosques. Yet they were discouraged 
by observing the assiduous worship which he \md 
io the $tm; they even secure him of the folly of 
aspiring to a species of divinity in his own person. 
Be presented himself every morning at a window, 
iuid saw the multitude fail prostrate Iwfum him; 
sick iofonts were also brought to receive hi* bune- 
diction; but perhaps the mBtkrowieo mistook for 
worship the profound testimonies of oriental ho- 
mage. Finding no prospect of gaining their object, 
they took advantage of it is departure for the seat of 
war in the Dean* to accompany the army put of 
their way to tioa* 

Akl wr died in 1805 ? after a reign of 0 fty-otie years, 
lie left only one son, named -Selim, * prince of dis¬ 
tinguished promise^ who somewhot boasliisgty as- 
siuiii^d the title of Jehamgirc, or Conqueror of the 
World* A powerful party intended to mire against 
him Churero, Ids own son ; hut their in trigues were 
defeated, the prince was compelled to submit, and 
wits forgiven. Soon after, however, having gained 
freah adherents he was encouraged to attempt the 
same object by force; y*l t retaining some good feel¬ 
ings, he indignantly rejected a plan for the msammu 
nation of J changing declaring that he would try 
the fortune of tlte Md, but never ascend a throne 
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stained with a fatin'* blood. He obtained at firti 
m.hk- auroras, lay ins; waste the country lietween 
Delhi and A era; but being arcrtafcmt by a superior 
artsy, retreated upon Lahore, n«r w Wdj be was 
totally routed, and made prisoner in fitUinpting to 
pass the Indus. Chimera was Jed |„ r..re the em¬ 
peror and roufrased bis puiJt; but with til me feel¬ 
ings of honour which Seem to have been iilivnys 
strong in his mind, he refused In give anv infnmuu 
lion which might lead to the detection of tiis awom- 
pljera. Being, however, placed in Hose run lincmcnt, 
he had the agony of luring led out day after day to 
set tm deorrst friends und most devm. d adherents 
pul to death amid the most eme! tortures. He was 
released ton yean after, though only to be ftssassj. 
nail'd by his brother. Shah Julian. 

Jehungire began bis reign with * (-rime, to which 
he was impelled by an unhappy combination of cir¬ 
cumstance*. A young lady, bom in the Ihmert, of 
poor though noble Tartar parents, was trough I ti> 
Didtii, where she grew up, and was corn idr red the 
mwi beautiful and aeromplishod woman in India. 
She received the title of Mher-ul.Niss^or th. 
of Women, but was afterwards ,-ailed Now Johan 
and sometimes N’oor Mahal. Jehingire, K-fore 
mountitig the throne, saw and was dazzled with h, T 
charms: the passion was mutual, but she had been 
I,-troth.-d toSh.-re Afkun.n Turkoman noble of dts. 
lingubhcdmi Hi, and a tie was thus formed, which, 
areordmg to Indian ideas, was indissoluble. Ah bar 
honourably, though perhaps not wisely, insisted that 
hu «P « paa.no should no , in[wfere ^ |h 

pitnplolion of the union, liui Jubanfire no sooner 
l^june the rulerof India than he saw the means of 
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trustifying hi* guilty inclmaliorn ShcreAfkun. how¬ 
ever, was &> brave amt so popular that I he cm pcrot 
durst not openly put him to death, but found it rk- 
iv^sary to have m muse to the meanest tfeniagem*. 
Hie cuntfivnl to involve him in ce rnbaLs wit la rtu 
elephant and a tiger, under such cimiiustarnx^ as 
*e«m*d to ensure his fate; but Shere K In both in, 
stances, extricated himself by exertkau of uSn^i 
pn-tematmuJstrength. At length a nobleman, wW 
name was Kuttub p received the high office uf Sub* 
of Bengal on the lias t condition of ridding the em¬ 
peror of this hated rival Yet forty assassins em¬ 
ployed for this purpose were beaten ofF, and it was 
necessary to moke the attack with a little army. 
Even then Shere performed prodigies of valour, 
slew Kiiitub himself, his worthies enemy, as he 
satou an dc pliant, together w ith several of Jib prin¬ 
cipal lords, and iim overpowered onjy by tfomb of 
darts- The fair hut ambitious object o? this exe- 
iTable policy submitted meekly to her fate; hut 
Jfhaug ire, lo who^ temper crime so atrocious seems 
Iiot to have been congenial, was struck with such 
horror, that for four years he refuel So see her, and 
she Jived neglected in a comer of the palace- At 
length she contrived to rekindle hb p&gtion, and t*- 
came his favourite quivit. AIJ her rvtations were 
raised to the highest office, her lather becoming 
grand vizier. Happily lie possessed every qualiiv 
which could adorn that high rank ; his elevation ei, 
cited no envy, and though JeJjjuigire gave himself 
up to ease and luxury, India is described as bring 
been wcJJ governed* 

The feign of this prince wu distinguished by the 
arrival of two English misgious; from the narrative* 
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Tvloich wo may derive somewhat more precis*' 
idesu£ rtapectlng hu court, titan from the vague and 
pmxtpatt* tangling? of the oriental historians. In 
I tMlTj Captain William Hawkins, was sent out by 
ihe Company^ along with Captain Keeling, in en¬ 
deavour to open a cummtTdal intercourse with In- 
di&i and especially with the duminiana of the Mo- 
ltjL Hawkins separated Crum Keeling at Socotofa* 
a n4 mmved at Surat on the 24th August, l&tfL 
Hi immediately waited on the governnr; but was 
informed that no pefmifflion muM be granted In 
land his goods till a roninuifikation were held with 
Moerib Khan, the viceroy, who raided at Cambay. 
A messenger was praently despatch od thither ; but 
in consequence of the heavy raj lift and inundation 
nt the rivers, an answer did not arrive for twenty 
dav*- At the end of tills period permission was 
irranted to bud, and lo buy and sell for the present 
voyage j hut intimation was given mt the same time 
that no fcwtory could be established, nor perma¬ 
nent settlemcPt made, without the sanction of the 
monarch, which might probably be obtained by 
proceeding to Agra, a journey of two mouths. As 
iwm t however, as the goods began lo be landed 
And disposed of, the utmost uneasiness was ohserv, 
ntde among the moire merchant^ who, m their 
conferences with cad) other, mitidpated the moot 
idamtin^ effect* from this new rivalry, They were 
shrouded by a Portuguese Jesuit, vrlw antipathy, 
kith religious and political, led him to make the 
utmost efforts to ruin the English.. One ilay, Haw¬ 
kins received the disagreeable mu^bjgence, that two 
of his butts* on their way between the ship aitd the 
shore* had 1 mn fteized by the Portuguese; w hose 
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commander. on hnviniz a mmtimm add rinsed la 
him respecting this outrage, did not deign an answer, 
but spoke Lo the messenger in the most contemptu¬ 
ous lenm of the British monarch, whom he describ¬ 
ed &a a king of fishermen, and master only of an 
insiLmifn%ii]t little island. Hawkins having after¬ 
wards met a Portuguese officer, and represen ted t a 
him tlie impropriety af tins conduct and language, 
was told that theses™ belonged to the King of For* 
tugal,and none were entitled to trade in them with¬ 
out his license. The British captain requested him 
to convey to hb commander a retort at once most 
indignant mud scornful, accompanied with a chal¬ 
lenge to single combat, which was not accepted. The 
Iwn ts meant ime, with their captured cwws arid car¬ 
go*^ w ere sent to Goa ; and Haw kins, instead or 
seeing any hope of redress from the Hindoo autho¬ 
rities, found reason to believe that the delays which 
he had endiirod were contrived solely to enable 
the enemy to bring forward their vessels, and 
onmpEkh their outrageous designs. They now laid 
wait for him, and attempted to break Into his house ; 
nor could he go about hb affoim in the dty without 
1 h r don ger of being murdf ihL Lastly, Morn b h i in- 
self arrived ; but, instead of afford iitg any relief or 
nifltpeiwation, only amused himself with picking oin 
from among the English fxds whatever npptami 
rlesiraWe, at his own price, which was always most 
inadequate and very 111 paid 

Under these accumulated grievances, Hawkins 
determined lo follow the advice, early given to him, 
tit vidtbtg the Mogul himself at Agra. Mocrib, 
die author of this suggestion, conscious of the just 
complaints which might now he urged against Mm, 
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had become anxious to prevent the journey- Hv 
fumiahed only a very slender escort, with ihi inten¬ 
tion, it was aitfpected, of Intercepting it on the road ; 
Imt Hawkira hired whtiers at liis own apant, and 
applied to a captain of Hie Viceroy of the Deccan, 
who pave him a My of brave Afghan horsemen. 
His coachman, however, having pot drunk on the 
road, confessed that he hod entered into a covenant to 
assassinate him/—an ensmgemenl into which it wns 
found that the agent or interpreter had ids® vnterod- 
The former being secured, Hawkins arrive*! nt Bur- 
hanpoer, the residence of the viceroy, who cour¬ 
teously received and forwarded him to Agm, where 
he arrived on the ICth April, 10Qft» A* he was in¬ 
quiring tor Lodging!, the king sent for him in such 
haste that he hail scarcely time to dresa On re¬ 
pairing to Hie palace, be found Jehongirv elevated 
on Jl» ** *eat royaj; 1 and presented his letter* which, 
as well at the kings Aral, Lhu monarch for some time 
carefully examined. He then desired it to be read 
by an old Jesuit who happened to he present. Thm 
peiwtu^ gave a very unfavourable report, saying 
" it was lonely penned > hut Hie emperor* finding 
hU visiter ™uld S[Mk Turkish, had liegiin a conver¬ 
sation which plt^d him highly. Hawkins was fo* 
viied to ™t the palace daily, and Hie emperor held 
king discourses with him, making inquiry respect¬ 
ing the different countries of Europe and also the 
West India, the existence of which it bevma he had 
Iwn taught to doiiht He mentioned having un- 
dtrvtood that the English had been ill-treated by 
Moerib Khan, to whom the moat positive ardors were 
now sent, to mpply them with every thing u*tesary 
for their trade- The emperor then earnestly re- 
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quoted Hawking td remain in India till he liiimu'lf 
could send an «ni hussy to Europe* assuring him of all 
income of upwards of iy00U a-year* to bcdt rived, *c~ 
cording to Indian imge. from a command of four huiu 
firm'd, horse, and a district of which be was to receive 
the revenues, Hawkins considering with himself 
that he might thus benefit his masters, the Company 
and also " feather his own neat/’ allowed him^lf 
to he jaTsuaded* He wo* then urgi'd, in addition to 
m many other donations, to accept a wife. After 
what bad passed, be thought it almost im possible 
to refuse the offer, though it was touch against his 
indinatioji; but ho hoped to escape by saying that 
his conscience would not allow him to marry any 
hut a Christian, trusting that none such would he 
found in this quarter of the world. E io we ver, si Hi an - 
Eire sjwthtH vms » dilinent that he produced a young 
Armenian maiden, with whom the captain could not 
refuse to unite hh fates; and to this union, though 
he afterwards found that it was not h'gn! in Eng¬ 
land, he honourably adhered, ami dedans that it 
mad# him extremely happy. 

Hawkins ljeing now in the full stream of favour, 
and learning that another vessel, the Afttfifion p 
was coming to Surat, had no difficulty in obtain in g 
ibe emperor's coinmi*dan p under him gnat teal with 
golden letter*, authorizing the £ng!uh to trade His 
sat intact km was fOtnpktf when, in consequence of 
accumulated complaint* from other quarters, hte 
Brch-efU*my Mocrih was summoned to court , and pu- 
n iahed with the confiscation of all hia effects. These 
were vo excessively numertuis, that it afforded for 
t wo months a daily task to the emperor to examine 
them and select the best for his own use. Hawkins 
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W the satisfaction of pointing out seven I anirtr* 
which he himself had lodged as presents for his ins- 
pisrsaj majtfily* though they had never rc&rhi'd iheir 
dcfiinntion. 

Bui the tide of royal kirulnt^a had mw miched 
its height, otid from this moment began to ebb, 
Momb, after being stripped of his mmt valuable 
property, was restored again to favour, and allowed 
to resume Ids government ; being simply exhorted 
lo conduct himself w ith greater cimimspretion; 
ajid before his departure he took cart to dn the 
English every ill office in his pawer. All those who 
wore about the emperor,—the ontmhs, the offim* 
of state, thr Jesuits and other Portugui^e, uniksl 
with him in their endeavour* lo undermine the in. 
Itnitre mjoyed by a stranger and ati infidel It 
*** n‘p™*nt*d to J< hanrire, that by opening his 
tnuh la till* itrang* people lie wuidd altogether 
disgiMt the Purtagorift, a ituirh mon- opulent amt 
powerful mt ion, wh D would not only tliemseh*, 
divert his porta, Lm inm able to pt*vent others 
^ m,r! untiling therm. These argument!, eni'emil 
iiy a bal&w ruby of uncommon size and splrn. 
■Ittur, « wrought up«n tho print*, that ho exclnim- 
r-d, " Let Uu- EnglJah romi- no more 1“ and Hocrib 
departed with the instruction nrvtr again to allow 
th«n to lourh his tborw, Hawkiils did not di. 
wtJy Trntnrr to bn this tempest He- allmmi 
his taemy to \i*t* ; and when the Knpirians 
of th* unfriendly ealiqj had been somewhat lulled, 
wnteh,4 tm Opportanily, presented himsrif befcfr 
the king with a splendid fcy, a, he terms it, and

These tidings were immediately 
circulated throughout the hostile faction; an ex¬ 
press was despatched to Moerib, and such activity 
exerted, that after the decree- had been sealed and 
was ready to be delivered* Jeh&nglre wa* persuaded 
la withhold ik The succeeding transactions con¬ 
tinued to present, the same wofui picture of imbe¬ 
cility i±nd vanflnLiaii* When the captain could 
find « friend at court, or svuw a kvnurahle mu- 
ment * or present some splendid gift, he appeared 
Lig;un on the eve of having all his wishes B£a>m- 
pl ush+.ii; but tk- activity erf his adversaries al ways 
produced a speedy reverse. J>urikX|r the whole of 
this time hesofiofd much annoyance from Abdul 
Uassail, the prime minishr atnl his mortal enemy, 
who at court careMIy excluded hint from lb* spare 
within the red rails, the scene of honour. and the spot 
where opportunists of conversing with the monarch 
usually occurred; and though he could wot altoge¬ 
ther withhold the grant of U’lrkary made for Haw¬ 
kins' .lahsistenre* he contrived in allot it in dis¬ 
til so disturbed by iumrrrction* that little or im 
revenue could be drawn from them. After two 
years and a half. tberefbre*of sickening and fruitier 
attendant tbe English captain detoiniBed to take 
hb leave. On the 2d November* 1011 * he departed, 

not <anly without the loug-sought-for ctidfirmatLiJii 
of remmercial privileges* but even without a tetter 
to his own king1having seme Unto More* with 
the deepest indignation? heard from Abdul Hassan, 
that it was iinffui toble to the greatness erf the Mo* 
gu] emperer to write to so petty a prince- 
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A Hew years after, k wm deknained la make an 
attempt to place the British affaitti in India tm 
a mars satisfactoiy fooling, by sending nut an em- 
liwtsy dirt'rt fhiin the king, with ample prints 
and nil buchrirt'unndnmra of pc^mp as might produce 
an itupioiioD on the proud oriental poteniite^ Sir 
Thomas Roe accordingly tailed from Gravtaend on 
the Slth Jufinnry, ItilS, with the Lion and Popper. 
™, commanded by Captains Peyton and Bough, 
ton. After passing along the eastern «mt <,f A£nm, 
and butch in e at SSocotora. ho arrived in September 
at Surat, when 1 ho was Landed in great pomp, with 
eighty mon-ut-iiniis. By asserting his privileges as 
lunbasHidor of a powerful monarch, he escaped in a 
ureat measure the *' barbarous search," as well u 
various omcUoiu usually practised on mwehutlt 
Uti the loth November he reached Burhanpoor. 
and had a splendid audience of Prince Parras so. 
cond son to the sultan. who in this place reprint¬ 
ed the Mogul sovereignty, though the real power

mere, Roe process ded thither through the country 
of the Rajpoots. On his way be admired the situa¬ 
tion of Chittore, which he compares lo m tomb of 
wonderful majpiifk-enoe. Above a hundred trm- 
p|£g r many lofty towers, and houses innumerable* 
TfciTi' s+jen tTuwninsr the lofty rock on which it stood; 
but it way at this time entirely deserted. On the 
33d December* Sir Thomas arrived at Ajmere, but 
did nut go to court till the 10th January* Ifilti. 
when he waited on the emperor at the durbar, or 
place of public audience. He delivered the royal 
knter and presents* and met a reception so cordial, 
that he was assured no other ambassador* either T u rk 
or Feerkn, had ever obtained the like. At the next 
interview he wan allowed* and ever afterwards re- 
ta incd, a place higher than that of all the courtiers; 
and being pertnitud to slate the grievances which 
tire English trade suffered at Suml and Ahmcdatbnd. 
wus assured that these should be fully redressed. 
Many other interviews followed, and much familiar 
and even jocular conversation passed between the 
muImsador and the monarch. Sir Thomas for some 
time fondly hoped to obtain all his demands, hut 
im found himself opposed by the some hostile 
cabal that h&d caused s> many reverses to Hawkins. 
Mocrib Khan, the rooted enemy of England, whs 
at court, where he was supported by Aliph Khan , 
who had now succeeded u prime minister, and by 
Chummy afterwards Shah Jehan p then the 
vein rite son of Jehangire. ft was surprising how 
he could at oil maintain his ground against such 
powerful adversaries ; they produced continual Gur- 
motions in the mind of this inconstant prince ; but 
the ambassador a address and perseverance at lost 
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ntQibkd him to procure a firirijin, tliough not of 
iKnt umjilr aud liberal tenor which had I wtj]i pn>- 
mked and expected* He even Roared a letter to 
Ifce British sovereign, addressed, u Unto a king 
rightly desemibd from his nue^turs* bred in mill, 
tary nJhun, and clothed with honour and justice," 
Boring his stay. Sir Thomas had a ^ood oppor¬ 
tunity of obsimnii the pomp and eeremomee of this 
courts the most splendid perhaps that ever dat- 
the eyes of mankind, though sotfndv possesg- 
iflg a corresponding share of polish and refinement, 
A remarkable decree nf publicity, and even popu. 
laxity r scvntfl to have (list injjubht-d aU its pmcinl. 
mc"d. The emperor spent .os it weft; bia whole life 
in public In the morning hi.- came to a window 
Overlooking m wide plain, and exhibited himself to 
a numerous crowd there assembled. At noon he 
returned to the tame plan-, when; be was enter- 
tained with combats between wild beasts, parttcu- 
krly elephants. In the afternoon he seated himself 
in the durbar, the regular piace of aadience for 
all w-ho presented themselves on business. At 
nijthi in the evening he once atore appeared in an 
open court, called thcGoiel Khan, where he spent 
the lime chiefly in gay and «« conversation with 
h» favourites, In the durbar, the royal ihmne wu 
^unoonded by two succeaive railings, the in¬ 
nermost of which cnrftoed a place (> r the ambas¬ 
sador*. o (Fin-rs of stale, and persons of the first dis^ 
unction. The outer space was filled with duofe 0 f 
secondary dignity; while a wide open area at a 
j,«*ter mstanee was SM^ned to the multitude; all 
of whom, however, enjoyed a full view of hi, mnjeru 
ty ■ person. To this routine the emperor was com- 
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plctely enslaved, And could not be excused for a 
single day, unless he were sick or drunk, which it 
waa iieressary to explain ; lt two days no reason mil 
excuse.™ All the stnie-prooeedings and ordinances 
were equally public, being daily written down, and 
allowed lo be penned for a trifling fee. Thus every 
event and resolution vn immediately known to all 
the people ; and era* Sir Thomas* Engl Mi feel Jugs 
were scandalized by seeing the most secret councils 
of Uk prince, and Ills eh auflyfiil purposes, " tossed 
and censured by every rascal" 

Our trtfdkr, on several occasions of gayety and 
festival, had an opportunity of beholding the full 
pomp of the Mogul court. It chiefly consisted in 
the immense profusion of preeiona stones, which th in 
sovereign made it his aim, by presents, purchase, or 
p] under, to collect from einf quarter- The person of 
the king on high occasions was not only covered, hut 
completely laden with diamond^ pearls, and rubies. 
Even the elephants, when they went in proresftorin 
Itesidts having ail their trappings richly gilded, had 
thdr heads adorned with valuable jewels The am¬ 
bassador wits particularly dazzled, after the emperor 
had taken the field, with the range of the royal tents 
surrounded by a wall half a mile in circuit. Those 
of rite noble* exhibited the most elegant ah«p<a and 
hrif tiant variety of colours. He declares it " one or 
the grisltifl rarities and magnificences'* be ever saw, 
the whole vale resembling a beautiful city* But 
amid all this show we w few or no traces of any 
refined or intellociiial twtei- On the sovereign s 
birth-day, his chief omusement was to take two 
luma, one full of mbits, and the other of gold and 
s i)ver almonds, and scatter them on the ground in 
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presence of his ommhi ; wkn these mighty lord* of 
the greatest murt m the world threw th^m^hes 
on the floor and scrambled for them as children do 
for sngnr-plum*. On another occasion, much delight 
was Curdl'd by the w royal weighing." at which 
time the emperors person, arrayed in full pomp, 
was put into the scales, first against rupee*, then 
against goldand jewels, next updos t rich doth* and 
Jrpicei, and, lastly* against com* meal* and butter. 
IrttoximtiOfi T carried to the ut most exn m, completed 
the tirele of rourt gayetjea. 

The view given hy both the« travellers of the 
character of Jehangire scarcely accords with the high 
[nuegyrics pronounced by the oriental writer. Hi* 
facility anil kindness of temper appear combined 
with m much of weftkneai and vacillation as nearly 
to have unfitted him for conducting the «uhss tm 
nf so nival an empire. &\t Thornes aeenui to de¬ 
scribe him accurately, hy saying;—<« lie h of *» 
uuod a deposition, that he surfers all men to govern, 
which » w*mx than being ilL hi Hta justice and! 
more particularly* hi* hatred of injustice, which 
Dow to highly ^itob T heroines somewhat equiro. 
ed. when we find it chiefly displayed in coiifu- 
rntiog to his own Ufe the goods of suspected ImLL 
virluaJ*. After having pronounced Mocrih Khan 
guilty, and seized h h most valuable possesions, there 
was a strange inronsiatf my in restoring him to his go* 
vmtinem and to full confidence, and being swayed 
by ht* adviftf on the most important occasions* ft is 
difnctili to know whether we should ascribe to su- 
perstrtion or policy the absurd canoes which he 
wm seen to bestow on a miserable fakir or beggar, 
whom he conversed with for an hour* Look in hb 
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aim* and assisted to rise, and Into whose Inp tic 
final !y poured a hundred rupees 

The Iasi years of the life of J dtaugfae were spent 
in much misery; and it was still bis fetal passion for 
Noar Jehan by which they were imhittered. This 
fair hut haughty favourite governed him entirely, 
misled his easy temper, and alienated him from 
his best friends, The belief prevailed, apparently 
not without foundation, that she was studying to 
raise to the throne Shariftr, her own son, to the 
prejudice of the elder branches of her husband's fa^ 
mily; and this was at least the allied motive of ilie 
formidable rebellion raised against the emperor by 
Shah Jehan, the ablest of Ids children, who had 
gained great reputation and influence by a success- 
fui war in the Diecut. That prince, hy another 
crime, paved his way to the throne. Chusrro, hU 
elder broths whose rebellion had chequered the 
opening of Ji-haneire's reign, was released from his 
long confinement, and placed under Shah Jehau's 
care. One morning his favourite wife entered his 
rent and found him weltering kii his blood, died by 
hi, para in. She filled the aunp and dty with her 
crie# : Shsh Jehan repaired to tire spot, and by the 
deep concern he expressed, iscaped at first all suspi¬ 
cion ; vet his fallier and the public boc&nre after- 
wari ronvittod that the guikof this murder rest¬ 
ed upon his head. 

Jehangire, in the dangerous situation in which 
ht- was now placed, had + however, a faithful friend 
and servant, ilohabei KJmu* who fiupportrd his 
crtrwn with devoted steal, and whose valour gained 
for him repeated victories over the rebellious Slmh 
Jehan. Even when lhai prince repaired meesivtdy 
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to Guzerat and Bengal. where he succeeded in wis¬ 
ing several new armies, Mobabet still pursued him. 
and at last reduced his affairs to a desperate condi¬ 
tion, When this commander, however, hnd return¬ 
ed to court, expecting the gratitude due for such 
signal wrvl«*. he found a roniph'te change in the 
sentiment* of his sovereign. Xoor Jthiro, never 
erasing to be the evil grains of Jehangire, joined 
with other enemies iti making him behove that 
this virtuous guardian of his throne had entered 
into m conspiracy for his deposition- Mohnbet, toon 
learning how affairs stood al court, determined not 


to sacrifice himself by obeying the order to repair 
thither, but withdrew to his castle at RLnttqipcur. 
At length, after unrent and repeated calls, be went 
towards the seat of government, but sworn ponied 
by SfldO brave Rajpoot cavalry, whom he deemed 
sufficient to secure his personal safety. He found 
tbs? emperor encamped mar Lahore; but on ap¬ 
proaching the tents, net the most unworthy recep- 
tion, being ordered to advance no farther til l be hod 
accounted fur the revenues and tbe plunder which 
had come into his possession. Mohalx-t was vir¬ 
tuous, hut proud ; hence his Indignation was raised * 
to the highest pitch. Hr contrived, sad immediate 
ly executed a truly bold scheme. The tnnv nijV , 
on Us march to Cube], crossed next dav the bridge 
ovrr the Jchun, while the emperor, who dreaded 
nothing, lingered behind with a small party of cour¬ 
tier*. I fohabet then pushed forward with his Raj- 

^ d,,tophmen * to secure the bridge, 

while with another he dashed on u> the tent of the 
monarch. Surrounded by five hundred of these 
troops, who had alighted in ftf armour, ho entered 
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with a tom Ipmuot pale but determined. The 
omrabi at Brsl made *ome show of reshrtanoe, but 
yielded ua soon as they sow the strength of the 
force which assailed lit™, Ifahabet, after some 
search, found Jehangln* id the bmbing-tefil, when 
the latter immediately said, ** tFliat dost thou mean, 
Mohabci Khan ?" The other replied, Forced by the 
dudii nations of my enemies, who plot agai iuI my Life, 
I throw myself under the protection of my sovereign.'* 
Being naked the object of the armed troofft behind 
him, he answered, ig They want full security form#- 
and my family, and without it they will not jnlinL*’ 
JeJiangire denied having entertained any design 
against him life, and endeavoured in sooth him ; when 
Alohabci eteerrod that this wbj his rami hour of 
hud ting, and that a horse was in waiting. The era pe- 
rtr saw the neee-&I ly under which he was placed, and 
went, accompanied by a qu*rd of valiant Rajpoots. 

Meantime Nour Julian, with her brother, Asipli 
Khan, the prime minister, hod passed with the main 
body of the army to the opposite aide of the rivrr* 
It is easy to Imagine the consternation ami rage of 
that proud princess on burning the disaster which 
had befallen her husband. After consultation, it was 
determined, at whatever peril, to attack Muhabet, 
and make a desperate effort for the emperor's release. 
The river, however, was to be crossed in the fk* of 
the hostile Rajpoots; hut Nocr Jehan, to enrou^e* 
her troops, rede into the stream, ejtpwd herself in 
ibc thickest of the mnilici, and emptied four quivera 
of arrows against the tnumy. Three of her elephan U 
drivers wore killed ; her youthful daughter, who at- 
iwpriri lier. was wounded in the arm. Thu Raj. 
pools, however. Attacked the enemy's parties m they 
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reached the shore P and suctcssively defeated them 
At length a large body, hauled fey the mast cat tan c 
of the amralifij creased at a diflmm point, and mine 
upon Mohabet'* rvar, They penetrated nearly to the 
emperor's tent, which wn pierced with numerous ar¬ 
rows. and hki person was ufily secured by being care¬ 
fully covered with shields, But Mohafeet finally 
restored the battle* and gained a rampleie victory. 
Xrtor Jehnti fled to Lahore - wfacMe^ fey Ir tiers from 
JeliaDgirep jibe was induced to repair to his camp. 
Under these cirrumstaTn-re. we know nol how to 
justify the resolution formed by the conqueror of 
putting her to death. He even extorted the empe¬ 
ror's warrant to that effect; bm the artful prinevss, 
pretend mg to submit to her fate, solid ted one last 
interview with 3 ier lord ; w hich the general granted, 
on modhion that it should take piuev in his own 
prepuce- She entered and stood before her husband 
in deep silence p " her beauty shinmg with additional 
lustre through her sorrow.* - Jchangire burst into 
and entreated so earnestly for" the life of his 
beloved queen* that ihv victorious cliief was over- 
comt% and granted, his request* 

Muhabet now carried hit amdp into Cobul. 
treating him with the highest fwpect, maintaining 
the full pomp of hu eotin, and alia wing him 10 
trmuukil all the ordmary affairs ijf B tau». A* length, 
having obtaintTil the most ample promt*** of ofeli' 
vion and future favour, he proved hi* diimteresL 
**"■ hy reigning his power, setting the monarch 
aI bfecTty, and retiring into a private station 
But he had gone too far to recede with safely. The 
1 mpt-rur, indeed B was capable of fcfgiri]pg T and evpfi 
forfeiting; but the deepest resentment nmklixl in 
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ihe mind of Noof Jelinxi, who soon begun to de¬ 
mand lie life ofJHohttbet, though the former hud auL 
ficicnt seme of justice to repel her proposal with in* 
d ignfttIon. She then proceeded to form plots for dferi- 
ing her object by treachery. The emperor, on learn¬ 
ing these designs, gave in formation lo the intended 
victim, at the same time owning his inability to 
afford the protection to which the other had so just 
a claim, h was evident, therefore, that no choice was 
left him but to fly; and the man who had. so latch 
been the rvnl master of ihii great empire became 
A solitary fugitive, after abandoning all his property. 
Koor Man immediately seized it, and in his ;ih- 
smoe obtained an entire sway over the mind of th^ 
weak emperor; Mohabec was declared a rebel, a 
price set upon Iris h*-ad, and a diligent search order¬ 
ed to br made for him through all the province 
Ariph, the reigning minister, disapproved of bis 
sister's violence, and of the questionable mc&im 
into which she urged the empcimv — but knew not 
how to resist One evening aJW dark he wm in¬ 
formed that a man in a mean tin** bought an au¬ 
dience. With wonder and sympathy, he saw before 
him the chief who had so lately been the ruler of 
India. They withdrew into a semi cabinet; and 
Asiph having acknowledged hU sister's in tern per- 
auee and the miserable weakness of Jchangire t 3to- 
habel urged, that the only dmnee for having the 
empire governed with a firm hand, would be obtain¬ 
ed by raising to the throne Shah Jelian. the same 
man of whom he himself had so long been the per¬ 
severing and successful enemy Asiph Khan, after 
some consideration!;, concurred in bio views, and a 
comniuuimlion with the prince was immediately 
yol i. t 
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opened; but several rireumflUrrces bus pended the 
execution of the project till it was rendered unne¬ 
cessary by the illness of the emperor. An asthma- 
tie com |>1 aim under which bo laboured being se¬ 
venty aggravated fry a residence ui the cold climate 
of Cashmere, he expired on the Dili November. 1637 j 
leaving behind him a very doubtful reputation. 

Jehangire left only two *>ns, Shah Jehan and 
Shariar, to the latter of whom he had bequeathed 
the throne; but Mohafret and Aslph Khan took im¬ 
mediate steps for the elevation of the former, and 
before that prince could arrive from the DeM, his 
brother wa* defeated, taken prisoner, and deprived 
of sight. The new emperor, on nwrliine the capital, 
immediately adopted the moat dreadful expedients 
to secure himself against a rival. He caused not 
only hi* brother, but all his nephews who were alive, 
to he put to death ; and there remained not a drop 
of the blood of Timur, except what flo wed in hi* 
own and his children's veins. This horrible tra¬ 
gedy has been palliated as founded on oriental pre¬ 
cedent ; yet though in these courts fraternal enmitfc* 
have Usually been fatal. India had afforded no in¬ 
stance of itirh a fearful mid sweeping proscription. 
Nor could Jehan fail to foresee that the guilty 
ample was likely to he fallowed p if not ngainithimsdf, 
as it actually™ in some degree, at least against 
those in whose wdl» he was deeply interested- 

He did not even escape the dan^r of an imme¬ 
diate competitor for the empire. Lodi, an ommh 
or distinguished spirit and valour, and who boosted 
a descent from the Palau emperor* of India, had 
been employed » commander of the army in the 
Uvream In thU capacity he was opposed to Shah 
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Jehan, and haring, when the ilirone became vacant, 
attached himself io Sharinr, obstructed and even 
insulted the new sovereign on his Wly to Agfa The 
prince *mt an army against him. but with liberal 
ulftira in case of submission. Lodj Iwd down his 
anoji.aiid was appointed to the government of Mai* 
w r a; w hence 1 , on a man date from the imptial court,. 
he repaired to the capita]. At the royal audience* 
however, he was received with such marked <Us* 
respect, ns showed that some hostile purpose was 
meditated. Azinut his son even drew his sword; 
a tumult ensued, and Lodi hastened to his own 
bouse, which was capable of some defence, w here 
he shut himself up with three hundred followers. 
Thus enckaed, however,, in the midst of enemies, his 
situation seemed desperate, and he was agitated with 
the most perplexing emutioiLi. Suddenly a scream 
was heard from the apartment of the females,— 
he rushed in, and saw them weltering in their blood. 
In the prospect of captivity and dishonour, with 
that deape Fate fidelity nut ujifmjuently displayed 
by Hindoo females, they had plunged a sword 
into their own breasts. The mind of Lodi was 
worked up almost to frenzy. He rushed on home, 
hack with his two sons, caused his men tu follow 
him sounding trumpets, while he himself called 
aloud, ** I will awaken the tyrant with the sound of 
my departure, but he shall tremble at my return." 
A hot pursuit was immediately commenced; vet he 
would have distanced his pursuers, had not the 
stream of the Chumbub then flowing rapidly and 
swollen by heavy rains, arrested his progr™. Over¬ 
taken by a greatly superior force he was obliged lo 
plunge into the stream, and reached the opposite 
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shores but n0t without losing the greater number of 
bin Mkfwa^ among whom was Annul his fa¬ 
vourite son. He pushed on ward, however, lo thr 
Derton, where he openly raised blamlnn] of re¬ 
bellion, and, beside* collecting hlfl own Adherents, 
engaged the kings of Golronda and Visiapour to en¬ 
ter into a league against the Mogul, by whose over¬ 
whelming power they h ad Jong been oppressed^ Shah 
Ji haJi was bo deeply alormed that he hastened to the 
theatre of war ; but not being disposed to Lake the 
field in person, yet afraid to intrust the sole command 
to any angle chief, ho sent detached corps under 
EmdiU Khan and other generals to attack the 
confederate* at different points Lodi being nomi¬ 
nated gvjicnibasinio* conducted his operations with 
*urh valour and skill that he baffled all the efforts 
of the invader, Shah Johan, greatly mortified, at 
length committed the entire conduct of the war to 
Asiph Khan, who brought to it talents and a repu¬ 
tation of the first order- His very name struck the 
confederate with such terror that they immediately 
retreated, Lodi, with only the troops perscmally au 
lached lo himself, detemioed to try llie fortune of 
battle ; hut it proved advert The King of GoJ, 
ronda instantly began to treat with the emperor; 
and Lodi, idl aware that the first article would be 
the delivery of hi* own person, lost no time bt with* 
drawing from his territory* Shah Jehan eiidea. 
toured to shut ogaimt him ail the passes leading 
into Indostan ; yri the fugitive chief evaded all his 
precaution and with a chnten band, who remained 
faithful in every extremity. Found his way into Lhe 
high country of M aJwa_ The emperor immediately 
directed Abdallah, one of his officers, to pursue him 
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with ten thousand hoise. Lodi, weakened by the 
attacks which heobcounU-rdUll hii march, at length 
found this powerful body pimdog dose behind; 
while JJohumnted Aeqz, his eldest son, had fallen 
lit endeavouring to cover hi* retreat. His troop was) 
reduced to thirty, n cleHcIy hemmed in as to ex. 
dude all hope. Seeing a strong detachment of the 
efiemy advance, be called together these faithful 
followers, and after expressing the warmest gratitude 
for their adherence to him amid do many ad amities, 
begged as a Last favour that they would no longer 
cling to a cause devoted to ruin h hut each seek hia 
own safety. They burst into tears, and declared 
their determination to share bis fate to the Last. 
Lodi silently gave the signal to follow, and spurted 
hi* horse against the enemy. A ball pierced his 
breast, and his thirty gallant companions fell around 
him. Shah Jclian received the tidings wilh un¬ 
bounded exultation* not tempered with the gene¬ 
rous sympathy which wu due ta the valour and 
inisforllines of his fallen rival. 

The emperor, thus secured in the po^^ion of the 
sceptre, added another to the List of princes who, 
Afur seizing it by crimes and violence, wielded it 
with firmness and justice. The sternness of his tarn, 
per was now employed in overawing the haughty 
viceroys, and guarding the people against oppres¬ 
sion. He derived, doubtless, much aid from the 
wise counsels of Ariph Khan and IMmbet, whom, 
amid some paroxysms of jealousy, he continued to 
employ* Sometimes their intercession softened the 
extreme rigour of hii justice* particulariy In the 
jvnftf* of the llajah of Ilundeic&ud + whom he had 
ordered for execution. When Mohabet pleaded for 
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the life of the guilty t hief, the taoiureli not only 
granted it, but restored Kim to hU full dipnitv. At 
ode time, thou e li wholly indifferent to the Mo- 
htuninedan religion, he wm so provoked by the ma¬ 
nifold absurdities of the Hindoo worship, that he 
began to make it nn object of persecution; but, see¬ 
ing the eagerness with, which the people clung to 
their proscribed ritiin), he became sensible of his er¬ 
ror, and resumed the system of toleration which his 
family had been accustomed to extend to Iwith creeds. 

If ud there been a theatre open for foreign con¬ 
quest. Shah Jelmfi would probably have been am. 
bilious of that glory; but the empire was now bo 
extensive, and all its enemies at so great u distance, 
that *uch project must have been carried nn under 
many disadvantages. He led armies, however, into 
the Deccan, and reduced its princes to a still hum¬ 
bler slate of vassalage than before. He also sent 
expeditions against CWlaliar and Balkh, on the 
wefttrm amt north-western frontiers: but the war 
mu waged with difficulty in those remote and 
mountainous region*, while the vigorous rule of the 
Persian princes, Aldus and Sell, rendered it impos¬ 
sible to make any permanent impression in that 
quarter. On the east, indeed, be added to the em¬ 
pire the rude province of Assam,—* precarious ac- 
qukLlloEi nf no vm value. 

To this prinre India is indebted for the most 
splendid and elegant monuments of architecture 
with which it a any where adorned. At New DeJhi, 

residence, and called, from 
himwlf. -Shah Jehanpoor. he erret*d * of 
red gmnite, mnridered by Bishop Heber as one of 
the noblest he ever saw, and mp ,, rigr to tb( . 
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Kremlin at Maseow. The pateway in particular 
is finely orrauKfiled,* The Jumina Masked, too, 
in ihe same c\ty w is a magnificent mosque, not ex¬ 
celled by Any oilier In India. But a]3 his erec¬ 
tions were surpassed by the mausoleum Ailed the 
Taj Malinl, raised at Agra in honour of Noor 


Johan, his favourite queen. It is built of white 
marble, inlaid with prmous stones, mid femw a 
quadrangle of IIX) yards, with a lofty dome 70 fret 
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io diameter rising from the ^ditc- It stands on an 
elcmted fcmace, surrounded by a highly-cultivated 
garden. Tin 1 const ruction it laid to have cost 
f;50,000 ; and ihu Taj Mahal is generally eon- 
^pn*d ihe finest edifice in (1st* empire- 

This rdp flowed on for more than twenty years 
in the most smooth and prosperous tenor. The em¬ 
peror lost his valuable ministers Asipli and Moha, 
bet ; hot he *n$ thereby only induced to apply more 
closely to public business, which lie continued lo 
administer to the entire satisfaction of the nation. 
His felicity seemed crowned fey pmrcsmg four 
soii*. whose smpmpJisbmrnL*. and even rifting fit- 
lid thrill to adorn the throne of the greairal of em¬ 
pires, and lo be the idols of the people The meet 
perfect cordiality reigned between them and their 
hither; he placed them in ronspieuDus situation a. 
which they filled boils honourably and ably. But a* 
they grew lo manhood it was impossible to prevent 
mutual jealous u-s from arising. Each began to eoru 
lem plate in the event of his parent * death a struggle 
for the vacant empire; eadi anticipated on that 
occurrence either a throne or a grove. Dura, the 
favourite of the ajj.-rl monarch, was kept m ar his 
pciion, and for him the succession was destined. 
He was, perhaps, the most amiable of the fttmilv, 
shunning the licentious indulgences Incident to a 
court, and employing his leisure in tiie cultivation 
of letters; but in action he was hast? and impetu- 
OU5 Sqjali. voluptuous, yet mild and also brave 
held the gnverntn^iof Bengal. Morad. magnificent 
proud glaring, delighting in war and danger, cum- 
manded in Guzerot. There was yet a fourth of a 
character very different from that of Ms hrothm. or 
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front 'Flint is usually found in the bosom of royalty. 
Aurengrebe muinuined a pave and reserved de¬ 
portment. ejecting pleasure, acid devoting himself 
to business and public affairs with an intensity like 
that of one who whs* to raiae himself from a low 
condition by hk own exertions. Another feature 
gave a peculiar stamp to hb character and destiny. 
The princes of the house of Akhar hod scarcely 
made even a profession of the Mohammedan faith, 
though it was lealously maintained by their armies 
and great lords. They seem In have viewed reli¬ 
gion itself with n careless indifference, chiefly as a 
subject of philosophical speculation, and ttudions- 
ly avoided making it any ground of distinction 
among the various classes of thdr subjects. Au- 
rengicbe, on the rontrwry* had adopted the Moslem 
creed in all its rigour ; he conformed strictly to its 
observances, and professed htaudf more ambitious 
of the character of a saint and fakir than of a prince* 
He thereby made himself odium to the Indian po¬ 
pulation ; but the Modem chief),, who wielded the 
military power, hailed the appearance of a prince 
that had renounced the scandalous Indifference of 
his anastoftt, and identified himself with them 
upon this important subject Having commanded 
also for a long time the troops in the Deccan, the 
tuaui theatre of war, Aurengxcbe was at the head of 
a bettef-disciplined army, and hod acquired more 
military skill, than any of his brothers. 

This state of things, however painful and alarm¬ 
ing, might have been of long duration, had not a 
sudden and severe illness seised the emperor. He 
continued insensible during several d*3% and no 
hopes were entertained of his recovery. Dara, by his

diredion. immediately assumed the corertimefi^ 

and wlmmi-itmii it as if he were already ^nipe- 

fOf ■ In purtiflilaf^ lie showed a suspicious and. very 
jealous fee) in e towards hia brother*, prohibiting ail 
tommuhie^timi with them, seizing their papers, and 
sending into exile all theomruhs attached u* their 
interest- Thus tie precipitated, and In seme measure 
justified, the hostile measures to which limy vrm 
of themselves hut too much disposed. Kotwith¬ 
standing every precaution they obtained the intel¬ 
ligence of their father's illness, and wife even led 
to suspect that he wi# already dead- They imme¬ 
diately entered upon a line of coruluct, profe^dly 
prompted not by ambition foul by regard for their 
personal safety, Sujih, bi Bengal, first put his 
fcraop* in motion ; turd soon after Momd, m Gatr- 
rutj iTpmmun Seated to Aurrngzebe the recent events 
inviting him to unite in counteracting the obvious 
designs of Danilin which views that ambitious 
prince readily concurred. 


Mwitnne Shut J*h»r, beyond all expectation, 
obtainnl » complete recovery, mid Da™, in the 
1,10,1 duli ^l manner, resided hark into his father's 
hand) the reiru of empire. Tim intelligence w» 
uistamJy conveyed to Sujalt, «,d * hope egress, 
edlhat the meaiurM arhirh he had loken, solely 
m BJitieipaUun of the emperor’* death, would be 
discontinued. But he had Eon* ton ikr r the (t. m . 



im.j.j, j-M-irii, mei, TK>wever ± on 
the Units of the fJanp-s by SolimAji, the »n of 
-trim, * young prince of distinguished talents, be 
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was totally defeated. and obliged to shut himself 
up in the fortress of Mongliir* where he was closely 
invested- Meanwhile the expedition from the south 
a&timed a more formidable character. 

Aiireng^tibe Lost no timout obeying the invitation 
of hii brother, and hastened to join him with all the 
forces he was able to collect. But, conscious that he 
viewed Morrtd also as a rival, and was Likely lu excite 
in his mind a hi mi tar feeling he used every false 
and flattering expression whkh could inspire with 
confidence that naturally open and unMispirioii* 
prince. He professed to consider him as alone fitted 
for Lhe throne of Indostan, and called t* it by the 
desire of the people; m one to whose elevation it 
would be his pride io contribute, though hi* gwti 
wmh was only to find some tranquil retlremeni, 
where he might devote the real of his days to reli¬ 
gious contemplation^ Perhaps there was not an¬ 
other individual Id Indratan, knowing the parties, 
who could have been deceived by sudt language: 
but so great was the vanity ami credulity of Murad, 
that Aun-ngsebe knew he might confidently use it. 
The two princes, with their armies, met on the banks 
of the Ntrbndda, crossed that river, and totally 
defcAtid Jtf&vvint Singh, the Rajpoot chief, w ho, in 
the Krritt of the emperor, commanded a numerous 
body of cavalry- 

Shah Jehnn learned these events with Use deep¬ 
est dismay. Hr aaw the formidable character of 
tltc rebellion, and dreaded that, whatever the issue 
might be, he himself could scarcely fail to Ik crush¬ 
ed- Hu therefore bent all lm power to support 
Dam ; and mm eipirssed a strong wbh to take the 
field along with him, though he was unfortunately 
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peimadcd lo give up his intention. Orders were sent 
to Sol unlit to grant favourable terms to SujaJi, and 
to hasten against the mm dangerous enemy} and 
Dara was strongly advised to await hh am val with * 
large rein fumni c n L That pri nee accordingly placed 
his array h consisting of lGU d OO(l horse* in k Etrong po¬ 
sition along the banka of the Chinubul, command- 
tog the approach to Agra, and covered his camp 
with a powerful line of intrendunenu. When 
the confederate princes advanced, and saw the im¬ 
perial forev thus posted, they felt coml deral.de em¬ 
barrassment MonuL with charaetofislic ardour, 
proposed to as tempt forcing the lines; but this un¬ 
dertaking appeared too hazardous to the cautious 
pruksoe of Aurengiehe, Having obtained infor¬ 
mation of a |hni through the mountains,, bv which 
the enemy's position might be lamrd, mud leaving 
only the appearance of a rump to deceive his adver¬ 
sary ^ he effected his object, and illstanlJy marched 
upon Atra, Dara had then only the alternative 
of abandoning that capita] or of giving little, and 
his ardent spirit impelled him instantly to prefer 
the latter. This engagement, which decided the 
fate of the Mogul empire, it related hy historians 
in a manner very eon fused, and seemingly ranch 
tinged with oriental einf^ralioo. It is asserted 
tliat, after various change* of fortune cm either side, 
the whole of both armies Bed from the field, leav¬ 
ing only a thousand how under Dara, and a hun¬ 
dred under Aurangzebe; ami Ural when theinvader 
had given up all hopes, n retrograde mov ement by 
fits enemy's Hrphant, and the circumstance of that 
mmmandif being induced to disinodnt-, itropk dis¬ 
may Lnlo his troops, and caused his total defeat 
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The following may perhaps be considered as the real 
events which marked this important scene. The 
two principal divisions were commanded by J lured 
and Aurengiebe, and the former, opposed to Dare, 
was attacked with such impetuosity, that notwith¬ 
standing the most strenuous exertions his line was 
broken, he himself w ounded, and his life in danger. 
Aurengzebe, meantime, after a very olMtinate con¬ 
test, completely defeated and put to Sight the force 
to which he was directly opposed; then, wheeling 
round, came to the aid of the other wing, restored 
the battle, and gained a complete victory. 

The confederate armies advanced upon Agra, 
where Morad being, most conveniently for Aurenp- 
tebe, confined with his wounds, the entire command 
devolved open himself. His first care was to send 
an emissary to corrupt the troops of Solimin, in 
which he easily succeeded, or rather they corrupted 
themselves by following the usual Asiatic system 
nf going over to the prosperous party. His ri«i 
anx iety was to obtain possession of his father's person. 
This was a measure both delicate and difficult, for 
the fortified palace in which Shah Jehan resided 
was capable of withstanding a long siege; which, 
pressed by a son against bis parent, a monarch so 
popular and highly respected, would have placed 
him in a verv odious position. It was moot desir¬ 
able, therefore, to effect his purpose by stratagem; 
but he had to deal with on# versnnt in all the wiles 
of policy, and in aJl the forms of human deceit. 
Determining, however, to make the trial, he sent * 
messenger to the emperor, expressing deep regret 
at the situation in which he was placed, assuring 
him that he still retained entire the affection of * 
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son and the loyally of a subject. Shah Jthau 
jjave very slender credit to these professiocis, yet 
he rantnl to temporise* and sent his favourite 
daughter, Jehannra, to visit her brothers* and en¬ 
deavour to ascertain how n Haifa really stood, She 
went first to Morad* who, knowing her to be en*. 
tindy devoted to the interests of D&ra, received her 
with very slender courtesy* The offended princess 
entered her palanquin* nnd was hastening out of the 
emttip when she met Aurenczebe, who saluted her 
with the utmost kindness and respect, complained 
of her having held so little eomm animation with him, 
and prevailed upon her to enter his tent He there 
professed the deepest remorse for the conduct into 
which he had been hurried* and ftb anxiety by any 
means to make reparation. He even expired a 
willingness Id espouse the cause of Dara, were it not 
that It already appeared quite desperate* Jehanara 
was thus induced to lay open oil the resources of that 
prince, arid to name the chiefs who remained still 
attached to turn, disclosing to her brother many 
most important state-secrets* of which he afterwards 
fully availed himself He then declared himself io 
he tmtindy *ati*fied T premising to second all her 
views* and that in two days the emperor would see 
at his feet hi* repentant sou. 

Jehanara hastened to her father wi th thi* joyful 
intelligence. But the monarch did not plow fall 
nltenee on this* praams; yet* believing that 
Aun-ngiet* really intended to pay him a visit, 
he determimd to avail himself of the opportunity 
to *ri®e and secure hts person. He wo* not aware 
Lhat he w*a playing the gome of treachery with one 
who possessed akill superior to his own. Aurengiebe 
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sent nu humble representing that the guilty 

are always timid, — that being scared J 1 able to con¬ 
ceive how crimes such as his could be forgiven* be 
could in no way be reassured* unless bifl J»Jl Mo- 
iuimnn-d were allowed previously, with a small 
guard, to enter the palace. Shall Jibuti was so bent 
oft hia object, and so convinced of Aurengrebe's tin- 
c*rity x that he hesitated not to agree to this strongt- 
proposal. Mohammed entered, who. after being cor¬ 
dially received, stationed his party in a convenient 
situation. His eager eye won discovered a large 
body of troops occupying a very smpidous position. 
He went to the emperor and staled the apprehen¬ 
sion to which this circumstance could not fail to 
give mr 7 observing, that unless these men were 
removed, he must Immediately inform his father, 
who would then probably renounce his Intended 
visit, Shah Jehati, slid credulous, and detertuin- 
ed to make every sacrifice rather than fail in hk 
object, consented that these troop* should quit the 
palace, thus rendering Mohammed and his party its 
real master*. Then indeed it was announced that 
Aunsigiebe! had mounted his horse and was ap, 
praurkbi g with his retin lie. The emperor seated him- 
self on hia throne in the highest eiol taiioa, expecting 
to see the complete accomplishment of his schema 
and hopes. He soon learned, however* that Aureug- 
sebe, instead of entering the presence, had proceeded 
to pay his devotion* at the turnb of ^ikiar lit 11 mo¬ 
narch, considering this as a decided slight to himself, 
indignantly naked Mohammed*Wbni means Au- 
rengiel** by this behaviour?” The other answered, 
v My father new intended to visit the emperor ”— 
** Then why arc you here? " — “ To take charge of 
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die citadel." Shah Jehan saw at once ibe abyss into 
which he had plunged himself, and burst into a tor- 
rent of fruitless inventive and seff-reprtwh, which 
induced his grandson to withdraw. On sober re¬ 
flation the tmiperer sent again for him, suid, paint¬ 
ing the inherits of his own condition, urged the 
most pressing entreaties that the prince would grant 
him hi* liberty, premising in reward even the em¬ 
pire of India, which his influence with the army 
and people would ha ?ufiiciem to secure. Moham¬ 
med appeared to hesitate for & moment, but then, 
liask'fiing out of the apartment p turned a deaf ear 
to every sub^ h quent solidlatfOn+ 

Aurengzebe had now only Mi mid to dispose of, 
and fmen that quarter he had not much to uppity 
bend- This prince, haring recovered of his wounds, 
had repaired to Agra, Bad resumed the comjrumd 
of the army. IT is brother received him with the 
w armest congmtulations, saluted him emperor* and 
declared all his wishes to be now fulfilled, since he 
had suerceebd in mktng so deferring a prince to 
the throne of his an^tonL For himself he wished 
only to perform the pilgrimage to Mecca, on whkb 
ho was intent u the commencement of a life to be 
entirely devoted to religion. Murad, after mxm 
aflWtod opporition, gave bin consent, thinking him¬ 
self too bappv that hit relive should thus volume 
rily remote himself This farce having been success- 
rntly acted* the ruin ofAforad was secretly prepared ; 
and the design soon became so obvious, that even his 
credulous spirit could no longer be deceived, if is 
friends assured him that the preparations for the 
visit to Mm were suflrieni to secure the empire 
India ; that by addre* mid larges** Amnpebe 
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was gaining the affwiima of the soldiery; m&> in 
Abort, that no time wt* to be loot id securing bit 
own safely. Monul, at last undeceived p determined 
to empby against b lb brother lib own weapons of 
treachery* Ik invited him to a splendid banquet 
where every thing ias prepared for his death ; but 
the penetrating eye of Anreogzebe discerning some¬ 
th mg auspicious, he pretended a sudden illness, and 
hastily withdrew, without exciting any suspicion of 
the motive. On the contrary, Morad soon after ac¬ 
cepted his invitation to an entertainment in which 
the finest musicians, and the most beautiful damsels 
that India could afford, had been studiously assem¬ 
bled. The IiohIj laying aside his austerity, invited 
to gayety and indulgence this voluptuous prince, who 
yielded to the seduction, and, after revelling in 
luxury, fell asleep in the tenL He then sent in a 
number of hu devoted partisans, who proceeded to 
bind their victim. The prince awoke, m ade violent 
efforts toextricate himself, calling forhis nrurd, which 
had been taken away- when lib brother* lifting a 
curtain, exclaimed,— w He has no choice hut death 
or submission % despatch him if he n*iitA" Murad* 
after venting loud reproaches, yielded to his fete, and 
was immediately conveyed a prisoner to Agra. 

Aurengzebc, having thus QT fl MC everyob»ude r 
considered it now time H to exalt tbe imperial um¬ 
brella aver hu head/* He felt, Unw fH f consider¬ 
able difficulty Id taking a itep m inrofublriit with 
all hb professions, and especially with that of hii be¬ 
ing entirely devot'd to religious retirement and ab¬ 
straction.. It wad contrived that his friends should 
dune forward to urge upon him the important duty 
of sacrificing hi» we and pious resolution! for the 
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mAiW Eflfld. and of submitting to Ihis panful liecft. 
sitv- due time he allows! himself to be perniod- 
vd. though he adhered so far to his former character 
as lo supprera all the pomp with which the cere¬ 
mony of coronation was usually attended* But 
the Fhimts of the people reached the eara of Ihe 
captive monarch, who felt assured that Bamethiug 
fatal to Mnild f hod been determined- He asked 
Jchanan tn go and inqui re; yel immediately recall¬ 
ed her, Ifsi she should see the head of Dam exposed 
to public view. She, however* soon learned and 
rommutiimteii to hilu the red UrU The unfortu¬ 
nate monarch rose, walked through the room in 
fHf-nttt, ihen fixing Ida eye# on the figure of a crown 
fiH-cpcndod over hi# head, said *— 44 Take away that 
tiauble ret stay, this would he owning the right 
of Aurenczebe.” After standing long invoked in 
thought, he soJd s —“ The new emperor* Jehanam* 
has prematurely mounted the throne. He should 
have addid the murder of a father to the other 
mini's which have raised him m high.” It was now 
announo'd that Mohammed wished to he admitted, 
that he might state the reasons which had induced 
the victor to accept the awn* but the degraded 
monarch indignan tly replied,—“ Fat hers have been 
deposed hy their sons; but it was reserved for 
AurenpieW to insult the mi*fortune? of A parent. 
What motives but his ambition ha* the rebel for 
wiming the empire? To listen to hi#excuses would 
he to acknowledge the justin' of his conduct.” 

Aurengrebe. smarting under remorse and regret 
Ifrr the step to which his hold ambition had irre¬ 
sistibly impelled him, and who had indeed very 
little to say in bis own defence* did not press the 
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tuiwdmrcie explanation. He had now readied ibv 
Mins in it of hu wiflhefi, mud evftl deceived or van¬ 
quished one of the ablest monarchs of the East. Up¬ 
did not therefore push his triumph any farther and 
maintained his father during the n-st of his life, in 
strict confinement indeed, but honoured ami re-

Auumnas was seated on the throne of India j 
but his position could not be considered secure 
while hii brother* Dam and Sujah lived, and 
were at the bead of powerful arrnie*. The funner, 
from his brilliant qualifies, and his designation to 
the empire by Shah Jehan, inspired the greatest ap¬ 
prehension ; and against him the first efforts of the 
new sovereign were directed. Hating withdrawn 
into Lahore, Dara had collected an army mere nu¬ 
merous than that of hi* adversary, but composed 
chiefly of new levies, whom he wu afraid to bring 
into the field against his brother’s veteran forces. 
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He therefore retreated beyond the Indus; hill re¬ 
treat in these e i re li in stances, and with such troops, 
was not leu disastrous than sclusJ defeat- His forev 
gradually melted, away, and he arrived at Tatta 
with only a small lwnd of faithful adherents. 

It would now have Wn the policy of Among- 
tebe to puisne Dara with nut ini-rmiision till he 
fiad completed his destruction ; but be was nee«3- 
jariU - checked by the intelligence ihat his brother 
Sujah, w ith a large force, was advancing front Ben¬ 
gal. He found this rival very strongly posted near 
Allahabad; but, trusting to the valour and liardi. 
hood of his own troops, he resolved to attack him. 
Early it) the day, however, the Rajpoot bauds, who 
had accompanied him only through compulsion, fled 
from the Retd, and even begun to assail his rear ; so 
that the Mogul troops, left alone, were soon very 
hard pressed. The elephant on which Aurengwbe 
rode received ■ severe shock, and fell on its knees ; 
whereupon the emperor drew one foot out of the stir¬ 
rup, preparing to alight,—but, as in an Indian bat¬ 
tle the presence of the monarch on his wur-eJephaat 
is the rallying point round which the army fights, 
■fumla, the virier, called out, " You aw descending 
ftum your throu&" The prince felt the truth and 
importance of the advice, resumed his seat, and even 
caused the feet of the animal to he chained to the 
spot. Thus, eased indeed in strong armour, he re¬ 
mained eipOBcd to the darts and arrows of the 
enemy. His men, encouraged by the gallant «- 
ample of lh«r chief, rallied, and making the most 
desperate efforts, caused their opponent* to give way. 
Shiah, finding his elephant disabled, committed the 
error which hia rival had avoided, and mounted a 
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hotse, The view of the royal elephant, moving 
into the fenT without a rider spread general dismay, 
which ended in si total rmii \ and the prints found 
present safety only by throwing himself into the 
strong fbrln*» of Monghir, 

Aurengwbe was again obliged to allow some res¬ 
pite to a viuiqniihrd adversary; for Dara, after 
rent'll ] ng T*tta, reerwed the Inthtt, and proceeded 
through the great desert into the proving of (iu/e- 
rai. There he prevailed upon the governor, whose 
daughter had been married to Monwl, to espouse his 
const; and having raised a ctmaiderahle army, he 
advrinrtid into RnjpNtana, and in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Ajmerr, its capital, in Iren eh ed himself in 
a position of extraordinary stirngtlL Auren glebe, 
on hastening thither* saw with disomy the eotu- 
mnodtng ground on which his brother had encamp¬ 
ed He enJwratned, by presenting hia mnuy in 
order of battle, and even by studied insults, to pm- 
^ke the proud I>ara to come forth and fight ; hut 
the pritlrt- had the prudence to decline these chal- 
lengi'4 The emperor, however, always fertile in 
siratflizem, dt-rised a new scheme. Having in hii 
^ chiefs who bad tkvn mainlv instru¬ 
mental in gaining over the army of Dam p * &qn fc Sc^ 
limin, he emitted them to wri te m lottos to the feutw 
curing hint That they had been induced only by 
imperious draimilM^s to formke hii c*u^ which 
they were anxious again to embrace ; and that if he

rity. The gute was opened at the appointed time ; 
Uie diieb rushed LB, and were *oou followed by the 
whole imperial Bfffly. Dum, Luo late, nndccti ved f 
attempted still a gallant, though vain resistances 
being totally routed, and obliged to fly with a very 
email remnant of hi* troops He bent bb way to 
the capital of Gu^enit, hoping there Up hud an asy¬ 
lum ; but the governor refused him admittance. 
A bund of MahruUas, his sole remaining troops, see¬ 
ing hi* fortune lust. p took the opportunity to plunder 
the camp. Leaving nothing except wlial was conceal¬ 
ed in the teuu of the wunieii- Dam W&# then com¬ 
pelled to undertake, without any preparation* a 
march norm the desert* in a plight still more miser¬ 
able than that in which the same diiastrons jour 
nev had been performed by hk ancestor llumaiuoft- 
Amid the borrm of hiiigue and thirst, beneath a 
burning sun, a number of lib (kithful followers suc- 
ctswvdj lay down and expired- At the head of a 
few survivors lie reached Tmlta, and might thence 
have pushed on into Persia, where he would pm- 
hsihly have been well received; but mi this crisis 
Niwiim Batta, his favourite wife, was at the point 
of death, and he could mi endure the thought of 
tearing this beloved object to expire amid strangers. 
He nought the hospitality of Jihon Khan, a neigh¬ 
bouring ruler; but this was another of his rash acts. 
Jthon was a violent and bloody chief, who, after 
being twke condemned to death by Shah Jcb.ui, had 
been pardoned at the prince a intei wasion - Sum had 
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indeed the melancholy satisfaction of paying the last 
duties to his sultana; but, un attempting to depart, 
(bund Inmscjf surrounded by a body of troops, who 
delivered him to Kh&n Johan, the imperial general, 
thee in dose pursuit of him. The prince, when be 
saw his fait- inevitable, assumed a demeanour of 
majestic fortitude, and maintained during the whole 
journey a calm dignity, soothing his grief by verses 
composed by himself on his own eventful history. 
He was led through Delhi miserably equipped and 
almost in mgs. But Aurengrebe had miscalculated 
the effect of this exhibition. The multitude 1 , when 
they Iwhi-ld their once noble and pliant ruler Jed 
to death under drvumsiaiieiM » fearfully changed, 
and beside him bis son, a spirited and graceful hov, 
over whom » dart a (ate impended, were seized 
with the deepest sympathy, and melted into tears, 
mingled with curses against the tyrant. Jshon, the 
betrayer, was killed on his way home, while Delhi 
tivtusd on tlie eve of insurrection. The emperor felt 
that he must hasten to close the tragedy. A hand if 
amassina wm- introduced in the night, beneath wh«c 
blows the unfortunate prince fell after a desperate 
resistance; and, through the address of the monarch 
the commotion ld the capital quickly suhiided 
Aurenpcbe had now only to dispose of Sujah 
who, under favour of this diversion, had rallied Jus 
bwk. n forces. But to little apprehension wb Ml 
in that quarter, it was thought to detach 

agmnri hm. Pnn« Muhammed and Jumla the 
vtmer. Thu expedition, however, received n striking 
interest front a very unexpectwi and moving incident 
Mohammed had been early fetraUied to a ^ gh . 
ter of Sujab, for whom he had cornered ft a J 
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attachment; and, though in the late tumult of 
events lie had forgotten this youthful impression t 
a letter wtiicli the princess* id concert with her 
Tather* now wrote to him, led to a revive) of all 
his tenderness. He determined to quit the army, 
and espouse the cause of his unde. It does not seem 
improbable that he cherished some secret Intention 
of imitating the example of Aurerrgzebe himself, by 
fighting hi* way to the empire* Being highly elated 
with the part he performed in the late revolution* and 
the olTer made to him by his grandfather he had 
often been heard to boast that it was he who placed 
the crown on hia father's head* He fondly flat¬ 
tered himself that the army would follow hia ex¬ 
ample, which, when combined with that of dujah, 
would compose a force m overwhelming as to defy 
ail resistance. He embarked on the (ranges, as if 
upon a party of pleasure, and returned not The 
troops, on discovering hii intention, were at first 
greatly agitated; but the prudence and vigour of 
Junipreserved their attachment to Aun-rigicbe a 
and prevented any desertion. Sujah received im 
illustrious relative with the highest di*tiiu-tioA j 
and, the nuptials having been celebrated with great 
pomp* he led out his army and offered battle, Mo- 
hammed placed himself in the foremost line, and 
when he saw the flower of the opposing cavalry 
bear down upon him, vainly imagined that they 
came to join his standard- Bnt their fierce onset 
soon undeceived him. Both he and Sojah be¬ 
haved with the greatest valour ? though the effemi¬ 
nate troops of Bengal could not withstand the 
veteran forces led by Jnmla, who gained a com¬ 
plete victory. Mohammed's situation was now

deeply distressing, and the art* of lbs father ren¬ 
dered it AipmU. 1 , Aurer^rt'he wrote a letter, 
addressed to him as if in answer to one from 
himself, treating of a plan for deserting the cause 
of his father-in-law. It wu so anunged that this 
letter fell into the hands of Sujuh, who thereupon 
conreiveil suspicions which die must solemn pro¬ 
testations of jUthtnuuid could not remove. f*iti 
violence was indeed offered to him ; but he was in¬ 
formed that he and his wife must deport from Bengal. 
All India being now under the *wnv of the relent, 
leas Aurengu-he, the prince had, no resource but to 
throw bimvlf upon the merey of one who never 
trusted those dial had ann> deceived him. Md- 
hunmet! was immediately arrested and, tent to the 


strung fortress of liwalior, where he pitied mwav thy 
remainder of his life, which terminated in seven 
y-*"- Sn i* h into Atnrm, where, betrayed hv 
the rajah, he and all his family iremked. -Soli mall, 
the ton of Dan. was taken prisoner among the 
Hiinmaleh mountain,, where he Imd sought refuse 
and thus Aurengnrbr wu left without a rival ^ J 
Siiah Jehau survived for eight y^r, the lots of 
empire : and it may be mentioned, to the credit of 
hi, ambitious an, and as some palliation of hh 
crimd. that he treated the captive sovereign with the 
utmost respect and even delicacy, compatible with 
the condition of being dethroned and immured He 
erea tolerated Ur- violent talli* of pride and indiena- 
ton to which hu unfortunate parent gave veaL Au- 
renpebt-renl loaolici. the daughter of Da™ in mar- 

ho ^ by this «««M^iun 10 
rtMOgthen his family inlemt with the nobles. Both 
Shah Jrhui and bw daughter Jrhanira received this 
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proposal with the deepest resentment. Th& former 
returnfor ra\± wlt t that the indolence of the empe¬ 
ror wbi equal to bis guilt - and tin- young princess 
herself kept a concealed dagger, dedtring iliat ihe 
would rather dit- o hundred time* than give her 
hand to the son of her frith t-r's murderer. All (his wns 
reported to A nrengzebe, who quietly desisted from his 
soUciution. At another lime he made a truest to 
his father for tome of the imperial jewda^whidt weft 1 
deemed necessary M> adorn his throne. Slmh Jehan 
replied, that the hammers were ready to pound them 
into dim, if he should ever at tempt in enforce inch a 
demand,. The empt-mr exclaimed," Let him keep hh 
Jewels, nay, Jet him command all those of Aiinrng- 
^ebe.’ 1 The old monarch was so much affected by 
this moderation, that he sent a number of them, ac¬ 
companied with a tetter, in which he said ,— £( Take 
these, which I am destined lo utk: no more*—Wear 
them with dignity, and by your own Miami make 
some amends to your family for their misfortimi^' 
AiMgK'be hurst into tears, which appeared to be 
sincere. In short, by habitual raped and forbear¬ 
ance, and by even asking advice on critical occasion 
he succeeded, not indeed in reconciling the fid ten mo- 
nurds to his Jale, hut in reviving a certain □ivasiirc 
of MendJy intercourse. On receiving intelligence 
that hk end was apfrraehjng, he did nut. indeed, 
venture into his prese nce, hut scut his nun iSbah AL 
Lum, who, however, arrived too kte* The emperor 
then exhibited erary mark of umlissumbEed grief* 
and hastened to effect a reconciliation with his sister 
Jchnnant, who had hitherto remained devotedly at¬ 
tach id to her unfortunate father. 

Atuvng&ebe coubnoed many years la occupy the 
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throne of the Mogul durum ion, which, under him, ii- 
urisriid to it* greitotextent, and its highest glory. 
k , f ^ had added to it the kingdoms of the Iheean, it 
included nearly the whole peninsula of India , with 
the neighbouring regions of Galml and Assam,—* 
territories, the population am1 w ealth of which ptt^ 
foablv exceeded those of the Roman empire during 
its most flourishing prknl The revenues amount¬ 
ed to 32 millions sterling, which, though inferior 
to the immense income of sortie modem Euro- 
(M-cm staid, was then probably unexampled His 
internal administration seems to have been dr- 
tided l v superior to that of him inimednifce predeftg- 
Bars. * Amid the somewhat ostentatious dbplay 
and match less splendour of his court, his per- 
gulial conduct remained pure and even austere; he 
neither allowed to himself, nor permitted in hb 
court, any species of disorder or licentiou&nm 
Early in the morning he was seated in the hall 
of justice, weresaible to th e in cane* t of hb subjects;, 
ri pd mrteffpg the law with the strictest impa?, 
bality, redressing their wrongs, and even relieving 
their sufferings by hb bounty. India, therefore, 
under his long feign, apparently enjoyed all the 
happiness of which a country b susceptible in a 
state of subjection to the despotic power of a foreign 
prince. Indeed, were we to place implicit reliance 
in thi ( 31 iphainIndian historians, and in She Eng. 
lish w-ritrn who copy their narratives, we should 
imagine the period from the accession of Akbwr to 
the d«wth of Aurengstebe to have been for India an 
age of gold, an era of felicity unparalleled 

in the history of mankind. It b not indeed to be 
denied, that during all this lime the central regicum 
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enjoyed ft considerable measure of pewee and prospe* 
rity; for the civil ware, though frequent and some¬ 
times tragical, were usually decided in a single bat. 
tie, md were not accompanied with extensive deso¬ 
lation- On looking narrowly into the subject, how- 
eve r s we shall find reason to suspect that the picture 
la too flattering, and that the empire during all this 
prim! groaned under many of the evils incident to 
a violent and arbitrary rule. The very (act that, at 
the time when Britain succeeded to this vast inhe¬ 
ritance, the class of cultivator! were nil sunk into 
such abject poverty, that it was scarcely possible to 
discover by what tenure the land hod been originally 
held, seems to invalidate the testimony of those his¬ 
torical eulogists. 

It was during the reign of Aurviigxebe that Ber¬ 
nier, an in tell igent and re Electing travel lef 7 .sp j n t some 
years in India, and applied himself w ith diligence to 
investigate? the state of the Mogul government alld 
empire- The description he gives is that of u country 
going to ruin, rather than of one flourishing tinder 
a just and impartial government H* 1 observes, that 
supposing the sovereign inclined (o enforce justice, 
he might perhaps succeed within his own im¬ 
mediate circle, in Delhi, Agra, and the date vici¬ 
nity of Huh capitals ; but in the provinces wad 
remote districts the people have no adequate pro¬ 
tection from the rapacity of the governors, who 
rule with arbitrary power, and whom lie charac¬ 
terizes os " men lit for ruining a world-* This was 
confirmed by the mean gori> T and the anxiety to 
assume the semblance of poverty, which prevailed 
even among those whom other circumstances proved 
Lo be ptttttssed of exorbitant wealth. The people 
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could appeal to na court c>f jii»ii<^>, no admlm&iratwi 
of the law.no independent tribunals. The monarch 
himself could oil I to hi* si.-mre no men endowed 
with honourable principle, inspired with feeling* 
of genuine loyalty or identifying their gEory with 
lbiit of ihtflr prince* These fimetioaari^ were ge- 
ucm% “ own of nothing, alav^ ignorant and bru¬ 


tal? raised from the dust. and nttuiriui: always 
the quality and temper of beggar*/' The i-nly ob¬ 
ject of those intrusted with any power to anna 
wealth during t lie short and precarious (enure of ihrir 
possess kou h regardless if afterwards Uw whole state 
should fall into ruin. 

Even as til the feelings of justice and regard to the 
rights of their subjects. which are said to have duu 
racterktd this dynasty, Bernier mentions several 
particular, which, agreeing in a nemarkabEe man 
ner with th«* reported by Hawkins and Roe 
lead K> threw gnat doubt upon the pncttSlk* of 
nptivfi wrilcx*. Anecdote, (rvui of a «mcwhu k.

J d™ of the general character of that justice which 
oriental writers an- pleased to ascribe to him. 

The other anecdote is of a still more odd descrip, 
lion. There were in Delhi a class of female* called 
Keneheny, who, though of somewhat doubtful re¬ 
putation, were not altogether abandoned, and were 
allowed to contribute lo the amusement of Otis 
very gay lourn A French phyrician T named Ber- 
nard r then re-si deni at DdU, endeavoured to oh- 
lain a young damsel of this class as In* mistre^ * but 
her mother, probably from motives of prudence 
opposed the connexion. The medlar mm, how¬ 
ever, having gone in the evening to wait uptm 
the Emperor Jchangire, and being about lo receive 
a present ill return for a cure which he had effected 
in the seraglio, pin ted to the Kencheny, who hap¬ 
pened lo be among Use multitude paying her sourt 
to the prince, and besought, in place of anv other 
gift, that she might be bestowed upon him. His 
majesty burst into a lit of laughter, and called out, 

" Lay her on his shoulders, and let him carry her 
away/'—“ So said, so done/ 1 The young lad vnt 
pnmediaidy given up to him. and Bernard departed 
laden with dies unlawful booty. 

Bernier was among the first lo dispel the impress, 
Sion which prevailed in Europe of tticmighivajid un. 
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mnqiaef&hk*fim«5 engaged in Mogul warfare, Even 
the numlnn had lieen gruiLly exaggerated. The 
only efficient department wu the cavalry, of which 
the porlictn immediately attached to tbr monarch's 
radaoffi did not exceed35 or 40,000, nor was it sup* 
po^wi that thy whole under his command could 
much ejcftfd 300,000; The infantry including the 
artillery statkuwd at the capital, might amount to 
15,000. The inn turn: mbit- boats of fuot-tftliUen, 
said to compose the Mogul army, romUtcd chiefly 
of servants, viduaHers, foragers, and others, who 
followed in its train, conveying tents, and sup. 
plying provUioiu, cattle, and every thing wanted 
for the men and officers. This altendance was m 
numerous that, when the imperial army marched, 
all Delhi and Agra might he described as pn^ivling 
■Jons; with it; and, indewUhae cities could becunsL 
dend aa little more than standing tamps ■ whiJe the 
(am{» 9 on the other hand, with their streets of teste 
and regular mariceu, might be viewed as moving 
mtiew-Stall lower was Bernier's atinute of thwimu 
hty of tli+Tso trtiopi. Ofc*s f it j s tmej they fought 
with great bmvrry; but, being destitute of all dis- 
opline, they were frequently struck with panic, and 
then they t*™™ altogother inapable of command- 
He waa pontudvd that a fan of 2l> w 25,00a men, 
led by a t ond* or a Toreimc, would easily trample

tango! Pcreta, the mmt perful warlike 
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in Am, Dow f from tlit j Persian historians, rcpre- 
soiil4 this rupture between these two mighty poten¬ 
tates! to Jrnvi? arisen from the error of a secretary* 
who addressed & letter, u Fn.nu the emperor of the 
world to the Hitter of Pereiiu" On receiving the 
eputlc ihu* addressed, Abbas, it is said, reject¬ 
ed all explanation and apology, mid instantly pre- 
pur rd for war. Such a mistake seems not very 
probable, much left* that a monarch m distinguish¬ 
ed for talent and polity, and now of mature age, 
should have engaged in so formidable a contest on 
a ground so trivial. Pebbly he might use it at 
a pretext; and, seeing the throne of India filled 
by a prince ml yet firmly seated P and odious by 
the steps which Jiad led to his elevation, might 
coiiorive the hop of making this important addi¬ 
tion to his dominions, filany circumstance con¬ 
spired to favour lib expectations Of the great out- 
rihs aL the court of Delhi a number were of Per* 
siau extraction ; many also, of Patau or Afghan orb 
gin, looked lack with regret to the period when 
princes of their nation mi on the imperial throne. 
Aurercgsebt* had room to suspect that Abbas wm seek¬ 
ing to open a commutiiniiiun with the Persian chiefs 
In his service, and war even attempting to seduce 
the vider, who was of that descent. He felt himself 
in a veiy deHcate situation; for this body was au 
numerous and powerful, that to drive them into 
open hostility might have rendered hit position ftlill 
morc critical. The viiitr and the other nobles, flow¬ 
er* Hrantfodj denied the charge ; and the whole 
affair was amiiwbly adjusted. The emperor* not- 
withstandiDg» continued to fed the utmost anxiety 
till be w as relieved by tbe intelligence that Abbas, in 
vol. I* * 
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cotte^u.iice of a negkcted illness, hid expired in his 
ramp on the frontier, 8efl, his grandson and siirt^ 
*ar ± looking forward wilh nftxteEytoihcscenes of dis¬ 
order wludh usually fallow a TWfcncy in an c^u-m 
thronr, Mi no inclination lo emburmsa hjm^t lf far¬ 
ther by a foreign war, and rt^aclily roodtided a treaty. 

We must not omit it* mention a ridiculous ind- 
dent t by which Aiuenpehe wtm expend to great 
danger. An old fctnsiU? devotee, calk'd Biitamia, 
in the Hajpool territory of Mirwtr, having by her 
bounty * eoiktied araund her a number of fakir# and 
other Hindoo sbctarits, formed ihnn m length into 
a aoTt of army* with which she defraud the rajah 
and wrae inferior officer*. Having at length assem¬ 
bled ii force amounting to twenty thousand, she 
marched ttfwn the imperial city. Superstitious tenor 
pfrpomi ihc way for h- r victories ; for U WHS he- 
ilim ihe prepared a mm, contptiaed rtf ihe 
(notl horrid iogwdicnia, which tendered her fullow- 
rn t ^‘-‘ d*v uf foacili- invisible, and eaiuequettlly 
irresistiWt Having nmde their way Tictofomly 
alm.nt m the CTiw ( ,r Ajjtb, they looked on them- 
wives tu master* of the empire, and proclaimed their 
leader (Juirn of Indio. Auren^ii-W was jeriouslv 
aUrtm-d <*n Undine even his own troop* itntr'fc with, 
*®i-. a nd that it would he vain [o roui- n<! against

singular adienurfet. Thdrlwintr thtudjfpd. 
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led; and (he superiority of their arms soon 6nUa) 
them completely to rout the Fakir host, which was 
almost eulirely cut to pieces. 

The reign of this emperor w^ sgain disturbed by 
an insurrection in CaLuh where lie mm ndticed the 
open country, though he wisely deviated from iht 
attempt to deprive the inhahibuHs of thdr rude in, 
dependence* Hilt the grand object of hi* ambit Lon 
wag to effect the final subjugation of the Deccan 
kingdoms of Goloonda and Bejapore, which, ab 
though their Force had indeed been broken by re¬ 
pealed victories gained by his predecessors, and even 
hy himself prev ious to his accession, still retained a 
considerable diare of power. 

Various cuvmrencfci and dissensions prevented 
this rapeditiem from Whig renkd Into effect till 
die year UiM> the twenty-eighth of AunspeW 
when the whole imperial force marched by three di- 
pm- lions into the Deccan, Opmiiona were begun by 
Shfth All tun, the heir-apparen^ who laid *jVge to 
Golconda, The king solicited peace on very bum- 
life terms, which the invader granted, that he might 
tun* his whole force against Bejapore. This nilbn 
made a m<X* obstinate resistance; but aftorwarifr. 
die troops bring jnduwl by treachery to dtesert, the 
dtj wil 4 doeely invested, and at length compelled by 
famine to capitulaie. Secunder Add Shah, the la.it 
of a long line of povrerfla) princes, bttTtme a captive 
in ihr harnU of the eiuptm- 'File victor forthwith 
lumed his arms to complete the conquest of Golcnn- 
da; when his son Shah All urn, by remonstrating 
against this breach of frith, incurred his re«tmflit, 
and was thrown into pmom Thnt d(j f titer a siege 
of seven months, was taken by treachery ; its king. 
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A\m Horaem* after bc-ing treated with the utmost 
indignity, terminated in eonfinumenl another great 
and powerful race of tnonarclis, 

Eut an event which influenced the whole reign 
of Aurcnjpebc is *tUl to he mentioned. This ^ 
the rise of the MahmlU poaw, which, from small 
wipnin^., was one day to subvert the proud fabric 
of the Mogul erripine, and even dispute with Britain 
ihi jupfenm^y of Imi^tati. The north-w ustem part 
of peninsular India compose* the territory of Mt- 
harashtra, whirh s according to Mr Grant Duff, in¬ 
cludes a surface of 102,000 square miles, and a pa¬ 
pulation of about six million*. it is traversed by 
tranche* of tbe Ghauts and Vyndhi* mountain*, 
and Dunprisct l*W portions of the province* of 
Mliw&r Candessh, Atumrgabndj and Bojeporc. The 
ta^rs a very different aspect from ihe eiteu* 
a | Tl . plains of the Deccan and of Indmtan Proper 
It in elevated* rugged, diversified with bleak tyhle- 
Latidjj and broken by numerous stream $ and tor* 
n-iti 5 r Being throughout unfit for the action of 
^ii-avy cavalry, in which the strength of the Mogul 
armies consisted h it could be red urn! only to very 
imperfect subjection. All the hills and fastness 
wen 1 occupiifd by petty chieftains, who paid a mere 
outward homage to the imperial throne or the 
kingdom of Brjaportv A mid the constant wars, 
however, of the Mohammedan nations with one an¬ 
other, and the disputed Buccraicrw of the rreal 
empire, opportunity were afforded to a leader of 
daring and comprehensive mind to erect them into 
a powerful and Lndi'pendt-nt coin m unity. Such a 
person was Sevajce. the founder of the Mitral ta 
dynasty- 
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Tim hero, though lie began with slender resour¬ 
ce wad by no means of ignoble descent* His greit- 
grandfather, Babjee llhoDslaj, was a sod of the ftaim 
of Oodipoor* whose blood id considered the liigheil 
arid purest in all liidosfan, but hi# mother was 
a woman of inferior cute ; and the slain thus 
immured induced him to quit his native country, 
and seek em payment and diitlnclioti in oilier 
etmrLs. Having fi ’-n to eminence m die service 
of a rajah in the ternary nf Cajidebh, he ob- 
taindl a zemindary near PoonaJi, then only a vil¬ 
lage* but which the prosperity of his family raised 
afhr wards into a great capi!:il His Win Malojec 
acquired cektofUj under a Mahmlt* chief, when? 
daughter he obtained in marring!' for lib son Shall] tv. 
Xhh la^i having quarrelled with his father-in-law, 
enter'd the unny of the Kui£ \*f Bejapure, and was 
ployed In Tanjore and the Carnatic* While 
gen ing in thtt southern quarter, he left hU son Se- 
vtijee at Poonah with his inoihrf, under the tuition 
of Dadajee Konedefl, who *mtjb» to h*v.> Mtwed 
Very gn»t pains in training the future warrior. 
Me Initiated him, not indeed in letters, which an. 
despised by these niouriiaimvis, hut in military ex- 
era**, in national brjjeniU and poetry, and in a 
veneration (or tin: Hindoo faith and oWr- 
voxmi-»- At the age of seventeen, w:« im- 

wlltd by bis ilnrinj; spirit U) military enterprise j 
he collected a bond of Mmruhws, lUHim of the 
neighbouring ghaw, and murmured that ambi¬ 
guous profession of * warrior mid a iflfcbef, which 
S« pursued by tile hftlf-civiW tribes of Asia, 
Heavy eomplaintsirere lodged with Dsdnjw onw- 
tuuni of th^e esploilK of hi* P“pi>. whkh 
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he felt himself feotmd to Mie the moat .w]™tn rc- 
monstruftcvs, though he i* at Leg-id to have secretly eft™ 
remitted the youth ft* pereevejv in his pursuits for 
which ho saw him eminently tiu&Hfied ; foresting, 
probably* in some degree* the gre*4ness to which 
such tin iidventurou* life would conduct him. 

Serajee ntt'ordiftgly fid lowed his daring course; 
and obtaining possesion of the alniM inaccessible 
castle of Toma, gave Use first alarm to the King of 
fUjnporv, whom, bowcve^ he conciliate by the pro* 
misc of a 11 increased tribute* As he continued to 
seire or erect fort after fort, the king not only re¬ 
doubled hll rvmonstranri-s, I nit also appealed to Sfiulu 
jne r the father of the youth, whom he first threatened 
and then imprisoned, disregarding all his protesta- 
Liam that he neiihiT knew nor approved of hi* sen's 
promdlnsj* Sovajee ™ u the divider 

in which In had involved his parent; yet, very un„ 
w illing to iffect liis release by a change of system, 
he bethought himself of sui application to Shah Je- 
han, whose vassal he professed himself, and by whrtge 
powerful iniem^hiTi the tfclmww of Shahjee 
wav in fact tibtainfd. When Aurengx* he came m 
mak. w ar against Ibjapore, Seva}ec rontimud to 
repn^’ftt himself as m ally of the Mocml, and 
Iivtice, w even hi« neuiadity was of impomoce at 
» eventful a period, he whs allowed in n uin un- 
nvAitlri all bis |m^flsknia. But, u ootrn as he 
®w these two great monardins fully occupied in 
iheir ^nguioarr emiEest, he hesitated out to ^ 
plunder and territory from either, m opportunity of- 
ferni. At length Aurengzebf suspended hwtiJkha, 
that he mirht pftnmrte those ambitious schema 
w bn h sisutd in his elevation to the thnmv of Inikis-

on tiro force to effect his destruction; ami he boldly 
determined to feeo the- storm with llnr combined 
power of arms Uid stratagem. 

The army of Bejoporr, under thr command of 
Afaotil or Abdul Khan, a bailer of distinction, 
advanced against ibis darinp fm?booter r in full tmu 
Ijdt'itt'i: of speedily subduliiij hilts. Sevajce, find- 
inn it necessary to ply all his arts, gave intimation 
that he bad resolved to submit, but dreaded to 
place himself in the power of m enemy flo justly 
offeuded. He therefore prevailed ujwu his adver¬ 
sary to arrange a meeting in which each party 
should come With one aturidam only. In rontem- 
pfithm of thii interview, Setojee fd]ed tin- woods 
in front of his ensile with armed men in ambush, 
put oil a complete mi it of dsaiiujircnmir under hurot 
ton mbe 7 ft* well ns n steel cap, and concealed m Jiis 
doting ft dagger and olher dead ]y weapons. He had 
soon the satisfaction to discover Afoul Khan nd- 
vnjidxiff with iin escort of J 500 men* whom he 
left at some disUnce, and came io the appointed 
spit with a single follower, Sevajee m» antinie had 
pshtned the most solemn feligkms renHnoEiits, 
ami In-mj Light his nielherl blt-ssing, like one going 
forth on some dwt of glorious peril.

occasion taportioular to poetess himself ofLheOojican, 
called by the ancients the Pirate Coast, and became 
masu-r of its key, the si ran fortress of Panalia, 
which, by enabling him to equip* fleet, gnatiy aug¬ 
mented his means both of conquest and plunder. 
The Kins of Bjapcre ncniiH his form, and sent 
expeditions against this rebel chief, which 
reduced him indeed to gnat extremities; hut hfi al¬ 
ways extricated binm'lf, and at last concluded a 
peace that left in his possession an extensive range 
of mountain-territory, with an artnv of 50,IX)0 foot 
and "ixXI liorse. 

Aurenpcb* metmiime, hy aril war and treason 
had attained the undisturbed poasmionofthe Mogul 
throw ; ami be now mol red to make himself wat- 
plcto rnwier of India. Fur this purpose it was ne«s_ 
sary to put down the rising p^w.r of Sevajec which 
was assuming « formidable an attitude. He de 

tWls formidable army under 

SJmata &hm f an uninih high in lila confidence Tin; 
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new general carried on operations for some time with 
great success reduced many forts, mduding Poo- 
nah, the origmid seal of the military adventurer, 
who, in this extremity^ had recourse to one of his bold 
expinitii. Moving ^>!ei'ted n small hand of resolute 
soldiers, he tibtailMd admittance, favoured as wan 
expected by the jealousy of a Mogul chief, into the 
resid cnee of ShaLn ta, The omiImi la wiill pick-oxcs 
forced their way into the cook-room, whence they 
rushed into the interior of the house with such fury 
that the omrah had scarcely time to leap out at * 
window ; in effecting which he was wounded, and 
had one of hk fingers cut off, His son was hilled : 
and tie himself was so affected by tills disaster, and 
HI Jed with * nrh a degree ofjwUrBiy of his own offi¬ 
cers* that hr solicited hk recall ; after whlrb the ini* 
IiUtt tipmUtiUfl against the Mnhrattas for some time 
languished. 

this interval was improved by their active chief 
for the aceomplishtncntofoneof his most adventurous 
Ufid^rta kin£s P —the plundering of Surat, at this time 
the greatest emporium of India, and perhaps the 
richest city in the world. Confident in its greatness 
and wealth* the citizens seem lo have fraud secure, 
baling only surrounded it with a alight eaitheii mil 
Incapable of even retarding the intrepid bands of 
gevttjee.

Sevajee being: apprised, he made overtime for her 
haiiidj which were rejected l>y the Mogul with the 
deepest indignation ; Inal more diligent inquirers 
regard thii lender interlude as altogether apocryphal. 
At ll) event!, the Mnhralla chief saw himself a rldsc^ 
IV-watched and UBhonoured captive, in didipd^of 
one whose wiles were ^ deep as his own, AH bis 
invention. therefore, was on the mdk to effect his 
escape. Having lolled the suspicions of his 
trrt bv cmmterfehillg a degree of raadiii !^, he con¬ 
trived to have himself and his Son placed la two large 
boskets that had been employed for carrying lwed- 
meats, and was conveyed to a spot oulaide the cily. 
Here, mounting in disguise a miserable horse, he 
travelled onward without suspicion in Muttra, and 
thence to Benares and Jug^-maut. taking this oc¬ 
casion to visit these holy seats of pilgrimage. From 
the latter hr went round by Jlydmbad* and at length 
found himself amid hU native hills, w ith his fierce 
and gallant followers rallying around him. 

Stvajn now resumed his predatory and victo¬ 
rious career, w hich placed him In a Mate ol avowed 
warfare with the Mogul; but Aim ug^ebe, disgust- 
€d, perhaps w ith the manner in which he had been 
overreached, rju { occupied with the arms of Persia 
and tli-r- insurrection of the Patan^ did not for a long 
time direct his attention to lilts marauder, who 
merely pillaged a rude district of his domimomL 
The Mahmlia prince according)J extended his m- 
Tageialmwt undiit orbed along the western «»§*; he 
R^ain plundered Sur»t> and uu a third ocraakn. 
though he did not enter, be levied a large coiUribu- 
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lion. In the of ftajoptire, he robbed the Eng¬ 
lish factory of 10*000 ptgodsi, which > however, were 
afterward* repaid. Stngurh, m almost mmvt^sibli 1 
hill-fori, had bt**n wrested from him by famine dur¬ 
ing his tale dUtflcra; but a thousand of his daring 
MawuJees, mounting at the highest jN>in,t by a ladder 
of popes, carried the place sword m bund. Imme* 
diaiely on fab return lie had assumed the titles of 
rotmlty, and caused coins to be struck with hte 
nunc. He now determined to satisfy lib pride and 
da^lo his followers by a formal coronation, model- 
M upon that of the Mogul* in w hich the weighing 
agninst $ old. and other pompous and childish eerv- 
nicmics, were not omitled. Gifts loan minimise v*_ 
lng T In •stowed on Brain ins. gave lustre to ihk m well 
as io other high political festivals. 

In the year after hh coronation SfcYajee wia 
seized with an illness which run fined him eight 
month*; after which he resumed hb warlike ope¬ 
rations on a more extended scale than ever, (Jul- 
cOftda P almost a i the opposite side of the penku 
suU, and considered far beyond his reach, Raw itself 
suddenly mimiunded by upward* of 11,000 Mah- 
ralta horse, m ho rushed to the assault so suddenly 
os lo leave no time to put the city in any posture of 
defence. An immense nm>um was paid to save it 
from plunder; and Sevmjce. having entered at the 
head of a Urge body of followers, held an audience 
on quite on equal footing with its great and po. 
lifjit matigL He even appears, witinot nkii- 
m P*rt of hk claim of to haw Fonn- 

ed an alfkntr for common defence agoiiul the 
MoetuI, He penetrated next year acms the h r- 
nloneo of Bejapm into tile Carnap which afford- 
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ed an entirely new scene of conquest. Me made 
himself master of Gingee, VeMbre, and other strung 
plao-g, in the name of the King of Golnooda. but 
carefully garrisoned them with his own troops; 
then pushed hi* victories to the neigh lioilf hood 
of Madras on one side, and of Senayppataoi on 
the other. After IliA return h# alarmed and had 
nearly obtained possession of Bombay ; hut having 
to encounter Dilleer Khan, the Mogul general, to 
whom Sambajee, his soti, with the usual treachery 
ef Indian princes, bad deserted* he sustained a de¬ 
feat, and wmi obliged to retreat to Ravree, hu capi¬ 
tal Afterwards, Swing rctfmciftd to his ®in B lie set 
out. ami making ait immense circuit, seized near 
BitrhHiipMjr a large convoy bringing treasure to the 
imperial army. lie returned rapidly and safely 
to his metropolis; but the extreme fatigue of this 
journey, joined to what he had endured in w many 
other expeditions* rau-ied an in ^animation |q jJh* 
lung^, which Ttr^H lib life on the otJi April, 
168# a at the age of fifty-three. On rewiring ifa? 
tiding Aureng-iebo b said to haw shown exlraor- 
dinary mart* of exultation ; having at the same time 
the magnanimity to bear witness to the great ta^ 
lents by which, while he himself had been employed 
in subverting oil the indent kingdoms of India, 
Sevajee had been aide, in defiance of numinous and 
well-appointed artrth% to tft'ct a new one on a brwul 
and firm IjaKis. 

The character of Sevmjw has been very wiocsly 
draw n ; though the delineations appear to as, on the 
whnh 1 , somew hat too favourable. He certainly pre- 
^dnted a complete example of a character not 1 uncotn- 
moo in the East of in barbarous countries, hut xU 
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dom brought in Up view in our happier forms of so- 
citlT; in which the monarch, general* partisan* ban¬ 
dit and even the expert thief* ire blended in nearly 
equal proportions, and each part is performed with 
equal ±t>CTi^ according to the scone on which it 
is acted- In nil these capacltli* Sevajee showed 
himself what wo should call an excessively defer 
fellow*; and the history of hia tricks and surprises* 
repeated and exaggerated for tho sake of amuse- 
men!, has. rendered hLs name highly popular among 
the Htefat. Yet there seems nothing, either in 
his phjcrU or in his mode of pursuing them, which 
can entitle him to W ranked as a great man* 
actuated by any high or enlarged view's of poli¬ 
cy* In regard to his moral qualities again* it seems 
difficult to write any to the man who scrupled 
at nothing whatever by which he could emjw 
his ambitious deigns. If he had any principles of 
fallJi or honour, it is obvious that they were never 
allowed to interfere with any important iiiiemt, 
N T ol to have tern addicted to wanton cruelty is* jn- 
detnl. in an eastern wirtior, a subject uf praise j yet 
M™x| WTi? never spared if I he shedding of itqdd 
^rve a inilitical object. Perhaps* hud he ever 
attained the praceabh- pct&sessiun of an extensive 
kingdom; he might have atoned for the evils w hich 
his predatory warfare mflfeted, liy a beneficent and 
protecting system- Lot Tor this he had scarcely an 
opportunity. At iht Ume his habits w*r* 
simple and temperate ; he mingled fmoklv and fa 
m.l. v ly with hi, follower* j «,d, without guin) or 
felt hinwlf dtnoij ff them always in wr- 
feet »fe* He w*, hk*i ,tri rt iv obeervant of the 
nt« nf the Hindoo p roff *; ns , in ils 
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die most fervent zeal; nor would we hastily pro- 
non nee this aEhichmnU to have been purely politi- 
cbI p though it proved one of the ddef instruments 
of hh ugcrrandtzemrrit lie proclaimed himself ita 
champion against the bigoted enmity, degenerating 
hi last into persecuting iseal h manifested by the de- 
signing Aurengzebe* 

Tl» Muhmltu cause was placed in imminent pe¬ 
ril by the premature decease of ita founder. Sam- 
bajee, according to the usual fute of an Endian 
ptince, opened hbs tiriff by contending with a hro~ 
User for the sovereignty. Hr was next invade! by 
a large Mo^ul force; but, showing him^-lf not an 
unworthy descendant of his father, compelled it to 
rrtire with uTt-ai Jo&s, AuivngJEebe, bftwever,sdin af- 
tervi’arda poum! aQ hif armie* into tbeBman, with 
the view of runtime a final conquest of the south of 
India, He begun, ns we have already related* with 
shceittire reduction of the kingdom* ifBejmpnfvsaA 
Ooktmdh, which bad m long kmted hii power* He 
then turned hia whole force against the MahraiE**, 
and began to practise ugainst them their own at ta. 
Hating learned fitim orieof Iri-i spha that Srimbajee, 
in tluir pursuit of irregular pleasures, to which he 
was add reteil, hast set out almost unattended on 
a private cxcur-rioD* lie sent a detach merit who 
surprised and made him printer. The emperor, 
according Ut Iris u*ua! ungenerous eenducf, or¬ 
dered the captive in be immediately put to d<-aUi r 
ami ii alleged even to have feasrid his eyes on 
ih-e sufferings which (hat unfortunate prince Imre 
with tmthaken fortitude. The final downfaJ of 
the Muhratm cause was now fully Anticipated ; 
but Ruma* a brother of tho deceased, hastened to the 
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CwnatitMJtd milled hi* army round the almost im- 
p rtyiftKi ft fortress gf Ginger th e n?durtiim of Uhklii 
interrupted by desultory warfare, occupied the im¬ 
perial mi eg several years. Mr annum iJm- people, in 
ilieir native mountains, were mustering their tmgu- 
Jar t«nd» p with which they poured down not only 
upon the newly-conquered country of Golcondaond 
Bejaporc, but even upon the old Mogul krritoriw 
uf Candeish, Mai wo, and Ikran 

The Mahr»tt» army, which watdrttiwd for more 
than * century to txerdae tlie chief sw&y over the 
destinies of Iinlostao, was, like that of the Mo* 
gul, compel ehieSy of cavalry* but very differ, 
rfilly organired. The Salter, eased in strong de¬ 
fensive armour, rode heavy and powerful steeds, 
while the chief*, mtiunled utt elephants, were en- 
ejoaed in a spent* of fortification, Such squa^ 
drum, when acting on the vast plains of Indo- 
s.un Pn*f*r F or even on the wide and level table- 
lands of the Dtvt"ii t. tore down all opposition.

opened at the termination of the Hurt h *west fikhi- 
soon, and announced by the hoisting of the gftwmta 
or royal mmlturl. In forming a dim^ the flag VJ f 
the prince nr general is finiE displayed, whence the 
bazaar or range of shops extends in a parallel line 
from front to rear. Along these, on each side, the 
chiefs mi#? their ensign#, around which their 
lowers, with their horses and cattle. crowd in masses. 
The army sets forlh without any provision ricept 
what can l>e nm Gained, in two nil ton bags or pouches 
thrown over the front of each rider s saddle. They 
march onward p trusting to supply all their want*, 
on their route, either by forcible seizure, or bv 
menus of the numerous brinjarries, or merchant, 
who resort to a Hindoo ramp m u market for their 
commodities* Although plunder be an essential 
object, it is not pursued by lawless violent, nor 
does each individual trocar appropriate to himself 
w hat iklli into his hands. It is extorted from the 
rich BAmling to a regular system,, and the produce 
is thrown into the public stuck. A liberal pay it al¬ 
lowed to ihesobUefr not indeed always my regu¬ 
larly distributed, but he is indulged in great freedom 
whilst suing for its liquidation. In thc$c excur¬ 
sions the trrw.pp.-i not only fond themselves with booty, 
hut add much to their numbers? for mm of an 
adventurous spirit, who have no lie to home and 
am only proride a horse, are easily induml to join 
the ranks .if this roving army. Thus the Mnhntti 
furci\ without any derisive victory. swelled u it 
proceeded ; md even oiuld flumtsh* defeats, while 
losing batl!i? after battle and oustle after cnrtk, 
they continued to overspread the extensive provinces 
VOL- i.

The declining yeur^ of Aureu^hc* though they 
wore not marked by any serious reverse, ami though 
bis power ecuiiauai on the whole unbroken, were 
vet rendered gtoumy by the disappointment of ttv 
vend important enterprises, find by the many otnoiu 
of deetim.' and disaster which ihirk^ntd around hia 
empire. His bigotry, always mowing, impelled 
him at h-nglb to the imwt violent measures for ex- 
tirpnting the Hindu* religion. The superb tem¬ 
ples of Minim and Benares were razed to ihe 
ground, and onlines erected on their site. The pa, 
giMla of Ahmedalriidp one of the must np]undid of the 
national structures., was desecrated by killing a cow 
within ite wall* These outrages, viewed by the 
superstitious people with the deepest horror, did 
not indeed eiclte them to direct rebellion; but still 
they spread throughout the empire a universal 
dr'Le>iniuiSi of the Mogul yoke* and an eager de¬ 
position to rally round every standard erected by 
m native chief nr government* To than may be 
ascribed in a great measure the rapid progress of 
the Mala rati* state, and the successful real stance 
of the petty Rajpoot principalities, The days of 
Aurenp«be were also more and more im littered 
by the deposition which his children showed to fbU 
low hia fal*J example. Mohammed, his eldest sojij 
had already died in prison,—the punishment of 
rebell bn. I) uring a dangerous illness, under wh ieh 
he suffered at an <aHy period of his reign, Bhah

Pi-rsia had been reccnily exjtosed to the most vio¬ 
lent revolutions- The Afghans, a warlike rate in¬ 
fra luting the mountainous ri-ijlen which wpamtes 
that country from India, took advantage of tin- 
weakness into which the trace-powerful dynasty of 
the Soplii* had sunk. They inarched into its ter¬ 
ritory. defeated iL* troops, and laid close siege to 
Ispahan- Having reduced that capital, they put to 
death Hussein, the reigning sovereign, with all Ids 
family except one son. named Thania,-, TbU young 
prince sought refuge among ibr pastoral trd*s who 
„«upy those elevated plains which extend over a 
great part of the Persian empire. These hardy and 
warlike dn-phenU, artitnated with luval and jiatrio- 
tie feelings, warmly espoused the cause of this last 
branch of their royal house, and assembled round hint 
in numbers, which became every day more formi¬ 
dable. Among these volunteers a young chief, named 
Nadir, hut who on this occasion assumed tin- tide of 
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Thsimtu- Kouli Khan, or the nolde slave of Thuds*, 
soon din tingui shed himself by such zeal and ability 

raided him l* their lender* After hiding 
gained suerwwive victories, k at length retook Ispa¬ 
han!. and drove thu invaders completely oat of the 
rmpire- In the course of so many b&tcsscs, the 
tnwp runtract+Nl a stronger sstim-hnu m to Nadir 
than to him for whom they had taken up arm*. 
Tliis bold chief, Ending himself within reach of the 
supreme power, plan *d tin- prince undeT restraint, 
allowing him the mm* naniu and shadow of royalty -

An unbjimdor and hit escort, whom he dcsjMUrhi'd 
to di-mand that these fugitives should be delivered 
up P were numbered by the inhabitants of JellalEU 
had; and Mohammed, under the advice of hts ar- 
ro^iinl and imprndi-iit courtiers,, refusal to grant 
mtinfnrtion for this outrage. The Ferakn prince 
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idvajirail, bum in 2 : for revenge, and probably not 
without soa» secret ruiiiripaliuti of ulterior objects* 
Ho maj rhiLyi with such rapidity. by way of Peshawer 
and Lahore, ihat lie was within four days' march 
of Del Id before List' supine emperor wo* aware of 
his approach. He then huffily mustered his troops 
and obtained the able a.uoi»ce of i^aadut Khan ; 
but that officer, not duly awarvofihc high talent and 
valour opposed to him, committed the fatal error of 
quitting bis sntmicbnunt^and hazarding an engage¬ 
ment ill the field with the veteran fore** of Nadir, 
The effi lllinate pump of an Indian Iioat was quite 
unfit to contend with the rude valour of these pastoral 
kind* - hence the imperial army was tolally rout¬ 
ed, and Sand ut K ban taken, A scries of transact sons 
now followed, which are not verj distinctly related 
by historians. Saadut. it is said, negotiated a treaty, 
by which Nadir agreid to evacuate ihe empire on 
tbc payment of 0 subsidy of two erwre* of rupees 
(two ini I buns sterling)* The 1 Fenian chief seemed 
-*i entire1v satisfied wjih this arrangement, that the 
emperor and NiranuuLMuik hesitated not to visit 
him, and thus pul themselves in the iiandf of the 
invader- Then, huwt'wr, ii I* reported, Ssadm 
Khun, disappointed at findinff that the office of 
vkii-r, whieii he chim'd » the wwd of.*his bit- 
vitf, was to lx* conferred ou the niwim, disclosed to 
ihi- enemy the aaivt of the unbounded wealth «*n- 
tainod In* the paluce and enpiial of India, and for 
which two rnm-s of rujws formed a itiosl inode■quatt 
raiiMim. We should reqilirr fuller evidence befort- 
wv could believe Attcb tnewhery in one wliose ton* 
duel had hitherto been tv bofiomhfe; nor was it 
likdy that the wealth of Delhi was so little known 






t(fbt confined to thj: honour ud fidelity of a 
single rjner May tf * 1 ml suppose, with greater pro¬ 
bability > tliai tlie treaty was agitated by Nadir, arid 
Hb IkletuUj profession* made, solely to induce the 
timjwrvf ami the nhjmi to commit the almost incre¬ 
dible imprudence of placing themselves in his power. 
Certain it is, that having thus obtained jKfcsession of 
their person*. be marched forward and took posses¬ 
sion of the capital 

Nadir seem* to have entered Delhi with the in¬ 
tention of action moderately, and of protecting the 
inhabitant from outrage. For two day* the strict- 
e«t diwipltne was oWned; but unfortunately, in 
the emu* of tite second nighty a rumour was spread 
of bis dentli. when the lllndocu, emboldened to a 
vain resistance, killed a number of the Reman 
troop. Their cummiusdi'i-. whose fierce spirit had 
berit with difficulty restrained, roused to fury bv 
this outrape, issued orders for a genera] inassar^ ki 
every steel or avenue where the body of a murder* 
r-d Fenian rtuiJd lie found. Till mid-dav the Hr^-ts 
of Delhi steamed with blood ; *fkr which the con- 
«|urniF suffered himself to be a[ip^d r ^-and m njnj, 
plrte a power did beiiimise overbid rudefollower*,, 
that ai bi* mandate the sword was immediate! v 
shwibtd. The imp-rial repositories were now mm 
«fked h and found to contain upvic, rich pob,^ 
and, above all p jewels loan almost iuovdible value' 
Tlie Mogul emperor*, since the Gm nec*hn of their 
dynasty, had W indefotij^hlf b ih t . cfM^iwn of 
these object* hum rv^ quarter, by pi^iiy, piir . 
fhase, or forfeiture; and the Were had l*eu con. 
linualJy augment.*! without suffering any ali^rn^ 
tkm, or being exposed to foreign plunder. The 
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eonqoCTOM continued during thirty-five dare to 
^strati' hy throats, tort tire, and every severity, the 
hidden treasures of that splendid capital. Hkto. 
nans hesitate not m estimate the spoil emied off bv 
UtoFenfca monarch and hi* office™ at thirty.two 
millions ftorhug, of which at least one-halr was in 
diamuuda and oiiicf jewirk 

Nadir mode no attempt to retain India, though 
it lay prostrate at his foet, He had proWhl v the m 
itacity to perceive that this country and Perab. were 
incapable of bora* united into one kingdom, He 
contented himself with as acting the cession nr C*. 
but, Candahar. and all the provinces west of the In- 
dua; then, sealing Mohammed anew on the Mogul 
throne, he gave hint some salutary ad vires, and de¬ 
parted without Ji-minir a tidier or retaining a for 
lified post in Indmtwi. Yet the empire, already 
greatly sunk, lost hy this discomfiture the link 
remnant of rispect which it had hitherto ™ mmand 
«d. In Kohilcnnd, n hilly district rWiy mntW 
mis to Delhi, some refuge- chief* of the Afghan 
w. with the brave inhabitants of the ttmntrv 
itself, formed an Independent state, which defied 
the Mogul power. They were, it is true, obliged 
to give way before the united force of tine viaier 
and the Nabob of Omle ; but they held 1 1... m— | 1Tf 
in readiness to take advantage of dns? tsjtivalsjon, 
in which the imperial power was manifestly becom¬ 
ing more and more liable. 

The western nations had horned die route to 
Delhi, and were not likely to lijrget it, Nadir, ^ ch , 
y,-ars alter leaving India, was assassinated in hu tent 
at Meshed, in Khurasan ; whereupon the domi¬ 
nion which had kw formed by him. and kept to. 
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pHlicr by his prudence and vigour, fell quickly to 
Ahmed AbdaUpi, one of bia office, an At 
e han by birth, being joined by a part of the army* 
hastened to Iieb native country, proclaimed him- 
self King or Afghanistan, and, amid the detractions 
that followed the death of hi* master, succeeded 
without difficulty in ranking good his claim. Find¬ 
ing him*df thus sealed in the undisturbed posses¬ 
sion of a strong county with a brave population* 
and which had often given nmquerors to Indus- 
tan, he could not r^dst the temptation of following 
the* footstep* of Nadir. In 1747 he passed the 
[ndii>, plundered the city at Sirhind, mud defeat¬ 
ed Lbe vhkfj who fell in the engagement; but be- 
ins diKoiwtrf by ran* unexpected obstacles, nnd 
particularly by the explosion of a magazine, he did 
not then push kb conquests any further. 

Sc*>n aft 1 r this expedition die emperor died, and 
was succeeded by hid ^ii h Ahmed filial 1 , during 
whose short reign, as if foreign enemies hod not 
been enough, the court was perpetually distracted by 
intestine dhaensiui^ 'Hie emperor mud his vizit-r 
were now almost in regular opposition* Ahmed 
be i n if oppressed by one of these officer*, 8 uffder J urig* 
employed against him Gbaiee-ud-Dien, grandson to 
XizaLm-uUilulk, who had died at the age of 104- 
This young man, holding the rank of Ameer-uL 
Ontrah* made considerable effort* to retrieve the *(_ 
fairs of the empire- He compelled the vizier* who 
had even set up another mon*rrh, to relinquish ha 
station. He undertook an expedition against the 
Jits nr Junta, * wild tribe inhabiting the hilly tract* 
in ibe mm% wvalOT provinces, and who, amid the ge¬ 
neral anarchy, had shaken of the yufc*< But, while 
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ihtis employed, Ghozee-ud-Dien excited the jea¬ 
lousy of the emperor, who, adaption the views of a 
new- favourite* concerted with the Jaut rajah a plan 
far fits destruction. Aided, however, by the Mah- 
ratla thief IMkar JluJhar, he completely hiiflTid 
these design*, obtained pnaoea^iop of his meters 
pemiDj put out his eyes, and mined to the throne a 
son of Jr bander Strata, under the empty but im¬ 
posing! litle of Aulwragere tho Serond. 

The empire wa$ now in a mot* distracted nmdi* 
lion - there was scarcely a power se iiisiifniGoon ns 
rtut to think itself eiifheiently st rung to trample on 
it. The Afghans had completely conquered the 
provinces of xMiiulUru and Lahore ; the Serbs, in 
the same i[imr^T P daily EHipnnitd their dumber? 
and strmeili► tin* JatiL* mid Itcihillas mutinied 
ilieir pmlatc*j inroad*; wfiiJe the Mahrattas i n¬ 
tended llirir iucuraieiu, in ifn> course yf which 
they had even pu^d the Jumna, mid ubtaimd an 
important settlement in llohileund, fi rm er ud_ 
Dii'ii precipitated the disaster by a msh attempt at 
conquest, to which his power was wholly inade¬ 
quate. Aji Afghan lady having been imruaiid 
by Ahmed AbdaUa with tbe government of La¬ 
hore, the viti^ under pretence of negotiating a 
mnrriajr with her daughter* seized her person, and 
brought her ■ prisoner t*> IMLL At thb outrage 
the indtgnaiion of the Afghan king knew no 
hound** He hastened at the head, of* powerful army, 
and made an unresisted entrance Into the capital, 
which was given up to a sack almost as dreadful m$ 
it had Ruffeml from Nadir. A most exiraureiitiaty 
scene then ensued- The emperor brought the in¬ 
vader not to leave him without protection against 
his own tutor, who l&d raised him indeed to the no-

The 
contest for the empire of India lay eniinly between 

the Afghans And the Mahntta*. The latter, lot, 
imr advantage of the whtmm of their rivals, dc_ 
UTmint.f! upon a pond attempt to scrtire com. 
plctr potion of fndoauut Bringing up front 
the Demin an immense body of cavalry, and bring 
by the Seifcs, they overran not only the metro, 
palitan proving of Agfa ami Delhi, hut also thow 
uf 211 oul tan and Lahore, and drove the Afghan* 
\*vmd the IitduAr AhiEbil AbdaJU, however, wan 
not of a cKafarter tamely to allow these fine countries 
to be wilted from hi* kingdom. He won 
she river with a formidable ftmy p and wa. Joined 
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hy many chiefs who wen* exasperated at the incur. 
si&P of tin? 3 fall mi tag. The latter at fir e! retreated, 
sukJ allowed! bim to occupy Delhi; but iniEunliaieSv 
i nsrr n rill'd themsttfres in a strong camp, which I he 
enemy did mu vent u re to sttidr» Fr^ however* 
hy want of provisions, they ini prudently cwue mis 
and gave Iwulfe. when tln-y experienced a tolal de- 
ftfil; their army of ttfJ,0<Mr men being aJnmt entire¬ 
ly destroyed, and Dullish Sindhi, their aviiml. kill¬ 
ed, Another body under Ilulkur was surprised mar 
Sccundra, and so completely worsted* that the chid 
himself lied naked with a handful of followers. 

The Mali rat las, ihoti^ii hum Mod hy this d niter* 
were not discounted ; they were only urged to tilt 
most cltraordmiirv exertions lor retrieving their fur- 
tuni*. ISefore the close of the year, they had assem¬ 
bled a fuiwof I'JiJJKK) men* commanded byBewda^ 
shco R»o f mlktl the Dhow* nephew to their peiihwM 
or supreme prince, Thai chief, being joined hy the 
vizier and the Jaut lead ere, advanced upon Delhi. 
The deep Stream of the Jumna, swelled hy the mins. 
sepaniUd thetfrnura; hut f though it could not be 
lorded, the blaring spirit of Abdulla impelled him to 
plunge into its waira, and swim aerra* with bis 
whole army. This achievement, which was almost 
without example, struck dismay into the host of the 
>f ah rat las. Though triple the number of their 
antagonists, they did not venture to face them in 
the open Held, but shut ibemehs up in an in- 
trenched camp nt Furiput, on a spot where the Jkte 
of the empire has been repeatedly decided, Abdul¬ 
la for some time merely hovered round them and cut 
olf their supplies; at length he ventured Oft an at¬ 
tempt to wry their position, but m u obliged 1o 
retire without any important tucvesi. Encouraged 
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bv this result, and distressed ns formerly by thr¬ 
iven! flf provisions* tin? Mahralta 1 ? determined agai 11 
to risk a tattle in the open pin in. Placing their 
artillery in firanlp they advanced with that impe¬ 
tuosity by which they wm Accustomed to carry 
all before them. The Afghan commander mused 
his troops to hold themselves to reserve till the 
enemy had nearly come up;—then gave the signal 
for a general charge. The light horse of the moun¬ 
tains were never able to resist, even for a short in- 
tenob the heavy cavalry of the more northern 
nations On the first otwt a complete iimt took 
place ; their beat am so scattered in every direction 
that only a remnant iwbM the Deccan; while 
22,000 priwnem, 30,000 hor^fS F with an i mmeuse 
booty, fell into the hands of the runquerora. 

It ww now easy for the victorious Afghan to seat 
himself on the noul throne of the Mogul; but 
he Hrnu not to have felt any ambition for this high 
dignity, Perlmp* he vms mibh ilsai, amid such 
a general tgilatum throughout Indostan, and with 
no many natrons in Aims* sueh an nrquiiiitioii was 
loo distanl bom the centre of his dominions to he 
retained with advantage. Contenting himself with 
the prnviliMf west of the Indus, foe quitted in a 
few months the scat of government* leaving there 
Alee Gofeur, eldest sun of A ill umpire H rp j n 
srawu «f »hc empty but still venerated title of Great 
Mopuh to be the tool or captfr* of the first daring 
chief wfm should write the tapiuL Having traced 
the define nf this mighty empire to so low am ebb

gresi of that new power from m distant continent, 
which has **tod hmelf on its ruins, and obtained 
a complete supremacy over a!f the states of India.

The voyages of the Rnglisli, related in a former part 
uf this wort, 1 wire personal adventures* undertaken 
with a minded view to discover) 1 , commerce, and 
piracy, rather than to any Used sdwrar of conquest 
or dominion* Their forts nmwdingLy were erected 
as depositories for goods* nr ns affording commercial 
facilities, and not with any aim at territorial pcs. 
sesfoll. It w« nut till JtiUtl that their view* seen* 
to have extended to the latter object In the in- 
struct tons issued to their agent* during that year, 
they intimate that the increase of their revenne was 
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henceforth to occupy as much attention as Lheir cOHfl- 
merev ; that they wished lobe ri & nation In India;'' 
and they quote with unmerited applause the conduct, 
of the Dutch, who, they assert, in the advices sent to 
their govern™, wrote ten paragraphs concerning tri¬ 
bute for one relative to trade. The means of gra¬ 
tifying till* disposition were as yet very limited ; as 
certain email portions of territory around Bom ha v 
and Madras cum prised the whole extent of their In¬ 
dian sovereignly. They held themselves ready, how- 
f i'er, to pufehase evi-ry city or district which the na¬ 
tive princes tmild* by any motive, be prevailed upon 
to alienate. They thin* icqntRd Tegnflpalajn un the 
Coroiimndt'l coast, which they garrisoned, ami gave 
it the name of Fort St David. Nineyears after they 
tnnd e a more im po rlan t acquisition. Altm Ooshaun. 
whom his father, AttrcDpeebe, Iiad rtwed Viceroy 
of Bengal, Imt w ho, cotilemplating a struggle for thi¬ 
llim. mkm to iln-empire,and standing in need ofirra- 
mr*' to forward his schemes, was induced, in 1 
to sell to the Company the aeniinda^hips of the 
town* and districts of Omtanutty * Oortndpofe, *nd 
C&tcvffQy —the I art desiim-d to become the splendid 
capitiil of British Indio, Here they began, though 
ml without due circumspection, to erect Fort WiU 
ham . Whitts in was made the seat qf B p rw ^ 
denry. 

The superior skill of Etuopauu in mediriue, which 
hnd fir*t enabled them to obtain a footing In Ben cal 
now afforded an opportunity of greatly extendm* 
their influence. In Ijli, under the reign of the 
Bmpsw Feroksere, Ae presidency sent two factors, 
with an Armenian merchant, on a commercial mis- 
don to Delhi. The principal object was defeated 
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in a manner similar to that of Roe anti others. by 
Iho intrigues of the omnilM, and of Jaflier Rban H go- 
1 rTOor of Bengal. But the emperor happening to la* 
hour under a tewfe illne*.*. which the ignorance of 
the native physicians rendered them unable to treat 
with success, wns completely Lined by a medical 
geis tleiu elsi, named IlaDiiltoij, who ^voinpanied the 
embassy- For this signal service lu+ viu* desired to 
mine his own reward. Animated by a patriotic jpi_ 
rit, he asked only privileges and advantages for 
Ihe Company, and obtained a grant of three vil¬ 
lages in the vicinity of .Madras, with liberty to pur* 
chase in Bengal thirty^even additional townships; 
ari arrange jiumt which would have secured a terri¬ 
tory extending ten miles upward* from Calcutta. 
The emperor rrrnnu-d also the still more important 
privilege of introducing and conveying their goods 
threugfi Bengal without duty or iiareh, Bui the 
acquisition of these districts w sis frustrated by the 
artful Eimtility of the nAliob, who by private threats 
delerred the owners from consenting lo the purchase, 
Still, the permission of free trade, though limits to 
foreign exports and imports, proved of the createst 
importance, and soon rendered Calcutta a very flour¬ 
ishing settlement. 

A considerable time now elapsed without any 
farther change in the territorial relations of the Com¬ 
pany. Having establish men Es supported at a mode* 
rate expense^ which enabled them to carry on trade 
with security and advantage, they gradually extend¬ 
ed their operations till the annual *a!es amounted 
to the coiwidvmbk ^um of about two millions ster, 
ling; w hence they were enabled to pay a dividend 
of seven or eight per retil.on their capital. Per- 
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hv]t» it would have been fortunate had this stale of 
things remained unaltered j but the war which broke 
urn in 1744, between ih»- French and English, pro¬ 
duced on entire change in the position of the Com¬ 
pany both in regard to Its internal management r 
and relatively to the powers both of Europe and of 
India. To understand this, we must look back for 
a moment to the first establish meats formed by the 
French in the eastern world.

Attempts* still on a smsdl scale and gener¬ 
ally unsuvowfiil, wm made eariy Ln the next cen¬ 
tury ; bill it was not till UU2 that a considerable 
com puny was at Imgth tttobl i shed* Unluckily t hat 
kdy di reefed their main attention Ui the formation 
of ■ seUlemenl on Madapurar,, a sparmus fruit¬ 
ful island, which it was easy lodrserib-^ aHuding 
ample scope for cultivation and cotnmi rvr. But 
it yielded i» commodity waled to the markets of 
»™pe i inhabitants, loo, were uummtianndfr 
fnrtutis, and ™ b^ine formidable to a pom 
whi. h attempted to take p«wdw 0 f their territory 
The French wen? involved in 1 hanging warfiui 
and with difficulty maintained, at certain pobta on 
the coast. a few wooden tmemnU dipnfi^ wilh 
the title of fcm, which involve them in 
without yielding any profit, * 
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The fiirsl real establishment of a French East 
India Company took place in J6fM ? under the aus¬ 
pices of Colbert, who, prompted and seconded by the 
spiring genius of Louis XIV., denoted himself in- 
defa liunbly to the promotion of mdiidrr* nmnufoc- 
tuifs^ nnd commerce, He proceeded upon the prin¬ 
ciple of that age, which hj no mean* enlight¬ 
ened in respect to the sound doctrines of political 
economy - and hence, exdu*ivp grants, exorbitant 
privileges, and the removal of competition, were the 
expedients by w'hich it was then attempted to make 
any branch of industry Nourish. Such was Colbert's 
system, when he submitted to the king thn plan of 
an East India Company, to carry on trade with a ca*. 
pitalof livres and supported 

by the most extravagant eneouragenu nU. They 
readied all exclusive charter for fifty years; they 
weir exempted from all taxes; and the govern¬ 
ment ranie under the singular obligatkin of reim- 
htiralng them for all ifie kws which they might 

sustain in the course of the fimt ten yt^,_ 

stipulation which actually involved the state in 
the payment of a targe mm* The- funds supplied by 
individuals not being equal to the amount of the 
proposal capital, limited as it wm f three millions 
were advanced out of the treasury; while the nobles, 
and all the opulent classes omnected w ith the court, 
were induced to follow the example. 

The management of the Company wn* neither 
judicious nor fortunate. They begun by endeavour- 
ini: to turn Madagascar to iomr account, and in n[ 
thither a large colony, most of whom perished under 
the influence nf climate, fatigue, and the humility of 
the natives. The silrvi vore were afterward* cm plov* 
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ed in colonizing the I.-dandi of Cente ami Mam- 
renhn^ which At a later period, under the name* 
of SfauritJU* and Bourbon, rose to some degree of 
prosperity. After the (allure of the attempt at 
Madagascar they sent veawfo to India, and be- 
Ean lo form *iUtlenn?nt* fin different points of its 
coast. In IfitlB they established their principal fae^ 
ton,' at Sural p under the direction of Caron, one of 
their rountrymen, who had spent most of bis lire 
in the Dutch service. The prospect)* at first apjM'ar- 
ed rather premising ; but, beinc involved in dispute 
with the native power*, and finding the trade ul¬ 
timately unprortpemm. they thought fit t&take their 
departure very suddenly* leaving theif debts un¬ 
paid,omission which of course precluded their 
return. Attempts; were afterward* made to secure a 
position At Trinromnlce in C.Vyfou. and at St Thomas 
on the Coromandel coast; but bi h were defeated bv 
Dufels hostility. Their affairs* therefore, would 
have he-omt desperate, had not M* 31 art in r an olfi- 
wr possessed of Ulrnt, judgment, and patriotism, 
collected the scattered adventurer* and fixed ihi-tn at 
Fondichony; where, by judicious and conciliatory 
conduct, he gained the attachment of the native 
opened an advantageous trade, and soon raised the 
settlement to a very prosperous condition. 

When tile French and English nations came into 
mutual collision, the former had no settlement of 
much cooHfqiicrtci* on the continent 0 f India except 
that just named; but it wna of considerable im- 
portative, being well fortified^ and having some cx- 
lent of territory attached to it. They had smellier 
factories al Mahi and Carirah as well n at Chan- 
deraagon- in Bengil, In 1744 hostilities broke out 
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between the two nations, which were carried on in 
Europe with preal animosity. The French Com¬ 
pany appear to have been rather desirous that the 
war should not extend lo the Indian -Seas. Their 
naval officer*, m\ the contrary, wrere fires! by hopes 
of glory from an attack on the English settlements 
in that quarter before they could be placed in a po*, 
tore of defence Labourdonnais, n person of great 
talent and most extraordinary activity, who had 
raised hitnsrir through all the ranks of the navy, was 
now governor of Mauritiufl ansi Bom-bom The*- 
islands, by his exertions, almost without assistance 
Iroin home, had become very flourishing. Happen¬ 
ing to bo in France when the war wjlh In prepunu 
lioiij he made proposals, both to the Company and 
the ministry, for an attack upon the English tala- 
hlijdiuienLv The former Were sibogi-lliLT averse lo 
Ilia scheme; but the government unknown to them 
sanctioned it* and ivefi engagid to furutah two sdiips p 
which however were afterwards w it h held. Labour- 
donuab arirved at the islands w ith tin? tuns! n silute 
determination to prosecute his design, though pos¬ 
sessed of very slender resource*. With thi* vjr w he 
detained the vessels which happened to touch there, 
and employed them in the expedition; he brought 
the sailors Into regular training, many of whom had 
never fired a gun ; and he supplied by various in¬ 
vention* the defective means of equipment* In 
June, 1740, he arrived at Pondicherry, after a flight 
action with an English naval force on the coast 
Here, too, he hod to overcome certain obstacle* 
raised by Dupleii, the governor, before he wad per- 
mitted lo sail with hb squadron to attach Madras. 

This city was not only the capital of the English 
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bat oue of ike chief a^ttlemenU at that 
lime farmed by the Eurupeana la Iridic It com* 
prised within iU district a population of 250,000, of 
whi>m p however, only SIX) were from Europe, indutK 
big 200 ioldteifl. They lived in Fort St George, alb 
*h 1 the white town, surrounded merely by a slender 
wall, with Tour UUrouitrueiod ba.itrim* and hot* 
terie** The inhabitants had therefore very small 
rtiratiA of defence* and did not, ill the use of them, 
dbptay any tariatu- After sustaining a bombanL 
mvnl of five days, in which two or three hniistt 
wen demolished, mid four or five moo killed, they 
capitulated on the UUh September* IT^G. They 
obtained h indeed* the iincukr condition, that La 
bourdomtais, after baring regularly occupied the 
plan' and taken possession of the Company's iua- 
jjnzint-H and warchoUM-Sp should, wit bin a £tij>ti kited 
p-riiAl. and on paymriiE of a fixed nuis-jin, restore 
Madras tu the English, That officer, having made 
this ini]*niton t acquisition without the loss of a single 
man, relunwd to Poodkherry. 

He did not there meet with such a reception « lie 
merited. Duple is, an aspiring and ambition* man, 
who could not brook any rival in power, thwarted 
all hii tdiemci, and exposed him to repeated mor- 
liDeation*, lill at U-ngih he gave up the contest, and 
Bailed for France- There* too, on the representations 
of his superior officer, he was treated in a manner 
altogether unworthy of his lung and faithful services, 
bring thrown into the Bullle, and not liberated, till 
the end of three years; won after which lie died, 

Dupleuu who wai thus left in the supreme di¬ 
rection of Ficudi afVkin in India, wan a very riv 
InorduiAry person. From Lb fkthef, who hmi been 
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a fiumer-general Hint n director of the East India 
Company, he i nherited an immense for Lime, which 
he was taught to employ in the purauiLa of com¬ 
merce. Being sent out originally as first member 
of the council at Pondicherry, and afterwards as su¬ 
perintendent at Chandernagore, heat once, by his 
public measures, rendered this last settlement very 
prosperous while by an extensive trade he largely 
augmented his private wealth* Hie taienLs and sue- 
ce*» recommt'ndtd him to the important station of 
Governor of Pondkherry. Although, from feelings 
of jealousy lie had quarrelled with Labannkm- 
dais, wnd succeeded ill removing him, yet bis mind 
was enibusiiwticaly and intensely devoted to the 
same system of polity Cie^ar, and even Alexander, 
never fnettied more muguifireul (H-hcmes of con- 
quest than this imre,uiti[e ruler of French India. 
His first object vnu to follow up the advantage 
gained over the Ensihdi. and the roughly to tout out 
that rival nation from the coast of Coromandel. 
LaLourdonnius bad. jlh already mentioned, stipu¬ 
lated on certain conditions to rvsioiv Madras after 
a mere temporary oceupaiiou of it. As a man of 
honour lie was resolved to make gwd his engage- 
nu-ni,—& design wholly foreign to the griping Am¬ 
bition of Dupl. ix- Unable otherwise to amunpjiflb 
bis object, he made such arnm^ mi nU as to delay 
the period of surrender til the departure of his 
rival; then mnlrived to draw forth from the dtiicns 
of Pondkbefry a rnuonstnini* against gi ving up a 
place, the po&eraioii of which was so important to 
their security. In pretended compliance with thm 
request, Madras was not only retained, hut exposed 
to a species of plunder* w hile the governor and priu- 
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ripfl! inhalii laiita were earned prisoners to the French 
t^tUemcnt. 

This «lep was forthwith followed by tui exp^i- 
Ifon for the reduction of Fort Si David > white the 
confident*? of Dllpk’ix wu greatly heightened by an 
event which forms a memorable era in the aiInals 
of Indian warfare. Hie Nabob of Arrol. having 
(spooled the English anise, had sent his mu with 
I0j00f> men, to endeavour to relake .1 fad ms on 
their behalf. The French had onfy LBOU voldiem 
lo defend the rUy, with which force they h^ina^l 
not to attach the numerous army *sf the natab ; 
when, by their superior discipline and the Expert 
management of their sirtilfoiy, they gained a com¬ 
plete and dceirlvc victory. The superiority of even 
a handful of Europeans over ibv tumultuary Kinds 
winch comjshk 1 an Asiatic hmi had long ago U-t u n 
proved by the Portuguese; but the example ufthdr 
»«««* ™ nearly forgotten • and both French and 
English had U , a accustomed lo view ibe Mogul u 
a powerful and mighty mcawreh, whom it w M vain 
with their slender mean* to think of resisting. The 
«pell «u again broken : and the trltlcn «f either 
nation learned a lesson which they soon practised 
with the moat extender and terrible effceL 

The present object of Duplcix was sign pi v the re. 
duction of Fort fit David, against which ho led a 
fiww of 17 H 0 men, mostly European; while the 
English had only 200 of their own troops with A 
bodyofundiscipiiaednativw. As the French hr.w

bobs wmj summed th«u by * sudden attack and 
obliged them to retreat with wme las*. A detach 
ment waa afterwards rent hy sea to attempt the sur-

and obliged them to return. Duplex then em¬ 
ployed nil Ills address to sain over the nabob Hr 
wws partindarly careful to impress on that prince 
a high idea of his own power, inline to the System 
regularly acted upon hynuWm grrmdees of studying 
only i dimed Sale ad van!ag*, and apoUding at wav a 
the side which they believe to be the strongest. The 
latter being informed of Ihr arrival of a great ad- 
ditunal fom% was ltd to credit the pretensions of 
the French; and, deserting the English, of whom 
he had been the sworn and active ally, concluded i 
treaty with their enemies, which was cemented by 
a visit from his son, who was received with all that 
ostentatious pomp in vrhich eastern princes delight, 

Duple Lx now vigorti LLsIy resumed his enterprise. 
He crossed the mere and took up a strong position 
in front of Fiat St Dadd, when a fleet under Ad, 
miral Griffin, with a considerable reinforcement of 
troops, was seen td ruler the maiL The French again 
retreat^, nnd the English receivwl some further 
recruits. At length, in January I 748, Major Lau¬ 
rence, an experienced officer, assumed the rommamt 
The two nations thus remained for some time m 
equally matched that neither ventured upon any 
serious movement. Duple Ex indeed undertook a 
midnight attack upon Ctiifdafore; hut his approach 
wm discovered* nnd his nten repulsed! with con* 
fiderable loss. 

The fare of Indian affairs w'a$ soon entirely change

Vet the fulfil men i offbeat, and 
of others which would have fokuwed, must have 
reduced Mir/Jipha Juiil! nearly to a cipher, Dsa¬ 
pid x strongly reprarnfed to them the necessity nf ulv 
ivpling much lower terms ; and probably, from feel* 
itig themselves io be in his power, they appeared at 
the moment cordially to acquiesce* When, how, 
ev«v Mimpha left Ptmdidirrry, and advanced into 
the interior of the Deccan, hr kamed that the d&. 
Filter lit his Front were occupied by those wry dtaefs 
assembled in anna to dispute his passage. The 
prince, unhittoui to dhplay his valour, marched 
and begun the attack before his French Aiwa 
came up, in amseqtirjiw of which he sudVml Bunii- 
loss, Afterwards, with their aid, he la*d the pros¬ 
pect of a complete victory, when he engaged in 
single combat with the Nabob of C&uou^ by whom 
he was juVrred through the head with a javelin, 
and instantly fell dead. Bussv. the French minister, 
won at first in the deepest aHutfflttfiQi, k magi n mg 
the inHueiieo of his country in the afFairt of the 
Deccan io be terminated, when he recollected that 
tfanv brothers of the dec^twl moiutreh were prL 
sutttfi in the camp. Obtaining ihr- rtmrunvnce of

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(300 men ; but as the French and Ch Hilda SaJicb, 
then Nabob of Arcot, were besieging it with a force 
greatly superior, there w» much iron to fear, that 
without some further effort this Iasi barrier against 
French dominion must ultimately fid!. A new cha¬ 
racter, however, at thin crisis began to net a moat 
brilliant part on the scene- Clive, the sou of a gentle¬ 
man of small properly in Shropshire* had gone out 
in a civil capacity; hut his violent and turbulent 
conduct had displeased his superiors, and made him 
he considered as an i ntractabfc youth. On the break¬ 
ing out of the war he obtained leave to enter the 
army as an ensign, and soon showed himself belter

haughty conduct of Duplrix, and exulted in the 
failure of hk ambition* a efy nn . Vet at ihh very 
time he was acting a splendid part on ■ gras(cf scale. 
Ills agent, Buny, having, in the manner above re, 
tated. placed Salakat Jung on the throne of the Dwv 
can. after assisting to inflict pujuabmail on the 
murderer of hk predecessor, tnarched along with the 
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prills to Golcondn and AuriingHbad, where he n*- 
turned ibe* government with every dremmAlante of 
oriental pomp. IIL* pretensions, however, were not 
sanctioned by the court* who eouferred the 

sovereignly on Glmw-Jld-llicn, the legitimate 
daimunt, m eldest sod loKixanuuLMulk* At the 
fisttnr time the country was luLirased by the Attacks 
of a HiimemDlld and active MdirmtU force ■ n that 
Sahihni Jung could hope to maintain bit power 
only by Kreudi aid, and therefore made Busy the 
chief director of his councils. 

DupleiXp not content with there advantages., was 
inddktigBbLv ill hi* efforts to restore the I'n-iirhuhvn- 
deney in the Carnatic; and the continual fluelua- 
fion in the plans and alliances of Indian poten tates 
afforded Inin the means sooner than could have 
been eK peeled. With oriental princes, when in dis¬ 
tress anti applying for aid, it h the invariable prac¬ 
tice in promter whatever h asked; but w ho, when 
their deliverance in effected f study to perform a* little 
as possible. After the com pkte t ri umph of the Bri li di 
arms and those of Mohanum-d AH, Major Laurence 
was astounded by the intelligence tbt this prince 
had slipuEik-d, as the price of the assistanee which 
he obtained from the Mysorean chief, the surrender 
lo him of Trichina poly and its territory; and the 
fulfil mi-ni of this engaggvneiit was notv imperiously 
demanded- Mohammed, on being intiTrwwUd, nil- 
nulled the premise, which h# imputed to the neces¬ 
sity of rircuiiotLahcra, but strenuously den ini the 
ftlighicat intention of ever par to miti g iL He ifttjrd 
eteji to Udirvcit impossible that hit ally could Sinve 
seriously cipitted the titoiiiwn of so extravagant 
1 stipujation - t wij he undertook to induce bint lo 
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real satisfied wills the present cession of Madura, and 
ihe illusorv pramuv of obtaining Tnchtnopoiy at n 
future period. After much negotiation, and swing 
that he could gain nothing □(«*, the other feigned 
to Appear contented. Yet Major Luiirenw, easily 
perceiving the regent's secret resentment, advi^d the 
Compny either honourably to deliver up the ejty, 
or resolutely to seise hU penwn and that of Mow 
Kao, and thereby prevent the hostile machinations 
which wight easily be foreseen. The Company fol- 
lowed neither of these counsels: and the chief ™n- 
timjed to meditate on plans of future vengeance. The 
commanders of several fortresses were oncoufagi'd, 
by the knowledge of his present disposition! to make 
head against Mohammed All, among whom Mas 
the Governor of Gingve, tl*e strongest of all; and the 
English, in attempting to reduce the place, were 
repulsed by the French. Dupleix sent a large 
body of troops, which entered the territory of bVi 
St David, and at the satire lime captured a flwi» 
detachment prowling thither by sea fro® -Madras. 
3[ajor Imiuren.ee then marched out. and encounter- 
ed him at Bahoor, two milts front the city. The 
English, charging with the bayonet, broke the 
centre of the enemy, who threw down their arms 
and fled in every direction : and had not the native 
.-uvalrv occupied themselves in plunder, the rout 
would have been ™mpMe. This advunloge wiw 
followed up bv Captain Clive with the reduction, 
under considerable difficulties, of the forts of Cum- 
long and Chiugleput; after which the stale of hi* 
health obliged him to return to England, and de¬ 
prived the army of hi* important •erriw. 

The Mysorean general, after beginning to m-go- 
voi~ i. * 
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tinU h with tike French* had been induced tn pause 
by the intelligence of the victory irni n i->rL by the Eng- 
liali; hut, learning that ll had nut produced any 
decisive results, hr concluded the treaty in conjunc¬ 
tion with the y I all rot la chief, Mnmri Ran, who hnd 
been also dissatisfied with Ns share of the booty. 
Duplets. likewise drew over Mortis AU, the gover¬ 
nor of Vellore* by holding out to him the hope of 
being himself raised to the dignity of nabob- Then 
the French Hoops, In conjunction with the native 
fare**, laid clew? siege Ui IVirhinopoly. Major Lau¬ 
rence wm stunned by the unexpected intelligence 
thatp through the negligence of the eonuzHUider, this 
important place did not contain provisions for more 
than fifteen days- He was therefore obliged to 
hasten instantly with his w hole army to its relief, 
Thi- troops suffrred enuidemblj by m rapid march 
in the midst of the hot s#fl®n ; hut they succeeded 
without opposition in entering the city. The major 
was then able to open a communication with the 
southern districts for a supply of necessaries', and oN 
liined some assistance from the Rajah of Tanjnre, 
whose alliance, however, like that of nil Indian 
princes, wavered with every variation of fortune- 
It became impossible in thht wafrity to supply the 
inhabitant* uf *o great a city a* Triehinopoly, who T 
to the number of 4IMMHI0, were compelled to quit 
the place, and seek temporary shelter elsewhere; 
and the innnenie circuit of its walls «■ occupied 
by the men composing the garrifon* The 
provisioning of thi* important fourth now became 
the principal object of contest, the entire strength 
of both «kle# bring drawn around it. The French, 
Willi Bn immensely juperipr ft>rw, placid fhaBtttac 
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In positions by which the entrance of convoys fram 
the south vras completely intercepted; but Major 
Laurence twice attacked th mm, and* though with 
wry inferior numbers, drovt ilium from their posts, 
and opened the way for his supplies* On no for¬ 
mer occasion bad the valour of the English troops, 
ami their euperiority to those or the enemy, bast 
more signally displayed* The garrison, however, 
had nearly r by their own supineoess, forfeited the 
henriii of mil these exertions- One morning at three, 
when the guard had fallen fast asleep, the French 
advanced to th«' attack , applied their scnling-laddera, 
made themselves masters of m battery; and wm ad¬ 
vancing into the city, when several of the soldiers 
happened to fall Into a deep pit; their cries alarm¬ 
ed their mropimioni T some of whom fired their mtH- 
feetiL The assailants thus deceiving themselves to 
be discovered. made a general discharge* beat their 
drums, and advanced with shouts of Fim /e Ho*. 
Happily a considerable body of English Inept was 
quartered near the spot* who were immediately Jed 
,>n by Lieutenant Harrison to such sin advantage¬ 
ous position, and directed with such judgment, that 
the leadm of the stormine-party were soon cut 
down, the ladders carried off or broken, niid all of the 
mrmy who had entered, to the number of 3tft, were 
made prisoners* Thus the mEerput, at first so pfo- 
ndsingn caused to the French a Iras greater Uu m any 
sustained by them during Uu- course of this memar- 
able siege. Soott after, however, an English drtwfc- 
meui, bring sent out tuestortn conroy of previsions, 
was attacked by a corps of ltMMMJ natives and 4tw> 
E uropeans. An inesperionred officer, who had t he 
rcnmmnd T drew- up his men in tuiall parties at wide 
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intervals- Suddenly Moran Rao and lank Khun. 
with 12,000 Mysorean hots*?, advanced with loud 
shouts at full tfallop and charged this HluMislmtled 
line. The English hod scarcely lime to Are one 
volley, when they found tlieir ranks broken by the 
enemy's cavalry. Ifcserk-d by the sepoys, they aw 
left, only 160 In number, without any hope of escape; 
upon which they determined to *el! their lives as 
drnr a$ possible The whole wen* either killed or 
taken, i Deluding a company of grenadiers, who had 
oirled a prominent part in all the kto victories 
Amid these gail&nl exploits, the siege of Trichi- 
nopoly was protracted a year and a Wf> during 
which neither the French nor their numerous allies 
obtained arty decisive advantage. Mr M ill cviiiiden 
the object as very unworthy of inch slrwiuous ef¬ 
forts ; yet it ought lo be remrtn Left*), that the 
English were deciding m that spot the destiny of 
the Carnatic, and perhaps lbe very existence of tMr 
establishment in India* To have yielded In such 
rirtunttfances might have realized the view* of Du - 
pkix, whose boast it was, that be would reduce 
Madrai to a mm taking-village. 

Important e vents were mean time tak ing place at 
the court of the Dcnno, where we left Bi mj with 
his detadiment dictating or directing every move¬ 
ment. Tins influence indeed he seemed, entitled 
to expect, both from the generosity and prudence 
of SftEabat Jung, who had been raised by the French 
to hi* present lofty station^ and by them alone 
was maintained in it against the ^lahratfcui, and 
(iliaift'.uil.Diq^ whom Hit Mogul bail aiuherired 
to expel him. The latter, however, as he was ap¬ 
proaching with a prodigious army, died suddenly. 
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not without suspicion, perhaps unjust, of having 
been poisoned by the adherents of his rival. Sola bat 
Junjr befog ihus relieved from apprehension,, the 
great men at bis court viewed with much indigna¬ 
tion the thraldom of their master to u handful of 
strangers, and urged him to adopt measure* (or ejr~ 
tricating himself from this hurapJiattng sit.uati lui. 
At their suggestion he took certain steps, which 
were favoured by * temporary absence of Bussy. 
The pay of the troops was withheld, and on plausible 
pretests they were broken into detachments and 
gent into different quarters- Busty, however, cm his 
return, imm ediately reassembled them i and his own 
fore*, aided by the alarm of a Mlfcnttft invasion, en¬ 
abled him completely to dictate terms to the suMi- 
dor- He procured the dismissal of the hostile in ini- 
srton; and, taking advantage of the accumulated ar- 
yeao of pay, demanded nod obtained* as a security 
Against future deficiencies, the cession of an otairivo 
range of country on the coast of Command* I mid 
Oriia. including die Northern CLreart This, in ad¬ 
dition to former acquisitions, gave m the Fhach a

The hewils of the two European preridmeka, be¬ 
ing urged by instructions from home to endeavour 
to bring their differences to a termination, opened 
a r„ eotlAiion for peace. They began with the ^ 
of examining the Utica by whkh -web held their 
respective po»Mioni from the native powers* and 
particularly the Mogul ; bul tbe English alleging* 
smnindT with some re*™, that the documents 
produced by the French wi re forged, pmpasd to 
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reject this mode af derision altogether, and proceed 
mi once to the only dFeclunl plan of treating, that, 
nams'iVj which had a reference to the actual strength 
of each party- Upon this ground some mutual pro- 
prcniiorta were lUftdtt, but which were found too id- 
consistent to ufford any hope of agreement. 

Meantime this Indian contest liad given rise to 
warm discussions between th** two governments in 
Europe, France bad never favoured the system of 
encroachment folio wed by her viceroy. This aver¬ 
sion was greatly strengthened by the worm re¬ 
monstrances of thn- English cabinet* who brimn to 
fit out a somewhat formidable expedition for India, 
Afl+:r pittlo dfccusslon, it was a^f^d that commis¬ 
sion L;n* from emcli state should be sent, with full 
power? to adjust the cliflfeiturcs rather upon sui¬ 
table principles jmt is factory to both parties, than 
from any consideration .rf their comparative jUrcngth 
and acquisitions. When Godbeti, the French en- 
voyv arrived at Pondicherry lo supersede Liu pi fix. 
fOnaidemble anxiety whs felt as to the mini nor in 
which the tidings w ould be received by that haughty 
ruliT. He had assumed the most Softy bearing, 
invested himself w ith the dress and ensign* of a Mo¬ 
gul viceroy, tmd bad often obliged the own w hom 
he admitted to audience to fall down on their knees 
before him. His whole soul, too, was understood 
to be absorbed in the magnificent project of urnk- 
inii France supreme in India. Eul he was too 
sound a politician not to perceive tlutt &M resistance 
wau nnw v*in. He yielded with a good grate, and 
wh* treated undent home with honour and respect. 
Tile Company Indeed gave him a cold reception, and 
^fnsed to repay ne&riy £400,000 which he had ei- 
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pended oul of Ilia private fortune and credit in ox. 
tending their dominion. All the historians inveigh 
bitterly against this treatment; yet it is impossible 
not to remark, that the ambitious and warlike po- 
| icy of Dujilm, in furtherance of which he lavished 
immense treasures, was in direct opposition to the 
system which the Company, wisely we think, were 
anxious to pursue. They thought themselves 110 L at 
all obliged to him for spending vast sums in the at¬ 
tempt to make them roasters of India against their 
will. No individual or body of men i,vms lumml 
to replace advances which, although made on their 
account, were made not only without bat even con¬ 
trary to their instructions. The government, when 
appealed to, sanctioned the conduct of tile Com¬ 
pany, though at the same time they gave to Dupleix 
a strange nrol iniquitous cwnpmsattori, by granting 
letter* of protection against any prosecution which 
mi elit be raised by his creditor*. 

The French commissioner, and Mr Saunders, the 
English governor, immediately proceeded to arrange 
a treaty, with a view-at one* to the protection of the 
native state* against encroachment, mid lbe equi¬ 
table adjustment of the points in dispute- between 
the two European powers. It was stipulated by the 
wrv find article, that all the cessions obtained from 
the'Moan (as the Indian princes were then railed) 
should be rostered by both parties, with tile exception 
only of ccrtaiJt maritime stations, to be retained for 
the security of trade; and ih»» wen* to 1» so se¬ 
lected that the two nations should in each parb- 
cuiar'district of the const l« nearly on a fool¬ 
ing of equality. The b rats of tha arra^ero«t 
were in general very favourable * the English. 
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The portions of territory which they were oh heed 
to renounce wen) comparatively small, and their 
ally, Mohammed All, waa left undisputed ruler of 
the Carnatic; while the French resigned the mr- 
metis? poi^ sdiima which they had acquired in Driest 
and tiie Northern Circars. 

Rut this treaty, which was expected to have ad¬ 
justed finally all dift-twins between the two conn-* 
trh% scarerdy produced a suspenduri of hostilities 
The English, having M^cured Mohammed Ali, their 
candidate, as XaUdj of the Carnatic, considered 
themselves bound* and perhaps felt inclined to sup¬ 
port him Again*! thenumernna enemies by whom he 
was still surrounded, Th+i Recent of Mysore declar¬ 
ed blmstf deicmiiiiLd not to recede from his preten¬ 
tions hi Tridiraopoly, which rendered it fcG—iy 
to maintain a rofpa for the defiance of that fortress 
The enemy, howeva*, were considered eo Lkth; for¬ 
midable, that Captain Kilpatfith, who commanded 
in the p\m 7 learn inn that Un? recent was forming a 
plan for its ntuo-k, sent a message, that if be chose 
to tttfue, he himself would threw open the gate* 
and meet him- The English alre agreed to send an¬ 
other corps to establish the raj mil's authority and ref¬ 
lect thi- revenue in the prorinn-sof Madtimartd Tin- 
neveliy* This premised to be an easy mid profitable 
Lap Ik, in which some share nfihe proceeds would pro¬ 
bably fall into their own h an dy They were verv 
much disHjjpolnud in both respects* These countries 
are occupied by an almost iavage raee t called the 
Collerii*. w hu. in their hahibi of robbery and preda¬ 
tory warfare, can scarcely be wmpmeA.

must heroic exploits Their thief ambition is to 
enrich their family and tribe, for which they brave 
death with the utmost intrepidity. Two brothers 
who had stolen a vast number of horses were appre¬ 
hended and brought be ion- Major La ure nee, wl» 
ordered them to he hanged. One of them offer¬ 
ed, if leave were given him, to’go odd bring l«eh, 
within two days, the stolen animals, while his bro¬ 
ther should remain as n hostage- His request was 
granted ; but the lime having elapsed, the prisoner 
was sent for and examined, when Jit very compos¬ 
edly expressed his astonishment that they should 
have lnvn so willy as to imagine hi* brother would 
it] i nk uf restoring so many valuable prira, which 
were sufficient tu mate the fortune of the whole fa- 
mil v. It was a clever Inch; a* for himself, having 
ofu'n haranled hi* life for objects com para lively 
trifling, he was quite ready to die in so honourable 
« cad*-. Laurence was *> amused with tile fellow's 
impudence, that on Clive's rateiwssirro he dismissed 
him. The Calleries occupied a range of bills, 
the passes or intervals of which were- fortified with 
walbof large and loose sfomns, and with a broad and 
deep ditch, in front of which was a hedge of hnm- 
boo-cam* so thick that it orald not he penetrated 
Imt hy hie or the a«. The natives defended th.-sc 
fosturc** with the utmost obstinacy; and, though 
thev did not fare the English in the open field, 
were continually on the watch to cut off their de- 
Lo-hmenLt One small body being fo und asleep, were 
all speared in a few minutes ; and the whole array, 
^ it once marched in a rarely manner through a 
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defile near Madura. bad its rear suddenly availed, 
and suffered great loss* Tims, after a hard cam¬ 
paign > the ltoo|W did not collect revenue enough to 
defray the expense of fttie expedition, and had oftera 
words to struggle through several years of tedious 
and fruitless warfare. 

The French, when they saw their ramie* thus 
actively etnployed, felt disposed to imitate their ex¬ 
ample. Finding them entimly occupied with the war 
in Madura, they made a hasty toaieh upon Trjeh- 
inofHjhv which was then nearly defenceless;; but 
that idtv was saved by a most rapid Rj&rah on the 
pari of Captain GoMiaud, A straggling and preda¬ 
tory warfare whs for some time waged between the 
two nations, when even la fBiucd that gave A new 
and more important character to the contest. 

On the breaking out of the memorable war in 1750 
between [Britain and France, the latter determined 
to make the moat vtgomus i fTiirti to acquire on as¬ 
cendency in India- The government fitted out an 
extensive armament, the command of which they 
intrusted to Count Lolly, sui officer of Irish extras 
lion, who, among many brilliaiit displays of person¬ 
al valour h ]\.\d f at the battle of FontenoVp taken se¬ 
veral English nffieera prison#!* with hb? awn hand* 
Cherishing the strongest atlAdunent to his late mao, 
ter B the unfortunate and misguided James IL, he 
felt also the most deadly antipathy to the English 
natu?, anil loftkcd, m his high^ pride, lo being the 
instrument in subverting th^dr eastern dominion. 
He soiled from Brest on the 4th Hay 1757 P but had 
m tediuus a voyage* accompanied with se vere isjck- 
nns among his crew, that he did not land at Poru 
dkherry till the 25th April 1J641 
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So eager was Lally In accomplish Ids object, that 
though he did not reach (he shore till five in the 
afternoon, before flight dooed he had troop on their 
nmrHi Lu besiege Fori St David, which was still 
oousiiierfd Ihr ilmqgiW nnd most important of the 
English settlement*. By this indiscreet haifc, in 
which no regard was paid to die convenient*, opinion, 
or prejudice* of his Mowers, he muted a spirit of 
animosity and even of resistance, which much im¬ 
peded his future- movement*. He even arrived at 
the place without due information a* to the strength 
or portion of the works. However, he pushed the 
siege with extraordinary vigour; while the garrison 
made an injudicious defence, throwing awuy their 
shot on insignificant objects, till at length, when 
thev were hard pressed, their aiiirntiniliHni proved 
extremely deficient- The r emy having, on die 1st 
of June, advanced their trenches to the foot of the 
glacis, ami opened such a Gre that die artillerymen 
could scarce I v stand to their guns, it was judged ne- 
cessarv to surrender ; the troop became prisoners of 
war; and this forties*, the capital of the English 
settlements, was raied to the ground, 

I^lty relumed to Pondicherry in the highest et- 
ulintion, Lind determined In h«e no titm- in foL 
lowing up his design of extirpating the English from 
India. With this view he l«k a Hep which m. 
voiced him ‘ a %ri-proach. Busty, amid the vio¬ 
lent revolution* at tint court of the Bi-ecan, and the 
most deadly jealousy leading men had 

succeeded in completely maintaining the French in- 
floeftre, He had anjuired the full conmiand of tin* 
Cireart where he reduc'd Vaagapatan, an import, 
ant English factory, Now, however, he wa* or- 
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die red by Lally to (] tut ibis court, thru he might be 
able to unite alibis tert% drsf in redmdug Madras, 
and then in attacking the newly-forim'd Hid tic me lilt 
of the enemy in Bengal. Bimy remonstrated strong¬ 
ly againit renouncing 1 his brilliant prospects for uiu 
certain advantages; hut the other, imperious and 
AeLf-willnJ, would listen U» nothing „ and insisted upon 
implicit compliance with his own view*. 

Xotwitli standing the reinfhreem mt obtained by 
so CTi'Ut a Hurilfrr, L;« II y, from the tnmt of funds, 
was scarcely in a condition to attempt ofiy enter¬ 
prise of irnjwjrlanee. In hopr-s. of relieving this dis¬ 
tils he resolved Upon an expedition against the 
Rajah of Tanjefiit to extort the fulfilment of an 
old engagement to pay five mi 11 inns of rupees. This 
enterprise, however, was conducted in a manner 
rash and revolting to the natives; and even after 
p* Tietrating tn She town* and rommendiig the siege, 
he was obliged hythr $earrity of pruvbucim and ajn- 
munition to withdraw. He soon obtained posses¬ 
sion of Arrot and certain other places Id the Car¬ 
natic, fit™ whence he drew some supplied Being 
then joined by Bossy, he deemed it expedient to 
oomrni'ttce the sii+ge of Madras ■ and be Lurried it 
nn upwards of two months, though under creat dlf- 
fi i B ul tie*. The jpm*i m* however, mrssisii n g of L 758 
Eurof^ans and 2120 natives, commanded by Go, 
v^mor IHgoi and the veteran Laurence, made the 
rn-i#t culhuit defence. The siege was [enniiiirE'd by 
the ippear&nee, on the 10th February, of a sc|Ua- 
drtin of *ix English vesath., containing til hundrt.d 
tmh tn»fsa_ Aj soom at this fleet hove In sight; the 
french army, without waiting their commander's 
™™* la^ui to retreat with th* ulnjcist precipitin 
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turn, and! the g£Ticral liad out lime to execute his 
enitil purpose of burning the Black Town, 

It h admitted by LaJly himself, that,owing to their 
deep Imtr^l of him, his return in this discomfited 
state to Pondicherry was viewed as a subject of 
triumph by tin- pdliripal officers, and even by the 
greater part of ihe inhabitant!. Every thing nuw 
presented In his eyes a disastrous aspect, The Eng¬ 
lish took the field, and begun to reconquer like Cur- 
untie. The French general in attempting to cheek 
their career, was defeated at Wande-waahjand obliged 
to re treat upon Pondicherry, It was evident that 
the French dominion in India was fast approach^ 
mg Eo a dose. Lai)y ha* acknow ledgid, i hat if, after 
the tattle of Wande wash, the English had marched 
direct upon Pondicherry, they might Have become 
masters of it in a few days. But they spent the next 
three months in reducing the different strong places 
in the Carnatic, including Coricaf the only other 
seaport which remained to their adversary. Having 
obtained repealed n ifl fort e ments . which I he other 
party looked for in vain* they wen enabled to dots 
in around Fondieherry* and make preparation! for 
ifcj actual siege, LaJUji in tliis dtspmtc state of 
hu affairi, obtained hy high promts m auiitkry 
force from Hyder, now master of tfjwiej but hk 
troops after rvniainitlg about a month, bijcanie di*» 
courage hy the manifest w,akno« of their allies ; 
and, being impelled by urgent mattcfi at home, they 
broke op without giving notice, and departed for 
their own country, 

Eal| v miM ic a spirited attempt to nMrii-v.> Jim iL 
fairs by a mnipiphUlladi un lheentjay'*«aip f and 
iiHceeddd in f*rrjiJig Itstnl poiU of some import- 
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anoe; hut the gallantry of the British, and the tardv 
wTivaJ of one of his divisions, caused his final 

repulst. By the end of September IJfSO, PondL 
ch, rr> was so doscly blockaded Ixtth by sea and 
land that only a very scanty supply of'pimisions 
«uld be introduced. Two out of three large ships 
I hat were lying in port were surprised in the night 
and «med off. On the 27 th November, the com- 
nuirider, who had long urged the necessity of the 
miwsure, insisUtl on earning into cfTm tfi e t . 5 _ 
puhiton of the black inhabitants. To the number 
of l ino they were thrust out of the gates, but were 
refused a passag,. by the English, who for*»w that 
the garrison would thus hold out for a some- 
what longer period. The unhappy emilurra wan, 
deml about the ducis. picking up plants and roots

On Mi arrival in France, a t rallies I scene ensu¬ 
ed. The nation were by (his time worked up to a 
high degree of discontent by the severe d hosiers, 
whirb, durine this w&r, when the British Mamtm 
were directed by the genius of Pitt, had befallen 
their arms in every quarter of the globe. The 
loss of India raised their indignation to the high¬ 
est pitch; and they loudly demanded a virtiin* 
Lilly, with Ilia usual violence. prorated a furrna] 
accusation against Brnsj and three other*! connect¬ 
ed with bint in the administration, as bavitig, 
out of enmity to himself, ruined the French affair 
The impeachment appears to hive been ill-founded, 
*nd the parties accused retalbited by charging him 
with having caused that unfortunate issue by a series 
of acts, which, as they alleged p in ferfeil more than in¬ 
capacity The voice of individuals returning from 
In din, who had been alien Jttod by his hasty temper, 
was generally hostile to hi in. On their testimony, the 
attorney-general thought himself justified in found¬ 
ing a charge of high treason ; which appears to have 
been al together groundless* Many of Lali/i pro¬ 
reed inr*. it is true, were ndh and imprudent, and his 
outrageous manner, provoking the enmity both of 
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tile French and natives was very injurious to the 
interest! of the Company and the govern menL Eut 
to constitute high treason then* must have been 
an intention to betray tb^se rotate!*; instead cf 
whirls Ilia faults appear to have rather prtN.vedtd 
from a blind and headlong ml. Being arraipoil 
of Lliik high crime,, hr wns removed from Un? Bsis- 
tile to an humbler print* and, affording to the 
ungenerous practice of France was denied the aid 
of eounwL The parliament of FarlSj a too nume¬ 
rous though highly respectable body, were §o far 
wrought upon as lo promiunct* sentence of death; 
against which flegnfer and FdK two of their most 
dLtlngubhed m embers„ protested; and VoltaJ^ 
b^itales not u* rail it a judicial murder The un¬ 
furl untie Bally, when it was announced to hhd, 
lifted his band* to heaven, esdajming^ Is this 
the re waul of forty«Jv* years' service? 1 * and endea¬ 
voured to itfib himself with a pair of compasses. 
He wm proven tfd, flJid conveyed nuit day in «r 
nQumion can to the Pfact df where he un¬ 

derwent the unjust sentence of the law.
